XN the following pages will be found a List — fairly 
complete, it is believed, if not exhaustive — of 
such Englishmen or others, being British subjects (a), 
as have been considered deserving of a place of 
record in any standard work of British Biography, 
and whose names are to be found alao- in the 
Admission Books of the Middle Temple (6). 

The List extends to nearly one thousand names. 
Of these a very large number are, of course, those 
of distinction in the records of the Law — Judges, 
Advocates, Jurists and the like; but the majority.

it is somewhat remarkable to note, will be found 
to possess other claims to distinction, and to consist 
of those who, after admission to the Inn, either 
wholly or partially abandoned the Law, and found 
more congenial scope for their abilities in other 
pursuits. And of these not only is the number, 
but the variety, remarkable ; for amongst them wiU 
be noticed representatives of almost every department 
of intellectual activity — Philosophers and Moralists, 
Orators and Wits, Historians and Antiquaries, Poets 
and Dramatists, Artists and Musicians, Journalists 
and Critics, Mathematicians and Men of Science, 
Grammarians and Philologists, Essayists and Novelists, 
even Theologians and Divines ; while, of those whose 
fame rests more upon their actions than their 
writings, occur the names of Statesmen and Politicians, 
Soldiers, Sailors, Courtiers, Ambassadors, and even 
of Merchants and Agriculturists. 



This feature of the Catalogue goes to establish the 
fact that the Inns of Court, whilst primarily '' insti- 
tutions set apart for the study and practice of the 
Law," have at all times kept up the character 
originally attributed to them as the resort also of 
students whose object was general culture as much

as professional training (c). That they were also 
Societies to which it was deemed no small honour 
to belong is shown by the presence amongst 
ordinary members of many of the chief public men 
of the time, at their respective dates — Eoyal and 
Noble personages, Statesmen, Soldiers, Sailors, 
Courtiers, Kcclesiastical and other Dignitaries (d) — 
who were admitted apparently honoris causd, though 
there is no express mention of the fact on the 
Registers. 

Another, and not the least interesting feature of 
the List, is the presence upon it of a number of 
members from the British North American Colonies 
before their separation from the Mother Countrj-, 
who, on their return home, took a leading part in 
bringing about that separation, and in the framing 
of the Federal and State Constitutions, a part for

which the legal knowledge acquired at the Inn 
doubtless qualified them. 

The period over which the Catalogue extends 
embraces exactly four centuries, extending back 
from the end of the past year (1901) to the year 1501, 
the date of the earliest of the Inn Eegisters. It is, 
of course, only reasonable to suppose that there were 
many distinguished Middle Templars before that 
time, but unfortunately no means exists of tracing 
any beyond a few of the judicial class, who have 
been identified from entries in the Year Books and 
other legal records. Tradition has, indeed, connected 
two of the most interesting names in English 
literature — ^those of John Gower (1325 — 1402) and 
Geoffrey Chaucer (1340—1400) with *'the Temple," 
but there is nothing to show to w^hich of the 
Inns (if either) they belonged. They are, there- 
fore, excluded from the Catalogue (e). 



(e) The writer of the Article on Chaucer in the Biographia 
Britannka makes him of the Middle Temple. Drry, in the Preface 
to the poet's works, places him in the Inner ; but there is no authority 
for either statement. Other attempts have been made to attach 
him to the latter Inn, but the evidence is quite insufficient. The 
same is true as to Gower. 



A gap in the Registers, by the loss of a volume, 
unfortunately occurring between the yeara 1624 and 
1551, may account for the absence of the names 
of some who might be entitled to a place upon the 
Catalogue. 

The Biographical Notices which accompany the 
names, and which have been added chiefly for the 
sake of ready reference, contain only the salient 
facts in each instance. Fuller information must be 
looked for elsewhere, if required (/). Care has, how- 
ever, been taken to give such special information in 
each case as the Registers afford, especially as to 
parentage ; and, in the case of such members as 
have been Authors, a sufficient reference has been 
made to the titles and nature of their works as to 
show the extent of the contributions of the Inn as 
a body to the general literary wealth of the 
country. 

The Notices are arranged alphabetically, but an

I Sfk&eer of thb Hoobe or Coumons. 1T5T — 1829. 

Admitted 14 October, 1768. 
Bon of the Rev. John Abbot, S.T.P., of Colchester. He was edu- 
««tecl at Westminster and Oiford, where he had a distinguished career, and 
where he was Vinerian Scholar, 1781. He was called to the Bar 9 Mav, 1783, 
but tindii^ the practice of the luw distasteful, in 1794 lie accepUd the offiue 
of Clerk of the Rules in the King's Bench, which he held tor seven years. 
In 1796 he entered ParliaiuunC as member for Helston. Here he devoted hia 
attention to many practical improveiiienta in legislative procedure, and he 
was the authorof the (irat Census Act. In 1801 he became Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, where he applied himself to departmental reforms, till in the follow- 
ing veor he woa recalled to succeed Sir -lohn Mitford in the Speskership of 
the House of Commons (1 1 Feb. 1802). This position he occupied for lifleen 
Tery eventful years, retiring in IRIT, with a {leeroge as Lord Colchester. On 
attainiui; to the Speakership he was elected a Bencher of the Inn, and was 
appointed Reader in 1S05. He died suddenly on the 7 May, 1639. Hit 
Ifuiry anil Ooirt^onilenee were published by hia Bon in 1861. 



Admitted 16 November, 1787. 

Second son of John Abbott, of Canterbury — " filius natu minor humilibua 
sortia parentibiis, patre vero prudentt, matre pi& ortus," as he described 
himself — where he was bom, 7 Oct. 1762. He was educated at the Grammar 
School there, and Bubsecinoutiv at Corpus Christi College, Orford, where he 
had a distinguished career. Prom the Middle Temple he passed to the Inner, 
where he was called to the Sarin 1796, and speedily acquired a lai^ practice, 
taking pari in most of the important Stale^ Trials of the time. He was also 
Counsel to the Bonk of England and other great commercial bodies. In Feb. 
'1816 he was appointed a judge of the Common Pleas, and in the same year 
advanced to the Court of King's Bench with the honour of knighthood. Two 
jenn later he succeeded Lord Ellenborough as Chief Justice of that court, 
--)d in 1827 was raised to the peerage. He died 4 Nov. 1832. 

Notwithstanding hia application to the law, he never relinijuiahed hia study 
of classical literature, and found lime for researches in botany, etc. He was 
the author of the following works r RuUt and Orders on the Plea Hu1« of Iht 
Xing'! Beneh (1795) ; JuritprtuUnce and Practice of the Court of Great SarioTit 
of Waits in Ou Chutcr Cirettit (1795); Traitiie on the Law of McrchatU Slips 
and Searnen, in four parlt (1802). This last is a legal classic of which many 
editions have been published.

This ever- to-be -lamented prince, heir prospective to the throne, whose 
unfortunate death occurred the 14 Jan. 1892, waa admitted to the Inn 
10 Jime, 1885, and called to the Bar and to tbe Bench the name day, in 
accordance with the precedent of his royal taiher, now hia Majesty King 
Edward VII., then Pnnce of Wales, who waa admitted, called and elected to 
the Bench, 31 Oct. 1661. He n-aa bom at Frogmore, 8 Jan. 1864, and 
baptized 10 March following in Buckingham Palace ciiapel. At the time of 
his admission he was an undergraduate at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where he entered Oct. 1RB3. He was buried nl St. Oeorge's Cbapel, Windsor, 
SO Jan. 1692. 



ALEXANDER, Sir WILLIAM. Jodqe. 1754—1842. 

Admitted 3 Mny, 1771. 

Son and heir of William Alexander, of Edinburgh, where he was bom in 
the year 1754. He was called to the Bar 22 Nov. 1782. After practising in 
the Court of Chancery with high reputation as an equity and real property 
lawyer for nearly twenty years, he waa rewarded with a silk Rown in 1800. 
H« became one of the Moatera in Chancery in the year 1809, and Chief Baron

He 
became King's Counsel 6 May, 1761, at the aame time as Sir William 
Blackstone (f .v.), and subsequently Attorney -General Ui the Queen. Ambler's 
Reports embrace a period of nearly fifty years (1737 — 1784), and, aa be himself 
reminds us, give us the decisions of five Chancellors, several Masters of tjie 
Rolls, and more than one body of Commissioners. As originally printed in 
1790 Ambler's Reports were considered of imperfect authority, but tno edition

'oungest son of James Amoa, of Devonshire Square. He was educated at 
Eton and Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated Fifth Wrangler in 
1613. He was called to the Bar at Lincoln's Inn in 1616, and migrated to the 
Middle Teniple. He was succesaively Recorder of Oxford, Nottmgham, and 
Banbnry. He sat on various Criminal Law Commissions between 1834 and 
1843, and took part in the compilation of their important reports. On the 
foundation of the London University he became the first Professor of English 
Law there, with Mr. Austin (q.v.) as his colleague in the department of 
jurisprudence, and his lectures attracted great attention. In 1837 he waa 
made a member of the Council of the Qovemor-General of India. On his 
return to England in 1843 be was nominated one of the first of the new 
County Court Judges, sitting for Marylebone. In 1848 he became Downing 
Professor at Cambridge, an appointment he held till his death in 1860. 

He left behind him many books on 1e^ and constitutional and literary

Son and heir ot the Rev. C. Anstey, D.D., of Brintley, Cambridgeshire. 
He was educated at Eton and Kinit's College, Cambridge, where he waa 
admitted Fellow and graduated 1746, but waa prevented taltitig up his M.A, 
degree. In 1756, haring ancceeded to the family estates, he resicned hia 
Fellowship, and devoted himself to the cultivation ot letters and the duties ot 
a country gentleman. In .1766, he published the work by which he is chiefly 
reroembered. The New Bath Guide, a series of letters in veree, which obtained 
great popularity. He subsequently published The Patriot, a Pindaric EpittU, 
on Priw;- fighting (1767) ; An Eleetion Ball (1776), and other occasional verses, 
but these productions added little to his previous reputation. He died at 
Bath in 1805, and was buritd in Walcot Church. 



ANSTEY, THOMAS CHISHOLM. Legal Writer asd Politician. 

1816—1873. 
Admitted 6 June, 1335. 

Second son of Tliomaa Anetey, ot Anstey Barton, Van Diemen's Land. He 
waa bom in London in 1816, and called to the Bar 25 Jan. 1839. Early 
in hia legal career he was appointed Professor of Law and Jurisprudence in 
the Roman Catholic College in Bath, having become a convert to Eomanism. 
In 1845 he published the lectures h-e there delivered, and about the same time, 
A GmAt to the Lavn affecting Rimian Catholia, and many pamphlets on Roman 
Catholic ijuestiona He became a strong supporter of Daniel O'ConneU, and 
was elected [o Parliament tor Yougiial in 1847. In Parliament he signaliied 
himself liy intemperate atlacka on the Government, notwithstanding which 
he was nominated Attorney-General of Hong Kong in 1854. There he got 
into dispute witli the Governor, and was suspended in 1858. After this he 
proceeded to India and practised in Bombay, where with some intervals in 
Etigland, he spent the rest of hia life, and died on 12 Aug. 1873. 

His political ttncta and pamphlela are mostly forgotten, but liis papers read

ANSTia, JOHN. Heealdic Writek. 1669—1744. 

Admitted 31 January, lUSS-BO. 

Son and heir of John AnBtia, of St. NeoU in Ooniwall, where he was bom on 
28 Sept. 1869. He was called to the Bar IS) May, 1699, to the Bench 8 June 
17M, appointed Header in the following year, and eleuled Treasurer in 1730. 

Being heir to a good fortune, he devoted hiniBelf at first to pDliti<:s, and 
during the reigns of Queen Anne and George 1., represented St. Jlawes and 
Launceslon in Parliament. In 1703 he waa appointed Deputy-General to the 
Auditors of the Imprest, and in the following year, one of^ the Commigsionen 
of Prizes. His distinguished attainmenta in Hei'aldry recommeniled him to 
Queen Anne, who on the 2 April, 1714, gave him a reversionarr patent for the 
office of Oiirter Kiug-at-Arma. When the vacancy occurred, however, hia 
claim was disregarded, as he had meanwhile fallen under suspicion of being 
concerned in plots fur the restoration of the Stuarts, and had been imprisoned. 
Nevertheleas, having succeeded in clearing himself of all complicity with 
Jacobite designs, and having proved the validity of the Queen's patent, on the 
SO April, I71S, he was admitted to the office. 

He died at hia sent at MortUfce, in Surrey, on Sunday, 4 March, 1744, 
nd was buried on the S3rd of the same month, at Duloe, in Cornwall. Of hia 
merits as an hcraldric writer, it has been observed that " he Joined the le&ming 
of Camden with the industry, without the inaccuracy, of Dugdale." 

His published easays are : Oaria Militarit, or a Treatiat on tht Court of 
CkimilrTj, in 3 books (1702), 8va [of thia work only a fragment, a copy of 
which is preserved in the British Mnaeuti^ is known to exist] ; Lettart to a 
Pttr, eoTictming the Hemour of Earl Marshal (a fragment printed in 1706); 
Tht Form of the Tuetallation of iA< OaHer (1720), 8vo ; lirool^» Brrore of 
Canuien (1724) ; llu Regiittr of the Most Noble Order of the Garter, urually 
eaUtd tht Blaek Book, viith ^iwiimen of tht lAve* of tht KniMt Gompanumt 
(1724) ; Obaervationa introductory lo an SiHorieai Etiay on th» Knighthood of the 
Bath (1725). 

Besides these he is the author of several detached pieces, and of some curious 
works in MS.

Henry VlII, He himself 
went by the appellation of " Jack for the King " in reference to his loyaltr in 
the Civil War», in which he took a. leading part in tbe West, holding Pen- 
denni* Castle for the King for Ave months in 1646, a£ recorded by Clarendon 
l^.v.). Hit lowes in the war reduced him tu poverty, and he did not live to 
•ee bis fortunes repaired at tbe R«atoration. His sod Richaid, however, 
ennobled in 1664 as Baron AniDdell of Trerice, recovered the estates.

Seconil BOB of Edward Afgill, i>f Hanley Casiie, WorceaMrsliire, where he 
was born. He wiw called to the Bar 6 May, 169£, and practised with much 
success in Ireland, where he became a Mi;mber of Parliament. In the first 
Parliament after the Union he was elected lor Bromber, but l>eing then a 

Erisoner in the Fleet, he was unable t« attend. By a resolution of the House, 
owever, he wob discha:^rl from custody, and permitted to take his seat 
Subsequently he was eipcUcd for the publication of a book or pamphlet 
■deemed blasphemous, and replaced in the Fleet. Here he remained till his 
death in J 738.

ASHLEV or AYSHLEY, ROBERT. 



Scholar and Thanh lator. 
1&65— 1641. 
Admitti^ 8 October, 1688. 

Second son of Anthony Ashley, of Dimeram (Danierham), Wiltshire, where 
he was boni in 1565. Wood eays that he became a gentleman-commoner of 
Hart H^l in l!i8(>, and was there trained up in the arts and learned lautjuaees. 
From college he proceeded to New Inn, whence he entered at the &liddle 
Temple, and *' being made a barreeter, be was engaged and denominated 
among the professon of the common law. But finding the practice thereof 
to have ebbs and tides, he applyed hiineelf to the learning of tne languages of 
our Dei^hbours, the French, Dutch, Spaniard, and Italian, to the end that he 
might be partaker of the wisdom of those nations. ... At length he 
travelled inu> France, Holland, etc., and spending some time among the 
learned and in the public libraries thereof, he returned a very knowing and 
-cnnipleat gentleman " (see Advertisement to his A Imantor). After his return 
he took up his residence at the Middle Temple (a), where he lived many years, 
And at hia death, which occurred in the vear 1641, he bequeathed his whole 
library to the Honourable Society of liia Inn, "to be unt« them as the 
foundation of a library, twether with £300 in ready money." The books thus 
bequeathed, and which lornied the nucleus of the present Itliddle Temple 
Library, consisted of a well-chosen collection of works on all subiecis of con- 
temporary and earlier literature, English, Spanish, French, and Italian, and 
include some rare and choice editions.

ASHMOLE, ELIAS. Astiqdabt. 181 

Admitted 8 November, 1G67-8. 

Scm niid heir of Simon Astmole, of Lichfield, where he was born 23 Mav, 
1617. He had Already published his treatises on Alchemy whenhewasoiHed 
U) the Bar on 2 Nov. 1660, and, a few daja later, waa invited to the Beni'h of 
the Inn, an himour n-hich he, hotvever, declined. In 1653 he was introduced 
to the ^reat Selden, and from that time, abandoning the pursuit of AftTolf^y 
and Alchemy, which had hithertu been his chief occupation, Iiedevoted himself 
to the atitdy of English antiquities, and especially of Heraldry. On the 
accession of Charles II. he was appointed Windsor Herald {as a reward for 
loyal services in early life), Comptroller-General, and afterwards Accountant- 
Qeneral of Excise. In 1677 he was offered the atbce of Qarter King-at-Arms, 
but dechned it in favour of Sir William Dugdale, whose daughter he had 
married aa third wife. In 1662 he became possessed of the valuable collection 
of rarities preserved at South Lambeth, known as the Museum Trndescantium, 
and this collection, with additions, he presented in 1677 to the University of 
Oxford, where the building, since known as the Aehmoiean Museum, was 
buUt to receive them. Mr. Ashniole died 18 May, 1692, and was buried in 
Lambeth Church. 

During many years he had chambers in the Middle Temple, the Library of 
which he enricheil witliniany valuable donations of books, including especially 
the works of Spelman, Dugdale, Ogilhy, and some of his own. The following

[containing extracts from the writings of English and foreign alchemists by

ATHERTON, Sir WILLIAM. Lawtkb. 1806— 1864. 

Admitted 22 December, 1847. 

Only son of the Eev. William Atherton, ot Rutland Street, Hampatead 
Road (an eminent Wesleyan minister). His adoiission to the Middle Temple 
was ad eundem from the Inner, where he entered 11 Nov. 1829, was callt^ 
22 Nov. 1839, and made a Bencher in 1851. He became Queen's Counsel in 
185S; Solicitor-General, with the honour of knighthood, 1659 ; and Attorney- 
General, 1861. He died 23 Jan. 1664. 



EARL OF. See ALBERT VICTOR CHRISTIAN 



ATKINS, HENRV. Pin-S[0IAN. 1658—1635. 

Admitted 10 Augu^it, 1613. 

He is described in the Register as " Henir Atkyiw, Esq., one of His. 
Majesty's Physicians in Ordinary." He was the son of Richard Atkins, ot 
Great Berk ham pstead, Herts. He was educated at Oxford, and took his 
degree of M.D. at Nantes. He became a Fellow of the CoU^e of Physicians- 
in 1588, and was several times its President. He became Physician to the 
King in 1604. He died 21 Sept. 1636.

ATTOHMCTT, ROBERT. Colonial Jcdgb. d. 17S0. 

Admitted E April, 1705. 

Third son of John Authniuty, ni Newtown, co. Lt>nRford, Ireland. He 
WW edocated in Dublin, but art«r liia call to the Bar on 23 Nov. 171 1, nettled 
in Boetoa (U.S.A.). There he became, in 1733, a Judge in the Admiralty 
■ Court o£ the district, and held the post uutil 1747. In 1741 he was 
deputed to pi'oceed to England to settle the dispute respecting the boundary 
line of MasMchussett* and Rhode Island, and while there he ronceived the 
plan for adding Cape Breton and Louisburg to the Colonies. He died April, 
17W. 

Judge Auchmuty was the Rrnndtather of Sir Samael Auchmiity, the 
diittnguiehed Indian General. He was the author of a pamphlet entitled, 
Th» Importanct of Cape Breton lo 0\4 hrilvA, /fotvoii (1746). 



AUCKLAND, BARON. S« EDEN, WILLIAM. 



AUSTIN, CHARLES. Jdkist. 1799—1874. 

Admitted 3 February, 1823. 

Second son of Jonathan Austin, of Mile End, and binthur of John Austin, 
the celebmted Jurist. He had a brilliant career at Camhridne, and at the 
Middle Temple he read in the chambers of Sir William Follett. He was 
colled to the Bar Sft Miiy, 1827, and twenty years later waa appointed Reader 
at the Inn. In 1841 he was made Queen's Counsel and obtained unprecedented 
raccecs at the Parliamentary Bar. He was, however, ei{ua1Iy celebrated as a 
scholar and brilliant i-onversationaliitt, and having acquired a large fortune, 
he retired from ^feesionol work in 1848, and till his death in 1874 lived the 
quiet life of an English country Rentlemaoi in SufTolk. During his life he 
contributed much to the PaTliamentarij, RetToipative and Jfattniniter 
Sevitvn, hut left no published works behind him. He wiis one of a brilliant 
I poop of intellecttial Rianta, which included Macaulay, Mil), Praed (q.v.\ 
I Bomilly, Cockbum (5.1't) and Moidtrie (q.v.y The last named wrote of him : 
" Nokeener wit. 
No tnteller.t more subtle, none more bold 
Was found in all our host."

AWDRY, Sib JOHN WITHER. Indian Jddoe. 1795—1879 

Admitted 11 November, 1817. 

Eldest son of John Awdry, of the Middle Temple and of Nolton House. 
Wilts. He was educated nt Winchester and OzfonI, where he graduated in 
18ia He was called to the Bar 22 Nov. 1822. In 1830 he was made s 
Judge in Bombay nnd knighted, and in 1B39 raisol to the Chief Justiceship. 
He retired three years later and became a ilagislrate and Chairman of 
Quarter Sessions in Wiltshire. The University of Oxford conferred on him 
the honorary degree of D.C.L in 1B44. He died at Notton House, 31 May, 
1878. 
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ATETON, ACTON SMEE. Politicluj. 1816—1886. 

Admitted 2 Maj, 1B50. 

Thirf Bon of Frederick Ayrton, of Bombay, and a Barrister of Gray's Inn. 
Before hie entiy to the Temple he had been a solicitor at Bombay. After 
hia c^ to the Bar, 30 April, 1663, he devoted himsell' to politics and entered 
Parliament aa a Liberal for the Tower Hamlets (1857). He interested himself 
greatly in London Municipal Reform, and in 1S68 was made Parliamentorj 
Secretary to the Treaamr. In 1B69 he was made a Privy Councillor and 
First Commissioner of Works. In the latter position he showed great seal 
for economy and made many enemies, which led to hia transfer to the post of 
Judge-Advocale-Geueral in 1B73. With the fall of Mr. Gladstone's ministry 
in 1874 hiA jwlitical career came to an end. He died at Bournemouth, 
30 Nov. 1688-

BACON, MONTAGU. Scholar and Csitic. 1688—1748. 

Admitted 28 March, 1704. 

Second Mn of Nicholas Bacon of Shrubland, Suffolk, and a descendant of 
Lord Kee|)er Bacon. He was baptized at CoddcuhiLni, 13 Dec. 1688, and 
educated at Trinity College, Cambridge. He was caUed to the Bar 15 May, 
1710, and some time later took Holy Orders; He proceeded M.A. in 1734, 
and in 1743 was preferred to the living of Newborn Verdun, Leicestershire, 
which rectory he held till his deatli, tnough unable to fulfil its duties by 
reason of failing health and temporary mental affliction. He died at 
Chelsea, 7 April, 1749, leaving a great reputation for learning and especiaUy 
for knowledge of polite literature. His own literary work, however, was 
small, and is contained in a volume published after his death, entitled. 
Critical, Hutorical, and Explanatory Notet upon Hudibrai . . , with a 
Diltertation upon BurUique Poetry (1752). 



BAGSHAW or BAGSHAWE, EDWARD. 

Admitted 26 November, 1608. 
Second son of Edward Ba^hawe, of the City of London. He was bom of 
a respectable Derbyshire family in London about 1564. He vnu called to the 
Bar 27 Jan. 1615. Being "a knowinff man in his profession " [as he is styled 
by Wood), he became a Bencher, and in 1639 was elected Lent Reader of 
the tnn. In his readings he attacked Episcopacy, and was consequently 
Stopped by Lord Keeper Finch. This, however, only tended to make him 
popular with the Republican party, and in the following year he was 
returned for Southwark in their interest. Nevertheless he subsequently 
joined the King's party, and suffered imprisoninent for his loyalty. He 
was released in 1646, and at the time ol the King's return in 1660 was 
Treasurer of the Inn. He died two years afterwards. His published works, 
which ail relate to the political and religious controversies of the time, are

BAILLIE, WILLIAM. Artist. 1723—1810. 

Admitted 10 May, 1742, 

Second eon of Robert Baillie, of Celliridge, co.'.Kildare, He was born at Kil- 
bride, G June, 1723, and educated at Dublin under Dr. Sberidan (Krandfather 
of Richard Brinslev Sheridan). He soon abandoned his purpoBe of studying the 
\nvr, and entered the army, where, a.^ lieutenant of foot, he fought at (Jailoden 
and Minden. He subsequently joined the cavalry, but in 1773 obtained a 
civil appointment aa Commissioner of Stamps. During all his employmenU, 
however, his leisure was devoted to Art, and especiaUy to ensraving and 
etchinfi;, in which be became proficient. He died in Paddington 22 Dec. 1810. 

Hii best-ltnown worka were reproductions from the Flemish school, and 
include Bembrandt's Christ Healing the Sick, and Jetut Disputing mlh (he 
lloctort, which may be considered hie master-pieces. 



BAINHAM or BAYNHAM, JAMES. Lawykb and Mahttr. d. 1532. 

There is no entry of his admission on the books, which may have occurred 
before the date of the earliest Register ; but he is said by Foxe, the 
martyrolt^ist, to have been bred to tlie study of the law and to have been 
residing in the Middle Temple, when he was a'rrested by the Serjeant-at-amiB 
and brought before the Lfird Chancellor at Chertsey. He was the son of 
" Master Bainham, a knight of Gloucestershire." Attei' hia arrest he waa 
sent to the Tower and put on the rack, "because he would not acctiae the 

fentlemen of the Temple of his acquaintance nor show where his books lay." 
le was then brought l)etore the Bishop of London, and finally condemned 
and bumed at the stake at Smithfield, 30 April, 1532. He married the widow 
of Simon Fish, author of the Supplication of Beggars. 



BAKER, DAVID BRISTOW. REUQiona Whites. 1803—1852. 

Admitted 17 June, 1824. 
Second son of David Bristow Baker, merchant, of Chatham Place, 
|_ Blackf rian^ He waa educated at St. John's College, Cambridse, where he 
"n 1829 and M.A. in 1832. For some years he held the living 
_ ,- le, Surrey. Bodied in London in 1852. He is known as the author 
jfjiaHotweo/ffceJVatureo/IJoutl, published in 1831, and of Discourie* and 
il Addnuet. 

BALL, JOHN. Scientist and Thavelleb, 1818—1889. 

Admitted 18 April, 1837. 

Eldest son " Magistri servientis " Bsll of Dublin. He is so entered in the 
RegiBter, but hia father was Nicholas Bull, Judge of the Common Pleas in 
>eTand. He was educated at Uscott College and at Christ's College, Cambridge, 
where, with Darwin, he attended the lectures of Professor Henslow, which gave 
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an impulae to his tastes fur natural science, already stronf; in him. He passed 
aa Forty .first Wrangler, but, being a Roman Catholic, could not take a degree. 
He was called lo tlie Irish Bar in 1645, and in 1846, the year of the potato 
famine, acted as Assistant Poor Law Commissioner. In 1862 he entered 
Parliament for Carlow, and in 1855 became Under-Secretary of the Colonies, 
in which position he was able to advance the cause of science by ndvocatins 
the expedition under Falliser to explore the Canadian route to the Pacific, and 
by supporting Sir W. Hooker's effortfl lo syatematixe the Boras of the British 
Coloniea. In 1859, bein^ defeated at Limerick, he retired from politics, and 
reiumed hia scientific studies, pursuing them in tJte Alpa, in Morocco, and South 
America, and publishing from time lo time the results of his researches in the 
Alpine Guide, and other scientific journals, his be^t known pa])erB beinr 
his Joamal of a Totir in Moroceo (1878) ; hia Nota of a Ifaluralisl in Stnith 
America (1887) ; and his Pcafcs, Prujes, and Gbwien of the Alps (1859). He 
was, indeed, the fir»t authority on matters relating to the Alps, and was first 
President of the Alpine Ctub. He died in Kensington 31 OcL 1889. 

BALL or BALLE, PETER. Pkisicias. d. 1675. 

Admitted 4 February, 1651-2. 

Third son of Sir Poter Ball, one of the Masters of the Bench. His elder 
brother, Goring, was admitted on the same day. He was called to the Bar 
8 May, 1657. He studied medicine at Leyden and Padua, and was admitted 
to tlie Royal Colle^*e of Physicians in 1664 as Hon. Fellow. He was one of 
the original Fellows of the Roval Society. He died in 1676, and was buried 
in the Round of the Temple Church. His elder brother, William (j.v.), was 
also a member of the Inn. 

BALL or BALLE, WILLIAM. ABTROtrOMKB. d. 1890. 

Admitted 4 November, 1646. 

Son and heir of Sir Peter Ball of the Middle Temple. He devoted himself 
to asIrDuomical pursuila, and made important obsurvationa on Saturn and 
his rings. He co-operated in the founding of the Royal Society. He died in 
169U, and was buried in the Round of the Temple Church. 



BAMPFIELD or BAMPFYLDE, THOMAS. Speaker of thb House 
or Commons. 

Admitted 28 October, 1642. 

Third Eon of John Bampfield of Pollimore, co. Devon. He waa called to 
Uie Bar 8 June, 1649, was Recorder of Exeter and member for that city in 
CromweU's Parliameuls of 1654 and 1656, also in Richard Cromwell's Parha- 
ment in 1668, when he was elected Speaker in the place of Mr. Chute. He 
remained Speaker till 16 March, l(i59-60. He sat again for his old con- 
rtituency in the Convention Parlianjcnt of 1660, but retired in the following 
year. There is no record of his death. 

BANBURY, EARL OF. Sa KNOLLYS, WILLIAM. 



BANISTER OT BANNISTER, Sir WILLIAM. Jddoi. 

Admitted 18 May, 1672. 
Son and heir of William Baniflter of Turk Dean, in the county of GIou 
He waa called to the Bar 30 May, 1679, was made a Serjeant-at-Law in 
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And one of the Judges iu South Wales, from which position he was advanced 
to be a Baron of the Exchequer in 1713. In the eaine year he was knighted. 
In the following year, howeTer, he waa removed from his office. The date of 
liis death is not recorded. 

BAELOW, Sir WILLIAM OWEN. 1775—1861. 

Admitted 22 February, 1792. 

Eldest son of William Owen, Lieutenant-Colonel, 61st RegiraenL He was 
called to the Bar 32 Nov. 1799. He osaumed the name of Barlow in 1844, on 
coming into a valuable estate in Pembrokf shire, bat continued to reside in 
his chambers in Figtree Court till his death, 26 Feb. 1851. He practised as 
ft Special Pleader, and waa Attorn ey-Qenera,l for the Carmarthen Circuit, and 
Poeiman of the Court of Exchequer. He was offered a CommissionerBhip 
is Bankruptcy by Lord Brou;;hanj, but declined the appointment. He waa 
the eighth baronet of the family. He was elected a Bencher of the Inn 



BAHNARDISTON, THOMAS. Law Reporter. d. 1752. 

Admitted 2S January, 1723-4. 

Only son of Thomas Barnardiston, of Bury St. Edmunds. He was called 
to the Bar 6 Feb. 1729, and became Serjeant -at- Law 5 June, 1736, but is 
hest known as the author of the Law Reports bearing his aann^ and which 
contain decieionB in the Court of Chancery during the years 1740 and 1741, 
and in the King's Bench from 1726 to 1734. He died 14 Oct. 17G2, and was 
bnried in Chelsea Church. 



BARRETT, EATON STANNARD. Political Satirist. 
Admitted 14 November, 1805.

He was educated 
at (Janibridoe, where he took the degree of LL.B. iu 1780, and LL.D. in 
t7IUi. In tnc Mmn year he naa admitted Doctor of Laws in London, and 
cuniincnccil practice in the Eccleriaslical and Admiralty Courts. He became 
a Qenlleman of lh« Privy Chamber, and was on iatimaU terms with the 
Prince of WalcK. In 1797 lie was elected a Fellow of the Royal Socie^. 
Thougli he hi'ld many legal offices and acquired much wealth, he died in 
poverty, ti Hepl. 1836, and was buried at St. George's, Southwark.

He sulisequently held 
other inipoi'Unt offices, and Anally became a Member of the Sunreme Council, 
in which he served till his retirement in 1978. He waa learned in the history 
and antiquities of India, and contributed several papers to the Journals of the 
Bengal Asiatic Society and the Royal Asiatic Society, besides assisting his 
friend, Sir H. Elliot, in the compilation of hi* Hutory of India.

BAYLEY, Sir JOHN. Jddoe. 1763—1841. 

Admitted U November, 1796. 

Second son of John Bailey, of Little Stukeley, Huntingdonshire. His 
admiaaion was ad cuTidem from Oray's Inn, where he was then a member of 
thirteen yeara standing, and wliere he waa called to the Bar 22 June, 1793. 
He was bom at Elton, Hunts, 3 Aug. 176:1, and educated at Eton. He became 
Sergeanl-at-Law in 1799, and in 1808 a Judge of the King's Bench, whence he 
was transferred in 1H30 lo the Elichequer. Reaiji^ng his seat four years 
afterwards, he was created a Baronet and a Member of the Privy Council. 
He had previously been knighted in 1608. He died at Sevenoaks, 10 Oct. 
1841. Ha was the author of a work on Bill* of Exchange (1789), and of an 
edition of Lord Baymend'i Bepartt in 1790. He also published The Book of 
Common Prayer, with NoUt on the Epiitles (1813), and (under the signature of 
'■ ALayman") The Prophecitt ofChnit and Ckrislian Tima (182«i). 



BAYLEY, WALTER. Phtbician. 1529—1692. 

Admitted 24 February, 1590-1. 

His parentage is not given in the Register, but he waa the son of a Dorset- 
■hiie squire. He was educated at Winchester and Oxford, where he was 
appointed Professor of Phyaic in 1561. He became Phvaician to Eliiabeth, 
and B Fellow of the Collie of Physicians in 1581. He died in 1592, the 

SAT following his admiasion to the Inn. He woii the author of a treatise on 
Sttight. His son William became a member of the Inn. 



BAYNES or BEYNES, ROGER. Essayist. 1546—1623. 

Admitted 24 November, 1565. 

"Son and heir of Hugh Beynes, of Shrewsbury, co. Salop, Gent," There 
is no record of his call, and, becoming a Roman Catholic, he entered the 
English College at Rheinis, 4 July, 1679. In the same year he became 
Secretary to Cardinal Allen, whom he accompanied to Rome, where he resided 
till his death, 9 OcL 1623, and where, in the EoElish College, there is a 
monument to his memory in which he is styled " Nobllis Anglus." 

He left behind him two works, the first entitled, PraiM of Solitarineae, 

Jubliihed in London 1677, and The Baynu of A^itgrant. treating of Profit, 
'Itatwe, Honour, published at Augusta. 1617. Both works are very scarce. 
Then is a copy of the latter iu the Britisli Museum.

BEALES, EDUOND. Politician. 1803—188! 

Admitted 5 February, 1824 

YoUDgeat son of Samuel Pickering Beales, merchant, of Cnmbndge, vrhete 
lie was iiom. He wus educated at Eton and Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where he obtained a subolarBhip. He was called to the Bar 25 June, 1830. 
He took an ardent interest in foreign politics, and first brought himself into 
notice during the visit of Qaribaldi t« England in 1864, as an asserter of the 
unlimited right of public meeting. 

In the following year he became President of the Reform League, with 
which hia name has since been identified oi the organizer of the vast public 
meeting held under its auspices in support of Earl Russell's Reform Bill in 
1866. He resigned the presidency in March, 1869. From 1862 to 1866 
Mr. Beales was a Revising Barrister, and iu 1870 was appointed a Judge of 
the County Court in Hunt^ and Cambridge. He died 26 June, 1881. 
He published several pamphlets, chiefly on Parliamentary Reform and the 
wrongs of oppressed itationalitiea. 

BEAR. SatBERE. 



Admitted 29 June, 1601. 
Son and heir of William Belcliier, of Gnyllesburgh (Gnitaborough), co. 
Northampton. He was educated at Oxford, where he took hia degree of 
B.A., 9 Feb. 1600. He settled in the Low Countries, where he wrote a 
Comedy entitled Hant Brer Pot, v^hich was publiahed in Landau in 1618, 
As it appeared anonymously it was attributca at first to Thomas Nash. He 
wrote several other plays, but they were never printed. He died at Utrecht 



BELL, BEAUPRK. AtrngnAET. 1704—1745. 

Admitted 2 July, 1722. 
Only son ot Beauprt^ Bell, of Beaupr6 Hall, Oatwell [or Outwell], Norfolk. 
He was educated at Westminster and Trinity College, Cambridge, where he 
took his B.A. in 1T2G. Frum the firsthetookupthe study of antiquities, and 
especially of coiua, and commenced a work on the coins of tiie Roman 
Emperors, which, however, was never finished. He became a member of the 
Spalding Club aud contributed many paiiera to its journal, also to Arckaoiogia. 
He assisted Blomefield in his History of Norfolk, and Hearne in his antiquarian 
works, and Cole in his eiiitioii of Dugdale's [mbanJdng. He died on his way 
to Bath, Aug. 1745, leaving his books, medals, and manuscripts to hia college 
at Cambridge. 

BELL, JOHN. Lawyee. 1764—1836. 

Admitted 10 November, 1787. 

Eldest son ot Matthew Bell, ot Kendal, Westmorland, where he was born 
S3 Oct. 1764. He gradunted at Cambridge in 1786, Senior Wrangler aud 
Smith's Prizeman. In 1790 he entered himself of Gray's Inn, and was called 



p 
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to the Bar in 1792. During hia student days he read for some timo in the 
chambers of Mr. (afterwanla Sir Samuel) Romilly. Lord Eldon (q.v.) 
declared him the beat lawyer at the Equity bar, althoush he "could neither 
read, write, walk nor talk, I'eferring to certaia physical and uther defects. 
He stammered in his speech, and as regards his writing he used to say lie had 
three haudi — one whicn he himself could read, one which his clerk could read, 
and another which no one could read. He died 6 Feb. 1636. He waa the 
-writer of a pamphlet on the Alteraliont in t!\« Court of Chancery (1830). 



BELL, Sir ROBEET. 



Judge. 



d. 1677. 



This "sage and grave man," as he is called by Camden, was Reader in the 
Middle Temple in the autumn of 1565. He was born of an old Norfolk 
feroily, but iu what year does not appear. He was made a Serjeant-at-Law in 
1565, and was knighted the same year. He was a good lawyer, and hia 
argiimenla are noticed in Dyer's and Plowden's Reports, but he was more 
famous aa a politician. He represented King's Lynn in Parliament during 
the reign of Elizabeth, and no greatly van he respected in the Hoime that on 
8 May, 1672, he was elected Speaker. Tliis great position he filled with 
credit till the year 1677, when on 24 Jan. he was called to the Judicial Bench 
as Chief Baron. He died at LeominBttr of n malady arising, it was said, from 
the stench of the prisoner in the court at the Ast<izes at Oxford, which be 
had just been attending. 

BELTCHER. SceBELCHIER. 



BENSON, ROBERT. Lawykr. 1T97— 1844. 

Admitted 7 Februnry, 1S18. 

Third son of the Rev. Edmund Benson, Priest-vicar of Salisbury Cathedral. 
He was bom at Salisbury 5 Feb. 1797. He was educated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, and was called to the Bar 23 Nov. 1821. He was appointed Deputy 
Recorder of Salisbury in 1829, and Recorder 1636. He died in Salisbury 
!1 June, 1844, and was buried in the Cathedral. 

In 18S5 he published Skttehe* in Cornea, the result of a visit to that island 
in 16S3 as a Commissioner on the afTaiTs of General PaolL He was also the 
author of The Life and Writingx of Ihe Bev. ArlhiT Collier, his best known 
work, 1637, and of a Siitory ({f Sulitbiiry, forming part of Sir Richard Colt 
Eoare's Hitt'yry of H-'iUAiri. 



BENTLEY, RICHARD. 

Admitted I

Onljf son of Rev. Richard Bentley, S.T.P., Blaster of Trinity College, 
Cambridge, the famous Rcholar. He became a. member of Trinity College, 
Cambridge, at the age of ten, and a Fellow at fifteen. He was a man of great 
ability but lacking in indusb^. He possesaed artistic tastea and supplied the 
diawingstorWalpole's edition ofGrai/aPiwnu (1753). In I761hecompoMd a 
Comedv, entitled The Wiihcs, whi<]h was acted at Drtiry Lune ; and another, 
entitled The Proph^, waa produced there after hia death (1788). He was 
the author also of A Moek Heroic, entitled fuln'oiMm (1763). He died in 
WettmiusUr, Oct. 1782.

BERE or BEAR, RICHARD. Abbot of Glastoudubt. i 1684." 

Admitted 1 July, 1520. 

Tbis waa the last but one of the mitred abbots of tbe great Benedictine 
House of OlaatonbUry before ild dissolution. Hia presence on the list of 
nteinbers seems in this day somewh&t of an incongruity ; but testifies to the 
ancient comprehensiveness and eclecticism of the Inns of CourL He was a 
man of learning and enligiiteninent, and a friend of Erasmus. He was an 
architect, and added the chapel of Kine Edgar to the Abbey, and also lodgings 
for the secular priests. He also built almshouses, still existing in Uiastonoury, 
and the Manor House of Sharpham, in after times the birth-place of the 
novelist Fielding (q.r.). He entertjiined Henry VII. at the Abbey on his expedi- 
tion against Perkin Warheck in 1407, and in 1B03 was sent to Rome to 
congratulate Pius III. on his elevation to the papacy. On his return he built 
the chapels of Our Lady of Loretto and of the Holy Sepulchre in his chnrch. 
In 1508 he engaged in a conlroveraj with Archbishop Warham respecting tbe 
relics of St. Dunstan, which remained unsettled at his death, 20 Jan. 1524. 



BERKELEY, GEORGE, RxA EARL o/ BERKELEY aiirf VISCOUKT 

nURSLEY, niniA BAEON BERKELEY. 1628—1698. 

Admitted 4 August, 1G69. 

Son of George, eighth Baron Berieley. He was admitted at the same time 
as several other famous men, including Jacquesdu Moulin, "Medicince Doctor, 
amicus carisaimus Domini Berkeley." After succeeding to the Baro;^ on the 
death of his father, 1658, he was one of the Commissioners to the Hague to 
bring bock Charles II., and he performed manv other important State 
functions. In 16TT he waa made a Privv Councillor, and in 1679 created 
Viscount Dupsley and Earl of Berkeley. After the flight of James II. he was 
one of the provisional Government to receive tbe Prince of Orange. He died 
14 Oct. 1698, and was buiied at Cranford, Middlesex. 

He left behind him a work of a religious character, entitled SiAantol 
ApplKotimta ajui Occaiimial Meditaliota on seitral Sufgerfi, published in 1668. 

His second son George was admitted 1 Nov. 1667, but afterwards took Holy 
Orders, and became a Prebendary of Westminster 13 July, 1687. He died in 
1694. 

BERKELEY, Sir ROBERT. Jcdqk. 1584—1656. 

Admitted 5 February, 1600-1. 

Second son of Rowland Berkelev, a wealthy clothier of Worcester, in which 
city he was horn 26 July, 1584. tie was called to the Bar 6 Mav, 1608. On 
the death of his father in 1611, he liecame the posisessor of his estate at 
Spetchley, and in 1613 served as High Sheriff for the county. In 1626 he 
became Autumn Reader at his Inn, and neiC year was nominated one of the 
King's Serjeants. From this time his name appears in the Reports. In 1632 
he was knighted, and made a Judge of tbe King's Bench. In tlic great trial 
CDuceming ship-money, he pronounced his opinion against Ham^iden, and fur 
this, when the Parliament were in power, he was impeached by the House of 
Commona, and in Oct. 1641, brought to the Bar of the House of Lords. 
After proceedingR, protract«d tUI 1643, he was cnademncd on all the charges 
against him, disabled from all public employnienta, lined in a sum of jE20,000, 
and sentenced to imprisimment during the pleasure of the House. Half the 
fine was subaeguently remitted, and he was able to continue his private 
practice, by which he acquired a good fortune for his faniily. During the 
time of his disgrace, the Roundheads destroyed his beautiful house at 
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SpeUhley, burning it to the pound. He died 5 Aur. 1866. Whitelooke 
iq.v.), thongh, of course, a political opponeut, confeaaea nim lo be not only a 
very learned man, but "a j^kmI orator and judge, and moderate in his ways."

BEBKELEY, Sir WILLIAM. CoLONitL Ooversor. d. 1677. 

Admitted 3 May, 1624. 

Fourth son of Sir Maurice Berkeley, of Bruton, Somerset. He waa edncated 
aX Oxford, where he graduated M.A. in 1629. In 1632 he wa« a Commisaiouer 
in Canada, and on his return became Qentlemsn of the Privy Cliamber to 
Charlea L He waa appointed Qovernor of Virginia in 1641, and when there 
fftve aaylum to the Royaliat exiles, by which he incurred the displeasure of 
Uie Parliament, who defwised hira. At tbe Restoration he was reappointed, 
and continued to administer Che Qovernment till the year before his death 
in 1677. 

He was the author of a Play, entitled Tht Lott Lady, published in 1638, 
and of an unpublished one, entitled Cornelia, written in 1663. 



BERNARD, SiE FRANCIS. Colonial Oovxbnor. About 1711—1779. 
Admitted 22 October, 1733. 

Only son of the Bev, Francis Bernard, Rector of Brightwell, Berkshire. 
[e waa educated at Westminster and Oxford, and waa nn eicellent classical 
acholar. He waa called to tbe Bar 29 April, 1737, and was for some time 
Steward of Lincoln and Recorder of Boston, but in 1758 he waa sent as 
Governor of New Jeraev, and tbence transferred to tbe GoTcrnorship of 
MasBachnsetts Bay in 1760. Here, whilst ably carrying out the policy of tlie 
Oovemmeiit, he made himself obnoxious lo the colomat-s and it waa on his 
repreaenlation that troops were dispatched to Boston, an act which greatly 
intensified their diaaffection. In 1769 he was created a baronet, but waa 
recalled from the Colony, to which he never returned. He was Reader at the 
' ■ 1779, and died at Aylesbui^ on 16 June of the same year. He took a 
great interest in Harvard University, and raised fimda on it« behalf when it 
•nfTered from fire. 

He publiahed several series of LetUn from America. Also an edition of 
TfwXatin Odu of ATtOiony Almp (nti). 



BERNARD, Sir THOMAS. Phiianthbopist. 1750—1818. 

Admitted 6 October, 1772, 

Second eon of Sir Francis Bernard (q.v.). He was born at Lincoln, 27 April, 
1750, while his father was Steward of that city. He was educated at Harvard 

till the settlement of his father in England, when he entered 

tlie Middle Temple. He waa called to the Bar 24 Nov. 1780, but having 
acquired a large fortune through marriage, he relinquished the law and devoted 
himself to schemes for the welfare of the woikmg classes. He became a 
governor of the Foundling Hospital, and greatly increased its revenues by 
oailding upou ita eatates. In 1796 he projected tbe Society for the Bettering 
of the Poor, which led to the eetabliahment in 1800 of a School for the 
Indigent Blind, and in 1801 of the Fever Institution. In conjunction with 
Count Rumford, Bernard originated the Royal Institution, Piccadilly (1800). 
In 1808 he established at Bishop Auckland a training school for l«acners, the 
fint of its kind. In 1812 he look an active part in the formation of a 
fiodety for the Relief of tbe Manufacturing Poor, and there was hardly

bethune, john elliot drinkwater, 

Admitted 12 January, 1821, 
Eldest Bon of Jolin Driakwater, of Fitiroy Square, the historian of the 
«iege of Gibraltar. He wa.s educated at Trinity CoLlege, Cambridge, and soon 
afl«r liis call to the Bar, 4 May, 1827, was employed as Counsel tu the Home 
OHice. In this position he drafted mauy importaat measurea, including the 
Municipal Reform Act, the Titliu Commutation Act, and the County Courts 
Act. in 1848 he became a member of the Supreme Council of India, where 
he was helpful in passins many meoaures of reform, and where his name ii 
identified with the csUblishment of a school for educating native ^irU of 
the higher classes, known as Betliune's Girls' School, now taken over by the 
State. He died at Calcutta, 12 Aug. 1851.

Admitted 29 November, 1816. 

Only son of the Rev. James Bicheno, of Aston, Oxford, Nonconformist 
Minister. Before his call to the Bar he hod written a pamphlet on the NtUun 
c/Baitmltnce (181TX which was au attack on the Poor Laws and their adniinis- 
trstion, and also a work on Criminal Juritpnidence [iBld), and after his call on 
IT May, 1SS2, he devoted hiniself chiefly to economic and scientific studies. 
He became a member of the chief learned societies, and Secreta^ to the 
LinniBon Society. In 1829, he made a tour throuj^h Ireland with Mr. Frederick 
P"KJ' (j-"-)! a Bencher of his Inn, which resulted in the publication of a book 
oalrtland and iti Economy [IBW). In 1B33 he sat on a Commisaion to inquire 
into the Condition of the Poor in Ireland, and assisted in drawing np ita 
Reporla. In 1842, he was appointed Colonial Secretary in Van Diemen's 
I^nd, where he died, 26 Feb. 1S51. Besides the writings above mentioned, 
he contributed many papers to scicntiAc journals on Botany and Natural 
HiBtOFj. Hia collection of plants is preserved in the Museum at Swansea. 



BINGHAM, PEREGRINE. Legal Writke. 1788—1864. 

Admitted 24 April, 1811. 

Eldest son of Rev. Peregrine Bingham, Rector of Edmondfiham, Dorset. He 
was educated at Winchester and Oirord, and called to the Bar 27 Nov. 1818. 
He was a follower of Bentham, whose Book of Fallacies he edited, and a friend 
of the Austins, and a great contributor to the Watmitater Review, under the 
editorship of John Stuart MilL He became the Police Magistrate at Great 
Marlborough Street, but resigned about 1660. He died 2 Nov. 1864. He is 
known to lawyers chieflv by hia EeporU of Gaxs, from 1822 to 1840, pnbliabed 
Biiccessively from 1824 to 1841 ; but he has left other works on ETxdUioiu 

il615) ; Infancy and, Coverture (1816) ; On the Laui of Landlord and Tenant 
1820), and a 5yjl«nt of Shorthand (1821). 



BLACKMORE, RICHARD DODDRIDGE. Novelist. 1826—1900. 
Admitted 27 January, 1849. 

Second son of Rev. John Blacfcmore, of Aahford, near Barnstaple, Devon. 
He was bom at Lon^n-orth, Berks, on 7 June, 182S, and educated at 
Oxford, where he matriculated in 1843, and gradiuted 1847. Though called 
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to the Bar 7 June, 1853, he never practised, but fell back on education^ work, 
which he had previoualy pureued, and became classicai master in a school 
itt Twickenham. Here his first attempts at authorship occurred in the form 
«t poeuis. Having succeeded to some 'property, he settled at Teddin^ton, 
where he combioea literature with market gardening. In 1864 appeared his 
fitBt novel Clara Vaugkan, published anonymously, and then Cnulodc Nouull ; 
but it was not till the appearance of Loma Dotmt, in 1669, that he achieved 
success with the public. That, however, was a great triumph, and waa followed 
by The Maid of Sker, Orippt the Carrier, and a large number of other worka of 
liction which have rendered the author's uanie fauiouB. Mr. Blackniore died 
at Teddinglon 20 Jan. 1900. 

BLACKSTONE, Sra WILLIAM. 

Admitted SO November, 1T41. 

Third eon of Charles Blackslone, ciliien and howyer (at 
Me was bom in Cheapside 10 July, 1723. In 1735 he was admitted to the 
foundation of Charterbouso School on the nomination of Sir Robert W&lpole, 
and on 30 Nov. 173fi, was entered at Pembroke College, Oxford. He at 
tint devoted himself chiefly to Greek and Latin literature, and to the study 
of architecture, hut on his entry at the Temple, he applied himself solely to 
the study of tbe law. He was called to the Bar 28 Nov. 174a In 17S3 hs 
commenced at Oxford a course of lectures, which soon became attended by "a 
crowded class of young men of the first families, characters, and hopes. In 
1758 he was appointed to the newly founded Vinerion Professorship. These 
lectures were the substance and foundation of his celebraied Commaitaria. 
The publication of these lectures broURht him great practice, and he entered 
Parliament at first for Hindon, and then for Westhnry. In 1770 he was 
offered but declined the place of Solicitor-Oeneral, but in the same year he 
accepted a seat on theBencn of Common Pleas, with the honour of knighthood. 
He died UFeb. 17bO.

BLANDIE Of BLANDY, WTLLTAM. Acihor. 
Admitted 27 November, 1571. 

Son and heir of William Blandy, of Newbury, Berks, where he was bom. 
He became a Fellow of New College, Oifoi'd, but was removed on suspicion of 
popish viewf, and subsequently served with the English Army in the Nether- 
tanda, his experiences and reflections on which he published in a book 
dedicated to Sir Philip Sidney, and entitled The Cattle or PiOvre of PoUicy 
{1681). He had previously written (1576) The Five Booki of Ike Famoat 
Hieronimo Oiorius, eontayning a riumtsiim of Civill and Chrietian Ifobilitie. 
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BLATHWAYT or BLATHWAITE, WILLIAM. Politician. 

About 1649—1717. 
Aamilted 20 Febniftry, 1664-6. 

Son and heir of William Blalhwayt, of the Middle Temple, and of 
St. Martitt'a-in-the-Fields. In 1668 he was Secretary of the Embassy at the 
Hague, and in 1663 Secretary-at-War, in nhicb capitcity be accompanied 
James IL in 1688 to Salisbury. He waa Clerk to the Pri^ Council in 1689, 
at the trial of the Seven Biahopa He was a favourite of William IlL, whom 
he attended during hie campaign in Flitnders, He acimetime repteBented 
Newtawn (Isle of Wight) and Bath in Pa.rliament Whilst in the House he 
wai the Whig champion against Harley. He retired from public life in 1710, 
and died at Dyrham Park, Glouceatershire, in Aug. 1717. 



BLENNERUASSET, HABMAN. Lawyer and Politician. 

About 1764—1831. 
Admitted 17 May, 1784. 

Only Bon of Conway Blennerliasset of Conway Castle, co, Kerir, and of tha 
Uiddle Temple. In 1796, having imbibed Hepublican opinions, he emigrated 
to America, and settled in Ohio, where he devoted himself lo literature and 
science. He then became involved in the treueonablc schemes of Aaron Burr, 
and in 1807 was arrested. This led \xi the loKi of bis fortune, and he settled 
in Montreal and commenced practice as a lawyer. Failing in this, he returned 
to Ireland. He died in Quernaey in 1831.

BLORE, THOMAS. Topographer. 1764— 18ia 

Admitted 17 November, 1792. 

Eldest son of John Blore of Ashbome, Derbyshire, where he was bom on 
1 Dec. 1764. He was never called to the Bar, but going to reside in Hertford- 
shire, he employed himself in collections tor the ti^ography of that countv, 
which were subsequently embodied in CiiUUrbiiek's Sittory. He subseijuentb^ 
resided at Stamford, where he edited for some time the Stamford Newi. He 
died in London, 10 Nov, 1818, and was buried in Paddington Church, 
where a moniunent describes him as of the Honourable Society of the Middle 
Temple, and a member of the Antiquarian Society. 

Brides the papers above alluded to, Mr. Blore published a number of 
treatises on topographical subjects, particularly relating to the Connlies 
of Derby, Lincoln, Rutland, and Northamptonshire. 



BLOUNT or BLUNTE, CHARLES, firil EARL OF DEVONSHIRE 

and EIGHTH BARON MOUNTJOY. 1563-1606. 

Admitted 20 Jtme, 1579. 

Son of Lord Mountjoy, sixth Lord. He was oilniitted from Clifford's Inn. 
His ambition, however, was not for the law, but to repair the family fortunes 
at Court, and he became a favourite of Queen Elizabeth. In 1586 he wan 
knighl«d, and in 1G88 took part against the Spanish Armada. In 1594 he 
was appointed Governor of Portsmouth, and in the same year succeeded his 
brother as eighth Lord Mountjoy. He served under the Earl of Essex 
in the Low Countries, and subsequently in the Azores, and Ireland, and on hi*

He was educated under Dr. Valpj, 
at Ileodiog, uid at Trinity CVJIcge, Cambridge, where he sent in the Seatotuan 
priM poem three yean in Hiicceasion. After hia call, on 24 April, 1801, he 
practitcd at the Bar with great eucccas, and was appointed Becorder of 
Baading, 1817, and in 1839 raised to the Bench as a Baron of the Eicheqoer. 
Thii ponition he roi(i|,iie<l, through failing health, in 1839, and died the 
following year, 14 Mny. He was an entbuaiastic student of Engliab litera- 
luri', though lie published liiit little. He possessed a fine library, and was 
one of the uriginaUirH of the Ruxbui-ghe Club. 



BOND, QEOROE. Lawter. 1750—1796.

8e«ind ion of Oeorijii Bond, of Bachford, Somerset. He was admitted 
al the wme time oh hla oIOit brotber Thomas, called to the Bar 12 Feb. 
1770, and Wciuno fainouB aa a criminal pleader, particularly at the Surrey 
BuMJuns, where bis influence over Surrey jurymen became ao absolute, that 
they gtiiiornlly found for "Berjeant Bond and Costs." He became a 
Hurjcnnt in 1766. He died 19 March, 1796. 



BOOTH, JAME8. 



COBVBYANCKB. 

Admitted 28 November, 1722. 



Sun and heir of James Bcwtli, of Theo)>nlds, Hertfordshire. He was bom 
at 8L Oerniaiu-eu-Layc, in France, where his father, a Komnn Catholic 
Jacoblt«, then resided. As a Roman Catholic himaelf bt: was debarred from 
practiring at the Bar, and therefore took a licence for Conveyancing, in which 
aH he bccumo the leading ptactitlonor of the day. He left no treatise on the 
■ulnect, but his couveyancei were often copied and used as precedents. He 
dittd U Jan. 1778. 



BouLASE — Bowes. 
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BORLASE, EDMUND. Historian and PHraiaAS. d. about 1882. 
Admitted 27 August, 1638. 

Third son of Sir John Borlasp, of DuLlin (Lord Justice in Ireland, 1640—3). 
He was educnted at Dublin and Leyden, where he took the dwree of 
Doctor in Phjsic in 1650. He nuh.^queiitly pTactised in Cheater, where he 
wrote a treatise on LalluiTn Spa in. Lancaihire and the Cure* AfftcUd In/ it, 
published in 1670 ; but the work by which he is best known is The Seductum 
of Ireland to the Crown of England, and A Brief Acaninl of the SiAellion o/1641, 
tPiVA the Original of tM Unitxrsilie of Dublin and the ColUdye of Phyiicia^ut, 
puhliehed in London in 16T5. In it he introduces an account of the diseases 

Srevalent in Ireland, and theit Temedies, There is no ret:ord of Borlaae's 
eath, but he was alive in 1882. 



BOSCAWEN, WILLIAM. Aothor. 1752-1811. 

Admitted 2 February, 1769. 

Second son of Oeneral Oeorge BoBcawen, and nephew of the Admiral 
Edward Boscawen. Bom 28 Aug. 1752. He was educated at Eton and 
Oxford. He liecania a ConimiBsioner in Bankruptcy, and in 1785 a Com- 
missioner of the Victualling Office. He was the author of a work on ConviaioiiM 
on Penal Statulrs (1792), but he found liaie to devote to literature, and pub- 
lished a Tramlalion of HorauirUo Engli^ rer*!{1793— 8) ; The Progreu of 
Satin (1796) ; and Oru/inal Peemi (1801). He died 8 May, 1811. 



BOVILL, Sir WILLIAM. JrME. 1814—1873. 

Admitted 21 Jnnuary, 1834. 

Second eon of Benjamin Bovill of Milford Lane, St, Clement Danes. He 
WEB bom at AUhallows Barking on 26 May, 1814. He studied the law ftrst 
as a solicitor. He was called to the Bnr 15 Jan. 1S41. He wbb msde a 
Queen's Counsel in 1855, and was returned fur Guildford in 1857, aud was 
for a short time Solicitor* General berore his elevation to the Bench as Chief 
Justice of the Common Pleas, 1868. Hu waa appointed Reader in 1869, and 
«lect«d Treasurer of the Inn in 1865. He presided on the Bench at the 
first Tichbome Trial, and was a member of the Judicata 
, 1BT3. He died at Kingston, 1 Nov. of that year. 



BOWEN, CHARLES SYNOE CHRISTOPHER, fird BARON BO WEN 
of COLWOOD. Judge. 1836—1884. 

Admitted 18 November, 1873. 

Eldest son of the Rev. Ciirist^ipher Bowen, of Winchester. He was educated 
at Balliol College, Oxford. He began his law studies at Lincoln's lun, where 
be was admitted 16 April, 1867, and called to the Bar 26 Jan. 1861. He was 
a Justice of the Queens Bench Division from 1879 to 1868, when he became a 
JodRe of Appeal. In 1893 he was appointed a Lord of Appeal in Ordinary, 
■ receiving at the same time a Life Peera^^e. He died 10 April, 1894. 



BOWES, Sib JEROME. Aubassados, rf. 1616. 

Admitted 12 Au'^uet, 1608. 

His parentage is not given in the Register, but he belonged to a Durham 
family of repute. He served in the expedition to avenge the fall of Calais 
in 1658, hut was subsequently expelled from Court for "slanderoia speech " 
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L agunit the Earl of Leicester. Id his retirement he Eosod tii 
I mm the French an ApologiefoT Ihi ChrUtiaiu of Frattee. Be 
I £lTOur in 1583, and sent a* Ambassador to Rusia, wbete he diatuigaished 
himielf by the auertion .of hia sovereign'i dignitj. Some accowit of his 
tmhamy appears in HaMui/t'i Voyaija. Hh was bmied in H»cknej Church, 
18 Hsrcb, 16I& 



BOWES, PAUL. HisTORiAs. d. 1702- 

Admitted 12 Maj, 16M. 

Second son of Sir Thomas Bowea, of Bromley Hall, Enei, and nephew of 
Sir Simon D'Ewes (q.r.). He was educated at St. John's College, Cambridge. 
He WHS called to the Bar 10 May, 1661, to the Bench 24 Oct. te79, appointed 
Header in 1684, and made Trea.'iurer of the Inn in 1693. He is chiefly known 
ai the editor of his uniile'a well-known Jonntali (1682). He died abont ITOS, 
his will being proved by his widow in that year. 



BOWYER, Sir GEORGE. Jurist. 1811—1383. 

Admitted 1 Jnne, 183S. 

Eldest son of Sir George Bowyer, of Badley, Berkshire. He was bom 8 Oct 
1811. He was (or a short time a cadet at Woolwich. Though he practised at 
the Bar, to which he was called T June, 1839, as an Equity draughtsman, 
his energies were devoted chiefly to the literature of the law, in which he 
produced a series of treatises which liave become text-books on the subjects, 
commencin^t with his treatise on The Engliih ConetitiUum in 1641. In 1850 
he wn* appointed Header in Law at the Middle Temple, and in the following 

Sear he published his course of lectures under the title of Seadingi dtliverM 
■fort the Honorable SoeiUy i-f the Middle Tanple. In 1850 he was converted 
U> Roman Catholicism, and he has left many pamphlets and writinjis 
relating to the constitutioniil position of the Catholic Hierarchy in England. 
In 1860 he succeeded his father in the baronetcy. He died in his chambeis 
in the Temple 7 June, 1883, and was buried in the church of St. John of 
Jwusnlem, Bloomabury, which he himself had buili.

BOYD, ANDREW KENNEDY HUTCHISON. Author and Scottish 

DiTlNB, 

Admitted 26 April, 1842. 

Eldest son of Dr. James Boyd, of Ochiltree, co 
AuchJnlcck Manse, Ayrshire, 3 Nov. 1626, and \ 

University for the Scutiiah Ministry, which he entered in 1851. A^ter 
holding many other cures he was appointed minister at St. Andrewa, where 
ho STwnt the rest of his life in miniiilerial and literary work. His first essays 
in the latter way were in the form of contributions lo Fnutj'i Magaxitie, under 
the title of Rrertatumt of a Gimntnf Param, imder the initials A. K. H. B., by 
which he is still best known. For his literary eminence the University of 
8L Andrews conferred upon him in 1889 the d^ree of LL.D. In 1890 he 
occupied the imsition of Moderator of the General Assembly, which he filled 
with " archiepiscopal dieniiy-" He died 1 March, 1896, and was buried in 
the ground of the Cathedral of St. Andrews. 

Be«ide« the Rrenationi above alluded to, his best known writings, A. K. H. B. 
is the author of some twenty works to be found in most catalo^-nes, including 
a memoir of himself, entitled T^mcnty-live years at St. Andreira (1892), with 
further LaH Yean (1896). Mr. Boyd refers to himself as the " only kirk 
ir who is a membtr of the Middle Temple."

BOYD, HUGH. EBSATieT. 

Admitted 10 October, 1771. 

Second son of Aleiander Macaulpy Bojd, of Dublin, born at Ballycastie, 
1746. He was edncated at Trinity College, Dublin, where he graduated M.A. 
in 1766. During his residence in the Temple be 1>ecame acnuainted with 
Ooldsmith and Garrich, and became a contributor to the FwiIk Adveriiner 
ftnd other journals. In 1781 be became Secretary to Lord Macartney, and 
proceeded to Madras. Whilst there he conducted a paper called the Madras 
Courier, and started the Hircarrah as a vehicle for his essays. He died in the 
midst of these literary pursuits, 19 OcL 1794. His friends claimed for him 
that he was the author of the Letter! of Juniiu. His writings were collected 
and published in ISOO. 



BOYLE, CHARLES, BAEON CLIFFORD. 

Admitted 4 August, 1669. 

Eldest son of Bichard, second Earl of Cork, and first Earl of Burlington, 
bom 1639. He is entered on the Register as Charles Lord Clifford, He was 
summoned to the Irish Parliament by nric in 1662, having then the title of 
Viscount Dungarvan, and subsequently lo the English Parliament as Lord 
Clifford (1689). He married Lady Jane Seymour, cousin of King Edward VI. 
He died 12 Oct. 1695, predeceasing his father. 



BOTTLE, MUREAGH,^r<i VISCOUNT BLESSINOTON. d. 1713. 

Admitted 9 February, 1682-3. 

Son and heir of the Right Rev. in Christ, Bisliop Michael, Primate and 

Chancellor of Ireland. He received his title from a town in Wicklow 

established by his father. He is known as the author of a tragedy, entitled 
77m Loa Princett, which, however, in tlie opinion of a contemporary critic, 
did "no credit to the name of Boyle." He died 25 Dec. 1712. 



BBADBURY, GEORGE. Judqb. d. 1696. 

Admitted 18 June, 1660. 

Eldest son iif Henry Bradbury, of St. Marti n'a-in-the-Fields, Middlesex. 
He was created a Master of Art* by the University of Oxford, on 88 Sept. 
1663, was called to the Bar on 17 May, 1667, to the Bench 7 Feb. 1689, and 
appointed Lent Reader in 1691. He exhibited his legal acumen in the 
famous case of Lady Ivy's claims in 1684, and was consulted on constitutional 
questions before the House of Lords during the Revolution in 1688. In 1689 
Be was appointed Cursitor Baron of the Eschenuer, an office which he held 
I till his death in 1696. 



BRADDON, LAURENCE. PoLmctAs. 

Admitted 20 November, 1677.

nmd son of William Braddon, of Trenor^, CornwalL He is now 
remembered for the inquiry he set on foot respecting the death of the Earl of 
Essex in the Tower in 1683, who, be affirmed, had been murdered. Foe 
this action he was arrested ami tried in 1683 on an accusation of conspiring 
to spread a false belief, and of suborning witnesses. Being found guilty he 
«M tined £2,000, and, in default, committed to prison, where he remained till 
i the landing of William III. in 1688, when ho was lilxirated. He was called 
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lo the Bar S4 Nov. 1693, and subseqaentlv obtained the appoiutmait of 
Solicitor to the Wine Licence Office. He diej 29 Nov. 1724. 

Brides his writings relating to the supposed marder of the Earl of Easei, 
he published a book on the Coiuttltaiotu of tht C'oinpnny of Watermen and 
Lighlrrmen, and Home pamphlets on the condition of the Poor. His trial is 
reported in Cobbde* State TnaU. 

BRADLEY, RALPH. CosvEiAScm. I7I7— 1788. 

Admitted as November, 1751. 

Onlf son of Nicholas Bradlej, of Greathani, co- Durham. He was a eon- 
temporai; of James Booth (q.r.), the "patriarch of moJem Conveyancing," 
whose fame be rivalled. He was called to the Bar 11) June, 1757, md 
practised chiefly in his native wanty, where bis drafts became precedeiil& 
He died at Stock tou-on-Teea, 28 D«c 1788. 

He published in London, in 1779, An Inquiry isia the Natan of Property 
and Ekatt* at defined by Englidi Law, and in 1804, PraetiaU Paintt or Madnu 
in Conveyancing, iDitk Critical Obiervatiotu on the carwtu part* of a JJttd by 
J. Bittan, who was his friend and TeLlow townsman. 



BRADY, SiK MAZIERE. Ieish Lord Chasckllor. 1796—1871. 
Admitted S2 November, 1616. 

Second son of Francis Tempest Brady, of Willow Park, near Booterstown, 
CO. Dublin, and preat-pandsoa of Dr. Brady, the author of the metrical 
version of the PsaUiis. He was bom 20 July, 1796, and educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he f^radtuLted 1616. He was called to the Irish Bar iu 
1819. He became Solicitor- General for Irelaud in 1837, Attorney-General 
1839, Chief Baron of the Exchequer 1H40, and Lord Chancellor in 1847. 
He was made a baronet by Mr. Gladstone in 1869, three years after his 
retirement from the Bench. He died 13 April, 1871. 



BRAMSTON, FRANCIS. Jddqr. d. 1663. 

Admitted 16 September, 1634.

Sou and heir of Francis Bramston, of Chancery Lane, and grandson, of Sir 
Hnuiideford Bramston, Master in Chancery, and grcat-graudson of Sir John 
Braraston (9-^.), of tlie Middle Temple. He was educated at Westminster 
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uid Orford, where he took his first degree in 1717. Taking Holy Orders, he 
hecame Vicar of Lursashall, Suaser, and aubaequently of Harting in the same 
count;. There he devoted liiiuself to poetry, anJi in 1729 published an 
imitation of Horace's Ars Poetiai, entitled The Art of Politicly, and in 1733 
another poem, called Tin Man of Taste, productions of cunsiderable merit. 
He died 16 March, 1744, leaving behind him a great reputation as a humonEt, 
MtirisI, and coUoi^ttiiLl wiL 

BRAMSTON, Sib JOHN. Judqe. 1577—1654. 

Admitted 26 October, 1597. 

Eldest son nf Roger Bramston, of Borham, Eb.'wx. He was bom at Maldon 
in Ebki 18 May, 1577, and educated there and at Cambridge. He was called 
to the Bar 7 June, 1605. In 1623 he yaa elected Lent Reader of the Inn. 
In the »tme year he took the degree of the Coif, and in 1636 became Chief 
Justice of the King's Bench. In this capacity it was hia niiaCortune to have 
to give his opinion on the subject of ship-money, and, it being in favour of 
the King, this exposed liim to the resentment of Farliameut, and he was 
impeached, with Robert Berkeley (j.v.) and three other judKeB. He was not, 
however, proceeded against with so mucli rigour as Berkeley, and he shortly 
returned into favour with the Commoos, who in 1646-7 named him one 
of the Commissioners of the Great Seal. He refused, however, this, and all 
other offera of office, and lived in privacy till the day of his death, 22 Sept. 
1654. Lord Clarendon speaks of Bramston as "a man of great learning and 
int«grity," and Fuller says he " wa.i accomplished with all qualities requisite 
for a person of his place and profession, . . . deep learning, solid judg- 
ment, integrity o£ bfe and gravity of behaviour." 



BRAMSTON, Sm JOHN. Lawyer. 1611—1700. 

Admitted 34 Febniary, 1626-7, 

Eldest son of Sir John Bramston, Ju'Ige (o.c), bomat Whitechapelin 1611. 
Hewaaa memberof Wadham College, Oxford, and was called to theBar 8 May, 
1636. In the Temple he occupied chambers with Edward Hyde (q.v.), after- 
wards Earl of Clarendon. During the Civil War he removed to his father's 
house at Skreens, and after the dismissal of Richard Cromwell represented 
Eesei in Parliament. At the coronation of Charles 11. he was created a Eni)^ht 
of the Bath, and served aa Chairman of Committees in the House. In the 
fint Parllanjenl of James II. he sat for Maldon. 

Sir John left behind him an Autobiography, which was prinl«d for the 
Caniden Society in 1846. 

BRAND, THOMAS. Nonconformibt Minibteh. 1636—1691. 

Admitted 15 May, 1656. 

Son and heir of Rev. Thomas Brand, of Leaden Rooding (Roothing), Essex. 
He was educated at Merton College, Oxford. Becoming acquainted with Dr. 
Samuel Annesiey. he abandoned the law andjoined the Presbyterian ministry. 
He resideil for some time at Staplehurat in Kent, but subsequently settled in 
London, whete he devoted himself to preacbiag, the building of meeting- 
houses, and the distribution of religious literature, in which, and in works of 
charity, he expended all his income. He died 1 Dec 1691, aad was buried in 
Bunliill Fields. 
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BRAY. EDWABD ATKINS. Porr *3ni Dirnm. 1778-1867. 

Admitted 21 Jannan, 1801. 

Otilf Mn erf Edmrd Brav, of Tariotock, soUcitor smd manaeer of the Dctod- 
•Ura prapeKy of the Dalie of Bedford. He mas born at Tavistock IS Dec 
IT7S. Be waa a perton of retiring disposition, aod after his call lo the Bar, 
7 F«b, 1806, tooD ahaniloDed the law for difinitf. In 1811 he was ordained, 
and waa preiented to the living of Tavistock the following vear, which he 
held UU hi* death in 1SS7. 

In hi* enrl^r years he vat given to poetrj, and his Poetiatl BrmainM were 
pabli'hed liv his widow in 1B59. These and several selections of Sermoos 
Iroin Englisn Divines form his contriLutions to English literature. 

BKEREWOOD, Sm ROBERT. Jodob. 1588—1654. 

Adtnitbed 21 October, 1607. 

Son sod heir of John Brerewood, of Chester, where he waa bom. He 
matriciiUted at BrawnoM College, Oxford, iu 1605. He was called to the Bar 
la Nov, I6in. In 1637 he became a Judp of North Wales, and was elected 
lUoder at the Inn the following year. In 1640 he became Serjeant-at-Law, 
auil in thu next year King's Serjeant. In 1643 he was knighted, and raiaed 
lo the Bench 31 Jan. 1644. He died 8 Sept. 1654. 

Tlioiigh not himself an author, Robert Brerewood publi^bed tlie works of 
hi* iinclo Edward, the first Profeasor uf Aatrononiy at Gresbam College, to 
one of which, A Treatue mi the Diversity of Langiiagc aiid Religion Ikroitgh the 
f}acj part* of the World, he wrote a "large and learned preface." 

BllKTT, IIENRV. Colomkl. d 1724. 

Admitted 5 June, 1695. 

Eldest s<in of Henry Brett, of Down Hatherley, Gloaceetershire. He 
bucanm a friend of Addison, and is supposed to be the " Colonel Rambler " of 
Th* TatlKT. lie married Ann, the divorced wife of the Earl of Macclesfield, 
and the mother of the poet Richard Savage. He died suddenly in 1724. 



BRETT, THOMAS. Lboal Weitkr. 1840—1893. 

Admitted 33 May, 186a 

Second aon of the Rev. Wills Hill Brett, of Kirkcabbin, co. Down. He 
wu •dautod at Trinity College, Dublin, where he graduated in 1863. At the 
Middle Templci he obtained the tirst certificate of honour in 1869, and 
graduated LllB. at London University tlie same year. He was called to the 
BkT 17 Not. 18G9. 

H« wu joint author, with Mr. Clerke, of a treatise on The Conveyanang 
Adt, 1881 and 188^ and role anthor of a work on the BaiJcnptcy Aet, 1S83, 
of Lnuting Cmu in Kjuity (18871 ajid of Commentanet on the Frtsent Lam of 
fittjpluRtf (1890). He died SS July, 1893, aged 53. 



BRIDUGS, JOHN. TopooiuPBER. 1666—1794. 

Admited 23 April, 1684. 

Son and h«ir of John Bridges of BHton, co. Northauipton. He was called 
to the Bar al the Uiddle Tunpio Si May, 1691. but sab«eqnenUy pMaed ta 
Liaaolll^t Ittn, «h«ra h« beeanM & lltMtt of the Bench. He was Solidtor to 
iIm Cuatoma in 1090, * Oiauiuaaioaai 1711, uid Ouhier of Eiciaeia 17iaL 
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In 1TI8 he w«B elected a Fellow of the Antiquarian Society, and from that 
time devoted hiniBetf chiefly to that collection of nntiqiiarian matter connected 
with his native county, subsequently embodied in the well-known Hidory of 
iforUuimplotuhire, compiled hy Peter Whalley and published iu complete form 
at Oxford in 1791. His USS. are preserved in tlie Bodleian Library. 



BKIGHT, Sir CHARLES TILSTON. Enqinkeb. 1832— I8B8. 

Admitted 3 July, 1676. 

Second son of Braikford Bright, of Rhyl, Flint He was educated at 
Merchant Taylors' School, whence he en(j*red the service of the Electric 
Tulegraph Company, and sulisequently of the Magnetic Company, In this 
capacity he was responsible for the laying of many thousands of milus of 
wiTvs over land, also for the wire from Portpatrick to Donaghadee, the first 
cable in comparatively deep water ; but the great distinction due to him ia 
the laying of the first Altantic cable, which, after two failures, he was 
chieHy instrumental in accomplishing in IS58, the first clear message being 
Bent aloDS it on 13 Aug. of that year. For this nervice he received the honour 
of knighuiood. In 1865 he entered Parliament, and eat for Greenwich till 
1868. HediedSMay, 16B6. 



BRODRICK, ALAN or ALLEN, VISCOUNT MIDLETON. Statesman. 

About IG60— 1728. 

Admitted 7 January, 1669-70. 

Second son of Sir St. John firodrick, of Ballyanan, co. Cork. He was 

admitted U, the same time as his elder brother, Thouiaa, and was colled to the 

Bar 10 May, 1678. He took an active part on behalf of the Prince of Orange. 

I He was made Eing'a Sergeant Feb. 1690, and in 1696 appointed Solicitor- 

I General for Ireland. He entered the Irish Parliament in 1692, and became 

, Speaker in 1703. In 1707 he was made Attorney-Qeneral, and three years 

later called to the Upper House as Chief Justice of the King's Bench, On 

the acceasiou of George I. he wa« apnointed Lord Chancellor of Ireland, and 

raised to the peerage oa Baron Broarick of Midlcton, 13 April, 1715. Two 

years later he was made Viscount. In 1717 he sat in the Britieh Parliament 

He died in Ireland 1728, 



BROKE, or BROOKE, Sir RICHARD. Jddoz. d. 1629. 

Fourth son of Thomas Broke, of Leighton, Cheshire. There is no record 

I «f bU admission to the Inn, but he was Render there in the autunm of 1510, 

being then a Serjeaut-at-Law. He became a Jud^e of the Common Pleas in 

15S0. when also he was knighted. Six years later he was made Chief Baron of 

i tbe Exchequer, both of which offices he held till his death in I6S9. Be was 

f an ancestor of Sir Philip Bowes Vere Broke, the commander of the Shannon 

in the celebrated action with the Chaaprake in 1613. 



BROKE Of BROOKE, Sib ROBERT. Jddok, d. 1558. 

Son of Thomas Broke, of Claverley, Salop. There ia no record of his 
ailmiasion tn the Inn, but he was Autumn Reader, 1M2 ; and Lent Reader iu 
ISGl. He became Recorder of London in 1&45, and in the second Parliament 
o( Queen Mary, beinga zealous Roman Catholic, was made Speaker of the House 
«r Commons. He was made Chief Justice of the Common Pleas in 1554. In

He wa* sub- 

pMQUcntJy returned for Oxford University, which he continued to represent 

t till hia death, 13 Feb. 1731-S. He was an ardent supporter of the Hi|;h 

Church party, and Riispected of Jacobite views, which militated against hia 

alcction ns tipcaker in 170S, though live yeara Ut«r he was choaen to the office 

without oppOHition.

nnOOKE, HENRY, Author. About 1703—1783. 

Admitted 27 October, 1725. 
Son and heir of the Rev. William Brooke, of Slullagh, co. Cavnn. In 
1736 he ^uIiUhIii'iI a poem entitled Vniversal Beauty, which is said to have 
been revised by Poj^, by whom, as well aa by Swift and Lyttelton, his talents 
were recoguised. Thia was followed bv a translation of Tasso'a Jervialem 
Delivmd, nnd by a number of Flays, the 'best known of which are his Oudavu* 
Vtua, produced in 1739; and The F^tH of Eitex, 1749. llie latter is now 
chieHy remembered tor the line— 

" Who rules o'er free men should himself be free," 
which gave rise to Johnson's parody — 

" Who drives fat oxen should himself be fat" 
He also produced some Novels, amongst which The Fool of Quality and 
Jvliel GmivtlU are the beat known. His " works " were collected in 1778 in 
4 vols. Ilr died in Dublin. 10 Oct. 1763.

He ia 
oiled by Plowden "a man ol profound genius and creat eloquence." In 
1555 he became SerJeant-at-Law, and one of the Queeirs Serjeaut^ In 1&58 
he waa made Lord Chief Justice of the Common Pleea, but, being a Uoman 
Catholic by religion, was removed by Queen Elizabeth the next year, to make 
room lor Sir Jame* Dyer (q.v.). The queen, however, out of respect for hia 
talents and character, jKrmitted him to hold the position of piiiane judge till 
im ileath, which occurred on 16 May, 1667. 

Chief Justice Browne published no work, but he was an author to this 
extent, that he supplied \ixe arguments in a treatise published by John Leslie, 
Bishop of Ross, in support of the right of Unry Queen of Scots to the luccea-

He was then made Governor of Tasmania, which he con- 
tinned to be till 1868. when he retired, and waa made K.C.M.G. He died in 
London 17 April, 1887.

BRYDGES, Sir SAMUEL EGERTON. 
qUABiAN. 1762—1637. 

Admitted 2 May, 1782. 

Second son of Edward Brydges, of Wootlon Court, in Kent, where he was 
born. He was educated at Queen's College, Cambridge, and left the University 
without a degree, hut wilh a good reputation as a poet and polite scholar. 
Although called 23 Nov. 1787, he never practiaed at lie Bar. lu 1795 he was 
elected a Fellow of the Society of Antiquaries, Hia study of genealogy and 
heraldry was quickened by his attempt to assert a claim to the Barony of 
ChaadoBOf Suaeley. In this he failed, and much of iiis writings has reference to 
this claim, and the supposed wrong indicted by its rejection. He was ambitioua 
of serving in Parliament, and at length obtained a seat for Maidstone in 1812. 
He was made a Baronet in 1814. In 1818, having last his seat in Parhament, 
he retired abroad, and died near Geneva in 1837. As a writer. Sir Egerton 
has conferred sul^tantial benefits on the literature of his county, especially in 
hi> researches in Early English Poetry.

Son and heir of Robert Buc, of Chichester, admitted from New Inn. 
He is cummended by Camden aa "a very polite scholar, and one who had 
made many curious Historical observations, and candidly communicated them 
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to him." In 1605 he compcaed an Eclog tradKtg of Orovma and Oarlandu, 
and dedicated it to Jamea 1., in which he gives some particulars of his family. 
He WM engaged in the expe<lition to Cadiz in 1596. In 1603 he waa knighted 
and granted the reversion of Master of the Bevels. He died 22 Sept. 1623. 

Beaide* his &%, Buc wrote a treatise on TSe Third Univtrtitic oj England,

BURKE, EDMUND. STATEBiiAN and Man of LETTBBa. 1729—1797. 
Admitted S3 April, 1747. 

Second son of Richard Burke, of Dublin, one of his Majes^'a AttomeTs 
in the Court of Exchequer, Ireland. After bis adraiBsion he returned to 
Dublin, where be had Ooldsniith as a fellow-student. In ITSO be came hack 
to keep hia law terms, but changed hia mind, and was not called to the Bar. 

The remaining chief events of his life mar thus be annimorised. In 1756 
be puhtisbed his celebrated easay On the StAUnu and BeaiUifiU ; in 1759 he 
commenced the Aimual Segider ; in 1765 he became Secretary to the Marquis 
of Bockingham, and in the same year was returned to Parliament for 
Wendover ; in 1774 he made his great speech against the taxation of the 
American Colonies ; in 17BS he became Faymasler of the Forces in Lord 
Bockiugham's ministry ; in 1786 he delivered his famous indictment against 
Warren Hastings ; and in 1789 hia equally eloquent speeches on the exciting 
topica of the French Bevolution. In 1790 he published bis celebrated SeJlK- 
tiont on the last great event, which led in the following year to his breaking 
his connection with Fox and tho Whig party, and fin^y to hia retirement 
from parliamentAry life, which took place in August, 1794. Burke survived 
this event but three years, dying on the 9 July, 1797. 

The life of Burke (which is in a measure the history of hia country 
during bis time), has been written by many hands : by Robert Biasett (1798), 
Charles McConiiick (1798), Sir James Prior {1824X George Croly {IftiO), Peter 
Burke, Serjeaut-at-Law (1851), Thomas Macknight (1858 — 60), and more 
recently by John Morley (1867 and 1879), 

The numerous works of Burke were first collected and published in 1792, 
with additions down to 1827, since which several editions have appeared.

' BUHKE, Sir JOHN BERNARD. GENEALoawT. 1814—1892. 

Admitted 30 Docembcr, 1835, 
I of John Burke, of Brompton, the weU-known genealogist, and 
brother of Peter Burke, Seijeant-at-Law. He was bom in London 5 Jan. 1814, 
and woa called to the Bar 25 Jan. 1B3S. His leisure time at the Bar was 
employed in assisting his father in the publication of hia works on the 
Peersffe, which he aiibaetiuencly wintinued on hia own account. He waa 
made Ulster King-at-Arms in 1853 and was knighted the following year, and 
in 1655 succeeded Earl Stanhope aa Keeper of the State Pauera m Ireland, 
His report on the French Records led to the pausing of tlie Act of 1867, 
proFiding for the safe keepinf! of the Irish Records, He retained the office of 
Ulster King-at-AraiH till his death, 12 Dec 1892, 

Burke's best-known works are the later editions of his father's books on the 
Peerage, but he published several on his own account, aa Tkt Soil of BattU 

I Abbey (1848); Arutaiotts of the Ariitocracy (1849); The Romance of the 
Aritloawy (1865), and the Book oflheOrdert of KnujUhood (1858).

BURKE, ULIGK RALPH. Spanish Scholar. 1814—1895. 

Admitted 28 January, 1865. 
Eldest son of Charles Granby Burke, of SL Philips, Miltown, co. Dublin, 
I Jnatice of the Peace and Master of the Court oi Common Bench. He 
B born in Dublin 21 Oct. 1814. He was caUed to the Bar 10 June, 187a 
t to Spain led la his takins; up the study of Spanish literature, 
his return he published a Collection of the Proverbs occurring in Don 
hiiiote, with Notes, entitled Sancho Parma's Proverbf, and subsequently 
t Bionrafhy of Ganzalo de Cordova, 1877. In 1873 he practised as a barrister 
' in India, and subsequently in Cyprus (1865-89). In May, 1895, he became 
Agent-General to the Peruvian Corporation, and proceeding to Lima, fell ill 
ana expired on the voyage 1 June, 1695. 

Besides the works mentioned above he published A Eiaton/ of Spain to the 
LtathofFtrdinatvi Ihc Catholic (IS95), and a Life of Bmita Juarez, Prmdmt 
t^Mextco. He was also the author of two novels, Beali,ig the Air (1879) and 
Loyal and Lnwius (1880), and he was the compiler of the Glossary in BorroVa 
BibU in Spain. 

BURNET, Sir THOMAS. JuoaE. 1694—1763. 

Admitted 15 Januarj-, 1708-9. 

Tonngest son of Gilbert Burnet, Bishop of Salisbury. For twenty years 
after his admission he neglected the practice of hia profewion in favour chiefly 
of political writing in opposition to the Tory administration. On the 
accession of the Whigs to power he was sent as Consul to Lisbon, on his return 
from which place he resumed the study of the law, and was called to the Bar 
7 Feb. 1728. In 1736 he received the degree of the Coit, in 1740 was made 
King's Seneant, and in the following year was advanced to the Bench of the 
Oomroan Pleas, "where he administered justice with teaming and uprightness 
for nearly twelve years." He died on 8 Jan. 1763, having received the 
honour of knighthood in 1745. 

Thomas Burnet's published writings consist chiefly of political pamphlets, 
hut he left some poems, issued in 1777, and to him wo are indebted for 
BD edition of his father's Hittory of hia mon Time, to which he prefixed a 
life of the bishop. Amongst his earl^ publications was a travesty of the 
Uiad, which, of course, brought upon him the wrath of Pope, who holds him 
np to acorn n-ith the "Oldmisons and Cooks" in a famous passage in his 
Epistle to Dr. Arbuthnot (not in the Dunciad, as generally stated).

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. BCTLER, JAMES, axmid DUKE of ORSIONDE. 1665—1746. 

Admitted 9 February, 1682-3. 

He ie described as "James, Earl of Osaory, Ireland, Baron, of Moor Park, 
England, grandson and heir of Prince James, Duke of Ormonde " (q.vX with 
whom he was admitted on the fAiae dav. He was the son of Thomas, Earl of 
Otwory, and became heir to the Dukedom on his death in 1680. He served 
iriih his grandfather in Ireland. On the flight of James II. he joined th£ 
Prince of Orange, and acted aa Lord High Constable at his coronation, (or 
which service he received the Garter. He aubsequently served in Ireland, in 

r Low Countries, and in Spain, and on Marlborough's retirement succeeded 
to the command of the array in Flanders. On the accession of George I. he 
fi-U from favoar, and was attainted of treason, with the forfeiture of his estates. 
SO Aug. ITIG. He then took part in the Jacobite enterprise of that year, ana 
•fterwards in the eipedition from Cadiz (1719), which failing he settled on the 
Continent, where he died 16 Nov. 1745. 

BUTLER, SIMON. Iribh Politician. 1767—1797. 

Admitted 17 September, 1772. 

Third son of the Right Hon. Edmund, Viscount Mountgarret. He wu 
called to the Irish Bar in 1778 and made a King's Counsel in 1784. He 
was associated with Wolfe Tone (g.w.) as a leader of the United Irishmen. 
Iji 1793 he was summoned before the House of Lords for the publication of a 
paper containing a seditious libel, and imprisoned for six months, and hia 
nume was erased from the list of King's Coiinseh He died in London 
19 May, 1797. He compiled a Digal of the Popery Lawt, which was published 
in 1792. 

BYRON, HENRY JAMES. DftAUATiST AMD AciOR. 1834—1884. 
Admitted 14 January, 1868. 

Only son ot Henry Byron, once British Consul at Port-au-Prince. He was 
bom in Manchester, 1834. He was brouRht up to the medical profession, but 
disliked it and took to the sUge, for which he forsook also the studies of the 
law. Between 1857 and the time of hia death in 1884, he produced some 
hundred and fifty plays in the form of eitravaganza, burlesque, farce and 
comedy, the best remembered ot which ia Our Boyi, which "ran" from Jan. 
1876 to April, 1879, tlie longest "run" on record, though Cyrtfs Saccea (1888), 
is generally considered lo be his best play. As an Actor and a Wit he aUo 
obtained considerable reputation. 



CABBELL, BENJAMIN BOND. Politician and PHiLANTBBohei. 

1781—1874. 

Admitted 4 April, 1801 
Third Km of Geoi^ Cabbell, of Chapel Street, Lissou Green. He waa 
■^""^ i at Weatminsler and Oxford, and was called to the Bar 9 Feb. 1816.

He was called to the Bench of the Inn in 1860 and 
appointed Reader in 1853. He died in London 9 Dec. 1874.

CAIRNES, DAVID. Ihish PiTRioT. 1645—1722. 

Admitted 20 February, 16G7.8. 

Fourth SOD of Jolm Cairnes of Parsocstown, co. Tyrone. He practised us 
a lawyer in Londonderrj, where he wtua a person of jiroperty ana iiiflucii<-*e ; 
but hiB title to distinction is the part he took in the defence of that citj when 
threatened by Tfrconsell'a troops in 1688. It was he who went on a mission 
to London to Wdliam III. to procure aid, and it waa greatly by his vigorooa 
action in command of a regiment that tlie placu was saved from surrender. 
At the end of the war he was returned member for Londonderry. He became 
also Recorder of the city. He died in 1772, and was buried in the Cathedral 
church. 



CAIRNES, JOHN ELLIOT. Political Econojobt. 1823- 1875. 
Admitted 3 Mar, 1855. 

Eldest son of William Caimes, brewer, of Drogheda. Bom at Coatle 
BellinRham, Looth, 26 Dec 1823. He graduated B.A. at Dublin in 1846, 
and M.A. in 1854, and in 1856 won the Whalely Professorship of Political 
Economy there, which he held for five years. He was called to the Irish Bar 
in 1867. In 1866 he vaa appointed Professor of Political Economy at 
University College, London, but becoming; an invalid settled at Blaukheath 
in 1870, where he was a near neighbour of John Stuart Mill, whose friendship 
he enjoyed. In 1673 he published a volume of Political Essayt, and also 
Saayi on Politieal Economy. He was greatly intei'eBtfid in the Slave questions 
of America, on which he wrote powerful pamphlets in 1862 and 1863, also <in. 
Educatitm in IrelaTid, and Wfmuxn'i Suffrage, on which he published his views. 
His feeble health, however, prevented his underlaking continuous literary 
labour. 



CAIRNS, HUGH McCALMONT, Jint EARL CAIRNS. 1819—1885. 
Admitted 5 January, 1844. 

Second son of William Cairns of Cultra, co. Down. He was educateil at 
Dublin University, where be took a first class in Classics. He was admitted 
to the Middle Temple from Lineoln'i Inn where be bad kept all his terms, 
and was called lo the Bar at the Middle Temple S6 Jan. 1844. In Jaly, 
1S52, he entered Parliament as member for Belfast, and in 1656 took silk and 
became a Bencher of Lincoln's Inn. In Feb. 1858, he was appointed Solicitor- 
General auJ knighted, and from that time, besides enjoyinc an enormooa 
ptsctice at tlie Bar, became a conspicuous tigaie in political Iil& In 1866 b« 
was appointed Attorney-General, and in the following year was raised to the 
House of Lords, where be took an active part in the debates on the Reform 
Bill. In Feb. 1666, during Mr. Disraelis ministry, he became Lord Chan- 
cellor in succession to Lord Chelmsford. On a change of Government in 
the following year be led the Opposition in the House of Lords. When 
the Conaer\'atives came into office again in 1874 he resumed the office of 
Chancellor, and held it till the Couaervative defeat in 168^, afler which 
he took a comparativetv small ]>art in public afTairR, his health greatly 
failing. He lived much on the Riviera and at Boumemoutb, whci« he 
died 2 April, 1886, witli the reputation of being the "first lawyer of his time." 
His Dcdnivni oii fhe Albert Arbitralitm Caca were reported by Francis 8. 
ReiUy, 1671-75. 



CALDBCOTT^CAMBItLI,, 

CALDECOTT, THOMAS. Lawtkb. 

Admitted 29 May, 1767. 
Eldest ton of William Caldecott ot Rugby. He 
8 Fob. 1771, was appointed Reader at the Inn in 1 
He was a Fellow of New CoUexe, Oiford, where he graduated B.G.L. in 177(i. 
Though he was a leading member of the Uiford Circuit, and known as the 
continuator of Burroufs Sdtkmatt Qua (1778—1785), he is beat remembered 
as a book collector and student of Shakespejirtan literature. In 1832 he 
published privately the Plays of HamUt and A» yoii like it, intended to be the 
b^inoing of a new edition of Shakeapeare, but it was not continued. His 
collection of Shakespearian Quartos was bequeathed to the Bodleian Library, 
and a description or his other rarest books is to be found in the Gentleman't 
Magaxiru, Vol- I., N.S., Part 1 (1834). He became a Beudici' of the Inn in 
1804. He died at Dattford in May, 1833. 



CALDWELL, ANDREW. Ibibh Lawyer. 1733—1808. 

Admitted U December, 1762. 

Eldest aoa of Charlea Caldwell of Dublin, Solicitor to the Customs. Born 
19 Dec 1733. He was called to the Irish Bar in 1760, but devoted his 
attention chiefly to literature. In 1770 he fuhhahed Obitrvatinnt on tht Public 
BiiiUitigi of Dublin, and in 1S04 an Ar.CQV.ia of tht Eicofn of Jame* Steteart, 
commonly calUd Athenian Stewart, from. lU Turks. He died 2 July, 1808. 



CALOWE or COLLOW, WILLIAM. Judge. d. about 1488. 

The Ref^teis of the Inn do not date back to the time of this Judge, He is 
Mid, however, in the Year Books, to have been called a Serjeant from the 
Inn, in Trinity Term, 18 Edward IV, (1478).

He is entered as "Thomas CainbelL Knight, Alderman of the City of 

London." He was descended of an old Scotch family, and was the son of

Thoinae Cambell of Fulsham, Norfolk. He was Sheriff of London in 1600^ and 
Lord Mayor in 1809. He was kniglii«d by James L, 26 Jnlj, 1603. He died 
13 FeU. 1613, and was burieii in the church of St. OlaTe, Jewry, where thttt 
is a laudatory initcription to his memory. He left a sata of money to the 
poor of certain pnriehea for the purchase of coals. Hia son. Sir James, was 
also Lord Mayor of London, ana difltingniahed hy his magnificent bequests to 
charitable purposes. 

CAMPBELL, LORD FREDERICK. Lord Clkek Regibtbb. 

1729—1816. 

Admitted 19 January, 1760. 
He is JeBcribed on the Refjisler as " the ' second ' son of John Campbell of 
Comb Bank, in the county of Kent," but this must mean the second surviving 
son, his next elder brother having been killed in the Battle of Lalfeldt in 
1747. He was called to the Bar 24 Jan. 1754, appointed Lent Reader in 1796, 
and elected Treasurer in 1603. He acquired his courtesy title on the accession 
of his father to the Dukedom of Argyll, by the death of the third Duke in 
1761. He for some time represent«a Ola^w in Parliament, and aubeequently 
held the office of Lord Clerk RegisUr of Scotland. He died 8 June, 1816. 

CAMPBELL, Sir (JEORGE. Indian ADMiuiaTRATOR. 1824—1892. 
Admitted 12 April, 1851. 

Eldest son of Sir George Campbell of Edenwood, Fife. He was educated 
at St. Andrews and Haileyhury, and from 1842 to 1851 was actively engaged 
in Government employ in India. He then return^ and entered at the Inner 
Temple, inhere he was called to the Bar 26 Jan. 1854, and proceeded agiun 
to India the same yetcr, as Magistrate and Collector in Azimghur. Being 

firesent during the Mutiny, he forwarded to the Tinui an interesting series (U 
ettera on matters connected with it, and he was the first to enter Delhi after 
the capture of that city. In the course of a long period of service he was 
instrumental in introducing into Oude the new Indian Codes of Civil and 
Criminal Procedure (1882). In the same year he was appointed the first 
Judge of the High Couri of Bengnl, and in 1867 Chief Commissioner of the 
Central Provinces. Tlien, after a three years' absence in Eneland, daring 
which he received the degree of D.C.L. from the University of Oxford, he 
was made LieutenanUGovemor of Bengal, a post he held till 1874, when 
he returned to England, and transferred his enei^es to the House of Commons. 
He wrote much on Indian subjects, including a work on Modem India (184S) ; 
India at it may b« (1873) ; and Mtmoin of my Indian Carter, published in 
1693. He died at Cairo 18 Fe]>. 1S9S. 



CANNING, GEORGE. Poet and Miscellaneocs Writer. d. 1771. 
Adroitt*d23 June, 1762. 

Eldest son of Stratford Canning of Garvagh. He belonged to a good family 
settled in Ireland, hut originally of Foxcote in Warwickshire. He offendsd 
his family by marrying a lady inferior to himself in rank and fortune. He 
was called to the Bar 23 Nov. 1704, and died in poor circumstances in the 
Temple in 1771, a year only after the birth of hia distinguished son, after- 
wards statesman and Prime Minister. 

During his brief and unfortunate career be devoted himself to literature, 
and published A Trantlatioa of Ardi-Lwreliat (1766) ; An Appeal to Ou 
Puhhc againii the Critical Revitte (1767) j Poem* (1767) ; A Birthday Offmng 
to a Yonng Lady from htr Lovtr (177(1).

Admitted 9 February, 1776. 
Only Hon of the Most Rev. John, Archbisliop of Dabliii. He waa bom in 
Dublin, 12 Aug. 1T62. The year following his aanuBBiou he entered the army as 
Comet, and received rapid promotion, becoming LieutenaJit^Colonel in 1789, 
and proceeding to the West Indies in the following year in command of Lis 
rejpment. He there, and subseqaently in Ireland, served with ereat distinc- 
tion, and in 1798 waa made llajor-Oeneral. From 1785 to the Union he sat 
in the Iriah Parliament as a supporter of the Government. He subsequently 
wrved in Egypt under Abercrombic, and in 1803 waa made Military Com- 
In 1808 he waa aent into Portugal, but waa shortly after- 
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wards superseded by Sir Arthur Wellealey, and made Governor of Gibraltar. 
Thence he was transferred to the Cape in 1811. Though made a General in 
1812, and a Peer in 1831, he considered himself by the above transfers a badly 
treated man. His name appears on the Register as " Cradock," which became 
changed to Carodoc in 182<>. He died at Gi'iinston, Yorkshire, 6 July, 1839. 



CABEff or CAREWE, Sm ALEXANDER. Statesman. 1609—1644. 
Admitted 18 March, 1627-8. 

Son and heir of Richard Cfirew of Antony, Cornwall, where he waa 
bora 30 Ang. 1609. He served in the Long Parliament as one or the repie- 
aentatives of Cornwall. At the outbreak of the Civil War he held the Island 
of Nicholas, Plymouth, for the Parliament, but was charged with a design of 
BOTTeodering it to the King, and executed on Tower Hill 23 Dec. 1644. Hia 
dying speech waa nrinted the same year, and may b« found in the collection 
Imown as EngUmd't Black Tribunal, published in 1660. 



CAREW, Sib GEORGE. Diflokatibt and Scholae. d. 1612. 

Admitted 3 February, 1576-7. 

Second son of Thomas Carew of Antony, Cornwall. On his call to the 

Sar he became secretary to Sir Christopher Hatton, Lord Chancellor, and 

yns knighted 23 July 1603. In 1697 he was seut as Ambassador to Poland, 

And in 1599 bccaine a Masler in Chancery. In the bemnning of James I. 'a 

reign he was one of the commissioners for treating with the Scotch concerning 

the Union ; after which, he became Amboaaador in France till 1609. After 

hia tetum from France he held the post of Master of the Court of Wards, but 

onlr for a short time, as he died 13 Nov. 1612. Sir George Carew was held 

in high esteem by the learned of hia time, particularly by Thuanus, to whom 

he supplied matter for his Hi'tory, and he has left behind him the following 

duabte Tracu : A Btlatian of tJu State of Franct. vrUk the characteri o/ 

feFuy IF. atul the Principal Perioru of that L'lniTt, and -In Hittorital View of 

it N<goeiatiotu betwan iKe GoutU of England, Franct, and Brumtlc, from 159S 

to 1617. These two treatises were edited by Dr. Birch and published together 

in 1749. Carew also collected a volume oF Seportt of Caeet in Chancery, which 

vere first printed in 1650. 



CAREW, Sir MATTHEW. Mastek in Chancebt.

TheyoungersonoFSirWymond Carew of Antony, Cornwall. His admission 
must have been before 1651, and recorded in the missing Register, as there is 
no entry of it in the later ones. He was educated at Westminster School, and 
Trinity College, Cambridge, of which he became a Fellow. He also studied

in the Court of Archea, and ultiniatelj became Master in Chancer^', a. positior 
he held over a very long period. He was knighted in 1603. He died ir

that year. He was the father of Thoinaa Carew (q.v.) the poet. 



CABEW, RICHARD. Antiqcary. 1555—1620. 

Admitted 5 Febniary, 1673-4. 

Son and heir of Thomaa Carew of Antony, Cornwall, and elder brother of 
George (q.v.). He was admitted from Clement's Inn. About 1S69 he 
commenced the work with which his name is moat closely coiinecl«d, 77i« 
SUTVfy of C'omwaW, "being then accounted a relipoua and ingeniona man, 
learned, eloquent, liberal, stout, hoaext and well-skUled in languages, as also 
the greatest husband and moet excellent manager of bees in ComwalL" He 
died 6 Nov. 1620. Besides his Svrwy of Camwatl, which was pnbliahed in 
1620, Carew translated Tasso's Jtnualeni, 1694, and waa the author and 
tianslator of the fullowing treatiscB : An EputU concerning the Exetlteneiet of 
the Englisli, Trntgue (printed in GamJtn't Rtmaiia, 2nd edit.), 160S ; Tht 
Kxamiimtion of Men's Wile, in which, 6j diaamering the variety of nixtwet, 
it ihe\nfd for irhat profeution each one in opt (translated from the Spanish of 
Huarte). 4ta. London, 1594. 

CAREW, Sir RICHARD. Eddcational Wbitek. d. about 1643. 

Admitted 17 February, 1596-7. 

Eldest son of Richard Carew (q.v.), the Poet and Antiquary. Before 
entering at the Temple, he spent three yeara at Ihe University of Oxford, 
and after completing nis legal terms passed some time in Poland, Sweden, and 
France. On his return he represented Cornwall in Parliament (1614), and 
subsequently llie borough of Michell (1620). He was created a Baronet in 
1642, about a year before hia death. 

He was the anther of a book (wrongly attributed to his father) entitled 
The True and Beadie way to leam the Latine Tongue, greatly prmsed by 
Samuel Hartlib, and of a pamphlet entitled The IFarming Stone, a treaiise on 
the treatment of colds, which ran through many editions. 



CAREW, THOMAS. Poet. About 1598-1639. 

Admitted 6 August, 1612. 

Second son of Sir Matthew Carew (q.v.), a Master in Chancery. He was 
entered of Oj:ford University, hut neither there nor in the Temple seems to 
have paid much attention to his studies. He accompanied Sir Dudley 
Carleton as hia Secretary daring his Emboaay to Venice and Turin, and 
subsequently to the States- Oeneral, but threw up his employment in a fit of 
temper. In 1619 he went with Lord Herbert of Cherbury to the French 
Court, and subsequently obtained some post about the Court of Charles L 
with whom he was a favourite, ami who bestowed upon him the domain of 
Sunninghili, part of Windsor Forest. Hia life was probably shortened by 
his irregular nabiu. He was an asBociat« of most of the literary persons of 
the lime, particularly Suckling and Davenant, and has left behind him A 
Matqve, and other Poems, many editions of which have been published, the 
last and best known being that by Mr. Ha^litt, in 1870. His death occurred 
prolinbly in 1639, but uo record of liis burial is to be found. 
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CABET, SiB PETER STAFFORD. Baury op QuKRJiaCT. 

1803—1886. 
Admitted 18 April, 1826. 
Only son of Peter Martin Carey of Taunton, SomerseL He was educated 
at Oxford, where be graduated first class in Classica in 1829. He waa called 
to the Bar 26 June, 1830. In 1836 he was appointed Recorder of Dartmouth, 
and two years later Judge of the Court of Record at Wells. In 1838 he 
became Professor of Law at Uniyersity Collejju, London, but resigned all 
these appointoientB on becoming Chief Maci^trate of the Island of Guemsey 
in 1845. He I'eceived the honour of knighthood in 1663. He died 17 Jan. 
1666. He was the author of An latroductory Lecture oii tiit Study of Englith 
Late, and Boromjh CoiitI EuUx of Englatid and Wales, 1641. 

CARLETON, HUGH, VISCOUNT CARLETON. Irish Jodqb. 

1739—1826. 
Admitted 28 Febmary, 1758. 
Eldest son of Francis Carleton, merchant of Cork. He was educated at 
Trinitf College, Dublin. On liein^ called to the Irish Bar he was made 
Solicitor-General in 1779, Lord Chief Juatice of tlie Common Pleaa in 1767, 
and Lord Chief Justice of Ireland in 1800. He was created Baron Corleton 
in 1788. and Viscount in 1797. He died in 1626. 



CARLINGFORD, EARL OF. Sea TAAFFE, NICHOLAS. 
CARLISLE, EARL OF. See HAY, JAMES. 



CARR, Sir JOHN. Tratellkh. 1772—1832. 

Admitted 18 April, 1806. 

Only son of Benjamin Cair of Sutton, Surrey. His health compelling him 
to travel, be spent much of his Lfe in various parts of the Continent, and 
published an account of these tcurs in a series of books, which had at the time 
a wide circulation. The first of them was entitled The Stranger in France, 
a Tour from Devmahirs lo Parit (1803) ; but nearly all European countries 
are in turn treated of, also Ireland and Scotland. His Caledonian Skftehm 
were reviewed in an amusing manner by Sir Walter Scott in the Qwirterlg 
Review (1808). Ixird Byron, who met him in Spain, refers to him aa '• Green 
Erin's Knight and Europe's Wandering Star." Besides hia Touring publi- 
cations, Carr waa the author of The Fart/ of Discord, a Poem (1803), and other 
Poem* (1809), and of a Drama entitled The Seatide Hero (1804). He died in 
London, 17 July 1832. 

CARRINGTON, SiH CODRINGTON EDMUND. Colonial Jodok. 

n6&-l849. 
Admitted 2 November, 1787. 
"9 Eldest son of Rev. Codrington Carrington of Llangattock, Monmouth. He 
was bom in Hampshire 22 Oct. 1769. On his call to the Bar, 10 Feb. I7S2, 
he went to India as an Advocate in the Supreme Court at Calcutta, and there 
made the acquaintance of Sir William Jones (q-f-). On his return to Endand 
he drew up the Code of Laws of Ceylon, and was appointed the fiiat Chief 
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Justice of that island, uitli the honour of knighthood. lU-health compelled 
Hm to resign, and he retired 10 England and became a Magistrate in Bucking- 
hamBhire. In 18S6 he was returned to Parliament for St. Mawes, and in 
1836 was appointed Reader at the Inn. He died at Exmouth in 1649. 

In 1819 he puhlished An Inm.iry -into the Law Bdative to Public AitemblUi, 
and a Ltller to the Marqau of Buckingham on the Cimdition ofPritom. 



CARROLL, CHARLES. American Statebman. 1737—1832. 

Admitted 19 October, 1751. 

Eldest Non of Charles Carroll, M.D., of Annapolis, Maryland, where he waa 
bom 20 Sept. 1737. He was descended from Charles Carroll, Secretary to 
Lord Potvis, who emigrAted to America in 16S8, and became agent to Lord 
Baltimore. Hu was ciuled to the Bar 32 Nov. 1764, and returned to America 
in the following year. He was one of the most ardent opponents of the 
taiation of the Colonist^ and one of the first to sign the Declaration of 
Independence, tn 1788 he was elected to the United Stales Senate. He 
died 14 Nov. 1632, at the great age of 95. He ia commonly known aa 
"Carroll of Carolltou," to distinguish him from another Charles Carroll, a 
contemporary. 

CARTHEW, THOMAS, Lawteb. 1667—1704. 

Admitted SI May, 16S3. 

Son and heir of Thomas Carlhew of St iBsey, Cornwall, born 6 April, 
1667. Though called to the Bar at the Middle Temple on 14 June, 1686, 
he passed ad einulem to the Inner 23 Nov. 1698, and was made a Bencher 
there in 1700, and created a Serjeant-at-Law the eame year. He acquired 
considerable reputation as a lawyer, and is known as the author of Seport) tn 
the Kin-fi Bmch from 3 Jac. II. to 12 WilL III., published by his sou in 1738 ; 
also of A Etadiiig on the Law of Uiei, delivered at New Inn, when he was 
Deputy Reader at the Middle Temple. He died in 1704, and was buried in 
the Temple Church 12 July. 

CARUS, THOMAS. Jddge. d. about 1572. 

There is no record of his admieaion, bnt he was Lent Reader at the Inn in 
1656. He beconie Serjeant-at-Law in 1569, and was appointed a Judge of the 
Queen's Bench in 1666. His name frequently occurs in Dyer'a and Plowden's 
Reports, but not after 1070. He probably died in 1572, another judge being 
appointed in that year. 

[Under date 3 Nov. 1558, there is an entry in the Register, " Thomas Carus, 
son and heir of Thomas Carus of the Middle Temple, Master of the Bench."] 



CASSAiV, STEPHEN HYDE. Bioorapheb. 1789—1641. 

Admitte<l 24 October, 1811. 

Only son of Stephen Cassan of Sleffield Hall, Queen's Countj, and of the 
Middle Temple. He was bom at Calcutta in 1789, where his fatiier was 
Sheriff. He was educated nt Oxford, and on graduating entered Deacon's 
Orders 26 March, 1815, and Priesfs neit year. When Curate of Frome, 
Somerset, he ran away with the Vicar's daughter, an event which led to much 
scandal. In 1831 he was preseuted to the living of Bruton, Wiltshire, which 
he held till hia death 19 July, I8Jl. 
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Hi» lilerary remains consist of a Sermon published in 1819 on Tht Sin of 
Sekitm, and Liva of the Bishops of Sherb&me and Salisbury (1824), and Batk 
and WelU(lS30). A\m a pamphlet on the repeal of the Corporation and 
Test Acta, and varioua genealogical notices contributed to the Oentltman'i 
Magaiini. 

CASSILLIS, EARL OF. Sre KENNEDY, JOHN. 

CASTLEHAVEN, EARL OF. &■« TOUCHET, GEORGE. 

CATLIN or CATLTN. Sir ROBERT. Jcdgb. d. 1571. 

There u no record of his admission to the Inn, but he n-aa Render in 1547. 
Win 15M he became Serjeant-at-Law, and two years later King's Serjeant. 
rHe waa raiaed to the Bench of Common Pleas in 16S6, and became Chief 
VJnatice of the King'B Bench in 1Q60, with the honour of knighthood. He was 
Vsigaged in the trial of the Duke of Norfolk for conspiracy in favour of Mary 
■ Qaeen of Scots. He died in 1574. 



CHALK, Sra JAMES JELL. 1803—1878, 

Admitted 17 November, 1836. 
Second aon of Jamea Chalk of Tunbridge, Kent. He was called to the Bar 
*'! Mot. 1839. In tlie year of his admission he entered the service of the 
itical Commission, where he spent the rest of his life, firat as Aaaialant 
Ifuid then as Secretary. He retired from hia duties in 1871, and 
• ■ ' He died 23 SepL 1878. 



CHAMBERLEN, HUGH or HUGO. Phtsioian. 1664—1728. 

Admitted 19 November, 1C33. 

Son and heir of Hugo Chamberlen, M.D., of St Clement Danea. He was 
educated at Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduati-d MA, in 1683, 
the fear of his admission to the Inn. He subsequently studied at Leyden, 
and m 1694 was admitted a Fellow of the College of Physicians. He acquired 
a laiec and fashionable practice, and amongst his friends and clients were 
Atterhury and the Duchess of Buckingham and Normanby, at whose house 
he died 17 June, 1728. He was buried in Weatminatcr Abbey, where there is 
a life^ze e&ay of him over his tomb, He is referred to by Swift in his 
LttUr* to SUlbi, and there is a copy of his Sale Catalogue of Books in the 
British Museum. 

CHAMBERS, Sot ROBERT. Inthak Jddqe. 1737—1803. 

Admitted 28 June, 17&4 

Eldest son of Robert Chambers, of Newea8tle-on-T)'ne, where he was bom. 
He waa educated at the Grammar School of hia native place (tlie school also, 
about the same time, of the future Lords Stowell (,q.v.) and Eldon (q.v.)), and 
at Oxford. In 1762 he was elected Vineriun Professor of English Law at his 
Univemty in succession to Sir W. Blackstone (q.v.), which position he filled 
vith distinction till his appointment in 1773 as Judge in the Supreme Court 
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of Bengal. Tn 1797 liii was chosen President of the Asiatic Society, and attex 
twenty-five years of eminent services in India, returned U) Encland in 1709. 
Hie health, however, had by this time given way, and he died in Paiie on 
9 May, 1803. His boiiy wsa removed to London, and buried in the Temple 
Church. A selection from his lectures at Oxford, under the title of A Treatite 
on Eitatei and Tenum, was publiahed by his nephew Sir Charlen Harcourt 
Chambers in 1824. 



CHAMBERS, Snt THOMAS. Hecoedkb op London. 1814—1891. 
Admitted 28 April, 1837. 

Eldest Eon of Thomas Chambers, of Hertford. He was called to the Bar 
20 Nor. 1840, was ek-cted to the Bench in 1881, aopointed Reader in 1863, 
and served the office of Treasurer in 187S. After a lucrative practice in the 
Common Law Courts, he took silk, was made Common Serjeant of the City of 
London in 1867 and Recorder in 1878, having previously (1872) received the 
honour of knighthood. In 1864 he was elected Steward of Southwark. He 
eat in Parliament as a Liberal for Hertford and Marylcbone fur many yean. 
He died in London in 1891, and was buried at Hertford. 

He left behind him an Address on Pttnuhment aiuf Beformation, printed in 
the Social Science Transactions (1862), and he was joint author of a work on 
the Lava relating to Suildinga (_\Bib), and of anotier on Baibcay Compama 
<1848). 



CHAMBRE, SiE ALAN or ALLAN. Jcdqe. 1739—1823. 

AdraitUd 15 February, 1758. 

Eldest son of Walter Chambre, of Kirby Kendal, Westmorland, where 
he was bom 4 Oct. 1739. He entered the Middle Temple from Staple Inn, 
and removed to Gray's Inn in 1764, where he was called to the Bar in 1767. 
In 1796 he was made Recorder of Lancaster, and three years after raised to 
the Bench as Baron of the Exchequer, receiving the degree of Serjeant on the 
same day. In the following year he was transferred to the Common Pleaa, 
where he eat till 1816. He died a,t Harrogate iik 1823. He is described by 
Lord Brougham aa " amongst the first ornamenlfi of his profeasion." 



CHAMPION, ANTHONY. Poet asd Miscellanbods Writee. 

1725—1801. 
Admitted 5 July, 1739. 

Son and heir of Peter Champion, of Croydon, where he was bom on 
6 Feb. 1724-S. He was educated at St. Maiy's Hall, Oxford, but left without 
taking a d^ree. He sat in two Parliaments as member for St. Qermans 
and Liskeard. He was called to the Bar 14 April, 1749, to the Bench 12 Feb. 
1779, and was appointed Reader at the Inn is 1786. He continued to reside 
there until his death in 1801. By his will he bequeathed the Society the sum 
of £1,000. 

After his death his works were published, with a biographical notice by his 
friend. Lord Lytt«l[on, and entitled, MitixUtmiet in Prou and Vtrit, Engluk 
and Latin (1801). 



CHANDOS, BARON. Sm BRTDGES, GREY. 
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rCSAPMAN, HENRY SAMUEL. Colojjial Jddoh. 1803—1881. 

Admitted 17 March, 1837. 
, Only son of Henry Chapman of TillotBoa Place, born at EenningUm 1803. 
In 18£3 be emigrated to Canada, and foujided there the Montrtal Dai!^ 
AdverlUrr, ihe fiiBt daily paper published in the Colony. He returned to 
EnDtand in 1834, aiid after hia cJl to the Bar, 12 June, 1840, became, in 1843, 
Judue of the Supreme Court of New Zealand. He sulisequently removed to 
Melbourne, where he practised law, and became a member of the Legiatativc 
Alaembly, In 1857 he became Attorney-Qeneral of the Colony, and in the 
follnwing year wai called upon to form a ministry, which he did, ittking 
himaelf again the place of Attorney-GeneraL When not in office he several 
times filled the Cliair of Law in the University of Melbourne. He returned 
to New Zealand in 18(i5, where he reaiuned judicial duties, but retired in 
1877. He died at Dunedin 27 Dec. 1881. 

He waa a contributor to the WtitmhaUr Reoiein, the Lam Magaxint, and to 
the Eneyetopitdia Britannica; and was the author of ThoiujhU tm Money arid 
SxthaTiga of Loiver Canada (1832) ; 3^ Act far tlie Itegutation of Municipal 
OOTpvrationi (1636), and other treatises. 

CHAPPLE, Sib WILLIAM. Judok. 1677—1745. 

Admitted 7 December, 1694. 

Second son of John Cbapple of Upwav, co. DorseL He was called to the 
Bar 24 June, 1709, became Scrjeantat-taw in 1724, and iu 1728 a. Judge in 
North Wales. In 1729 he wan knighted and made King's Serjeant, and in 
1737 raised to a judgeship of the King's Bench. He for some time represented 
Dorchester in Parliament. He diad 16 March, 1746, 

CHAUNCY, SiB HENRY. ToPooKArHER. 1632—1719. 

Admitted 6 February, 1649-60. 

Son and heir of Henry Chauncy of Yardley, co. Horl«. He waa called to 
the Bar 21 Nov. 1656, to the Bench 29 Jan. 1674-5, and filled the office of 
Reader in 1881, having Junt previously been appointed Recorder of Hertford. 
In 1681 he was knighted by Charles II. in Windsor Caatle, and in 16S5 he 

la Treasurer of bis Inn. In I6S8 he became Serjeant-at-Law, and was 
Bp|ioinled a justice for the Counties of Glamorgan, Brecknock, and Radnor. 
It u not, however, as a lawyer that Sir Henry is now remembered, but for hia 
monumental work entitled The Hittorieal Antiquititu of Eertford^iiTe, hia 
native county — a work which has supplied the chief material for all sub:<e- 

Joent histories of the county. Sir Henry died in 1719, and was buried in 
lie church of his native place, Yardley Bury. 

CHERRY or CHERREY, FRANCIS. About 1665—1713. 

Admitteil IG May, 1681. 

of the Masters of the Utter Bar, and 
I ardent supporter of the Non-juring 
party, and amonpt the objects of his bounty was Thomas Heame, the 
■ntinuary, whom he put to school, and helped with money. He is spoken of 
by Hearne as a man of learninie, and critical ability, but he left no literary 
mrk behind him. Amongst his literary friends were Bishop Ken and Henry 
Dodwell, the latter of whom dedicated to him hia work De Vtlerani. Cyclii. 
He died 23 Sept. 1713. 
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* CHETWTND or CHETWIND, WALTER. AKTiguART. d. 1893. 

Admitted 2 December, 1651. 
Son and heir of Walter Chetwynd of Ingestre, Staffordshire. He waa a 
person of distinction in his native county, of which he was High Sheriff in 
1S80, and which he represented in Parliament in 1669—90, but he it ehieflj 
remembered for his assistance to Plot in his NatuTal Hidory of StaffordAirt, 
and for his own collections which were used by Shaw, and by Burton for his 
Hittory of Leicesta-thiTe.

CHILDREN, GEORGE. Electrician. 1742— 181& 

Admitted 11 December, 1763. 

Only son of John Children of Tunbrid^e, ca Kent. He was educated at 
Oriel College, Oxford. He waa called to the Bar 29 May, 1767, but devoted 
hia leisure to scientific pursuits, taking especial interest in the discoveries of 
Volta, upon whose batteries he improved and eulai^d. In these experiments 
he was aole to indulge as the possessor of a considerable fortune ; hut tbroi^h 
the losa of this by a Bank failure in ms he was compeUed to relinquish 
them, and to retire into an economical home nt Chelsea, where be died 
SI Aug. 1618. He became a Bencher uf the Inn 22 May, 1789, was appointed 
Reader in 1797, and Treasurer in 1804. 



CHILDREN, JOHN GEORGE. Mam of Sciknce. 1777-1852. 

Admitted 21 November, 1789. 

Only son of George Childi*en {q.v.), one of the Miisters of the Bench of the 
Middle Temple. He was educated at Eton and Cambridge, but left without 
graduating in 1798, and devoted himself to the study ot mineralogy and 
mechanics, and in 1607 waa elected a Fellow of the Royal Society. He 
assisted his lather in his chemical experiments and in the construction, of hia 

fJvanic battery. After the bankruptcy of liia father he obtained the post of 
ibrarian in the Antiquarian Department of the British Museum (1616), and 
in 1826 became one of the Secretaries of the Ro^'al Society. Whilst thus 
employed he published a number of papers on scientific subjects, as well at 
translations from foreign authors. He died at Halstead, Kent, 1 Jan. 185S. 



CHITTY, JOSEPH, Legal Wetteb. 1776—1841. 

Admitted 17 January, 1794. 

Eldest son of Joseph Chitty of Chadwell Heath, Romfotd, Essex. He was 
called to the Bar 28 June, 1816. Before that he had practised with great 
euccess as a pleader, but he is best known as the author of many legal works, 
of which the foUoiving is a list in the order of publication : Tht Lawt of BiUt 
of Exchange (^\im) ; Precedent of Gentral Ittuei (1605); Pleading and Portia 
to Action* (1808); Pratptcliu to a Cowee of LeclvTa on Commercial Law (1810) ;

The Stamp DiUiee (1829) ; The Praeliee of the Court* of Kiiitft Bench, Common 
PUa* and Exchemier (1831—2) j General Pracliee o/ the Law (1833 — 6) ; On 
MciiiealJuTi^radencellS3i)i Ajiieiulnumtt and Vananca (ISSfi) ; Gonritc View 
of the Pnnciple of Pleading (1835), 2nd ed. ; OnOie Office of Coiutabh (1837) ;

(1820). ContraeU (1826), BilU of Exchange (1834), Preudentt in Pleading (1636). 
He died 10 April, 1836. 



PHITDLEIGH, THOMAS. Diplomatist. 

Admitted 28 November, 166a 
Son and heir of Thomas Clmdleigh, of Eseler. Entering the diplomatic 
service, he was employed in Sweden in 1673. In 1677 he waa Secretary 
to the Embosay to Nimeguen, and in 1678 Envo);-Extroordinary to the States- 
General. He took an active part in the negotiations which resulted in the 
peace of Nimeguan, and his papers relating to that event are preserved in ten 
volumes in the British Museum. In 1689 lie disappears from history, and is 
supposed to liave died a Roman Catholic.

(27 Jan. 1656-9). His health, however, obliged him to relinquish his dutiei, 
and he died in the April of the following year (16&9). He wiis engaged in 
the defence of Laud and the Bishops, and nad a great reputution at the Bar. 
Be was buried at Chiswick, where lie had a residence. 



CLAKE, Sir RALPH. Rotaust. 1587— 167a 

Admitted I June, 1602. 

Son uid heir of Francis Clare of Caldwell, Worcestershire His pretenaioca 
to nmembrtnce are aummed up iu the inscriptio-n on his lomb in the Chancel of 
Kidderminster, where he is described us "servant unto Prince Henry, Knight 
of the Bath at the Coronation of King Charles I., whom he attended throu};h 
all his glorious fortunes ; servant to Kin}{ Charles II. both in bis banishment 
and return . . . zealous in bis loyaLity to hia Prince, exemplary in hia 
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charity to tbe distresaed, and of known integriljr to all men." He departad 
thia life 21 April, 16711. Hu waa prcsont at tlie Battlu oC Worcester, where he 
vna taken prisoner, and for some time confined in Worcester gaol. There is 
a portrait of him in Nawh'a TForceiteriiliire (vol. ii., p. 44). 



CLARK, GEOGGE THOlllAS. Ehqibeis and Abchsol^ist. 
Admitted S2 January, 1842. 

Eldest Bon of the Rev. George Clark, ot Chelsea, Chaplain to the Royal Military 
Aajlum. He waa bora in London, 26 May, 1809, and educated at Charter- 
home. He began life aa an engineer, in which capacity he was entrusted, 
under Brunei, with tlie construction of portions of the Great Western Railway, 
lo which line he published a Guide (1839). In IR43 he went to India to 
report upon tlie sewage of Bombay, and wliilst there he advocated the con- 
Btmction of the firai railway from Bombay to Tauaah. In 1852 he undertook 
the re-organization of the Dowlaia Ironworks which under his direction 
attained their vast development ; hut liis chief reputation rests on his know- 
ledge of archteology as disphiyed principally in his work entitled Medircviil 
MiUtan/ AivhUatart in Eiigland, published in 1684, and in his LaTid of 
Morgan (1883), and other contributions to the history of his adopted county, 
OUtuD^an. He died at Tal-y-garn, 31 Jan. 1898. 
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CLIFFORD, THOMAS, >*( BARON CLIFFORD o/ CHUDLEIOH. 

1830—1673. 
Admitted 19 June, 1648. 

Son and heir of Hugh Clifford of Chudleigli, I>evon, a Royalist Officer in 
Charles I. 'a campaign against the Scots, 1639. He was educated at Oxrord. 
He entered Parliament in 1660, and there spoke "confidently and often," 
though there is no record of his speeches. He subBequently joined the Navy 
and took part, under the Duke of York, in the defeat of the Dutch fleet on 
Harwich, 3 June, 1665, and was knighted. He subsequently served under 
the E;irl of Sandwich (q.v.), and was sent on an embassy to Denmark on 
matters of navigation and commerce. In 1666 he whs placed on the Privy 
Council. As a politician he supported the Earl of Arlington and the Court 
party, and in 1667 became a member witli him of the fflmous Cabal ministry, 
in which ho exerted hia influence in favour of a French alliance and opposition 
to the Dutch, and he mos largely instrumental in bringing about the Treaty 
of Dover, 1670. l:i 1C72 he filled the office of Principal Secretary of State 
and in the same 3-<.Mr waa created Lord Clifford of Chudleigh, and llord High 
Treasurer. He violently opposed the passing of the Test Act, beiuga Roman 
Catholic, and the paasing ot it brought about hia downfall, 1673. He retired 
into Devonsliire, where he died, it is auppoaed by his own hand, in tbe 
September of that year.

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COCKBURN, Sm ALEXANDER JAMES EDMCND, Lord Ceief 
iJCOTiCE. 1802— IBBa 

Ailmitted )9 Noveinl>er, 1825. 

Eldest *on of Aleiander Cnckljum, of Hertford Street, Mayfair. He 
_ ctived hie Univewity eiiocation at Cftmbridge, where lie diBLinRuiahed 
himself ia the honours lists. Called to the Bar oa 6 Feb. 1829, he soon 
Acquired diatinction, eapecinlly in election petitions before cuinmitleeB of the 
CommonB, and oblained the rank of Queen's Counsel in 1841. In 1847 he 
entered Parliament, and in 1850 proved himself aji orator of high rank by his 
advocacy of the Don Pacifico claims. In the same year he was made Solicitor, 
in tlie following Attorney-General, in 1854 Recorder of Bristol, and in 1856 he 
became Chief Jiistice of the Common Fleaa. In 1847 he wa« Reader at the Inn 
And five years later elected Treiumter, On Lord Palnierston coming into 
power in 1859, Lord Campbell being mnde Lord Chancellor, Sit Alexander 
Cbckhum succeeded to the place uf Lord Chief Justice. After his return from 
[&e Geneva Convention in 1872, where he sat as an arbiter in the Alabama 
4laims, he was offered a peerage, but accepted the Grand Cross of the Bath. 
He died 20 Nov. 1660.

COCKLE, Sib JAMES. Jddqe akd Mathematician. 1819—1695. 

Admitted 12 April, 1838. 

Second son of James Cockle, Surgeon, of New Ormond Street. He was 

■bom 14 Jan. 1619, and called to the Bar 6 Nov. 1646. He was appointed 

ftChief Justice of Queensland in 1863, and was knighted 29 July, 1869. 

PSut it was as a Mathematician that Mr. Cockle was chiefly celebrated, He 

on Indian Astronomy and the Lunar Calendar, and devoted much 

time to the abstrusest problems of pure mathematics, contributin^j numerous 

papers to the Philaeophical and other scientific Magazines. In 1854 he was

Admitted 13 July, 1887. 

Son and heir of Christopher Codrington of Barbadoes, where he was bora. 
At the time of his admission he was keeping his terms at Oxford, w^here be 
became a Fellow of All Souls. In 1694 he served in the wars in Flanders 
with dialinctioo, and obtained a captaincy in the Foot Quarda. In 1697 lie 
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II 1703 he passed the remainder of hisi life in secluf 

in Borbadoca, where he died 7 April, 1710. He waa oelebraled a „ 

contemporaries aa a Scholar and Wit, but left no published wrilinsB I 

him. His naine is commemorated in " Codringtou College " in Barbodoea, an 
iiiBtitution lie founded. 

COKE, DANIEL PARKER. PoLrnciAN. 1745—1825. 

Admitted 13 November, 1770. 

Only Hon of Thomas Coke, Barrister, of the Cokes of Trusley, Derbyshire. 
He was born 17 July, 1745, and edueated at Oxford, where he Rradualed in 
1769. He waa admitted from Lincoln's Inn, and called to the Bar 25 April, 
1776. After practising for some years on the Midland Circuit he was elected 
Member of Parliament for Derby in 1775, and afterwards for Nottingham, for 
which he Nit till 181S. In Parliament he was a frequent speaker as an inde- 

Kndent supporter of the Tory Government. In 1791 he held a brief for the 
own in the prosecution of the Birmingham rioters, who sacked the house of 
Dr. Priestley, and at the close of the American war was a Commissioner for 
settling American claims. He died at Derby 6 Dec. 1825. He was Reader at 
the Inn in 1605. 

COKE, ROGER. Poutical Wkitbr. 6. almnt 1626. 

Admitted 5 April, 1645. 

Second son of Henry Coke of Thorineton, Suffolk, and grandson of the 
famous lawyer. Ho was educated at Camuridge, where he obtained a reputa- 
tion lor learning though he did not graduate. He is remembered chieny as 
the author of treatises upon Trade and Political Economy, but particulaily of 
a work entitled A Dttection of the Court and State of England, published iti 
1694, which contains much curious information relative to the slate of the 
country durint; the time of the Stuart kings and the Commonwealth. He 
died in the Fleet aliout the year 1703. 

COLCHESTER, BARON. Set ABBOT, CHARLES. 

COLERIDGE, HENRY NELSON. Man of LBiTBBa. 1798—1843- 
Admitted 16 June, 1821. 

Fonrth son of James Coleridge of Heath's Court, Ottery St. Mary, and 
younger brother of John Taylor Coleridge {i-v.). Though called to the Bar 
S4 Nov. 1626, bis life was wholly devoted to literature. Besides editii^ the 
works of his uncle, Samuel Taylor Coleridge — 7^ Literarg Remaira (1836 — 
39) ; TKe CrmiAituiion of Church ajid State (1B3B) ; Bioaraphia LUtraHa; and 
The Canfemima of an Inguiring S^rit (1840)— and publishing his TabU Toft, 
Mr. Coleridge contributed to the Retiews, and was ttie author of the foUovring 
works: SixMonthtintheWestIwiiaUnon.'\{\%m); Introdttdim to the Study 
of the Greek Chiak Poets (1830). He died 26 Jan. 1843. 



Admitted 27 April, 184.1. 

Eldest son of Sir John Taylor Coleridge (i.v.), of Montagu Place. Blooras- 
buiy. He was bom at Ottery St- Mary. He was educated at Eton and 
Oxford and waa called to the Bar 6 Nov. 1846. In 1655 he was appointed 
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Bteoidtr of Portsinontb, and in 1861 a Q.C., and Bcncber of the 
Inn. He waa Reader in 1864, and Treasurer in 1890, some years after his 
retom Co the Middle Temple on the diHsolution of Serjeants Inn. In 1B65 he 
waa elected U) Parliament for the city of Exeter, and «at till he became Chief 
Justice of the Common Pleas in 1873. When the Liberals came into office in 
186S, he became Solicitor-General, and was knighted. In 1871 he became 
Attome J -General. As an advocate he aciuirei great reputation, and took 
part in many famous trials, aa Saurin v. iiarr, and the prolonged Tithbome 
Cat*, when tried in the Civil Court. In Jan. 1874 he whb raised to the 
peeroce, during hia father's lifetime, as Baron Coleridge of Ottery St. Mar;. 
On the death of Lord Chief Justice Cockburn (g-v-), in 1880, he became 
Lard Chief Jtiatice of England, which dignity he held till hia death In 1894. 



COLEHIDGE,SiH JOHN TAYLOR. Jcdoe. 1790—1876. 

Admitted 5 November, 1813. 

Second son of James Coleridge, of Heath's Court, Ottery St. Mary. He was 
bom at Tiverton on 9 July, 1790, and educated at Eton and Uxfora, where in 
the !auic year as he entered the Middle Temple he wus elected Vinerian 
Law Scholar. He was called to the Bar 16 June, 1819. After a successful 
career as an advocate, and after taking the degree of Serjeant in 1832, he was 
elevated to the Kind's Bench in 1835, where he sat till 1858, when he retired 
into private life. He died U Feb. 1876. 

He was a scholar and a man of literary tastes, the friend of Wordsworth, 
Arnold, and other distinguished men of the rlajr, and for some time edited the 
QwtTterti/ Stvift/}, In 1825 hepublishedan edition of jBiiict«(OTie'«6Wwi«ttort«r, 
kQd in 1869 a Mtmoir of John K<ibk. 



COLLIER, JOHN PAYNE. SHAKESPEAniAtr Critic. 1789—1883. 

Admitted 31 July, 1811. 
Eldest son of John Dyer Collier of Hatton Garden. He was bom in Brood 
Street, London, on 11 Jan. 1789. His first literary employment was aa 
reporter on the Timt$, where he got into tmnlile by misrcportinc a speech of 
Joseph Hume. He subsequently joined the Morning Cknmidt. His proapeola 
At the Bar, to which he was called 6 Feb. 1829, were obscured by an imprudent 
" criticism " of the profession, published under the pseudonym of "Amicus 
Cnri«." This led to hia taking up literature as a profession, and he published 
in rapid succession many works. He is best known, however, for hia studies 
on English Dramatic, and especially Shakespearian literature, many of which 
nn Taliiable, but not always reliable. His various publications are too 
numerous to be detailed here, but chief amongst them are his editions of 
DoddetftOU Play* {y^it~¥l) \ his Hiilory of Bnglitk Dramntie Poetry arid the 
Btagt (1831); ms annotated Editions of Shake3jimTe (1842—44); and his 
; «dition of Spenser'i IKorlj(1862). His Shakespearian criticisms became the 
rce of violent controversy. 



COLLINS, ANTHONY. Theological Whiteh. 

Admitted, 24 November, 1694. 



1676—1729. 



Son and heir of Henrv Collins, and greiit-Brnndaon of Anthony Collins, a 
Bencher of ihe Inn. itis teaming and abilities acqnired him the esteem of 
the philosopher Locke, and brought him into correspondence with most of the 
learned of his time. The titles of his works given below show the nature of 
the cODlroversies in which he engaged. He died in 1729. During his life

COMPTON, SPENCER, first VISCOUNT PEVENSEY and EARL of 

WILMINGTON. About 1673— 174a 

Admitted 25 January, 1686-7. 

Secotid son of Jamee, Earl of Northampton. He was returned for Eye lo 
Parliament in 1698, but, deserting Tory principles, took otfice nndi^T the 
Whig Government, and in 1707 was appointed Treasurer and Eectiver lo 
Prince George of Denmark. In tbe Parliament of 1T15 he was elected 
Speaker of the House of Commons, and awom of the Privy Council the 
following year. He occupied the Speaker's Chair till 1727, when he was 
raised to the peerage. Be was a favourite with George II., and was made 
Knight of the Garter iu 1733. After the fall of Walpole he became for a 
time Prime Minister, in a Cabinet, however, where his anlhority waa over- 
ohodowed by other and far abler men. He died 2 July, 17-13. 



COMYN, Sir ROBERT BUCKLEY. Indian Judge. 1792— 1B53. 
Admitted 30 January, 1819. 

The third son of the Rev. Thomas Coniyn, of Tottenham, Middlesex. He 
was first admitted to Lincoln's lim, where he was called tu tbe Bar in 1814. 
After some years of practice iic was appointed a puisne Judge of the Supreme 
Court of Calcutta, witli the' honour of knighthood, and removed lo the CJhief 
Jud^eahip of Madras in 1835. He returned lo England in 1842, was called 
to tbe Bench in 1844, and acted ae Reader at the Inn iu 1S4S. He died in 
1853. He left behind bim treatisea on Utiiry (1817), Landlord and Tenant 
(1821), and a History of the Western £mpire (1841). 



CONGBEVE, WILLIAM. DRAMAnsT. 1670—1729. 

Admitted 17 March, 1690-1. 
Son and heir of William Congreve, of Shelton, co. Stafford. He wna born 
at Bardsey, near Leeds, and educati^ at Trinity CkiUege, Dublin, where he 
was a contemporary of SwifL About the time of his entering the Middle 
Temple he wrote his fir^t Comedy, which was produced al Drury Lane in 
1693. Its success acquired for him the notice of Lord Halifax, who conferred 
on him an office in the Customs, and aubsequently he enjoyed other profitable 
and almost sinecure appointments. This allowed liiin t'l follow the lient of 
his inclination and his genius, and he produced in rapid succession those 
works which have made bii name illastrioua. He died on Che 19 Jon. 1729. 
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The dramatic worltB of CoDSreve were pubtished in 1747, and hia complete 
- works, comprising Plays and Poems in 3 vols., 12roo, in London, 17S3. The 
following is a list of his productions in order of time : Incognita, or Love and 
Duty reeondUd, a Noitel [written under the pseudonym of Cleophill; Tht 
Moumijui Mum of Alexii; Vena to Lady GdKin ; Tht Old Baekelor*, a Comedn

CONINGSBY, Sib HARRY or HENRY. Scholar. 

Admitted C Febpuaiy, 163S-3. 

Son and heir of Thomna Coningahy of North Mymnis, Hertfordshire. He 
was descended from Sir Huiiiplirey ConingBby, Judge of the King's Bench 
under Heniy VIII., ami his fatbtr Thoma-, High Sheriff of Hertlordshirt 
was imprisoned by the Parliamentarians in 1643. Tlte son sold the iiatemal 
estates and devoted himself to literature, compoaing a life of his father and 
a translation of Boethius'a Qnuolation of Philosophy, whicli were piinted 
to-Q-ether in 1664. 

CONST, FRANCIS. Lbqal Writee. 1761—1839. 

Admitted SO January, 1778. 

Only son of Francis Const of St. Clement Danes parish. He was called to 
the Bar 7 Feb. 1T63. For many years he was Chairman of the Middlesex 
Magistrates and the Westminster Sessitms, and he is remembered as a lawyer 
by hia editions of Botl'i Poor Laic* (18CKI — 7) and by a work on the duties of 
Constables. But he had also a Xatte for literature and the drama, and wrote 
some prologues and epilogues.

CONWAY, EDWARD, fira VISCOUNT CONWAY. d. 1631. 

Admitted Sfi March, 1613-14. 

Son and heir of Sir John Conwav. He is entered in tho Register M 
" Kni;;ht of Briell." He was knighted liy the Earl of Essex at Cadiz. He 
alterwards served in the Netherlanda and wna made Governor of Brill. 
In 1682 he became Secretary of State, and was created Baron Conway in 1624 
uid Viscount in 1627. He died in London 3 Jan. 1630-1. 



CONWAY, HENRY SEYMOUR. Field Marshal. 1721—1795. 

Admitted 6 October, 1763. 

Second son of the Right Hon. Francis, Earl of Hertford. He entered the 
Army at an early ace, and in 1741 joined the armj' in Flanders. He was 
present at the battle of Dettingen in 1743, and at Fontenoy in 1745, as 
Aide-d^Canip to the Ihike of Cumberland, whom, in the same year, he 
accompanied to Culloden. He subseiiuently served in Flanders and Ireland, 
and in 1754 became Secretary to the Lord -Li en tenant in the latter country. 
At the termination of the Seven Years War he became Joint Secretary of 
St«te with the Duke of Orafton, and held office froin 1765 to 17G8. In 1782 
he become Commandur-in-Chief of the forces under I«rd Rockingham's 
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Miuiatrv, wiih a seat in the Cabinet. In 1793 he was appointed Eleld 
MarBlial. He died in Londnn 12 Oct 1795. He was an intimate Mend' of 



Horace Walpole, and of literary tasteB. He wns the authur of a ConieBj 
entitled Fitite Appearanrtt, and of some miBcelltincaus pieces in pioae and 



CONYERS, TRISTRAM. Serjeakt-at-Law. 1619—1684. 

Admitted 3 August, 1635. 

Son of Willinm Conyera (admitted 18 April 1605), who was Treasurer of 
the Inn in 1638 and Si-ijcant-at-Law in 1648. Trialram Convers was 
appointed Lent Reader in 1669, elected Treasurer of the Inu in 1672, and 
became Serjeant in 167-1. According to his epitaph in WalthaiHElow Chnvcli 
he died 6 Aug. 1684. He presented Foie's Lives of the Martyri (ed. 1641) 
to the Library. 

COOK or COOKE, WILLIAM. Dramatist. d. 1824. 

Admitted 23 June, 1770. 

Second son of Hugh Cook, of Cork. Huving lost a considerable fortune 
acquired by ntarritige, he came to London in 1766, and was called to the 
Bar 30 June, 1775, but devoled himself chietly to literalnre. In 1807 he 

EublLshed a poem, whii:h attracted some attention from its references to the 
temrr nobilities of the lime— Johnson, Reynolds, Burke (q.v.). Goldsmith, 
and otiiers. He also wrote The AH of Living in London, a Poem; a Comedy 
called The Caprieioas Lady ; The ElemenU of Dramatic Criticism (1775) ; and 
the Memoira of C. Maeklin and Saviuel Foots (180S). He died in London 
3 April, 1824. 

COOKE, GEORGE WINGROVE. Lawyer and Historun. 

1814—1865. 
Admitted 5 February, 1830. 

Eldest son of Thomas Homans Cooke of Porttnan Place, Maida Hill, 
Middlesex. He waa a pujiil of Mr. Amos ('/.«.), at London University, and 
from his earliest years was a diligent student and iiideratigable writer. On 
30 Jhr. 1835 he was called to the Bar. In the same year he published 
a Lift of Lord BoUngbroke, and in tlie following one a Hittonj of Party, and a 
Life of Lord Sliafiaiury. For many years he was employed under the Tithe 
and Enclosure Commissioners, and during those years he produced many 1^^ 
treatises, including a work on Chiminal Trials; A Trraliie on the Lata of 
Defamation (1844) ; on the Ertdosure of Commont and the RiyhU ofConmums 
(1846); oa ibn Law and Practice of Agricultural Tenanciet (ISBO) ; oaComhold 
Enfranchisement (1853) ; The Law of Hustings and PoUijtg Booth* (1857). In 
18S5 he visited the Crimen, and oti his return wrote what he had seen in a 
volume entitled Inside Sebasiopol (I6S6). In the followinj; year he acted 
as TiiMf correspondent in China. In 186i he 1>ecame a Commisaioner of 
CopyhoUls, in which ponition he died 18 June, 1865, from overwork. 



COOPER, Sir GREY. PoLincrAS. d. 1801. 

Admitted 10 July, 1747. 

Son and heir of William Cooper, M.D. of Newcastle- on -Tyne, and a 
descendant of Sir John Cooper, a Nova Scolia liaronet, 1638. He waa called 
to the Bar 25 Jan. 1750, In 1T65 he attracted notice by u [>olitical pamphlet 
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Mititled A Pair of SpwtaeUi for Short-mghtsd Politieiaiu, in eiipport of the 
ttockingham Ministry, and obtained for himself tht office of Secretary to the 
Treasury, which he held till 17S3. In the foUowinf; year he became a Lord 
of the TiwasuTY in the Cahinel of North and Fox, During hia Parliaraentnrv 
career he sat for Bochester (1765). Grampouml (1768), Saltash (1774), and 
Ricbmond (1786). and was regiuiled as a high authority oa all tinsnciiLl 
questions. He was made a Privy Councillor m'17B6. He died 30 July, 18111, 
Some of his letter* on puhlic afTaira have been published, and he was the 
author of Tht Sfiite of Prxealingi in the House of Commant on Ike Petition of 
the Dukt of Athol reloliwj to Iht IiU of Man (1769). He also wrote Boma 
Slanatu, addressed to the Rev. William Mason. 



CORBET, REGINALD. Jcdqb. rf. 1566. 

Second son of Sir &)hert Corbet of Moreton Corbet, Shropshire. There 
ia no record of his admission, but lie vraa Reader at the Inn in 1551. He was 
made a Serjeant in 1559, and a Judge of the Queen's Bench the same year, 
a positioa he held till his death in 1Q66. 



CORNWALLIS, Sir CHARLES. Diplomatist. d. 1629. 

Admitted 20 February, 1610-11. 

Second son of Sir Thomas Comwallis. At the time nf his admission he waa 
hinuelf a knight (having received that dignity in Ib03) and held the olhce 
of " Treasurer to Print* Henry." In 1605 he was Ambosaador to Spain. 
In 1613 he was sent to Irelancl to investigikte Irish grievances, bat, lieing 
■uspected of fanning' parliamentary opposition to the King, waa arrested and 
impriaoned the following year. After hia release he lived in retirement, 
and died in Staffordshire SI Dei;. 1629. 

Ha was the author of A Ditcoune of the ntoit ilhistrious Priitee Henry, fat* 
Prince of Wala, printed 1041, and to be found in Sotiicti' Tracti (vol. ii.), and 
the Uarltian Miectllany (vol. iv.). 



CORNWALLIS, THOMAS. Projectob of Lotteries. 1663—1731. 
Admitted 33 Decembi-r, 1679. 

Fourth mm of Charles, Lord Comwallis. Baron of Eye, co. Suffolk, wliere 
he waa born 31 July, 1663. He never practised law, 'but obtained a com- 
■niasion in the Guards. He is said to have been the projector of the schenie 
of I^rliamentary Lotteries in 1709, the foundation of all eubsei^uent State 
Lotteries, till their prohibition in 182-1. He remained a Commissioner of 
Lotteries up to his death, 29 Dec. 1731. 



CORRY, ISAAC. Pouticiajj. 1755—1813. 

Admitted 18 October, 1771. 

Son and heir of Edward Corry of Newry, co. Down. He was cducnteii at 
Trinitv Collese, Dublm. In 1776 he was "elected M.P. for Newry in place of 
his fatner, and soon became distinguished as a politician. He became a warm 
aapporter of the Government, and was maile Surveyor-General in 1788, aud a 
Conimiasioner of the Revenue the following year. He became the leading 
sdvocAt^ of the Union in opposition to Gratton, their personal animosity 
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After the Union he repreaenled Dupdulk and other pi* 
House of Commons, but was not a Eucc;ees there. He died In Dublin. 10 May, 
1813. 

COXJRTHOPE, WILLIAM. Hekald. 1808—1866. 

Admitted 29 January, 1848. 

Only Bon at Thomas Courthope of Camberwell, Surrey, He was called to 
the Bar 31 Jan. 1851. BelbrehisadraiBsionhescrved in the College of Arms as 
Clerk in 1833, and Bongo Ci oii Hemid in 1839. He was mode Somerset Herald 
in 1854, and Re^-istrar of the College, 1859. He accompanied several miaaiona 
sent with the insignia of the Order of the Qarler to loreign sovereigns, and 
WHS an able genealogist He died 13 May, 1866, and left behind him several 
({cnealogical and biographical treatises, including a Memoir of Daniel Chamiar 
nesS), and a Ptctorial HUtotry of tht Earit of Wanrick in Hit Bow Bolt (1869). 
He also edited Debrett'i Pttrage and Banrnttage (1834, 1835), and contributed 
largely to ColUctanta Topographica tt Genealvgica and the GentUman'i MagoMne. 



COWPER, HENEy. Lawyiii, 1758—1840. 

Admitted 7 February, 1770. 

Second son of Spencer Cowper iq.v.). He was called to the Bar S6 May, 

1775, and was appointed Reader in 1813. He is remembered bv hia Eeporit 

of Catii in tk* Kn^i Btnck, 14 to 18 Gtorge III. (1783). For many years be

COWPER, SPENCER. Jodoe. 1669—1727. 

Admitted 7 May, 1687. 

The second son of Sir William Cowper, Bart, ot Hertford Castle, and 

fonnger brother ot William Cowper (j.e.). Earl Cowper, Lord Chancellor, 
n 1690 he was made Controller of the Bridge House Estates, Southwark. 
He was called to the Bar 26 May, 1693. In 1699 he was tried, with two 
others before Baron Hatsell (;.t>.), on a charge of murderin;; Sarah Stout, a 
young lady, a (juakeress, whose body was found In the river at Hertford, but 
was acquitted. In 1705 lie entered Parliament, and waa one of the managera 
of the itiipeaehmeot of Dr. Sacbeverell. In 1714 he became Attorney-General 
to the Prince of Wales, and three yeara later Chief Justice of Chester. la 
17S7 he waa rai^d by George II. to the Bench of the Common Pleas, but died 
in the same year, two montha after his appointment (10 Dec). He was tht 
grandfather of William Cowper, the poet (q.v.). 



COWPER, WILLIAM, firU EAHL COWPEB. Lord Chancellor. 

il. 1723. 
Admitted 18 March, 1681-2. 

Eldest son of Sir William Cowper of Hertford Castle, whoso father was 
created a Baronet in 1642. He was called to the Bar 25 May, 1B38, and 
advanced rapidly in his profeasion, being made a King's Counsel'iu 1694, and 
about the same time Recorder of Cokhester. In 1695 he was returned to 
Parliament for Hei'tfordandatonceobtained theearof the Hoiiaeof Conimona. 
In 17U5 hcsucceeded to the office of Lord Keeper, and wassworn in of the Privy 
Council. He took an important part as Comuiisaiouer in the transactions 
leading to the Union of Si'ntland, and in 1706 was raised to the peerage aa 
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1 Cowper of Wiugham, aud in the foUoiviug jear made Lord High 

Chancellot of Great Biitiiin. He was madt Viscount Pordwiche and Earl 
Cnwpcr, 18 Uari:lt, 1T18, and resigued the Chancellorahip in the moutli 
foUoffing. He died 10 Oet. 1723. 



COWPER, WILLIAM. Poet. 1731— 18iX). 

Admitted 29 April, 17-18, 
Sonandheir of the Be v. John Co wper, D.D., Rector of Great Bcrkhampstead 

g'hece he was Imm 15 Nov. 1731), and grandson of Spencer Oowper (g.r.), 
B wa« called to the Bar 14 June, 1TQ4, having three days previuualj Been 
admitted to cbambera "situated three pairs over the Paruanient Chamber." 
Here and in chamliers in the Inner Temple, of which he became a member 
14 June, 17G7, he resided for nine jears, during which time he wrote some 
literary triHes, and with some of his old Westminster schnolfellowa (incIudinR 
BoimeL Thomtoii, Georye Colman the dramatist, and Robert Lloyd the poeQ 
combined in forming the Nonsense Club, and in contributing to the Gonnoiaeur, 
a literal^ periodicat. It was during thia time, too, that he fell in love with 
his cousin, Theodora Cowper, the sister of Lady Uesketh, to whom so many 
of his delightful letters are addressed. The period of his Temple residence 
most, therefore, hare been the happiest of his life, and his removal from it in 
17S3 is coincident with the circimislances which imluced the malady which 
more or leas afflicted him till his death, SS April, 1600. 

The literary productions of Cowper appeared in the following order : 
Pocmt (^nSi) ; JoAnGtipiti; a Ballad (1783) ; TheTruk{n8b); Pornvi(nm) ; 
The Iliad and Odymry of Homer [translated into Enijtiah blank verse] (1791) ;

(1798): Poa/n* [from the Fi-ench of Madame De la Guion] (1801); Adttpki: a 
Sketch of the rharacter of the Rev. John Cowper (1802) ; Posi/iitmoti* Worka [with 
his life by William Haley] (1803—4); Zatw and Italian Poenu of Milton 
ftranslated into English verse] (1808) ; Poanti, with a Memoir of the Author 
(1818); Memoire of hii early lifi, vnitten by hinuetf (1816).

John Bruce (1867) ; and Hev. W. Benham (Globe Ed., 1870). 



COX, EDWARD WILLIAM. LAm'EB a-vd Writer. 1809-1879. 
Admitted 30 April, 1840. 

Eldest son of William Charles Cox of Taunton, where he was bom. He 
wag called to the Bar 5 May, 1843. lit 1857 lie became Recorder of Hebton, 
and in I8Q8, of Portsmouth. He held the position of Chairman of Middlesex 
Sedons from 1870 to hb death. He was elected for Taunton in 1866, but 
unseated on petition. In early life he wooed the Muses and puhlislied a 
volume of noeriis, entitled The Uptning of the SiiriA Seal, in 1830. He wrote a 
number of legal tivatiscs, tlie best known of which was Tin La«> aitd Practice 
of Joint Sloelc Companie* (1865]^ which ran through several editions. He also 
i>riginaled the seiies of Criminal Catu which bear hi^ name. But the most 
remarkable feature of Mr. Cox's career was his succesierul journalisiu. He 
established tlie Late Timet in 18^ and subsequently be<!ame proprietor of 
Tlu Field NeiBtpaper, The Quren, aud Ejxhange and Mart, all of which wem 
great fiuMncial triuiuplis. He was made a Serjeant-at-Law in 1868. He died 
ut Mill HUl, Middlesex, 24 Nov. 1879. 
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CRANFIELD, LIONEL, first EARL of MIDDLESEX. 1676—18*6. 

Admitted S March, 1617-8. 

On the Rejfisler he is descri1>e<l as " Lionel Cranfeild, Knight," having 
received that dignity from Jamea I., together with the office of Lieutenant ol 
Dover Castle in 1613. He was originally a. London apprentice who had risen 
to wealth and position as a merchant and member of the Mercers' Company, 
and who liad attracted the attention of the King l>y the ability with which 
he represented that company l>efore the Privy Council. After holding several 
other important officer, ne was made Chief Commissioner of the Navy in IG19, 
in which position he eBect«iI ^reat refonns and economies. In 1622 be vat 
created a. Peer with the title irf Baron Cranfield, in recompense, it is said, for 
hia lota of the ChancellotBhip, which it was expected he might have received 
after the fait of Bacon, and in the some year he was made Treasurer, with the 
higher title of Earl of Middlesex. In this position he was charged with 
receiving bribes, and in 1624 was deprived of all his offices, and committed to 
the Tower. Aft^r hie release, he lived in retirement till his death 6 Aug. 
1645. 



CRESSWELL, Sir CRESSWELL. Jodqe. 1794-1B63. 

Admitted 23 June, 1810. 

Fourth son of Franda Cresawell of Blackheatb. He was bom at Newcastle, 
Northumberland (a county with which his family had been connected from 
very early times), in 1704, and educated at Charterboiise and Cumbrldge, 
where he graduated " wooden spooUj" 1814. He entered the Inner Temple in 
1816, and was called to the Bar in 1819. He joined the Northern Circuit, 
and soon acquired a coneidemble practice. In 1830 he was appointed Recorder 
of Hull, ana in 1834 became King's Counsel. In 1837 he entered Parliament 
for Liverpool, as a supporter of Sir Robert Peel, by whom, in 1842, he viras 
apiwintea a Puisnn .Tuojie of the Common Pleas. His reputation, however, as 
a Judge, was made at the Divorce Court, to which he was appointed on its 
creation in 186K He died S9 July, 1863, his death being tlie result of hia 
being run over by a carriage on Constitution Hill on the llthof the same 
month. 

The Law Reports known as Biiniewttll afid CmsvxlVi (King's Bench) 
J{q)orti (1822^1830), are a monument to his memory. 



CRIPPS, HENRY WILLIAM. Lawyer. 1815—1899. 

Admitted 14 January, 1840. 

Eldest son of the Rev. H. Cripps of Preston, Gloucestershire. He was 
admitted from Lincoln's Inn, called Xa the Bar 8 May, IH40, and took sillc in 
18G6. He was called lo the Bench in the eamu year, and became Treasurer 
in 1880, having been maile Eecordcir of Lichfield in 1862. His jiractice lay at 
the Parliamentary Bar, where for many years he was amou^ the leading 
coun^l, and he was also an authority on ecclesiastical law, being Chancellor 
of the Diocese of Oxford. 

His work on The Church and Cla-gy, first published in 1846, reached its 
sixth edition in 1886. He also published a volume of Go»tt on the same 
subject. He look a keen interest in the affairs of his county, Buckinshom, 
and was unanimously elected tirst chairman of ihe county council, and was 
besides on active magistrate, chairman and vicc-chairmun of quarter sessions 
for a quarter of a century. 
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CRISP or CEISPE, Sir NICHOLAS. Royalist. 
Admitted 3 November, 1660.

Eldest son of Ellia Ciiap of London (SberiCf in 1625). He was engaged 
in the African trade, and was one of a company liavinc excluaive ri^bta of trads 
in Oninea, 1632. He received the honour of knighthood in 1641, but was 
attacked in the Long Parliament as a monopolist, and expelled the House. 
In the Civil War, he took the aide of tlie King, and served both on land and 
aea,with great pecuniorylosa to himself. AttheBestoration he obtained some 
compensation, and was created a Baronet in 16tf5, ten months before Lis death, 
26 Feb. 1665-6. 

CROFT, Sia HEEBERT. Catholic Divine. d. 1622. 

Admitted 21 February, 1693-4. 

He is entered on the Register as " Herbert Crofte, of Crofte, co. Hereford " ; 
bat he was the son of Edward Croft, of Croft Castle, the representative of a 
family settled in Herefordshii'e before the Conquest. He waj educated at 
Oxford. He represented his county in Parliament in 1592, and again in 1601, 
1C03, and 16U. He was knighted by James I. in 1603. Late in life he 
imbibed Roman Catholic opinions, and retired to the monastery at Douay, 
where he spent the rest of his days in devotion and religious eicrcises. He 
died 10 April, 1622. 

During his residence at Douay, he wrote various treatises in the form of 
Lttlen addressed to his wife and children in favour of the Roman Church, and 
the advanti^e of belonging to it, nil of which were printed at Douay about 
1619. 

CROMPTON, RICHARD. Lawteb. 

Adniitted 19 April, 1G63. 

Bon and heir of Richard Crompton, citizen and nieTchont of London. He 
was Autumn Reader in 1573, and Lent Reader, 15TS. In 1583 he edited 
Fitiherbert'a Offia ct AucthorUU rfe Jiutka de Petiu, and in 1587 lie published 
a tract on TTaylorMandC<mtpiTalor»,a>\d the Duetu of Sulcata to tiieir Soveretgtu ; 
but bis chief work was on L'Autkorilia da Courti de la Majeitie de la Roygne, 
published in 1694. Another work on The HartarahU Acit of SundrU EnylUh 
Kingi nnrf Prtwft, and entitled, The Mansion of MagnanimUie, was published 



CROSSE, ANDREW. Electrician-. 1784—1865. 

Admitted 2 April, 1806. 

Eldest son of Richard Crosse of Broomfield, near Bridgwater, Somerset, 
where he was born 17 June, 1784. He was educated at Brnsenose CoUege, 
Oxford ; but succeeding to a competent fortune, he spent his leisure in Sie 
study of electricitj^, chemiatry and mineralogy, for which he had a very early 
liking. At a meeting of the British Association at Bristol in 1836, belaid the 
reaultsof his experiments before that body, and at once became celebrated, but 
he still continued lo lead a secluded life, devoting himself to electrical 
resenrches, occasionallv remling Papers before the Electrical Society and the 
British Association. "He died 6 July, 1855. 

CROWDER, Sir RICHARD BUDDEN. Jodge. 1705—1859. 

Admitted 6 February, 1637. 

Eldest son of William Henry Crowder of Clapliani Common, Surrey. He 

wu admitted from Lincoln's Inn, where he was called to the Bar in 16S1. 
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He bMUM a Quera'i Counsel in IS37, xad Beader W tb loa in 18tir~ 
TltTM jcara Iftter he wu elected TresMrer, and in 1B18 was ^pointed 
Becotder of Bristol. From 1849— ISM be repmcDterl Liskmd in I^riis- 



CBDUP, FREDEBIC OCTATina Lawtxr asd Law Wnm. 

1831—1900. 
Adniittal II June, 1864 
YooBget/t taa of Henrj John Cramp of Mill TTill , CbapWn to the 
DiMCDtera' Grammar School, Nonconiormist Minister. He was educated aX 
Elizabeth College, Gnemsev, and at Cambridge. He wa^ called to the Bar 
30 April, 1867, and obtained a large practice at the Common Law Bar, but 
he tK beat remembered as the editor anil proprietor of the LaiB Tima, and the 
originator of the Bar'ConnciL He took silk in 1885, and became a Bencher 
of the Inn in 189L He dieil on Eaater Sunday, 1900, from an affeclion of 
the heart indoced bj over exertion as a cyclist- 
He was the aathor of treatises on PUdgt and Sole (IB6S) ; oo. ilaritu JntUT- 
imee and Geaaral Ateragt (1HT&) ; and of an Eaay on Ihr Bights of Lordt and 
Commmurn with r^trence to Manorial ffaiU Landi, pabliahed 1867. 



CULPEPEB, Sir THOMAS. PoLrricaL Wbitkr. 1578—1662. 

Admitted 15 May, 1594. 

Third son of Francis Culpepur of HoUingboum, Kent. He was bom in 
1576 and ediicattd at Oxford. He was a man of fortune and purchased Leeds 
Castle and resided there. He was knighted bj James I. in 1619. He was 
the author of a tract upon Uturie, which led to the omendnieDt of the law 
on that subject in I6S4. He died in Jan. 1661-S. 

CULPEPEB, Sir THOMAS. Poutical Writeb. 1626—1697. 

Admitted 1 December, 1647. 

Second §on of Sir Thorans Culpejier (q.v.) of Hollingbonm, Kent. He 
was educated at Oiford, where he was elected Probotioncr-jFellow of All Souls. 
He was called to the Bar 22 Nov. 1661. He was knighted at the Restoration. 
He edited his fallier's tract on Uiury, and himself wrote other treatises upon 
the wme Bubject. He died in Dec. 1697. 



CUMINO or CUMMING, Sir ALEXANDER. Isdian Chief. 

About 1690—1775. 
Admitted 12 May, 1716. 

Son and heir of Alexander Cuming, Baronet, of Cultyr (Culter), co. Mar. 
At the time of hia admission he was a memticr of tlie ScotliBh Bar, and a 
captain iu the Russian Army. In 17S9 he was led, by a dream of his wife, to 
visit America, and settling in llie Cherokee eounlry was by that tribe elected 
their Chief and Law-giver in 1730. He returned to England with four of the 
chief*, whura he presented to Ocoi^ H. at Windsor, and who entered into an 
"ugivcment of peace and friendship" with this country. His subsequent 
schemes were not successful, and, returning to England, hi; died in the 
Charterhouse Hospital in 1775.

Son and heir of John Cunningham of Oarickonphure (Camck-on-Suirl 
to. Tipperary. There is no record of liis tall to the Bar ; but he is credited 
with the production of a large nuni1>er uf lega] works, and with The Hidory 
and ArUimiilia of the Tnnt of CouH (1780), He died 16 June, 1780, and is Mid 
to have left a It^acy for the fouDdntion of what is now known a« the 
" Cunningham Prize," at the Royal Irish Academy. There wag, however, a 
cont*mporarv Timothy Cunninaham, a member of Gray's Inn, also a writer 
of books and an Antiquary, and who died in the same year, and it is not easy 
to discriminate between them. 



CUBRAN, JOHN PHILPOT. Orator and Wit. 1750—1817. 

Admitted 4 November, 1773. 

Eldest son of James Curran, the Seneschal of the manor court at Newmarket, 
CO. Cork, where he was Ixim 24 July, ITOO. He vi&s called to the IriEh Bar in 
1775, and obtained a silk nown there in 1784. Alrout the same time lie took 
his place in the Irish Parliament as Member for Kilbeggan. In ISOfl he 
became Master of the Bolls, a situation which he tilled till 1814, when he 
resigned on a pension. On his reaimation lie visited England, and resided 
near London till his death in 1817. His remains were first deposited at St. 
Pancias, but removed to GlasTievin, near Dublin. 

Several of Curran's Speeches and Letters have been published, and a Life, 
by his son W. H. Curran (also a member of the Inn), 



CURTEIS or CUETIS, Sir THOMAS. Lord Mayor op LotnwN. 

d. 1569. 

Admitted II AiigiiiL, 16G6. 

Son of John Curteis of Enfield, Middlesex. He was Sheriff in 1646, 
i Kpreeent«d the City in Parliament in 1547, and wa.^ Lord Mayor in IGOS, 
He was first of alt a Pewterer, but, on becoming an Alderman, joined the 
Pishmonijera Company. He was buried 16 Dec. 1559. 

At the same time was admitted his brother alderman, John Maehell, who 
ms a cloth-worker in Milk Street. Had lie not died, 12 Aug, 1658, he would 
I bave been Mayor in the following year. They gave at their admiaaion a tun 
I of wine and a table for " lez eei),iiors Benchers." 



OUST, Sir JOHN. Speakbb of the HonsE of Commons. 

1718—1770. 
Admitteil 12 February, 1734-5, 

Eldest son of Sir Bichard Oust, the sccodiI Baronet, of Leesinghant, Lincoln, 
andof theMiddleTemple, He wasbornat Westminster inl718, Hisyounger 
brother, Francis, was admitted on the same day, and became a King's Counsel, 
H,P. for Hchiion, and Recorder of Grantbani, He died 3U Nov. 1791. 

John succeeded his father as baronet in 1734, and graduated at Cambridge 

H.A. in 1739. Hu was called to the Bar 26 Nov. 1742. In 1743 he was 

elected for Giantham, and continued to represent that borough duidng the 

'r rest of hb lili-. He was unanimnusly elected Speaker of the Tlouac on the

Brownlow 20 May, 1776. 



Admitted 14 May, 1678. 

Second son of Richard CutlB of Arksden (Arkesden), Easex. He was 
educated at the University of Ctuubiidge, which conferred the honorary 
degree of LL.D. upon Lira in 109U. Succeeding to the paternal estates, he 
went in the train of the Duke of Monmouth {q.v.) to the Hague, and subse- 
quently served aj^inst the Turks in Hungary, diatin^uishin^ himself at the 
capture of Buda, 166(!. At the Kevolution he returned to England with 
Williaraof Orange, as colonel of a regiment of Foot Guards, and served with his 
lament in Ireland, distinguishing hiiuaelf at the Boyne. He subsequently 
served in Flanders, where be was wounded, and on his return was made 
Governor of the Isle of Wight ; but his principal service was nl the siege of 
Namur in 1695, when bis courage under tire gained him the nickname of the 
"Salamander." In 1701 he acuompaaied Marlborough to Holland, where he 
was made major-general in 1702, and lieutenant-general the year following. 
He took the command of the trnojis during Marlborough's tem^wrary absence, 
and was third in command at Blenlieim. On bis return from the campaign, 
he was made Commander-in-Chief in Ireland. He died in Dublin 2G Jan. 
1707. He was a friend of Sir Richard Steele, who was once hia aecretary, 
and of Addioon, who celebrated hia valour in hia ATuwe AiujlicaiuK ; and he is 
the author of some verses, entitled La Muse dt Oa/oalieT, and of a poem on the 
death of Queen Mary (1694).

DALLAS, ALEXANDER ROBERT CHARLES. DrviKt 1781- 1869. 

Admitted 6 April, 1619. 
Eldest Bon of Robert Charles Dallas, of the Inner Temple, author of 
Lv^ttia, and many other worka. He was never called to the Bar, liaving 
decided to take Holy Orders:, for which purpose hv iiiatricnlated in 1820 at 
Worcester College, Oxford. He was ordained deacon and ])riest in 1821, and 
after holding successive curacies, was nominated to the Vicarage of Yardley, 
Herta, and to a prubendal stall in Llandaft' Cathedral. He showed great zeal 
in his calling, and in 1840 visited Ireland and founded the Society of Irish 
Church Missions, and was instrumental in erecting many churches, schools, 
and oiTihana^es. He died at Wonston, in Hampshire, in Dec. 1669, a living 
to which he was promoted in 1B28. He has left many sermons and writings 
of a religious character, particularly Tlie Cottager'* Guide to the New TeatamenI, 
6vols.; Guide to the Acta and £pietUi ; Revelation Readijigs ; Pastoral Superin. 
tendtnee, etc. Ineidentt in hig Life arul Jfinwfry was published by his widow 



DALRYMPLE, SiB DAVID, LORD HAILES. 
Historian. 

Admitted 6 August, 1744. 

Son and heir of Sir James Dalrymple of Hales (Hailes), co. Haddington. He 

was born in Edinburgh 26 Oct. 1726. Ha iias ciluMted at Eton and Utrecht, 
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■re be studied Civil Law. He was sdmitUil tii tlie Scottiali Bar in 17-18. 

I tnd was raiBtd to the Bench of the Coart of Session by the title of Lord Hailea 

in 1766, He was a great authority on the law and history of Scotland, and 

most important works are bis Anjuils of Scotland, publtsUed in 1TT6, and 

his Meounn Tctiitive to the Hutory of Britain (1762) ; but be waa the author 

I of a vast niunber of other learned treatises. He died 28 Nov. 1792. 



D-ALTON, JOHN. Hibtohian. 1792-1867. 

Admitted 3 May, 1811. 

Only Bon of William D'Alton of Bestville, near MuUingar, co. Westmeath, 
where he was bom 20 June, 1792. He waa educated at Trinity CoUece, 
Dublin, where he gained Ihe prize for poetry in 1808. He was tailed to Ine 
Irish Bar in 1613. He devoted himself to genealogical stuclies, and in 18S7 
gained the prize offered by the Irish Rojial Academy for the beat essay on the 
social and political state of the Irish people before the twelfth century, a 

Erformanc« afterwurds printed in the Traniaciiom of the Royal Iriih Academy. 
1831 he gained the same society's prize for an eaaay on the reign of 
Henry 11. in Ireland. His other works were : Memoin of Uu ArcMukop of 
Dublin (1838) ; The Hittory of Oit County of JiubUn (1838) ; The HxAory of 
Drogheda ; The AnnaU of BoyU ; The History of Duitdalk (1864). His only 
legal work was on Tkt Law of Tilhei. He died 20 Jan. 1667. 



DAMPIER, Sir HENRY. 



Jtoqb. 1758—1816. 

nitted 1 May, 1781. 

Third son of the Rev. Thomas Dsrapier. S.T.P., of Durham. He was bom 

at Eton in 17&8, cducuti^d there and at CiLmbridge, and was called to the Bar 

6 June, 1788. After jiraclising for thirty years with great distinction in the 

courts, be was appointed a Judge of the King's Bench, and knighted in 1813,

Previous to his 
f idnii'sioti he bad served in the Netherlands under Lord Willoughby, who 
Imighted him in 1588. fn 169:t he and his brother were outlawed for being 
concerned in a brawl which led to the death ot Henry Long, a gentleman of 
Wtlte. They were pardoned in 1698 (the year of Charles's admission to the 
Inn). He beciiroe an ardent supporter of the Earl of Essex, and took part in 
his rising in 1601, for which he woa committed to the Tower, and beneaded 
18 March. 



DAHCY, JOHN, Kcmd BARON DARCY. d. 1680. 

Admitted S February, 1563-4. 

The son of Thomas Dorcy, created Bacon Darcv ai Chiche, in Essex, by 
PSdword VI. In the >^ixteenth year of Elizabein, twelve years after his 
^tdmission to the Temple, he accomp-iniuil ihe Earl of Es^ei tntn Ireland, 
tirllere he died in 1680. He married Frances, daughter of Lord Chancellor 
I Bieh {(.tr.), his son by whom was treated Earl of Rivers 1626. 
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DARCV, PATRICK. Poxjtician. 1598-166a 

Admitted 21 July, 1617. 
Seven Ui son of James Dorcj of Kiitollo, Galway. He was an influential 
member of the Irish ParliaineDt from 1634 — 1646, and at a conference in 
1641, he maintained in an argument, BuhseQuently puhliahed, that no law of 
the English Parliament was of force in Ireland, untea^ enacted by the Irieh 
Parliament, In 1846 he was one of the Commissioners for arranging Articlea 
of Peace with the Marquis of Onnoude (q.v.). He died in Duhlin I66S. 



DAKNALL, Sra JOHN. Lawtbr. iL 1706. 

Admitted 7 June, 167a 

Son and heir of Ralph DamaU of Lawton's Hope, Hererordshire. He was 
called to the Bar 22 Nov. 1672. He was Clerk to the Parliament during the 
Protectorate, and was made Serjeant in 1692, and King's Serjeant in 1696, 
and was knighted ibe following year. He was engaged on a large number of 
State Trials of the period, including the prosecution of William Fuller, the 
noUii'iona impostor and imitator of Titua Dates, He died at hia house in 
Esses Street, Straiid, 14 Dec. 1706, 



DARNALL or DARNELL, Sir JOHN. Lawybk. 1672-1735. 

Admitted 26 October, 1689. 

Second son of John DamaU (q.v.), one of the Maaters of the Utter Bar. 
Hia elder brother Herbert was admitted at the eame time. He was colled to 
the Bar 24 May, 1690, made Serjuant-at-Lntv in 1714, and was knight«d in 
1724, when he was made Steward of the JIai'~lialsea. Like his father he waa 
engaged in manv celebrati^ criminal cases, and was consulted on many points 
of constitutional law. He died at Petersham, September 1736. 



DARVALL, SiB JOHN BAYLEV. Colonial Statkhuan. 

1H14— 1883. 
Admittwi 15 January, 1833. 

Second son of Edward Darvall of York, captain, Dragoon Guards. He 
waa educated at Eton and Cambridge, where he (jradualed in 1B33. He was 
called lo the Bar 23 Nov. 1838. He practised in New South Wales for many 
years, and became a member of tlie Legislative Assembly. He was made 
Queen's Counsel in 1693. In 1856 he became Solicitor-Ocueral of the Colony 
under the first Ministry of responsible govemmeul. He i-etumed lo England 
in 1867, and was knighted in 1677. He died 28 Dec. 1883, 



DASENT, SiB GEORGE WEBBE. Scandinavian Soholah. 

1817—1896. 
Admitted 30 May. 1844. 
Third aoD of John Roche naaent, of St. Vincent Island, and of the Middle 
Temple. He was born in St. Vincent, 22 May, 1817, and educated at West- 
minster School, and at Oxford, where he graduated B.A. in 1840, M.A. in 
1843, and D.C.L. in 1B62. Proceeding to Stockholm in 1840 as Secretary to 
the Envoy, he took up the study of the Scandinavian language and 1il«rature, 
the results of which appeared in hia translation of Tnc Prau or Yoitngtr 
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Sdda (1842) ; PopuloT Tola fron 
r Life in Ireland (1881) ; A Sr-Uclum frm 



% Oie None (1869) ; Tkt Story of Burnt JVjal, 
■■Ucti^fTmn Jform Tala (1862) ; The Story of 
Gitti the Outlaw (imB). Meanwhile lie was called tu ihe Bar 30 Jan. 1852, 
and became an Advocate nt Doctors' Commoua on 2 Nov. of the same year.

BMistant editor of the Tivia (1845), and iu 1853, ProfesBor of Engtish 
Literature at Kin^B College. In 1870 he was made a Member of the 
Historical Maniucnpls Comuii^sioD, and in 1894, in conjunction with hh aon, 
he issued a translation of the Icelandic Sam» of the Britiak hits tor the Rolls 
Serieei, hix last work. He aUa published some Eseaya, and The AmuiU of 
an Eventful Life (1670), an Autobiographical Novel, He died 11 Jtinc, 



DAVIES or DAVYS, Sra JOHN. Lawyer and Poet. 1569—1626. 
Admitted 10 February, 1587. 

Third son of John Daviea of Tiebury, Wilts, where he waa born 16 April, 
1569. According to Wood, after having' laid a coDKiderable foundatiou of 
academical literature at Queen's College, Oxford, he i^assed to New Inn, and 
from thence removed to the Middle Temple, where he was called to the Bar 
in July, 1695. " But so it was that he, being a high e[>irit«d youug man, did, 
upon some little provocation or punctilio, liaslinado Eichard Martin (((.i',) in 
the Common Hall of the Middle Temple, while he was at dinner." For this 
he was, of course, expelled ; but afterwanls, by favour of Lord Kllesmeie, on 
his ajfology to the Etench and to Mr. Martin, he was restored, and liecanie a 
Counsellor and Member of Parliament at Weatminaler (1601). He was a 
favourite with James 1., whoae attention he had attracted by atreatiseentitled 
JVo«« rrtfwum, published in 1599, and who nuide him his Solicitor and Attorney- 
General in Ireland, and knighleil him in 1807. In 1606 he became Serieant- 
»t-Law, and in 1626 was ai>[ioLnled Lord Chief Justice of the Kins's Bench, but 
died before his installation into office. He was held in greater esteem 09 a 
scholar than as a lawyer, and is known as the author of the following works :

a Pomi . . . ^Dancing [printed with the former] ; Bitcorery oflhi True

(1656); The Qwedion coneerttijit/ the Imposition of Tomiage and Pouiidnsc (IKfS). 



DAWKINS, JAMES. Akch^olooiet and TitAVBLLER. 1722— 17ST. 
Admitted 2 October, 1741. 

Son and heir of the Hon. Henry Dawkins, of the Island of Jamaica. He 
was educated at Oxford, where he obtained the degree of D.C.L. in 1749, He 
was D Jacobite and a supporter of the Pretenders. Beii^; wealthy, he waa able 
to follow the bent of his toeUs, which were towards the study of antiquities, 
and in this pursuit travelled much in Greece and the East, studying their 
monuments and cojiylng inscriplious. The result of bis expeditions was the 
publication, in coiijun<^tion with Robert Wood (tj.v.), his travelling companion, 
of the work.-i mentioned under that author, The Antvjtntiti of Athens {nti), And 
theiiuint of Palmyra (Xlbdi), and Baibec (1757). In 17&4, having given up the 
Jacobite cauae as hopeless, he returned to England and was elected to Parlia- 
ment for Hindon Borough, in Wiltshire, which he represented till his death 
in Det- 1767- 
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DAY, THOMAS Poet and Philanthbopist. i74B— I7e9. 

Admitted 12 February, 1765. 

Only son of Thotnsa Day of Great Marley, Eaaei, who was a Collector of 
Customs in the Port of London. He was bom 22 June, 1748, in Wellcloee 
Square, London. He is best known as the author of Sandfont and Mertim. 
Tnouch called to the Bar 14 May, 1TT5, he never practised his ptofe^on, 
but devoted himself to schemes of philanthropv, always benevolent but often 
vhiiDsical. He held peculiar views on the subject of the education ot men 
and the treatment of animals ; was an ardent imti-sUvery advocate and a 
zealona npholder of the cause of the American colonista, in support of which 
he employed his pen and tongue. He fell a victim to his own theory as ta the 
traininc of animals, dying from the kick of a colt, SepL S8, 1789.

DE GREY, WILLIAM, firgt BAKON WAL8IN0HAM of WAL- 

SINQHAJL JuDOK. 1719—1781. 

Admitted 26 January, 1737-8. 

Second son of Thomas De Grey, M,P., ot Merton, Norfolk, where he was 
bom on 7 July, 1719. He wsa edacated at Cambridge, entered the Middle 
Temple, and was called to the Bar 26 Nov. 1742. He was rajide King's 
Counsel in 1758, and entering Parliament, became Attorney-General in 176B, 
and was knighted. As occupant of that office, it fell to him to conduct Ihe 
proceedings in the famous trial of John Wilkes, on the question of his out- 
kwry in 1768. Ho was appointed Beadtr at the Inn in 1765, and elected 
Treasurer in the following year. In 1771 he was aiipointed Lord Chief Justice 
of t^e Common Pleas, from which office his healtn obliged him to retire in 
1780, when he was called to the Upper House under the title of Lord 
Walsingham. He died in the followiujr year, 17S1. 



DELANE, JOHN THADEUS. Jodbnalibt. 1817—1879. 

Admitted 15 January, 1639. 

Second son of William Frederick Augastus Delane, Barrister, of Earl Street, 
Blackf riars. He was born in London 1 1 Oct. 1817. He was called to the Bar 
S8 Muy, 1847. His father was financial manager to the Tirnee, and yonng 
Delane became employed on the staff of that Journal, and at the early age of 
t wenty -three BUcceedea Mr. Barnes in its editorship (1641), which post he held 
for thirty-six years with remarkablf ability and success. "The influence 
of the Timee during his management," it has been stated, " can hardly be 
exaggerated, and as compared witti the pre.=enl stale of the Press, can hardly 
be conceived." He retired from the editorship through Ikiling health in 
1877, and died at his house near Ascot 2! Nov. 1879.

Second snit of Alexander Denton of Uillsdon (Uillesdeu), co. Bucks. He 
was called to the Bar 26 May, 1704, and in the I'oUowing year was committed 
to ibe coslody of the Serjcant-at-ArmB far pleuding for the plainlitTs in the 
Ajlesliury case. He was «uirf(ei[iienlly elecled a Member of Parliament for 
Buckingtiam, and, taking high rank in his profession, was promoted to the 
Bench of Common Pleas in 17S2, a positiim he filled till his death, 2S March, 
174a He wu elected a Bencher of the Inn i July, 1720.

DE QUINCET, THOMAS. Chitic and Ebbayiht. 

Admitted 12 June, IBIS. 

Eldest son of Thomas Dc Quiucer of Qreen Hay (Oreenheya), Lancaster, 
where he ww born 15 Aug. 1785. "fhe fa.mily took its namu from thm"' 
of Quincey, in Normandy. Thomas was ediicnted at Bath UrKinmar 8 
where he rapidly mastered the Latin and Greek languages, and subsequently 
at Hanchestcr Oramniar School, whence he run away, July, 1802. After 
many adventures he entered Worcester College, Oxford, but left trithoul 
grailuating. During hie residence there he Bufr<.-red from toothache, and took 
Ui opium eating for relief, the commencement of a habit which subaequently 
became contirmed. In 1307 he became acquainted with Coierid^ Words- 
worth, and the Lake schoid of poela, of whom he became an ardent admirer ; 
and whilst eating his dinners at the Middle Temple, he formed the acquain- 
tance of Lamb, Talfoutd (q.v.). Sir H. Davy, and other Uterati. In 1816 he 
married Maigaret Sinipsou, and for some time afterwards resided at Kendal, 
and edited ine Watmoriand Gaxefte. In 1821 he returned to London, and 
contributed to the London Mai/axi'iie, in which his Uonfeesions of an Opium 
Eattr first appeared. From this time to his death he was a frequent, but 
irr^ular, contributor to this and Blachnood'e and Tail's Magraint*, in which, 
and other periodicals, most of his writings appeared, his onlyGeparate publica- 
tions being Kloiterheim [a Novel] in 1639, and the Logie ofPolilieal Economy 
(1844). The latter portion of his life was spent in Edinburgh, where he died, 
8 Dec. 1859. 

The best known of De Quince/s writings are mentioned above : his con- 
tribntions to periodical lilemtuie are too numerous to mc-ntion ; but seven 
volumes of his collected works were published in America in 1851 — 2, and 
■n edition in London in fourteen volumes, revised by himself, in 1863—60. 
Hifl Life has been written by H. A. Page. 2 vola. (1881). 



DERING or DEERINO, Sir EDWARD. Antiquaby and Politicus. 

1598—1644. 

Admitted 23 October, 1817. 
Eldest son of Sir Anthony Dering of Pluckley, Kent. He was born in the 
Tower of London, 28 Jan. 1598. He was created a Knight in 1619, and H 
Baronet in 1627. He represented Kent in the Long Parliament, and look an 
active part in all measures of church reform. Though attached to ihe popular 
party, lie gave offence by his support of EpiEiCOpacy, and by a vote of the House 
was committed to the Tower in 1641. On thi: outbreak of the Civil War he 
joined the king's forces, but his health obliged him to throw up his commis- 
sion. In 1844 he mode his peace with the Parliament He died 22 June in 
that year. Before his death he published many of his "Speeches," and he 
was the author of a work entitled The Fovr Garditud Fvrfuu nf a Carmtlite 
Friar (1641) and ofa Difiwr of Pmptr .Siimfi«(1844).

DEVONSHIRE, EARL OF. &*■ BLOUNT, CHARLES. 



D'EWES.SiR SIMONDS. HisToaiAS and AKTigDARiAN. 602—1 (6 
Adniitteda Julj, 1611. 

Son and heir of Paul D'Ewea, one of tha Six Clerks {in ChanMir). Hewaa 
bom at Coiden, DorseUliire, on 18 Dec. IWi. He entered tie l/niveroiily of 
Ciimbridge, where be immediately began collecting mat^riuls for the hiatory 
of England. He was called to the Bar 23 May, 1623. Hia learning and industry 
recommended him to Cotton, Sclden, Spelman, and other lenrued men of the 
time, and Also to the favour of the king, who knighted him, and afterwaids 
(1041) made him a Baronet. Noiwithatandini; the^e royal faviiura, however, 
he eiLihraced the cauae of the ParUaiueni, and tuolc the Solemn League and 
Covenant.

He has left the lallowing writings : Sptech on the Bill of Fow SubiiHitt 
for the Kin^'i Army j;i641) ; SipewA in tht Palatine Catut (1641) ; TTi* Sreei 
Postxriptf \n the hpittla to Timothy and Titvt . . . oTuf a ^>wh laudling 
Poll Jfonej (1641); Ttno Spacha, the fint touching the Antiquity of Cambridti« ; 
the other amceming the PriviUge of Parliainent (1641) ; The Primitive PnuHa 
for PreuTving Truth (1645) ; Speeches on the Procetdingi against the BiAopi, etc 
(1646) ; The Joumde of all the Parldaiaenfg during tht Reign of Q. Misiahelh ; 
revised and publiAed bij Paul Bouxa (q.v.) (16S2). He also leit an Auto- 
biography, some extracta from which were published in 1728 hy Thoniua 
Heame. The whole was edited by Mr. Halhwell, and pubUthed in 2 vols., 
Bvo, in 1846. 



DIBDIN, JOHN THOMAS. Actok akd Dramatist. 1771—1841. 

Admitted 6 Noveml«r, 1793. 

Only son of Charles Dibdin of the Bank, St Martin'a-in-the-Fields, seller 
of muaical publications (comtnouly known oa Charles Dibdin the Elder, the 
well-known Song- Writer), and brother of Charles Dibdin the Younger, and 
god-son of David GaiTiik. He is commonly cnlled " Thoniaa " only, and some- 
timefl "Thomas John," hut on the Kegisier he appears as "John Thomas." 
Aa a child he appeared as Cupid at Drury Lane in 1775. In 1779 he was a 
choir boy at St. I'aul's. He waa then apprenticed to an upholsterer, but ran 
away, and in 1789 joined a company of players. From that lime to his death, 
which occurred 16 Sept. 1841, hia name was idenliticd with the English 
stage, for which he wrote an innumerable number of comedies, operas, farces.

DICKENS, CHARLES. 



Novelist. 
itt*d 6 December, 1839. 



Eldest son of John Dickens of Alphington, Devon. He was bom at 
Lsndport on 7 Feb. 181S. At the time of hia admission be had published 
four of his principal works, vii. : Sietehes 61/ Bo:, the Piekwick Papers, Oliver 
Tviet, and Nicholat Nirklcbij, and was in the jilenitude of hia fame as a writer. 
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It d»es not appear Ihal Uic:keiiK uver had chambers at the Temple. Hia 
tvsidence at the time of hia admission was in Devonshire Terrace. That the 
Ttuiple and its auirouii dings were very familiar to him , however, and had 
taken stToni|! hold on hia imagination, la clear Irom tlie nutny references to 
them in his writings. Witness the picture of Sir John Cheater in his 
chambers in Paper Buildings in Bamai>}f Budge, and of Tom Pinch and Butb 
at the Fountain in Martin Ghtiizleunt. It is not clear whether Dickens at 
hia entrance had any intention of quidifying for the Bar, but at a later period 
he had tome thoughts of doii^ so, with a view to obtaining an appotntnieat 
as a stipendiary magistrate. FoTtunatelj lor the world, if not for himself, the 
idea was soon abandoued. 

He may be said to have commenced life for himself as an office boy in 
Oray'a Inn (1827), at the age of fifteen. In 1826 he obtnineil employment as 
a reporter in Doctors' Commona, and two yeara later in the gallery of the 
House of Common's "nd he continued writing reports of political speeches for 
the True Sura, the Mirror of PaHiamtnt, and the Morning Chnmick till 1836. 
His first original piece pub!ialied was entitled a Dinner at Poplar, in the old 
MoaUdy Magaxine for January, 1B34. This formed the first of the aeries 
known as the SkeUha bij Box. The following is a aninmary of hia subaequent 
literaiy works and labours : Collect^ and published Sk^dm bg Bm (1836) ; 
wrote The PiwiAunwiw Paptri. of tlu Pickmck OUb (1836—7); wrote Oliver 
Tv/itt (1837) ; edited Lift of Joseph GrimaMi (1838) ; wrote Nicholas NidtUb^ 
(1638—9) ; wrote MaAer Humphrey's Clock [containing the Old Cwrtority 
Sliop and Bamabg Riulge] (1840—1); publiahed American NoUt (1842); 
wrote Martin ChmzUxcnt (1843) ; wrote The Chimei (1844) ; projected The 
Oriektt [weekly publication] (1845) ; edited DaUy Nevn [SI Jan. to 9 Feb.] 
(1846); wrote Utters from Italy [pnblished in Daily Neva] (1846); wrote 
DoBibey and Son (1946-8) ; wrote David OopperfUld (1849—60) ; wrote Bleak 
ffOT«e(1852— 3); wrotfi LiUU Dorrit (1855—7); wrote Our Mutual Friend 
(1864—5) ; editeil Houahold Wordt [in which appeared Hard Times] (1850—91; 
edited All (Ae Year Eouwl [in which appeared A Tale of Tiw tWtM, The 
Vneommercial Traveller, and Oreat Erpectalums, besides Chriatniaa Numbera] 
(1859—70) ; wrote The Myttery of Edwin. ZVoorf (1870). Before the completion 
of this last work Dickens expired at his house at Oadshill Place, Rocheater, 
g June, 1870. 



DICKINSON, JOHN. American Statebmak. 1732—1801 

Admitted 21 December, 1753. 

^tearaA aon of Samuel Dickinson of Delaware, Kent, Pennsylyania. He 
was bom at Crosia, Talbot Co., Alaryland, 13 Nov. 1732. Before entering at 
the Temple he studied law at Philadelphia, and was called to the Bar of the 
Middle Temple 8 Feb. 1757. In 1763 he became a member of the 
Pennaylvania Assembly, where he advocated the rights and liberties of the 
colooiatA as " free-born Englishmen," and he is the author of the famous phraae 
"No Uiation without representation." This principle he advocated in a 
series of letters signed " A Pennsylvania Farmer," a title by which he is still 
generally known. He was also one of the committee who drew up the famous 
" Petition to the King," and subsequently the " Declaration of Independence " 
(1776). When the war broke out he served as a private in the army and 
became Brigadier-Qeneral. In 1780 hy was chosen President of Delaware, 
and two years later President of the Supreme Council of Pennsylvania. In 
1787 he was a member of the Convention which framed the Constitution of 
Uie United States. He died 14 Feb. 1608. His varioDs political writings 
were collected and published in 1801. 
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DILLON, Sib LUCAS. Iribh Judsb 

Admitted 11 Mav, ISCl. 



He appears on the Register hb " Lukp Dyllon," without description, hut he 
WM in all probability the tion of Sir Robert Dillon of Newtown, Ireland, 
Chief Justice of the Conimou Plean, 1669. He became Solicitor-General for 
Ireland in 1565, Attorney -General the following year, and Chief Baron of the 
Exchequer in 1570. He was regarded as one of the ablest of the judges of his 
time, and waa knighted in 15TG. In 1564 he was one of the Lords Justicea 
appointecl to carry on the government pending the arrival of the Lord 
Deputy, and in 1587 one of the Commiaaioners for the planlation of MunWer. 
He died early in 1G93. 



DILLON, WEKTWORTH, fourtK EARL of ROSCOMMON. Pobi. 

About 1633—1686. 
Admitted 9 February, 1682-3. 

Son of Sir James Dillon, the third EarL Through hie mother he was a 
nephew to the Earl of Strafford. He was educated and brought up abroad, 
but relumed to England al the Resioralion, a;id becajue Master of the Horse 
to the Ducheae of York, at the ^ame lime cultivating letters and associating 
with the Wita of tlie time, paiticularly with Dryden. He died 17 Jan. 1684-6. 

His principal compositions were, An Euay un Trantlatrd Verge, and trana- 
laCiona from Horace and Virgil ; but the beat known of them is his rendering 
of the Diet Itic, or Last Judgment. Dr. Johnson speaks of him ae " one of the 
benefactors of English litfiralure." 

DISNEY, JOHN. MAaiaiRATK and Divinb. 1677—1730. 

Admitted 19 November, 1708. 

Bon and heir of Daniel Diaiicy of Lincoln, where he was bom on 26 Dec. 
1677. After some yeors residence at the Temiile he returned Xo his native 
uounty, where he distinguished himself as an active magistrate and aealoua 
reformer of morals. After twenty years thus spent, he applied for Holy 
Orders in the Church of En^ilanil, was ordained by Dr. Gibson, Bishop of 
Lincoln in 1718, and instituted to the vicarage of St. Mary, Nottingham, in 
17S2, a cure which he held till his death in 1730. 

During his life he published the following treatisee ; Primiive Saerm . . . 
MKlitationi and Fosma (1701) ; Flora [with Gardiner's Bapin on Gordnu] 
(1705) ; Emay on the Execution of the Laun agaitut Immorality and Profanatttt 
(1708); Serwul Euay on the same subject (1710); Bemttrkt on a Sfrmon 
of Ih-. Sackevenll {\in) ; The Geneaiogy of the Houte of Snaunnck (1714) ; A 
Viem of the Ancient Laws against Immorality and Profanenea (1729). Hr. 
Diaoej also collected materials fo'r a work to be entitled Corput te^m de 
Moriinu Sufomtandis, but this was never published. 



DISNEY, JOHN. Unftarian Writkr. 1746-1816. 

Admitted 11 November, 1762. 

Third son of John Disney, of Lincoln and the Middle Temple, and grand- 
son of John Dianey (g.r.). He was born at Lincoln, 28 Sept. 1746. After 
entering at the Inn he relinquished the study of the law, and proceeded to 
CambridRe, where he graduated and was ordained in 176<^ He was presented 
to the living of Swinderby, in Lincolnshire, but from doctrinal scruple* 
seceded from the Churrh and joined the Unitarian body, becoming in 1783 
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the first secretary ol the Unitari&n Society for Promoting ihe Knowledge of 
the Scripturea. Succeeding to ii Inrgt property he resigned his ministry in 
1805, and 9|)eiit ihe real of his life in literary leiaure and agriculture. He 
died 36 Dec 1816, and was boried at Fryernint{, in Essex. 

He left a large number of trentise* behind him, chiefly aernions, memoirs, 
and controveraiai publications, the beat known being a defence of BUKkhume'i 
Con/umnoi (1768), and Heaaajufor QuUling the ChuTch of England <17S2). 



UIXON, HENBY HALL. Spohting Joursalisi. 1822—1870. 

Admitted 27 January, 1S48. 

Second son of Peter Dixon of Holme Eden, Carlisle. He was educated at 
Biigby and at C"ajnbrid};e, where he gradualed B.A. in 1846. He was called 
to the Bar 7 May, 1852, but soon relapsed into the habit of writing for the 
Sporting press, which be had formed even in bis school days. His contribu- 
lionB were Inserted under the pseudonym oC " The Dmid, a name by which 
he is generally remembered. They appealed f^nerally in Bell'i Life (the 
editoranip of which was offered him in 1852), in The tUuitrated Londoti Neiu, 
The Field, and The Sporting Magcaiw, his three best known works, Pott and 
Paddock, Silk and ScarUl, and .Scoff and Sebright, appearing first in the last- 
named periodical. He also wrote much on farniing matters, and won four 
prizes for essays, given by the Royal Agricultural Society. Though a writer 
on sporting Bubjecla he had nothiW of the " turfy-nian''about him, but was 
always the " gentleman and scholar.'' He died 16 March, 1870. 



D0B80N, Sm WILLIAM LAMBERT. Colonial Jddoe. 

1833— 18SS. 

Admitted 7 November, 1653. 
Eldest son of John Dohson, solicitor, of Gateshead, and afterwards of 
Hohart Town, Tsamania. He was calleil to the Bar ft June, 1866, and to the 
Tiwmaiiian Bar in 1857. He was appointed Crown Solicitor to the Colony in 
1659, and sat in the House ut' A&Kmbly from 186] to 1870, when he was 
appointed puisne judge of the Colony- In 1885 he became Chief Justice. 
He was knighted in 1886 and made a K.C.M.Q. in 1897. He died 17 March, 



DODDRIDGE or DODERIDUE. Sib JOHN. Legal AuTiquARlAH 

iSD JuDOB. 156B— 1628. 

Admitted 29 November, 1577. 
Eldest son of Richard Doddridge, merchant, of Barnstaple, where he was 
bom in 16&S. He was educaleJ at Oitord, where he graduated 1576, and 
was admitted to the Inn from New Inn. In 1603 he was Reader at the Ion, 
and OD 20 Jan. 1603-4 became Serjeant- at-Law. The following year he was 
appointed Solicitor- General to James 1. In 1607 he was constituted one of 
the Kins's Serjeaute, and soon afterwards knighted. In 1612 he was appointed 
one of the justices of the King's Bench, and m the following year ci'eated a 
Master of Arts in Serjeants' Inn, for "services done t« hia tfniversity." He 
was not only eminent in hia profession, but in the Arts, Divinity, and Civil 
Law. He died 13 Sept- 1628, and has left behind him the following published 
treatises ; A CompUat Parian [readings delivered at the New Inu (1602)] ; 
The Lawyf.r'i Light (1629) ; An Hittorical Account of the State of the Principaltly 
of tFcUet (1630) ; The Knglish Lawyer (1631) ; The MagaMJie of Honour (1642) 
[reprinted in 1667 as The Law of Nabilitye, KnigUi, and Bijiifrrt]; Honour'i 
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Pedigrff- (1652) ; Opinion tauehim the Anlwuity, Fotner . . and Pntetdiiltgt 
of the High CvutU of farliamtnt (1658) ; TreatiM of Partteutar EilaUi [printed 
with Noy's wurfcs] {I677> Besiiiea these, Sheppard's TouchOont, and 
Wentworth'a EaMvlorg have been attributed to him. 



DODSON, Sir JOHN. Judgk. 17S0— 1858. 

Admitted S3 April, 1807. 

Eldest son of the Rev. John Dodson, D,D., Rector of Huralpierpont, where 
he was bora 19 Jan. 1780. He graduated at Oxford in 1801, and received 
the degree of D.C.L. there in 1808, becoming in the same year Commissary to 
the Dean and Chapter of Westminster. In 1819 he entered Parliament for 
Bye. In 1834 be became Aiivocate-General and was knifihttd. He was 
called to the Bar at the Middle Temple 8 Nitv. of the same year, and in 1835 
was elected a Bencher. In 1841 he held the 'office of Treasurer He was 
made a Privy Councillor in 1852, and from that date till 1857 presided in the 
Preru^ative Court of Canl«rbury and in tlie Court of Arthes. He died in 
London 27 April, 1808. He was engaged in very many important ecclesiaa- 
tJcal cases, ot which he has left Reports ; and he was the author of Report* 
of Gasa in the High Court of Admirahy, 1811—23. 



DODSON, MICHAEL. Jobibt. 173S— 1798. 

Admitted 31 August, 1764. 

Only son of Joseph DodBon, Dissenting Minister, at Marlborough, Wiltshire, 
where he was born in Septenilier, 1732. He pursued the study of the law 
under the direction of his uncle. Sir Michael Foster (((.ii.), and was called to 
the Bar 4 July, 1783, but before thia he was mude a Coiumissioner of Bank- 
rupts by Lord Camden. 

He publislied a new edition of Sii' Michael Fostai'sbiwk, entitled <4ii«jiort 0/ 
lome pToceedingi on the Commission for the Trial of tiie Rebels in (he year 1746 . . 
vM.DiKO«.rfM upon Crown Law. He also wrote a tr.inelation of Itaiah, many 
papers in a work called Comiatniaries ami Eiiayi, and a memoir of the Bev. 
Hufih Farmer : but the work by which he is best known is the Life of his 
uncle. Sir Michael Foster, written originally for the Biographia Britaimita, 
but published separately in 1811. 



DODWELL, HENRY. Rbugious CoHTEoviRsuusr. d. 1784. 

Admitted 15 January, 1730-1. 

Eldest son of Henry Dodwell of Shotleebrooke, Berks. He was educated 
at Oxford, where he graduated 1726. He was called to the Bar 10 Feb. 
1737-8. and to the Bench of the Inn 6 Feb. 1767. He owes his fame to 
the publication in 1742 ofa remarkuMe tract, entitled Ghriitianitynolfowidtd 
on ATgument, round which a Iudb controveri.y arose, in which many of the 
leading; pilemiial writers of the iiav took part, some claiming it as a defence 
of, and others as an attack upon, Christianity. He is now generally regarded 
-. - n.;_. n. — , appointed Reader at the Inn in 1776, and elected 
- -'■--■ -n 1784. 
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DOMETT, ALFKED. Colonial STiTseMAN. 1811— 1B87. 

Admitted 7 November, 1835. 

Foarth son of Nuthanipl Domelt of Camberwell, where he was born 
SO May, ISIl. He wan edu^nled at Si. John's College, Cambridge. He was a 
friend of Holiert Brriwning, iind himself a poet. A >'ear after his call to the 
Bur on 19 Nov. 1841, lie emigrawd to New Zfaland, where he became 
Secretary for the Colotiv in 1851, and Prime Minister iu 1862. He relumed 
to Bnjijmd in 1671, and again ilevuted himself to literary work, particidarlj 
poetry. His first poeme were published as early ae 1833, and in 1839 he wrote 
a poera on Venice. After his return to England he published Ranolf and 
AmUia, a South Sea Dream (187S) ; and Flotiam and Jetxtia, dedicated to 
Mt. Browning, 1877. Mr. Browning celebrates his friendship for Domett in 
bia poem of fFaring. In 1880 he waa nominated a O.M.Q. He died on 
2 Nov. 1687. 

DORMER, JAMES. Qknbral. 1679— 1741. 

Admitted 22 March, 1699-1700. 
Sixth son of Robert Dormer of Roushani, Oxford. Soon after his admia- 
■ion be entered the Army and fought at Blenheim, where he was wouuded. 
He then served iu Spain and was taknn prisoner with General Stanhope at 
Bcihue;^ 1710. In 1715 he raised the regiment of dr^oona which is now the 
14th Hussars, and served in the Jacobite campaign in Lancaahirc. In 1727 he 
was Envoy -Extraordinary at Lisbon. He bet^me Lieutenant-Qenerat in 1737, 
and in 1740 Qovemur of Hull He was a member of the Kit-Cat Club, and 
had aome literary tastea. He died 34 TW. 1741. 



DOUaLAS. JAMES, fourth DUKE of HAMILTON. 1868—1712. 

Admitted 9 Feb. 1G82-3. 

Entered in the Register as " James Hamilton, Earl of Arran, Scotland, son 
and heir of William, Uuke of Hamilton, Scotland." He was born 11 April, 
1858, and educated ut Olas^raw and on the Continent. At the time of^liis 
entry at the Temple he occupied the position at court of Gentleman of the 
Be.khAmb,.r. He waa loyal to James II., and on the accession of William IIL 
was committed to the Tower. In ITUO he tiHik his seat in the Scotch parlia- 
ment, and ou the accession of Anne wa^ re)iarded as the leader of the National 
parly, and spoke against tlie Articles of Union. At the election of 1708 he 
was one of the Scot^ represeutalivu peers, and two years later was awoni of 
the Privy Council, and created a peer of Great Britain by the title of Baron 
of Dutton and Duke of Brandon. The patent, however, waa challenged and 
revoked, whereupon he discontinued to xit in the House. In 1712 he was 
was made K.G., and appointed Ambassador to France, but was killed iu a 
doel in Hyde Park before he entered upon bis duties — a duel embodied in 
Thackei'ay'a story of Eanioad. 



DOWLING, FRANCIS LEWia Jodrnaust. 1893—1897. 

Admitted 24 May, 1846. 

Third ton of Vincent George Dowling of Norfolk Street, Strand, Editor of 
BsITf Life. He was born in Loudon 18 Oct. 1823. He was called to the 
Bar 84 Nov. 1848. He succeeded his father as Editor of ME> Life in 1851. 
Iu this capacity he hud to discharge the duties of umpire and arbitrator in 
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cases of dispute arising out of the prize-ring, ■lutjea which he discharged with 
urbauity and success. He wna the acting manager in the great fight between 
Heenati and Savers in 1860, and the Editor of Fiitiana Irom 1852 to 1864. 
He died in London 10 Out. 1867. 



DOWLING, Sir JAMES. Colonial Judge. 1787—1844. 

Adniilted 21 April, 1810. 

Second son of Tiuccnt Dowling of Kentish Town, and uncle of Francis 
Lewis Dowling (fl.i'.). He began life in London as a journalist and reporter 
for the Press. After his i.'aII to the Bar on 6 May, 1815, he practised at the 
Middlesex Ses'-iona ; but he ia best known as Ihe Editor, in colkboraiion 
with Mr. Bjrland, of the Kivg't; Bendt liepoHa, 1823 tti 1827 ; and of MagUtraUt 
Goto, covering (he ^me period. He al^o published a work on Common Law 
Practice, 1834. In 1827 he was nominated a Judge of the Court of New South 
Wales, and in 1837 became Chief Juatice there, and was knighted. His death, 
which occurred on 27 Sept. 1B44, was hastened by overwork. 

DOWNES, WILLIAM, jirH BARON DOWNES o/ AQHANVILLE. 

Judge. 1752—1826. 

Adndtted 3 November, 1773. 

Third sou of Robert Downes, of Dublin. He was educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he proceeded B.A. in 1773. He was called to the 
Irish Bar in 1776, and after a auccesaful Itgal career was appointed a justice 
of the King's Bench and a Bencher of the Kin^s Inns in 1792, and in 1803 
made Lord Chief Justice. He resi^'ned the Chief Justiceship ia 1822, when 
he was raised to the peerage as Baron Downes of Aghanville. He died 
3 March, 1826. 



DOYLE, Snt WILLIAM HENRY. Colonial Jddok. 1823—1879. 
Admitted 21 February, 1842. 

Sun of Edward Doyle, of the island of New Providence. He was born at 
Nassau in 1623. He was called to the Bar 8 May, ie4a He practised in his 
native island, and became Aaaietant-Judge there in 1868, and Chief Justice in 
1865. In 1873 he was transferred tu the Leeward Islands, and was knighted, 
and in 1877 to Gibraltar as Chief Justice, in auccession to Sir James Cochrane. 
He died 27 April, 1879. 



DRAKE, Sir FRANCIS.

1566 annoq. Regni D'ne Elizabethe Regine 28'° Franciecue Drake Miles unua 
de consortiu Medii Tcmpli post navigationem anno prct«rito susceptajn et 
Oninipolentia Dei beneticio pronpere peraclam, acceasit tempore Prandii in 
Aulam Medii Templi ac recognovit, loanne Savile Armigcro tunc lectori, 
Matheo Dale, Thome Bowyer, Henrico A^mondeaham et Thome Hanhani 
Magistris de Banco et nliis il'm presentibns, nntiquam familiaritatem et 
amicitiani cum consorliiE generoBorum Medii Templi prodict., omnibus do 
Consorliis in AuU presentibus, cum magnu gaudio, et unanimiter, gratulan- 
tibus reditum suuni Iceliceui." 

From this memorandum it would appear that this renowned admiral was 
a member (consorH) of the Middle Temple, and tradition affirms that he was so. 
There is, however no record of the admission of any Francis Drake on the 
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B«giater of the Inn. The only Dritkea entered daring his time are John 
Drake, "sun of Barnard Drake, of Mounldrake, Derun," Richard Drake, 

"of Middlesex," both admitted 12 Feb. 1578, and "Oeo:^e Drake of 

liittlehsm in Devon," odmitied 20 Jul;, 1580. These, coming from the same 
county, may have been connections of the admiraJ, and may have been among 
the "generoei" assembled to welcome him on the above occasion. It does not 
seem dear from the entry whether the admiral came by invitation to the Hall, 
or merely "dropped in. The eipressLon "acce&iit, without qualification, 
seems to imply the latter case. The date of the occurrence ><nowB that it 
miwt have been in the interval between the admiral's victorious return from 
the West Indies, when he captured the cities of St. Jaj^ St. Dominf^ 
Csrthagena, and St Augustiu (in 158fi), and his setung nut in 1GS7 in 
cnnimand of the Fleet to Cadiz to perform the oper.itiun which he termed 
"singeing the king of Spain's lieard." Drake was bom at Tavistock about IS39 
(Slow says 1545), knighted by Queen Elizabeth in 1580, and died Jan. 28, 
1685-6. 

DUCKETT, GEORGE. AuTBoa d. 1T32. 

Admitted 14 January, 1702-a 

Son and heir of Lionel Duckett of Hartharo, co. Wilts. He for some 
time represented Calne in Parliament, but devoted himself more to literature 
than pill tit's. In ITIT he published A HumiiiaTy of all the lUligvyia Houtu 
in England nnd ii^aUi, with their values ut the time of their dissolution 
and an estimate of their jiresent values. He was an opponent of Pope, who 
satirised him in the Diinciad in conjunction with Sir Thoiuos Burnet iif.v.), 
with whom he promoted two weekly papers called the Piuquin, and the 
GrwMtr {Duneiad, iii., 179). 

DUDLEy, Sm HENRY BATE. Joorhalist. 1746- 1884. 

Admitted 21 November, 1776. 

Eldest son of the Rev. Henry Bate of Chi:lni9ford, Easex. He was born at 
Fenny Compton, 26 Aug. 1745, and till 1784 bnre the name of Bate, when he 
added that of Dudley. Haviox taken H^ly Orders he succeeded his father as 
Rector of North Fambridge, Essex, but spent hia time chiefly in London as a 
man uf pleiisure, and in journalistic work, and became known from his habits 
as the " Qifhting parson." He was one of tlie earliest editors of the Morning 
Pott, and the ori^jinator of the Morning HcriUd, the Gourritr de FEurope, and 
the Englieh Chrnniele. In 1804 he obtained preferment in Ireland and 
become Chancellor of the Diotzese of Ferns. In 1812 he obtained the living of 
Willingham, in Cambridgeshire, and was created a Buronet, and in 1817 was 
given a preliendal stall at Ely. He died in Cheltenham 1 Feb. 1824. He wm 
a friend of Qarrick and most of the wits and celebrities of the day, and he 
was the authorof numerous Comedies, Com ie Operas, Songs and other writ IngB 
of vogue in their day, but now mostly fo^otten. 

DUHIOa, BARTHOLOMliW THOMAS. Legal ANnguARY. 

About 1760—1813. 
Admitted 6 November, 1771, 
Fourth son of Bartholomew Dnhigg of Ballyhigh, co. Limerick. He waa 
called to the Irish Bar in 1776, and was for a ion); time Librarian of the King's 
Inns, Dublin, daring which time he wi-oie OburmUimm on the bitohiaii Lam 
and Impritonment for Debt; Lttl€r . . . on lA* Arrangement of IriA Bteordi 
{\m\);AnA<xoiintofthtlTiAJudgcs{\.mf,);a.nAii.HiaariioftheKia^tlnM 
(1800). He died 1613. 
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DCIQENAN, PATRICK. Ibish Politician. 1736— 18ia 

Admitted 14 August, 1766. 
EldeBi Bon of Hugh Duieenan (O'DiiiHiKei'imaiii). of Dublin, He was 
intended for tbe priththood, i)ut Wi/aiue a FrolMtsnt, and gained a echolurebip 
al Trinity Cnllege, Dublin, where he took )iiB deRTtes. He was called la the 
Irixb Bar 1767. He became a King's Counsei and a Bencherol King's Inns in 
1784, and Advocate- General of llie High Court of Aduiialty the following 
year. His gtauncb proteBtantifini procured him favour, and he was sworn in 
of the Privy Council and appoinled ProfpKOr of Civil Law at Dublin. He 
was returned to Parliament for Armagh, and in Ihe United Pulianient 
etrenuotisly opposed Catholic Emancipation. He (lied at Westminster 
11 April, 1816. 

DUNDAS, CHARLES, BABON AMESBURY of KINTBUBV. 

PoLlTIcliN. 1 751—1832. 

Admitted II June, 1774. 

Second soil of Thomas Dundus c>f FiugasV, N.B. He was called to tlie Bar 
13 June, 1777, but devoted himself to polilicB, and reprenented Berkshire in 
ten auc^ea^ive Farlianiente from 1794 to IS32, and in 1802 wa? nominated for 
Spenker. He was raised to the peerage as Lord Amesbnry two months before 
his death, T July, 1833. 



DUNNING, JOHN,/rjl BARON ASHBURTON o/ASHBDRTON. 

1731—1783. 
Admitted 8 May, 1TS2. 

Only aon of Jobn Dunning of A^hburton, Devonshire, where he was bom 
IB OcL 1731. After his call to Ihf Bur, 3 July, 1766, hia progress was at Hist 
slow, but in 1762 he was employed in the defence of the East India Company 
against the charges of the Dutdi. The memorial be drew up on the occatiion 
was deemed a masterpiece of langu^e and reasoning, and brought him at once 
emolument and fame. In the following year be added to his reputation by 
his conduct of the case of Combe i'. Pitt, and in his defence of Wilke«and ih'e 
question of general warrants. In 17416 he was appointed Recorder of Bri.''lol, 
and in 1768 Solicitor- General. He was Reader at the Inn in 1776. and 
three years lattr was elected Ti-eosurer. In 1782 be accepted the office of 
Chancellor of the Duchv of Lancaster, and was advanced to the peerage with 
the title of Lord Asbburton of Aabbiu-ton. He died Aug. 18, 1783. 

Lord Ashburton's Memorial or Dtftiwe of the United Gonipanu of Merckantt 
was printei! and published in 1762, and some lettera to the Proprietors of 
East India Stock, occasipned by Lord Clive's letter on his Jagbire, 1764. Lord 
Ashburton was at one time thoitght to be the author of the Letters of Junius. 



DUPPA, RICHARD. Artist akd Athsob. 1770—1831. 

Admitted 7 February, 1810. 

Third son of William Duppa of Leominster, Hereford. He was admitted 
to Lincoln's Inn 6 Nov. 1813, and called to the Bur 26 Nov. of the same year. 
He graduated in Law at Trinity Hall, Cambridge, in 1814, and was elected 
F.S.A. He died 11 July, 1831. 

He wrote largely on artistic subjects and on Botany. Amongst his besi 
known wcirks aie The Life uiid iiitrary JtVi* of Michael Angelo (1806) ; 'J'hr 
Elenttntt of Botany (ISOfl) : a Life of EaffaeU (1816), and An accoUfU of Ih. 
JoKiuoti'a Journey %nto NotUi (fato(1816). 
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DUENFORD, RICHARD. Bishop. IBOit— 1896. 

Ailraitted 22 May, 1828. 
Eldest son of Rev. Bichord Dumford of Ctilbollon, Southftnipton. He waa 
bornatSondlefoi^, Berks, 3Nov. 1802. He was educatedat Elan and Oxford, 
where be gtaduated B. A. in 1826, and M.A. 1627. He became a Fellow of Mag- 
dalene iu 1828 and was ordained deacon in 1830. In 1833 he was presented to 
the living of Middleton, Lancashire, by Lord Sulheld, to whose son he had been 
tutor, and there remained for thirty-nve years, when he became Canon Resi- 
dentiary at Manchester, and two years later was nominated to the bishopric of 
Chichester, and consecrated 6 May, IBTO. He presided over this diocese with 
great prudence and distinction till his death, 14 Oct. 1886. 

DUHSLEY, VISCOUNT. See BERKELEY, QEORGK 



DWARRIS, SiK FORTUNATUS WILLIAM LILLEY. Lavtybk. 

1786— isea 

Admitted 18 May, 1803. 

Eldest son of William Dwarria, of Warwick. He was bom in Jamaica 
S3 Del. 1786. He was educated at Rugby and Oxford, where he graduatod 
1808. He was called to the Bar 28 June, 1811. He was ajipointed a Com- 
missionei to inquire into the law in the Colonies in the West Indies, and was 
knight^ for his services in 1838. He was elected a Bencher of the Inn in 
1860, Reader in 1853, and served as Treasurer in 1859-60, the year in which 
the foundation stone of the new Library was laid. For uime years he was a 
MasUr in the Queen's Bench. He died 20 May, 1860. He was the author of 
Javmilt Euayi in Verse (1805} ; A Oeneral Treaiist of the Statutes (1830—31) ; 
A KeiB Theory of the AiMorAip of Juniiis (1850), and other writings.

Son of Richard Dyer of Wincantoo, Somersetshire. He was bom at 
Roondhill, SomereeUhire. There is no record of his adnussion, but he was 
Reader at the Middle Temple in 1652, and the same year Serjeant-at-Law. 
Beinc elected member for Cambridgeshire in the same year, he was choaen 
Speaker of the House of Commons. In 1668 he was made a Judge of the 
Commou Pleas, and transferred to the Queen's Bench the following year. In 
1568 he was re- transferred, and in 1559 made President of the uourt in place 
of Sir A. Browne (o.v.), and knighted. He died in 1682. Eia RfporU,aa 
liighly commended oy Lord Coke and others, were not published till ten 
wart afl«r his death, but they have since been frequently reprinted. He has 
left besides several Lam TracU, and his Kaviing o» IVilh was published with 
N JointuTti and Budta on Fordlilt EiUri/, 4to (1648).

He was 
called to the Bar 6 June, 1860. He was aubsequently Secretary of Legation 
in Peraia (1860—64), and in 18B6 Private Secretary to Lord Cranlwme. Kb 
sat in Parliament for Peiiryii and Falniouth from 1868 — 71. He died in the. 
I»Ie of Wight 16 July, 1883. He left aeveral works behind him, the best 
known of which are his iranslatioos from tbe Persian, particularly the 
Gululam of Sadi (18S2), and his Hindasl-ini OrammaT (1847). He was 
employed by Mr. Murray to write his Handbook* for India (1859^-83), 



EDEN, Sir FREDERICK (MORTON). Economibt. 
Admitted 3 March, 1787. 

Eldest son of Sir Robert Eden, Bart., Governor of Maryland, and nephew 
of William Eden Cq.v.), tirat Lord Auckland. He was educated at Oxford, 
where he graduated 1787. Hewa^oueof the founders of tbe Qlobe lumrance 
Company, and died at the office of that company 14 Nov. 1809. His life 
was chiefly ^spent in invcsti^aliona into the state of tbe poor in England. The 
result of his labours waa a work on The Statt of the Poor, or a HiOory of the 
Working Olasia, pliblisheci in three vola., in 1797, it work which still standa 
at the heait of all literature on the same subjecL He subsequently produced 
many other treatises, includiuK an Aitdrui on tkt Maritimt RigKli of Grtat 
Britain (1807), and a pocra entitled TA« Vision, showing that he posses.-^ a 
mind calculated to excel in other directions than that of the " dreary 
Bcience," 



Admitted 24 April, 1T65. 
Third wn of Sir Robert Eden of West Auckland, Durham, BarL He was boni 
3 April, 1744. He was educated at Oxford, where he hail a brilliant career. 
Be was calleil to the Bar 17 June, 1768. For some years he followed the 
profession of the law with diligence, and in 1772 published a work on TV 
Prinxipla of PauU Late; but he sulineciuently abandoned law fur politics, 
and entered Parliament in 1774. Here he devoted himself to IejotI and 
economical questions, as a friend and follower of Pitt, who engaged him to 
negociale the commercial treaty with France, which was concluded in 1787. 
In 1788 he went as a[«cial anibaasador to Spain, and on hia return waa raised 
to tbe Irish Peerage as Baron Auckland (18 Nov. 1789). He was next 
employed on diplomatic Etervice in the United States and in Holland, and 
remained at the Hague during the diUicult times of 1791 — 93, when the Fi-ench 
revolutionary armies were threatening Holland. On his return from the Hague 
he retired from public life, and was made a Peer of Great Britain 22 May, 
1793. Besides hia legaltreatise be published A Uietory of Nev: Hoiland(\l&l), 
and a pamphlet on Tltt War (1795), which was supposed to embody the 
views of Pitt. His Memoirs were ealted by his son, tne Bishop of Bath and 
Wells, in 1860—62. 



EDGEWORTH, RICHARD LOVELL. Author. 1744— 1817. 

Admitted 14 September, 1762. 

Only son of Richard Edgewortb, Barriater, of the Middle Temple and of 
Edgeworth's Town, co. Lrmgford. He spent some time at Trinity College, 
DiiTilin, and afterwards at Oxford ; but his first teacher wa' Patrick Hughes, 
Oliver Uoldsmith's early tutor. Whilst at tbe Temple he made aci^uaintonve 
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with Sir Fr&iicia Delaval, a man of fashinn, and given to the Tiirfi to fcicilitBte 
whoae betting operations he is snid to have invented e. system of telegraphy, 
also a velocipede, and other contrivances, for which he received a niedal from the 
Society of Arts. In 1769 he succeeded to the family estates aad gave up the 
law, and devoted himself to schemes for improving the country. He was a 
friend of Dr. EmamiiH Darwin and of Thomas Day {((.n.l, whom he aocompauied 
to France. He was the author of several ens&ya and letlers on scientinc find 
educational flulijecls ; but perhaps his cliief title to fame is that he was the 
father of Maria Edgeworth, the diatinguiahed novelist. He died 13 June, 
1817. 

EDMONDES or EDMONDS, Sib CLEMENT. Clkbk of thb ConsciL. 
About 1564— lesa. 
Admitted 11 August, 1614. 

His parentage is not given in the Begifter, where he is described as " one of 
the Clerks of the Council of the King," but in the matriculation books at 
Osfoid he h spoken of as a "yeoman's son," of Shrawardine, Salop. He 
matriculated at Oxford in 1586. Ha probably owed his advancement to bis 
morriiue with Mary Cletk, a lady of th« Court. In 1605 he succeeded 
Dr. Qites Fletcher as Reniembrancer of the City of London. He was knighted 
by James I. in 1617. In 1620 he represented Oxford in Parliament. He 
died 13 Oct. 1632, juEt after preferment to the office of Secretary of StJite. 
He left behind bim Obt^vattont o?i Ciraar't VomtntJitariti {IWO), arul other 
learned works un military ait. 

EDMONDES, Sir THOMAS. Diplomatist. About 1563—1639. 

Admitted 27 February, 1604-6. 

Fifth son of Thomas Edmondes of Fowey, Cornwall. He was born at 
Plymouth. In the Register he is described as " Secretary in the French 
language, nnd Clerk in the Privy Council," a post which was given him in 
rewHTd for his diplomatic services in France from 1&92 to 1598. He was 
knighted by James I. in 1803, and in the following year became Ambassador 
at Brussels. In 1610 he was sent to Paris to report upon the consei]uences 
of the aeaassination of Henri IV. In 1616 he was made Controller of the 
Household by James I,, and in the following year Treasurur. He sat for many 

Sears in Parliament as a supporter of Charles I., but retired in 10519. He 
ied 20 Sept 1639. He left a great reputation ae a diplomatist, and 
« collection of his coixespondence, in twelve MS. volumes, is now preserved 
in the British Museum. His thini son, Thomas, was admitted to the Inn

He was eiiucated at Shrewabury, 
Eton and Cambridge, where he pailualed in 1837, Sixth Wrangler. In 1843 
he translated from the Gennan Ohm's work on Mathematical Analysis, and 
from that time to his death devoted liiuisulf la the production of works too 
numerous to mention on Mathematics, Phonetics, Muwc, Language, and a 
multiplicity of subjects, frum the pronunciation of Greek to horse-taming. 
He was a member of the Society of^ Antiquaries, and of most of the scientific 
societies, and was doubtless one of the most learned men of his day. He died 
nt West Kensington 28 Oct. 1890. 

ELLIS, JOHN. STATKaMAN. About 1648—1738. 

Admitted 13 February, 1664-6. 

Son and heir of John Ellis of Chialeliurst, Kent (author of Vindieia 
Oatholica). He wa.s educated at Westminster and Oxiord, where he was 
elected Student of Christ Church in 1664. He was at first employed in the 
Secretary of State's office, but in 1675 proceeded to Holland as Secretary to 
Sir Leoltne Jenkins, in which capacity he wrote an account of the Nimeguen 
Conference. He neit became Secretary to the Earl of Ossory, and than to the 
Dukes of Ormonde (father and son) {q.v.\ and finally Under Secretary of 
State, 1S96. He sat for some time iii Parliament for Harwich. He died 
unmarriuil 8 July, 1638, leaving a lai^ fortune and a great collection of 
letters, some of ivhich were edited and published by his collateral descendant, 
Hon. G. J. W. Agar-Ellis, in 1829. Many others remain in MS. in the British 
Museum. 

ELLIS, THOMAS FLOWER Law Eepoeteb. 1796—1861. 

Admitted 27 Febrimry, 1837. 

He was admitted from Linculn's Inn, where he was called to the Bar 
6 Feb. 1834. He was a great friend of Macaulay, and the executor of his 
Will. He is best known as the joint author of the series of Law Reports 
entitled AdoljAnt and EUis (1833—42) ; ElUi and BtaekbuTn (1863—60) ; and 
Ellit and EUxt, published after his death, which took place in London 6 April, 



ELLIS, Sib WILLIAM. Statebman. d. 1732. 

Admitted 27 November, 1673. 

Second son of John EUis of Kidwell Hall (Kiddal), York, Doctor of 
TheoloCT, and brother of John Ellis (g.r.). He was educated at Wealmiuster 
atul Oxiord, where he proceeded B.A. in 1669. In 1678 he was appointed, with 
his brother Welliore, Castonier, ComptroUei', and Searcher for Leinster and 
Munster — a lucrative sinecure appojntnient. In 1686 he acted as Secretary to 
the Earl Tyrconne! and was knighted. At the Revolution he remained faithful 
to James II., and was his Secretary in exile. He died in Rome in 1732.

Having bten called to the Bar in Trinity Term, 18S1, 
e became a Queen's Counsel in 1854, and was for some time one of the 
Charity Cni n in issi oners. He was appointed Reader in 1857, and elected 
Treasurer in 1861 He was made a Privy CouucilJor in 1878. He died 
89 Jan. 1877. 

ERLE, THOMAS. Gekkkal. About 1650—1720, 

Admitted i» November, 1669. 

Son and heir of Thoraas Erie ot Charboro', co. Dorset. , In 1686 he was 
Deputy- Lieutenant of Dorsetshire, and in that- capacity was directed to raise 
the militia to oppose the Duke of Monmouth (q.v.), but he was a supporter 
of William IIT, and it was in hia house that the "plan of the glorious 
revolution" is >aid to have been concerted. He fought for William at the 
Boyne and Aghriui, and subsequently in Flanders, and btcanie a Brigadier^ 
General in 161)3. In 1699 he was appointed to the command in Ireland, and 
in 1703 became Lieu tenant- GeneraL He Bubsequenllj f^erved in Spain (being 

E:sent at Alnianza iu 1707) and in France. In 1709 he was appointed 
uimander-in-Chief in South Britain, and Governor of Portsmontn. He 
died 23 July, 1720. 

ERLE, Sir WILLIAM. Judqe. 1793—1880. 

Admitted 9 November, 1813. 

Son of the Kev. Christopher Erie of Gillingham, Dorset. He was bom at 
Fifehead-Mugdalen, 1 Oct. 1793, and educated at Winchester and Onford, 
where he jiradnated B.C.L. in 1818. He was caUed to the Bar 26 Nov. 1819. 
On the 11 June, 1822, he joined the Inner Temple, where he was made a 

He was returned to 
Parliament for Oxford in 1637. Iu 1844 he became Serjeant-at-Law, and in 
the following year obtained a puisne judgeship of the Common Pleas, and 
was knighted. Shortly after he was removed to the Queen's Bench, but in 
18G9 be returned to preside at the Common Pieas, aiid at the same time was 
made a Privy Councillor. He retired in 1866. He died 28 Jan. 1880. He 
left a treatise on the Lavi rt/ofiiw to TrcuU Unions, compiled from a memo- 
randum attached to the Report of the Trades Union Commisaion in 1867| of 
wliich he was a member.

EVELYN, JOHN. Diahist. 

Admitted 18 February, 1636-7. 

Second aon of Richard Evelyn of Wolton, Surrey, where lie was born 
31 Oct 1620. Oa leaving Ozfoid, where he was educated, he resided in the 
Temple " till the rebellion broke out to the great terror of the nation." He 
■peaks in hia Diary of being "elected in 1843 one of the ComptTollerH of 
tne Temple- revellers," but ol getting excused in order to go into tne country. 
Being an ardent royalist lie was emphiyed in various important concemB by 
the king, and in the imfcn o[ Charlee II. was one of the commisgionera lor 
executing theofitce of Privy Seal daring Lord Clarendon's abaence in Ireland. 
His chief fame, however, rests upon his writings, and especially upon his 
famoUB Diary, which throws to much liubt upon the history of his timei.

(1667) ; HiMory of Three laU Fammie Imposturu (1669) j l%e History rf Traete 
and Navigation (1674) ; Terra, a Diieowrie relating to the Culture and Improve- 
menf of the Earlh (1676) ; Mundm MvXiebrit (1600) ; N'unmmiiata, a DiecouTK 
of MedaU (1697) ; Acetaria, a Diicourie of Hallets (1697). This was his last 
work. He died 27 Feb. 1705-6. 



EVELYN, JOHN. 



Admitted 2 May, 1672. 



Son and heir of John Evelyn (q-v.) of Deptford, the fanions Diarist. He waa 
bom 19 Jan. 1654-5. He was eduiyited at Oxford. In 1676 he went to 
France in the train of Lord Berkeley, the Ambassador there. He was a 
supporter of the Prince of Orange, und helped to secure Osford lor him on 
his arrival in England. He was called to the Bar 9 Feb. 1682. He subse- 
quently held the office of Chief Clerk of the Treasury, and was from 169S Ifl 
ISfie a Commissioner of Revenue in Ireland. He died in London 24 &Iarch, 
1698-9. He was the author of some poems, but he is best known as the 
translator into Enjjlisii of Ba]iin'9 poeni on Oardeni (1673); Chaaseiiora 
Hittory of Ihe Grand Visiere [from the French] (1677) ; and Plutarch's Life of 
Alaander the Oreat (1683). 



EWART, WILLIAM. Politician. 1798—1869. 

Admitted 23 March, 1820. 

Second son of WiUiam Ewart, merchant, of Liverpool. He was educated at 
Eton and Oxford, where he won the Newdigatc Prige in 1820. He was called 
to the Bar 26 Jan. 1827. In 1830 he was returned for Liver|iool, in 1839 for 
Wigan, and in 1641 for Dumfries Burghs- He was an advanced Liberal, and 
supported the repeal of the Corn Laws. He was an advocaf* for the opening 
of public museums free to all classes, and in 1850 carried a bill for the estab- 
lishment o

EWIN, WILLIAM HOWELL. Ubdrer. About 1731— 1801 

Admitted 17 May, 1750. 

Son and heir of Thomaa Ewin, of Cambridge. He was educated at St. John's 
College, Camlfridge, where he graduated B.A. in 1753, M.A. in 1756, and 
LL.D. in 1766, At his father's death he inherited a large fortune, acquired 
in a hrewing busineas, a fortune which he increased by usurious transsctiona 
amongst minors and others at the University. For these transactionB he was 
deprived of hie degrees, and expelled the University. It was decided, however, 
that in this the Vice-Chancellor's Court had exceeded ita jurisdiction, and his 
degree of LL.D. was restored. He subsequently retired to Brentford where 
he died 29 Dec, 1804. His personal appearance seems to have been as eccentric 
08 hia character, and ohtaiaed for him the sobriquet of Dr. Squintum. 



FANE, Sir FRANCIS. Dramatibt. d. about 1689. 

Admitted 18 December, 1667. 

He appears on the Register as " Francis Fane, Knight of the Bath, son and 
heir of Francis Fane, K.R " (second son of the first Earl of Westmorland). 
Francis, iunior, became a K.B, at the coronation of Charles II. He was iaa 
author eif Love in Ihe Dark, or the Man of Bumjwss, a Comedy dedicated 10 the 
Earl of Rochester (1676). Also nf A Maeqiu (1685); and Tfe Stimjia,a 
Tragedy (1686). They are said to be not destitute of meriL 

PANE, JOHN, tmth EARL of WESTMORLAND. 1759—1841. 

Admitted 12 February, 1772. 

" Son and heir of the Rt. Hon. John, Earl of Westmoreland." He iraa 
bom I June, 1759, and succeeded hie father in the Earldom in 1774, two years 
after his entry at the Temple. He was educated at Cambridge, whei« ha 
formed a friendship with William Pitt, which continued throni^h life^ In 
1790 he became Lord -Lieutenant of Ireland, iDUt being opposea to Catholic 
emancipation, was recalled in I79G, and made Lonl Privy Seal, an office he 
held for nearly thirty yearc. He became a K.G. in 1793. He died IB Dec. 
1841. His elopement with the daughter and hciressof Mr. Child, the London 
Banker, in 1783, is remembered as the great social "sensation " of the time. 

FAN3HAWE, THOMAS. About 1530—1601. 

Admitted 23 January, 1570-1. 

He is described in the Boater as " Thomas Fnnshawe, of London, Esq., 
Remorator of Her Majesty's Exchequer." He was the eon of John Fanshawe 
of Fanshawe Gate, Droniield, Dcrltyafaire, where he was bom about 1630. 
He is stated to have entered the Inn from Jesus College, Cambridge. He 
succeeded hia uncle, Thomas Fanshawe, in 1566 as Remembrancer in the 
Exchequer. He represented Arundel in Parliament in 1572, and Wenlock in 
1597. He served on a Commission against the Jesuits in 1593, and on nther 
ecclesiastical commissions. He died 29 Feb. 1600-1, and was buried at Ware, 
where he hod larce estates. He is known aa the author of a work on The 
Practice of tht ExcKmitr Qouii (1658), and some Gmaller writings: He founded 
the Free Grammar School at Dronfield, 1579. 
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^AKSHAWE, THOMAS, leeond VISCOUNT FANSHAWE. 

1B39— 1674. 

Admitted U June, 1667. 

Son and oeir of Sir Thoa. Fanshawe, Knight of the Bath, and first 

ViBcouiil. He graduated at Cambridge in 1639, and was elected for Lancaster 

in the Long Parliament. He wae created K.B. at Charles Il.'a coronalion. 

He BubBequently represented Hertford till his death in 1674. 

FAKNBOROUGH. BAHON. S« MAY, THOMAS ERSKINE. 

FAZAKERLEY, NICHOLAS. Lawyer and Politicuk. d. 1767. 
Admitled 13 Maj, 1700. 

Son and heir of William Fazakerley of Kirkby, co. Lancaster. He waa 
called to the Bar S3 May, 1707, and on 9 FeK 1714, entered the Inner 
Temple ad eundem. He acquired a great knowledge of constitutional law, 
and was therefore engaged in many State trials. In 1732 he was returned for 
Pre«ton, and in 1742 he beciime Betorder for that town. In Parliament he 
WBB an adherent of the Tory party, and diatiii^juiahed himself in many injpor- 
tant debates, particularly on the Jews' Naturalization Bill, 17G3. He died 
in Feb. 1767. 



FEILDING or FIELDING, ROBERT. Man op Fashion. 

About 1651—1718. 
Admitted 16 June, 1673. 

Son and heir of George Feilding of Solihull, Warwickshire. He in com- 
monly known as " Beau Feilding," and hia extravagances and escapades (ill a 
large place in the social history' of his time. Hv squandered a lart^e property 
and becanie notorious for his amoum. He may, indeed, be described as the 
most notorious rake of his time. He was several time!) married, the last time 
to the Duchess of Cleveland, the old mistress of Cbarlca II., and, hie first wife 
proving still alive, he was prosevntexl for liigumv at the Old Bailey, 4 Dec, 
1708. He is the " Orlando " of Steele in the TalUr (Nob. 60 and 61). He 
died 13 May, 1712. 

FENNEB, EDWARD. Jodge. d. 1612. 

Admitted 16 October, 1557. 

Bon of John Fenner of Crawley, Sussei. He waa Autumn Reader at 
the Inn in 1576. In the following year he was made Serjeant-at-Law, and in 
1590 raised to the King's Bench. He wm present at the trial of John Udall 
for seditious libel in 1Q90, and in 1593 presided at some trials for witchcraft 
in Huntingdonsbii'e. He died 23 Jan. 1612. He had a Bon, Edward, who 
was admitted to the Inn in 1593. 



FENTON, RICHARD. Topookapser and Poet. 1746—1821. 

Admitted 24 August, 1774. 

Only son of Richard Fenton of St. David's, Pembrokeshire, where he waa 
bom. He was called to the Bar 24 Jan. 1783. During his residence in 
London he became acquainted with Dr. Johnson, Goldsmith, Oarriek and 
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utlier liteiaiy celebrilieE, being himself a man of literary tastu and attun- 
JiientB. He published a volume of Pormt, dedicalyd to Garrick, 1790 ; hut liis 
work beat known now is hie iliitory oj PembrokedtiTf, published in 181 1. He 
died at Fishguard, IBSl. 



FERRERS, HENRY. AsTiguART. 1549—1633. 

Admitted 6 February, 1B71-2. 

Son and heir of Edwai'd Ferren* of BadaIey(BaddesleyClinton),co. Warwick. 
Succeeding to the paternal eslate, he devoted himself to the study of antiqui- 
ties, and made an extensive collet^lion of those of his native county, which 
were afterwards used by Ditgdate for his History. He was a friend of Camden, 
whohighly extols his character and Ivaming. He died 10 Oct 1633, leaving 
behind many MSS., etill presen'ed in various collections. 



FEVERSHAM, EARL OF. Sec SONDES, GEORGE. 
FIELDING. See FEILDING. 



FIELDING, HENRY. Novkubt. 1707—1754. 

Admitted 1 November, 1737. 

Son and heir of Brigadier- General Edmund Fielding of East Stonr, Dorset 
."He'waa born at SharpfiamPark,near01a»tonbLiry,on22April, 1707. Though 
he devoted himself during his residence at the Temple with great energy 
to legal studies and made for some time after his call on SO June, 1740, a 
serious attempt to get practice, his connection with the law, like that of his 
successors, Dickens (q.v.) and Thackeray (,q.v.) was hot an incident in his life, 
now little remembered amidst the (glories of his achievements in the fields of 
literature. "The friendshiiig, however," remarks one of his hiographera, "he 
met with in the course of his studies from gentlemen of that profession, and 

Krticularly from some who have since risen to be the lirst ornaments of the 
*, will for ever do honour to his memory." Before his entrance at the 
Temple, Fielding had acquired fame as a writer of Plays and Farc^ and, 
finding no briefs came in at the law, he again took up his pen, but in a new 
character, and produced those incomparable works of fiction which have 
rendered his name immortal. In these, as in his writings for the Stage, there 
is evidence of his familiarity with the Temple life of those days. (See The 
TempU Beau, etc.). In 1748 he was appointed a Justice of the Peace for 
Westminster, and was afterwards quanfied to act for Middlesex, in which 
pjsition he laboured ener^iically and conscientiously. The family of 
Fielding claimed kindred origin with the royal bouse of Hapaburg (see Earls 
of Denbigh, in Burke's Pteragr). Referring to this connexion the historian 
Gibbon tnily remarks, "The successors of Charles V. may disdain their 
brethren of England ; but the romance of Tom Jonet will outlive the palace of 
Escurial and the imperial eagle of Austria."

FINCH, HENEAGE, iccoiid EARL of WINCHELSEA. rf. 1689. 

Admitted 4 August, 1669. 

Son of Thomas, the first Earl. He is described in the Register aa . 
"Pnenohilis Dominns Heneage Finch, Miles, Comes de Winchilsea, Vice- I 
comes de Maidstone, Baro Fitzherbvrt de EastwcU, dnminua regalis Meinerii ' 
de Wye, necnon locum tenens Kantioe et Civiiatis Cantuarienaia et nupet 
Embassator Extraordinnrius Domini Regis ad Imperatorem Ottomanum." 
He was one of many other persona of rank and liiatitiction admitted the same 
day. He was nn ardent RoyaliaL At the Re.stomtion he was made Guveraor 
of Dover Castle, and subsequently went as Amlja^ador to ConsUmtinopIe, aa 
intimated almve. He died in August, 1689. He was four times marriwl and 
had twenty-seven children. He published in 1661 a Narrative of hit Embatiu 
in Turkry, and an account of an kruptian of Mount Et}ia, which he witnessed 
on his way back froin Constantinople. 



FINLASON, WILLIAM SABLES (6). Legal Whiteb. 1818—1896. 
Admitted 5 January, 1641. 

Eldest son of Thomas Finlason of Cainberwell, where he was bom in 1818, 
He took early to joumalism, and for several years was reporter for the Timet 
in the Huuae of Commons. He afterwards reported for that jonrnal in the 
Court ol Queen's Bench. He was called tu the Bar SI Nov. 1861, and in 1887 
was elected a Bencher of the Inn. He died 11 March, 1896. 

He was a voluminous writer on legal and conxtitutional subjects. Amongft 
his best known works are A Srltctv»t of Leading Ceuei on Pleading itnd ParUit 
to an Action (1S47) ; The AcU for the Better Itegulation of Ohar^idtle Trvtli 
(1866) ; The t'onimon Law Procedure Act* (1860) ; A TreaHte on Martial LaiD 
(1866); A Hiitory of the Tmuret of Land in England and Ireland (Ism ; Th» 
Hitlory and Conetitutiim of the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council (1S78) ; 
and he was joint author with Mr. Poster (9.11.) of Foster and Finlaaon's Nui 
.Prim Beportt, 1866—1667.

f ITOH, WILLIAM. Cafuchto Fbiab. 1 

Admitted 3 November, 1680. 

He is described in Ihe Reeister simplj- as " William FJtche, late of New Inn,'' 
but he WM tbe aon of Willinm Fitch, lord of the manor of Cantield, Essei, 
nnd he assumed the name of Cnnfield, under which he baa ever been known. 
Becoming a Boman Catholic soon afier hia entry at the Temple, he proceeded 
to Doufiy aud Paris and joined the Capuchin Order, taking the dime of 
Benedict. Returning to England, he was arrested and kept in confinement 
for three years, when he was released nt the request of Henry IV. of France. 
He then became Maater of the Novices at Orleans and Rouen. He died in 
Paris 21 Nov. 1611. 

He was celebrated as a preacher, and published eeveral amall treatises, 
including The Christian Knight ; Tabultr quadiim de bent Oranio ; Tht Bute of 
Ftr/ectum (1609). A volume containing The MiraciUevt Life ojflhe Beoermd 
Father Bennet o/CanJUid, partly autobiographical, waa pubUataed in 16S3. 



FITZQERALD, JAMES. Irish Politician. 1742--1835. 

Admitted 16 August, 1764. 

Eldest Bon of William Fitzgeitild of Ennis, co. Clare. Ho waa educated 
at Dublin, where he had a distinguished career, and was called to the Irish 
Bar in 1769. He entered the House of Commons in 1776 aa member for Fore, 
and subsequently for Kildnre county, and there made a great reputation as an 
orator. As a politician he opposed the Union, but accepted the measure when 
carried, and sat in the Imperial Parliament for Ennis from I80S to 1808, 
and again in 1612. He retired ETOm politics the following year, and diea 
SO Jon. 1836. 

FITZGERALD, JOHN, eighteenth EARL of KILDARE. 1661—1707. 
Admitted S February, 16B2-3. 

He is deecribed on the Register as " John FiUgerald, Earl of Kildare and 
Baron of Ophaly (Offaly), Ireland." He was tlie only son of Wentworth 
Fitzgerald, the seventeenth Earl, \tho died 5 March, 1663-4. He was bom 
in 16(11, and at his father's death was committed to the guardianship of his 
grandmother, the Countess Dowager of Clare. On coming of age, he attended 
James, Duke of York, to Oxford, whei-e he was complimented with the degree 
of D.C.L., 22 May, 1683, three months after his honorary admission, wiUi a 
number of other persons of rank, to the membership of the Inn. 



FITZHERBERT or FITZHARBERT, THOMAS. Jkbdit Wanm. 

1662—1640. 

Admitted 10 November, 1571. 

Son and heir of William Fitzherbert of Swynerton, co. Stafford, and 
grandson of Sir Anthony Fitzherbert, the learned Jndoe. He was entered at 
Oiiord i but, embracing the Roman Catholic faith, andpuhlickly defending it, 
had to leave, and in 1672 was imprisoned aa a recusant. On his release he 
became associated with Gilbert, Parsons, Campion, and other Jeauita in pro- 
moting the Roman Catholic cause. He subsequently visited various parts of 
the Continent, and was ordained at Rome in 1601, and there acted as agent 
for the English clergy. He entered the Jesuit Order in 1613, and in 1618 
became Rector of the English College at Rome. He died 7 Aug. 1640. 

He was the author of a great nuni!>er of work-s including A Dtfmet of tkt

FITZJAMES, Sir JOHN. Jddoe. About 1470— about 1542. 

Son of John Fitzjamea of RedlTnch, Somer^eUhire. TUere is no record of 
bis admission, but he was Reader at the Middlu Temple in 1503 and Treasurer 
in 15119. He became Recorder of Bristol in. the following year, Allomey- 
Genetal in 1519, was called to the de){ree of the Qoif and itia<le a Puiane Judge 
of the King's Bench and Chief Baron of tlie Exchequer all in the aamc year, 
1531. Lord Campbell, in liis Lives of the Jiidgu, TepreBenta this Judge as an 
active and venal inatnimeat of the Kino in the disgrace of Wolsey, BOd iu the 
trials of Sir Thomas More and fiishop Fisher ; but Mr. Fosa, with much show 
of reason, controverts this view, and shows at least that there is little or no 
authoritj for the statement. Fititjames was made Chief Justice 1525-6, and 
retained the office about thirteen years. He died probably about two yean 
after his retirement. 



FITZWILLIAM, THOMAS, VISCOUNT MERYON. d. 1704. 

Admitted 9 February, 16S3-3. 

Only son of William, third Viscount Fitiwilliam. He was of the Privy 
Conned of James 11., by whom he woa ajipairiled a diramissioner of the 
Treasun- in 1690. In 1695 {12 Oct.) he preavnlvd himself in the Irish House 
of Lonu to take his seat, but was not udmitled on not brinL-ing a writ of 
snnunons, and on the 19th following, coming up again, he withdrew through 
aemples in signing the declaration. He was suDseuuentty outlawed ; bat on 
S Dec 1697, was reported as having " reversed the same " (Lords Journals 
(Irish), i., 675). He died 20 Feb. 1704. His admission to the Iiia took place on 
the same day as James, Duke of Ormonde (q.e.), and a number of distinguished 
personages. 



FLEETWOOD, WILLIAM. Recorder of London. 



Son of Robert Fleetwood, of an ancient family in Lancashire. There is no 
record of hie adinisaiun to the Inn ; but be was Autumn Reader in 1663 and 
in 1668 "doable Render." He sat for Marlborough in Queen Mary's Parlia- 
ment and for Lancaster in two Parliaments of Elizabeth. He was made a 
Serjean^at.Law in 1580 anr] Queen's Serjeant in 1592. He was a Favourite of 
the Earl of Leicester, by whose in£uenc« he became Recorder of London in 
1S71. He was alao a member of the Society of Antiquaries and the author of 
the following works: An Oration lUUvertd at Quimhail (1671); Xnnajtum 
tam. regum Edicardi V., Hiehardi III., quam Umrici VIII. (1679, 1587) ; Tht 
(Met of a Juetict of (ht Peace (1658) ; A Tabic on the Eatorti of Ed/nand 
PUraden [in French]. He alao wrote some Latin veiwis in Ohahneri Reptdilica 
Anghnim initauiranda; Notes on Lambarde't Areheioa; and is said to have 
conLrihuted to HoUa«lied!a Chronicle* (last edition). He died SS Feb, 

l6&a-4.

Thirii aon of George Fletcher of Eennes, France. He was called to the Bar 
T Ma^, 1841. Foi' many veara he woa engsji-ed as Secretary of tlie Handlooin 
Inquiiy and other Commissiuns, and his ruporlA on these, as well as on eJuua- 
Uonal matters iift«r his appointment in 1S44 nsoneof HerMajeftys Inspectors 
of Schools, weri! of great value. He waa also the honorary secretary of the 
StaiiBtical Society of London and the editor of its Journal. In 1860 he 

Subliehed a SiinmuiTy of Iht Moral Ulaliitics of England and iValu, and in 
le following year a work on Edacatimi. He died at Chirk, 11 Aug. 1852. 

FLOOD, Sm FEEDEBICK. Irihb Politician. 1741— 1B24. 

Admitted 20 March, 1760. 

Second son of John Flood of Floodliali, co. Kilkenny- He was bom in 
Dublin in 1741, and educated at Trinity College. He waa called to the Iiiah 
Bar in 1763. SucceediuK to his father's estate, he waa elected in I77G to the 
Irish HoAue of Commons for Eiiniscortby. In 1778 he was made a K.C. and 
elected a Bencher of the King's Inns, and two years later created a Baronet. 
He took a frequent part in the delmlea of the House, where bis speeches 
attracted attention from lheirwit,and more still, from their oddity and frequent 
blundcrings. He opposeil the Act of Union, but sat in the United Parliament 
from ISIi to 1818. He diu<l 1 Feb. 1624. He was a coutiin of the more 
celebrated Henry Flood, the Iriab Statesman and Orator, a 
which, more than to his own abilities, he owed his reputation. 



FONBLANQUE, ALBANY WILLIAM. JonBNALiBT. 1793—1872. 
Admitted 27 January, 1814. 

Third son of John Fonblauque {q.v.\ one of the Masters of the Bench of the 
Middle Temple. He began his legal studies under Mr. Chitty (q.v.), but his 
tastes leading him to journaliani, he soon acquired a great reputation as a 
contributor and leader-writer to the Morning ChnmUlt, TiiMi, kxamirter, and 
We»tmin«ler EevitTr. In 1837 he republished his most remarkable articles in 
these papers under the title of Engiiutd under Seven AdmiHUtratioim, a book of 
lasting interest. He was for some time Editor of the Bxaminer,hul rtlinquiahed 
the post in 1847, and the latter part of his life wsis passed in comparative 
rttiitraent. He died 13 Oct. 1872. 



FONBLANQUE, JOHN {.;). Jurist. 1780—1837. 

Admitted 24 September, 1777- 

Second son of Jean Fonblanqne of Water Lane, near Tower Street, a 
naturalized Frenchman of Huguenot descent- He was educated at Harrow 
and Oxford. He was called to the Bar 24 Jan. 1783, and bei:ame an Equity 
lawyer of great repute, and was made King's Counsel in 1804. At the time 
of bis death, 4 Jan. 1837, he was the senior Bencher of the Inn and 
" Father of the English Bar." He was buried in the Temple Church. 

His work on Equity, first publishHl in 1792, became the standard work on 
the subject and was frecinently itpublished. Writing of him. Lord Lyndhurst 
said he "knew no one so perfecta master of the philosophy of law."

FORTESCUE, WILLIAM. Mastbh or the Rolls. 1687—1749. 

Admitted 28 September, 1710. 

Only son of Henry Fortescue ot Buckltind FiUeigh, Devon, where he was 
baptised 26 June, 1687. Thoiigh entered of the Middle Temple, he removed 
to the Inner Temple, where he wna called to the Bar in 1715. In the same 
year he became Private Secretary to Sir Robert Walpole, aad in 1727 was 
returned member for Newport, Isle of Wight, which he continued to represent 
till 1736, when he was raised to the Bench as a Baron of the Exchequer. 
Thence lie was advanced to the Mastership of the Rolls and to the dignity of 
a Wivy Councillor in 1741, He died 16 Dec. 1749, and was buried in the 
Bolls Chapd. Fortescue was a great friend of Pope, who dedicated to him 
[ the first of his Sntirea in 1733, and it is in this literary connexion that he is 
chiefly remembered. 

F08CARINI, ANTONIO. Vksbtian AMBAsaiDOB. rf. 1C22. 

Admitted 11 Augiut, 1614. 

He is described in the Register as " Antonio Fuscarini {sk), Kni^hl, Venetian 
Ambassador," and was, it may be inferred from his position, admitted honorit 
oautd. His family was one of the highest elandinij in Venice, members of 
which hod held the highest oQices of State. In 1622 he was executed for 
■appOKeil complicity In a plot with the Spanish Ambassador ; and his tragic 
death forms the subject of the famous pl^ of the Italian dramatist Nicculini, 
~ *" ere the hero is represented as bemg condemned by the Doge, hia own 
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FoBTKR — Fowler. 



FOSTER, Sir MICHAEL. Jniwa. 1689—1761 ' 

Admitted 23 May, 1707. 

Second son of Michael Foster of MarlhorouKh, Wiltahire, where he was bora 
16 Dec, 1689. Having been educatetl ai Oxford he passed to the Middle 
Temple and in due conrec was called to the Bar 15 May, 1713. He was made 
Heeoi'der of Bristol in 1736, nnd in the same year jmblialied a pamphlet oa 
Church Vowar, which attracted the notice of eccleaiaatical lawyers. In the 
next year he became Seijeant-at-Law, and in 1745 one of the JudRes of the 
Kiog^ Bench, with the honour of knighthood. In 1762 he published hit 
Rrpoti of t)ic Trial of Ihe RtbtU in 1746, in which he showed liiroi*lf, in the 
words of Blackaioae, " a very great miister of the Crown law." He died on 
7 Nov. 1763. His Lite was written hy hia nephew, Miohael Dodaon (ij.v.).

FOSTER, PETER LE NEVE. I80&-1879. 

Admitted 6 April, 1833. 

Only son of Peter le Neve Foster of Great Witchingham, Norfolk. He wm 
edocated at Norwich Grammar School and at Camhridge, where he graduated 
Thirty-eighth Wrangler. He was called to the Bar 2S Jan. 1836, and 
practised for some years as a Bari'lster, hut in 1S53 was appointed Secrel&ry 
to Ihe Society of Arts, an apixiintment he held till his death SI Feb. 1879. 
He waa actively associated with the organization of the Great Exhibitions of 
1851 and 1862, and waa a constant contributor to scientific journals. He took 
an interest in the then new art of photography, and was one of the foundeiB 
of the Photographic Society. He died 21 Feb. 1879. 

FOSTER, THOMAS CAMPBELL. Legal Writer. 1613—1882. 

Admitted 23 April, 1840. 

Only son of John Fosltr of Westmineter. Called to the Bar 30 Jan. 1846. 
He waa Recorder of Warwick 1874. He became a Queen's Counsel and 
Bencher of the Inn in 1675. He was leading Counsel for the Crown in the 
trial of the notorious Charles Peace, the murdersr, at Leeds in 1879, and his 
name is b^t known lo lawyers as the joint autbor with Mr. Finkson {q.v.) of 
IUjiotU al i^iii Pn'ua (1860—1867). He also wrote a treatise on Shorthand 
(1838), a Sevievi of the Law relaiing lo Marriages mlhin th« Prohibiled Degraet 
of Affinity (1847), and a treatise on the H'riC of Scire Fadae (1851). He waa 
for some time the Timet Commissioner in Ireland, whence he wrote numerous 
letters on the condition of the people and the political situation, to which 
Daniel O'Connell replied, which led to a correspondence of great vivacity. 
Mr. Foster's letters were reprinted from the TiToit in 1846.

Eldest son of the Rt. Eon. Henry Richard Vaasall, Lord Holland. Before 
hii admission he served in the Navy, and was present at the sieges of Cadiz, 
1810, and Tarragona, 1813, and subsequently he entered the Army. In 1831 
he entered Parliament fur Calne, and in 1832 was made Surveyor- General of 
Ordnance. He hemn coin-collecting at an early age, and hefire his death 
had acquired one of the most valuable collec^ons in existence (especially in 
the matter of Greek coins), of which he published on account in two volumes 
(1856 and 1962). After nis death his coliectioa wns acquired by the Royal 
Museum in Berlin. He died iu Loudon 13 April, 1873. 



PFOX, HENRY STEPHEN. DiPLoBATiar and Wit. 1791—1846. 

Admitted 4 January, 1809. 
Only son of the Hon. Henry Edward Fox, General, of Portland Place, co. 
Middlesex. Being a Whig he found little opportunity of preferment in the 
early part of his life, but in the formation of the Grey Ministry in 1830, he 
became Minister Plenipotentiary at Buenoa Ayrea, whence hu removed to 
Rio de Janeiro in 1832, and to Washington in 1835, where he was influential 
in improving the relations, then disturbed, lietween the United Statvs and 
this country. He was aupersedeil in 1843, and died in Wiuhington {[i 1846. 



I FRANCIS, Sir PHILIP. Colokial Judob. 1822—1876. 

' Admitted 1 November, 1842. 

Fifth son of Edward Francis of Walthaoi Abbey, Essex. He was called to 
the Bar 21 Nov. 1845. In 1861 he was appointed Assistant- Judge and 
Registrar of the Supreme Court of the Levant in Constantinople ; ana Chief 
' p ill 1867. Two years later he was appointed British Commissioner in 
ntemational CommiBsion on Judicial Reform in Egvpt. He waa knighted 

1868. He died 9 Aug. 1876. 

FREEMAN or FREMAN, Sir RALPH. Civilian and DRAMAnai.

His early opinions were tliose of Arianienk, but be 
renounced them in 1709. Those he substituted were still moM eccentric, 
as he iinnouDceil himself as " tbe Great Elijah, a new prophet, and the 
Secretary to the Lord of Hnets." His writings, also, which were very 
numerous, and dealt with Drtanis, Visions, Scriptuie Doctrines, and 
Allegory and other MyBticiams, became more extravagant. His best known 
Tract profeaaing to be ^ Confvtalion <^ Ute Doctrirx of the Trinity, was burned 
by the common hangman in Palace Yard, and led to his imprisonment and 
fine in 1698. He died in Dec 1744.

Frobiaber was bora 
near Ooncaster in 1535 or 1536, and went enrlr to aeo, hia first efforts being 
directed to discover a north-west passage to CKina. To effect this object he 
conducted three expeditions in 1576—7. He fubsequently served with Sir 
Francis Drake in the West Indies, and in 1588 commanded the " Triumph " 
againat the Spanish Armada. In 1690 he eommanded a fleet sent against the 
coatte of Spain, and it was after his return from this expedition that bis 
admiedon, along with his comrades Sir Francis Vere (7-"-) and Admiral Norria 
{q.v.), took place. He died two years later of a wound received off Brest, and 

i£ buried at Plymouth. 



FRir, JOHN. Pdritan Politician, and Wmteb. 1609—1657. 

Admitted 11 November, 1631. 

Son and heir of William Fry of Iwememtnster, Dorsetshire. He sat in 
the Long Parliament for Shaftesburv, and was one of the Commissioners 
^pointed to trv the kin^, but avoidea sitting, and did not sign the warrant. 
He was chargecl by the ngid Presbyterians with Unitarian leanings and with 
bUsphemT, and in 1651 his books were ordered to bo burned in Palace Yard. 
These books were entitled The Accuser Shunted, or a Pair of Bellows to Blow 
tiff the Dutt east by Col. John Doumt (1648), Downs being hia acuuGer of heresv ;

School and at Jesua College, Cambridge. In travelling iu Europe he acquired 
a good knowIed}{e of French and Spanish, and in 1659 he visited Virginia, 
whence he returned after the Restoration. He then became known to Dj^dalc^ 
by whose influence he became Bluemantle Purnuivant 10 Feb. 166S. He was 
the author of eouie whimsical pieces, including Day t'atalily, or Kline Day» 
Lvdcg and Unlucky (16T8\ but bis chief work was an E$>ay to a more tomct 
BUaon in Latine than hath formerly bun lued, under the first title of InWodiuHa 
ad Latinam Blatoniam (1682). 



GIFFABD, Sir AMBROSE HARDING. Colokul Jdmb. 1771—1837. 
Admitted 24 April, 1790. 

Eldest eon of John Giffard oi Dublin, where he was born in 1771. He 
returned to Ireland in 17S2, waa called to the Bai', and became Chief Jnstice 
of Ceylon in 1819. During his residence there he devoted his leisure to 
literalure, and in 1822 published a selection of poems, specimens of which are 
reproduced in Polwhele'a Traditions and RecoUKtiom. He died on his way 
home from the East, 30 April, 1847. The knighthood conferred upon him on 
his return was never gazetted. 



GIFFAED, STANLEY LEES. Jocrnalibt. 1788—1851 

Admitted 21 November, 1807. 

Second son of John Giffard of Dromartin, Dublin, where he was bom 
4 Aug. 1788. He waa educated at Trinity College, Dublin. He waa called 
to the Bar 24 May, 1811, but not being succesalul in practice he took np 
journalism, au<l after eome other employment was chojien Editor of tlie 
Statidard newspaper on its eatahlishmeiit in 1827. He died at Folkstone 
6 Nov. 18B8. He waa the father of Hardinge Stanley Giffard now (1902) 
Lord Halabury, created Lord Chancellor in 1885. 

Besides his work on the Standard, Mr. Oifl'ard contributed articlea to the 
l}vaTterIy and Blacheooil, and began a work on the English in Ireland, which 
he did not live to publish. 
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GIPPOHD, ROBERT, finl BAKON GIFFORD of ST. LEONARiys. 
IvjtQX. 1779— lase. 

Admitted 17 November, 1800. 
Ymmgest eon of John Oifford, a general dealer, in buaineaa in Exeter, in 
which city he was born un 24 Feb. 1779, and where be acquired some know- 
ledge of the law in an attorney's offiee. He was caUed to the Bar on 12 Feb. 
1808, and, entering Parliament, waa made Solicitor- General in 1817, and 
Attorney- General two years later. In this capacity it fell to his lot to conduct 
the prosecution in the case of Queen Caroline. In the Autumn Term of 1819, 
he waa Reader at the Inn. He was raised to the Bench as Lord Chief Justice 
of the Common Fleas in 1824, but after three months was appointed Master of 
the R0II& He died 4 ScpL 1826, at the early age of 47. He was also a 
member of Lincoln's Inn. 



GILBERT, DAVIE8.

Only son of the Rev. Edward Giddy ot Tredrea, Cornwall. He assumed 
the name and arms of Gilbert (his wife's family name) in 1817. He was 
educated at Oxford where he took the degree- of M.A. in 1789, and D.C.L. in 
1832. He was a man of scientific and literary tastes, a friend of Dr. Beddoes, 
Sir Humphrey Davy, Thomas Telford, and other leading thinkers. He was 
also an active and useful member of Parliament, and served on numerous 
important committees. He was a member of many of the learned societies, 
ana in 1827 was elected President of the Royal Society. He was the author 
of many nampblets and papers on economical, antiquarian, and scientific 
subjects ; out his chief work was The Parochial Histori/ of CornvMit, published 
in 1838. He died at Eastbourne, 24 Dec. 1839.

OILES, JOHN ALLEN. Classical Scholar add Toanblatob. 

1808—1684. 

Admitted 22 November, 1828. 
Eldest son of William Giles of Frome, Somerset He was educated at 
Charterhouse and Oxford, where in 1B28 he took a double First Class, and in 
1831 obtained the Vinerian Scholarship. In 1632 he become a Eellow of 
Corpus, and in 1838 look the degree of D.C.L. He abandoned his intention 
of following the law, and took Holy Orders, and in 1836 became Head Master 
of the City of London Schooh As a achooluiaater, however, he was a failure, 
and he betook himself to private teaching, and the editing and writing of 
books, particularly translations of many of the old English Chronicles, thus 
[oreatalliag the more perfect Rolls Series of publication a. During his life he 
held tjie curacies of Bampton, Ozfordehire, Perrivale, Middlesex, Harmonde- 
worth ueu Slough, and Sutton, Surrey, where he died 84 Sept. 1884. 
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GLYNN, JOHN. Lawyer and Politician. 1722— ITTft 

Admitted 21 Januaiy, 1740-1. 

Second son of William Glynn of Glynn, Camwali. On 28 Jan. 1747-8 he 
was called to the Bar. In 1703 he became Serjeant-at-Law, and in the follow- 
ing year Recorder of Exeter. He had a great reputation aa a pleader, and be 
waa engaged on the trial of Mr. Wilkes in 1764 and 1768, of John Aluion in 
I7S5, and in many other celebrated cases. In 1766 he coiitest«d Middleaei 
against the Government candidate, and was retnrned, and was re-etected in 
1774 as the colleacue of Wilkes. In 1772 he was elected Recorder of London. 
His speeches in Parliament have been highly praised, and both aa a lawyer 
and a politician his abilities were unquestioned. He died 16 SepL 1779. 



GODDAED w GODDEBD WILLIAM. Satiribt. 
Admitted 30 June, 1665. 

Thinl son of Thomaa Goddard of Overton, co. Wilt*. Very little is known 
of his life, but he seems to have lived much in the Low Oountriea. He is 
probably identical with the author of three aatirical books, copies of which 
are rare. The first is A Salyrical Dialog'Ot, or a Oonference betwrm Alexander 
the Great and Diogynes {Dort~ 1616) ; the second A Neatte of Wa*pu (1615) ; 
and the third A Moitif Whelp (1598). 

GODLEY, JOHN ROBERT. Politician. 1B14— 1861. 

Admitted 23 Jan. 1838. 

Eldest son of John Godley of Killtgai' (Killegar), co. Leilrim. He was 
edncattd at Harrow and Oxford, where he graduated in 1836. If called to the 
Bar, which is doubtful, he practined little, turning his attention chiefly to 

Sneetioiis of colonization. In conjunction with Edward Gibbon Wakefield he 
Diinded the settlement of Canterbury, New Zealand, whither he proceeded in 
1849. On his return to England in 1862, he entered the War Office, and was 
Under Secretary ot War under Lord Paninure. He died 17 Nov. 1861. 

In LMert from, America, published in 1844, he gave his impressiouB ot that 
country ; and in 1847 he published Obtervationt <m an IriA Poor Law. After 
his death a selection from bia writings and speeches, with a Memoir, was 
edited by J. E. Fitzgerald, and published at Christchurcb, New Zealand, 



GOODENOUGH, RICHARD. Conspiratob. 

Admitted 6 February, 1678-9. 

Second son of Richard Ooodenough of Sherstone, co. Wilt*. This is 
probably the Richard Goodeuou^b who wa^ at one time Under Sheriff of 
London, and who was chstved with being concerned in 1683 in a riot and 
assault on the Lord Mayor, Sir John Moore, and found guilty and fined, aa in 
a memorandum in the lith Report of the HUiorieal ManKtcripls Commim'm 
(Appendii:, p. 65), he is spoken of oa " of the Temple," though in the accoimt 
of the trial ne is described as an Attorney. In the same year he was impli- 
cated in the Rye House Plot and escaped to the Low Countries, where he 
remained till the rebellion of the Duke of Monmouth (q.v.), who made him hia 
Secretary of State. After the battle of Sedgenioor he was taken prisoner 
ti^ether with Nathaniel Wade (q.v.), another member of the Inn, but was 

Srdoned as one likely to give useful information to the King. His latter 
ys are said to have been spent in Ireland " in the practice of the law."

GORDON, JOHN. Dea^n of Salisbury. 

Admitted 13 Aiii;ust, 1612. 



In the Begisler he is described as " Lord John Gordon, Dean of Saliabury." 
He was the eldest eon of Alexander Gordon, Binhop-elect of Oallownv, nnd 
titidar Archbiiihop of Athens. He was bom 1 Sttnt 1544. He was e<fueated 

the Uaivereities of Paris and OrleMns and resided chieHy abroad, where he 



D^tn of Salisbury by Jamea 1. on his accession to the throne, whereupon he took 
Holv Orders, and the appointment was confirmed in 1604. He was present at 
the Hampton Court Conlerence and ttxik an active part in the debates. Ihirina 
hie tenure of the deanery he produced a " large nnniber of quartos full of 
qnnint learning, protestant fervour, controversial elegiacs, and prophetic 
anticipations, drawn from the wilduat etymologies." It was doubtless to his 
position as an eminent "man of the time" that his admiiwion to the Inn, 
though in Orders, was due, cauid Kowris. He died 3 Sept. 1619. 



GORE, JOHN, firtt BARON ANNALY of TENELICK. Irish Judge. 

1718—1784. 
Admitted 17 September, 173& 

Second eon of the Hon. George Gore, one of His Majesty's Judges in Ireland, 
and of Newtown Gore, Leitrini. He was educated at Dublin, graduaiinjj B.A. 
1737. He returned to Ireland in 1742, and was called lo the Irish Bar. In 
1T45 he was elected M.P. for Jamestown, co. Leitrini, was appointed Solicitor- 
General in 1760, and Chief Justice of the King's Bench and a Privy CounciUar 
1764. Two years later he won raised to the peerage hb Baron Annaly of 
Tenelick. In the Hou^ ot Peers he Bonje time acted as Speaker in the 
absente of the Lord Chancellor. He died 3 April, 1784, 



GORGES, EICHABD, Kcond BARON GORGES of DUNDALK. 
Admitted 4 August, 1669. 

He IB described in the RegiBter as "Hichardus Dominua Gorges, Baro de 
Dundalk in r^tno H,vl)emiie. He was the son of Sir Edward Gorges who 
was made a Baronet I'ly James I. 25 Nov. 1612, and afterwards created a Peer 
of Ireland by the title of Baron Gorges of Dundalk. He married Bridget, 
daughter of Roger Eingsniill of Sidmanton, Hampshire, but died without 
snrriving issue, when the Barony and Baronetcy became extinct 

QOULBURN, EDWARD. Lawyer. 1787—1868. 

Admitted 27 June, 1810. 

8<>cond son of Muinbee (Muubee) Qoulburn of Portland Place. He was l>om 
in 1787. He was broucht up in the Army, from which he retired in conse- 
quence of writing a satirical poem 7^ Bbitviad, in which he reflectvil on the 
character of some of his brother officers. He was called to the Bar 9 June, 
161&, and made Seijeant-at-Law 1829. He was a brother of Henry Ooulbum, 
the well-known Statesman, whose influence advanced him in his profession, 
and he became a Welsh Judge and Recorder ot Leiceater, Boatou and Lincoln. 
From 183&^37 he represented Leicester in Parliament, and in 1842 was 
appointed a Commissioner in Baukruptcy. He died iu London 24 Aug. 1668. 

Besidea the Satire above mentioned Goulburn wrote the Pwtuiis of FoiWon 
(1809), another satirical po^m, and a novel entitled Edward dr Mimifnrt(lB\t).

Admitl«d 24 May, 1660. 

Son and teir of Andrew Gould of Winabatn, Somersetshire. He waa called 
to the Bar 17 May, 1667, and maile a Bencher 7 Feb. lR8ft He became a 
Serjeant in IG92, King's Serjeant in the following vea " 
King's Bench in 1699. As King's Serjeant he cr--'— 
of attainder against Sir John Fenwick in 1696. 
Serjeants' Inn on 16 March, ITIO. 

GOULD, Sir HENRY. Jodgb. 1710—1794. 

Admitted IS May, 1726. 

Son and heir of Davidge Qould of Sharpham Park, Somersetshire, who waa 
also a member of the Inn (admitted 21 Nov. 1692) and grandEton of Sir Henry 
Gould (q.v.). He waa called to Ilie Bar 13 June, 1734, and became a Bencher 
of the Ian and King's Counsel in 1754. He was made Serjeant-at-I*w and 
raised to the Bench as a Baron of the Exchequer in 17S1, and removed to the 
Couuuon Pleas in 1763. Here he exercised judicial duties till his death 
5 March, 1794. 

GRANT, WILLIAM, LORD P RE STONG RANGE. Jcmos. 

About 1701—1764. 
Admitted 7 February, 1720-1. 

Secflnd son of Sir Francis Grant of Cullen, co. Aberdeen, Bart. He was 
admitted as an Advocate at the Scotch Bar S4 Feb, 1722, and in 1731 became 

Erineipal clerk to the General Afsembly. In 1737 he was made Solicitor- 
encral for Scotland, and in 174S Lord Advocate. He was three times 
returned to Parliament for the Elgin Eui^^hs, but vacated his seat as Lord of 
Session and of Justiciary in 1754, with the title of Lord Preatongrange, He 
died at Bath 23 May, 1764. 

He wrote Remarkt on Ote Slate of the Ckvrch of Saillatid with rapect (o 
Patronaga (1736, reprinted 1741), and is aaid to have written the Antver l« 
thft Second Mam/esfo of the Prdender'e Smi . . . emiaining Rtfieetiont upon the 
laft Eeoolution and thtprttent E^dlion (174G).

Irish Obatob and Statesman. 
itted 7 March, 1767. 



Eldest son of James Gnitlan, a member of the Inn (admitted 3 July, 1738), 
who was for many years Recorder of Dublin, in which city Henry waa bom. 
After a stay in London he returned to Dublin in 1778, and was called to the 
Irish Bar in Hilary term of that year. Three years later he entered the Iriah 
^rliament His career as a state.iman from this period to his death belonge 
to the public history of the country. He strenuously advocated the legislative 
independence of his country, but when the Act of ITnion passed, he loyally 
accepted its provisions, and for a time represented an English constituency 
(Malton, 180S). Though a Protestant, he unceasingly advocated the claims d 
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Oie Roman Catholics to equality of political rights, and may be said to have 
died while presentinc their petition at We si minster 16 May, 1820. A roemoii 
of hb life and times bas been written by his son Henry. 

The following works of Grattan have been published : &>eeekti in the Iriih 
and in the tm-ptrial Parliament (1822) ; Speecha, jdtk a Commejitary on kit 
Oareer and Charactrr by D. 0. Maddm (1645) : Mitatlancaus Wmkti (1622). 

Hia second son, Henry, bom in 1789 and mentioned above, was also a 
member of the Inn. He sat in Parliament as representative of the city of 
Dublin from 1826 to 1830, and of Mealh from 1831 to 1852. He died 16 July, 



GRAY, JOHN. Lawtke. 1807—1875. 

Admitted 24 January, 1834. 

Seventh aon of George Gray, of Aberdeen, where he was born. He began 
life as a solicitor. He was called to the Bar 26 Jan. 1838, was made a Queen's 
Coonael in 1863, and appointed Reader three years later. He became Solicitor 
to the Treasury in 1870, and in that capacity wsb the prosecntor of the 
Tichborne Claimant. He died 23 Jan. 1875. 

He is known as the author of Oray'i Country Attontty't Practiee (1836) ; 
Oroy"* Country Solicitor's Prattict (1837) ; and a book on CoaU—aH of them well 
known books in their time. 



GBEATRAKES, WILLIAM. LiwvKR. About 1723—1781. 

Admitted 19 March, 1750-1. 

Thii-d son oF Alan Greatrakes of Yoiighal, co. Cork. He was born at 
Waterford about 1723. Though entered at the Middle Temple, he was called 
to the Bar in Ireland 1761, from which, however, he soon retired. He died 
9 Aug. 1781 at Hungerford on his way to London. His name is now chiefly 
remembered as figuring on the long fiat of possible authors of the Letters of 
' mat, but with, apparently, no sort of clnim. 



0RZ8LET, WILLIAM. Divine. 1801—1876. 

Admitted 4 May, 1822. 

Eldest son of Richard Gresley of the Middle Temple (and of Stowe 
Hooie, Lichfield). His mother's name was Grote, and he was a cousin of 
Qrote, the historian. He was educated at Westniinater, where he was a King's 
scholar, and at Oxl'ord, where he graduated 1823 in classical bononrs. Being 

Erevented pursuing his studies for the Bar by defective eyesight, he look Holy 
irdere, and, after holding other cures, in 1657 settled at Boyue Hill, near 
Maidenhead, where he di^ 19 Nov. 1876. 

His writings, all of them of a theglogival character, and in support of 
English Hi^b Church views, are too numerous for detail here. The most 
popular of l^em, the stories of a relipoua and sociaj character, he published in 
the Englithman'i Library, which he edited in conjunction with Edwanl 
Churton (1840 — 1846), the best known perhaps being Oiurch-Clavering, or 
tht Seheolmatter, in which he developed his views on education. His work on 
3%« &«(Kwni o/ th* ffiiuttentk Century, published in 1679, has prefixed a Life 
r (rf the Author by S. C. Austen. 
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GREVILLE, FULKE, fint BARON BROOKE. Pobt. 1664—1628. 

Admitted 11 February, 1580-1. 

On the RcpiBter he appears as " Fiillte Grevell, Esq." He was the only ?on 
of Sir Fulke Grevillc of Beauthnnip (kiurt, Warwickshire, where he was Iwm 
in 1654. Hia mother was Ann, daughter of Ralph Nevill, Eatl of Weetnior- 
land. He became a favourite of Elizabeth and James I., and a friend of 
Sir Philip Sidney and the leading Witaand StatesDien of the time. He served 
in the wars in the Low Countries and in NormandT. In 1598 he was 
"Treasurer of the Havj." and in 1614 Chancellor of the Exchequer. He 
succeeded to the title of Lord Brooke in 1621. He was murdered l)y one of 
his dependants, and died 30 Sept 163B. 

He was an ardent student of literature, but published little during his life. 
Hia Tragedift and Poems were printed in 1623, his history of Five Years of

GREY, CHARLES, stcoiid EARL GREY. Statesman. 1764—1845. 
Admitted 7 May, 1783. 

Eldest sou of Charles Grey, Knight of the Bath (afterwards first Earl 
Grey). He began his political caieer as member for Northumberland, which 
be represented till his father's death in IWT. From that time till his death 
he took a, leading part in public aHalrs. In 1793 he assifited in forming the 
" Society of the Friends of^ the People," and in 1797 introduced into Parlia- 
ment a plan for Reform. He wns one of those who opposed the Union of 
Ireland. In 1806 he was made Lord Howick, and joined the Ministry of Jjord 
Grenvilie as First Lord of the Admiralty, and subsequently as Foreign 
Secretary. In 1830, on the downfall of the Duke of WelUneton's Ministry, 
he became Prime Miniet«r, and introduced the first Reform Bill, which was 
carried in 1632. He resigned office in 1834, and died 17 July, 1845.

He was a large contributor to periodica] literature, and publjebed manf 
volumes of poem* and ibeologioal works, some of wbich obtained lawe popu- 
imxity as hia Wordg of Faith and Char (1874), and bis Hymn, publiahed in 
Sohkffs Chrid in, Sony (1870), " Come ye lofty, come ye lowly." 



GWAVAS or GUAVAS, WILLIAM. Cornish Writer. HiTG— 1741. 
Admitted 31 Maicb, 1686. 

Son and heir of William Owavas, late one of the ancient Masters of tbe 
Utter Bar. He was bom in Suffolk 6 Deo. 1676. He was originally articled 
t« a solicitor in Lyon's Inn, Settling in Cornwall, he devoted liimself to the 
study of its ancient language, and was inBtruraental in compiling the Oomish 
Tocabnlary for Tonkin^s projected Hiitory of CarmoalL Some of Gwavaa's 
Uanuacripta are preserved at the British Muuenm. 



QWINNET or GWINNETT, RICHARD. Dka-Matibt. rf. 1717. 

Admitted 32 June, 1697. 

Son and buir of George Gwinnett of Great Sharington (Shurclington), 
GloocesUrehire. He was educated at Cbrist's Church, Oxfoni. He never 
practiBed at the Bar, but presenta tbe singular s[>ectack of a whole life spent 
in a coirespondeDce arising out of a love attachment between hiraaelt' and 
Elizabeth Thomas, the " Corinna " of Dryden and Curl!, subsequently pub- 
lished in two volumes under the title of Pylades and Gorinna, or Memmn of 
At Liva, Amfmn, and Ifritingt of B. G. and Mr». E. Thamaa, jun. It is 
melancholy to think that all this correspondence ended in disappointment. 
No wedding ever came of it, and Gwinnet died of consumption 16 April, 1717. 
The aecond volume of the Correspondence uontains a play ty Gwinnet, entitled 
The CountTTi Squire, or a Ckridnuu Qtvmhol 



GWTN, FRANCIS. Pouticiak. About 1648—1734. 

Admitted 20 May, 1687. 

Son and heir of Edward Gwyn of Llansannor, Glamorganshire. Bom in 
Somersetshire 1648. Preferring politics to law, he was returned to Parliament, 
in which he represented various constituencies between 1673 and 1727. In 
1676 he became Clerk of the Council, and he was twice Under Secretary of State. 
In 1701 he was made a Privy Councillor, and iul713— 14 was Secretary at 
War. His only legal appointments were the Recordcrship of Totnea and the 
Stewardship of Brecknock. He died 2 June, 1734, at Ford Abbey, his 
Splendid seat in Dorset. He wai known as "Rochester's Gwyn" from 
his close friendahip with that nobleman.

HAKE, THOMAS GORDON. Phybician and Pobt. 1809—1895. 

AdmitUiil Z July, 1828. 
Eldest son of Tliomeis Bedford Hake of Eiekr. He was born at Leeds 
10 March, 1809. He wan educated at Chrisl's Hospital and aubsequenMy at 
EdinbuiKh and GUisgow, at which latter University he graduated. He 
practised medicine firat at Brighton and then at Bury St. Edmunds and 
Roehampton, but spent much time in travel, and finally gave himself up 
almost entirely to the cultivation of poetry. In this he waa encouraged by 
the Ro«settis and othera, who had been attracted to him by the publication of 
his Valdamo, or Tht Ordeal of Art-worAip, firat published as Vaies in 1840. 
In 1866 he published The Worlds Epitaph, which included Bome earlier 
poems : in 1871 Madeline and otiier Poena; in 1672 ParabUi and Tola; in 
1879 LegetvU of the Morrow; in 1880 Maiden Eciiasy ; in 1883 Th* Setrpenl 
Play; and in 1890 The Neic Day, a collection of Sonnets. He abo wrote 
some novels, but they had leaa merit than his verse, and an Autobiograjihy. 
He died 11 Jan. 1696. Hie poems were never " popular," being written 
professedly " for the few." 



HALIBUETON, JAMES. EGYProLoaiai. 1788— 18G2. 

Admitted 17 January, 1807. 

Second son of James Burton of Quarry hiU, near Tunhridge, Kent, originally 
Haliburton, and who resumed that name in 1836. James the younger was 
born 2S Sept. 1788, and educated at Trinity College, Cambridge, wheie he 
took his tirst degree in 1810. In 1822 he proceeded to Egypt, where be took 
jart in a geological survey under Mehemet Ali, and made extensive explora- 
tions, the results of which were embodied in his Colleelanea j^gyptiaea in 
sixty-three volume^ now in the British Museum. He died 22 Feb. 1862, and 
was buried in Edinburgh, whert upon bis tomb he is rightlj" described as "a 
zealous investigator in Egypt of ita Languages aud Antiquities." 



HALIFAX, MARQUESS OF. See SAVILE, GEORGE. 



HALL, Sir CHARLES. Lawtkb. 1814—1883. 

Admitted 11 November, 1835. 

Fourth son of John Hall of Charlton -over- Wedlock, Lancashire. He was 
born on 14 April, 1814. He began his career in a solicitor's office. On his 
CftU to the Bar 23 Nov, 1638, he read with tie celebrated conveyancer Lewis 
Duval. In 1839 he was admitted to Lincoln's Inn, and became one of tJie 
recognised leaders of the Chancery Bar. In 1872 he was mode a Bencher of 
the lim, and in the following year succeeded to a Vice-Chancellorship and was 
knighted. He was Reader at the Inn in 1878. He died 12 Dec. 1883. 



HALL, Sib CHARLES. Recorder op Lohdos. 1843—1900. 

Admitted 13 May, 1872. 

Second son of Vice -Chance I lor Hall (o.p.). He was born 3 Aug. 1843. He 
was educated at Harrow and Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated 
in 1866. He was admitted at the Middle Temple from Lincoln's Inn (where 
he had b«en called to the Bar in 1866), and was elected a Bencher 7 Nov. 1884.

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H« was gaietted a Q.C. in 1681, and knighted fur his services as repreMntative 
at ihe Oonrerence at Washington on the Rules of Navigation in 1890. He was 
elected Recorder of London 8 Feb, 1893, and in 1899 was gwom in of the 
Privy Council. For some time he sat in Parliament for C^aiiibridgeahire, and 
iubsequently, 1892, for the Holhoni Division of Kinabury. He died 9 March, 
1900. Besides bis other nppoistnienta he held the post of Attorney -General 
to the Prince of Wales, with whose friendship he was honoured.

HAMMOND, JAMES. Politician amd Poet. 

Admitted 14 Jauuaiy, 1723-4. 
Second son of Antony Hammond of Somersham, Huntingdoi

educated at Westminster, where through a schoolfellow be wns brought into 
connection with the Earl of Chestcrhdd, nnd through hlni to the Court circle 
of Frederick Prince of Wales. Through the lattet's influence he entered 
Parliament ; but he is now chiefly remembered for bis Lovt Elegia, composi- 
tions inspired, it is said, by bis passion fur Catherine Dashwood, a Court 
beAuty, and sometime lady of the bedchamber to Queen Charlotte. They are 
imitations of TibuUus, and obtained much reputation, though condemned by 
Johnson as "frigid pedantry " having "neither passion, nature, nor mannew."

He wua admitted the same day as his 
brother Richard, being then but twelve years u[ ace. He was educateil much 
abroad, and is «poken of by Bamet as "one of tJie leomedest gentlemen he 
ever knew." He llrst entered Parliament for BuckinghamxhiTe in 1679 and 
acted with the Leader ot the Oppositiun. He was charged with complidtT 
in the Bye Houbc Plot arid committed to the Tower (1683). He subsequently 

C' 'aded guilty and was condemned to death, but pardoned on payment of a 
e. He was again returned to Fai Haiti en t, where be signalised himself bv 
bis seal for popular rights. He failed, however, to he returned in 168tJ and 
agun in 1696, and his disappointments led to his death by bis own hand 
10 Dec. of that year. He left behind him several pamphlets ot a political 
character. 



HANNEN, JAMES, fird BARON HANNEN uf BURDOCK. Judgk. 

1821—1894. 
Admitted 30 October, 1841. 
Eldest son of James Hannen of Dulwich. He was educated at SL Paul's 
School and Heidelberg Uuivenity. He was called to the Bar 14 Jan. 1848. 
In 1863 he was appointed Junior Counsel to the Tieasury, and in 1867 was 
engaged at the liial of the Manchester Fenians^ Alien, Larkin, Goold, and 
Shore. In the following year he was niaile SerJesnt-at-Law and a Judge of 
the Queen's Bench and knight«d. In 1872 he was transferred lo the Court 
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of FrDbat«nDd Divotc«, of which Cotut he hecaue PreHident under die Jndieft- 
tun> Act of 1876. He was elected a. Bencher of the Inn in 187B, nnd EUader 
in the following year. In 1891 he was appointed a Lord of Appeal, nnd at 
the same time created a Banin for life with the title of Lord Hannen of 
Burdock. Lord Hannen is l>eet remembered in connection with the Parnell 
Commisflion, of which he was Presideut in 1888, and as one of the atbitratora 
on the fiehring Sea Question at PariB in 1892. 



HARBERT. .'i« HERBERT. 

HARCOURT or HARECOURTE, ROBERT. TRiVHLUtB. 

About 1674— leai. 
Admitted 10 March, 1G93-3. 

"Son and heir of Walter Harcouric of Staunton Harcourte, co. Oifotd, 
Knight." He waa bom at Ellenhall in StalTordshire and educated at Oxford. 
In IGOO he went on s voyage to Guiana and wrote on account of hia 
adventures in 1613, which waa reprinted in Purchas'a Pilgrimes in 1626 and 
in the EaTlnan Mitctllany. He died 20 May, 1631. 



HARDINGE, GEORGE. Lawyer, Poet, and Essatist. 1743—1816. 
Admitted 15 May, 17G4. 

Eldest son of Nicholas Hardinge (q.v.), he was horn in Kingston-on-Thames 
on 92 June, 1743. He was called to the Bar 9 June, 1789, and in 1782 
became Kin^s Counsel and Solicitor-General to the Queen. He was alwj 
Counsel for uie East India Compnny, nnd had a seat in Parliament. He was 
Reader in 1789 and Treasurer ot the Inn in 1791. He died in 1816, at which 
time he held the pneitiou of a Welah Judge. He is the author of the 
following treatiees : Lettert to Burke on the Impeachmml of Warren Hastingi ; 
Tht Eumct of Malom ; Tlu Filial Tribvie ; Three Semtonef by a Layman ; E»aay 
on the (.'barader of Jomithixn ; The Rutitan Chief, an Ode. 



HARDINGE or HARDING, NICHOLAS. CLAaaiCAL ScHOLiK and 

AKTiQniRT. 1699—1768. 

Admitted IS October, 1721. 

Son and heir of the Rev. Gideon Hardinge of Eingaton-on -Thames, in 
which place he was born on 7 Feb. 1699. He was called to the Bar 26 Nov. 
1726. Jn 1731 he obtained the office of Clerk of the House of Commons, and 
in 1752 becauitt Joint Secretary to the Treasury. In 1748 and again in 1764 
he represented the borouRh of Eye in Parliament. He died in 1816, and haa 
left behind — Poemt, Latin, Oreek and Englitk, iraiA an £esay on Government 
(1818). 



HARDWICKE, EARLS OF. Stc YOHKE, PHILIP (1690—1764) a 
YORKE, PHILIP (1720—1790). 
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HARDY, FRANCIS. Biookaphzr. 1751—1812. 

Admitted 27 January, 1772. 
Son anil heir of Henry Hardy of Dublin. He was educated at Trinity 
Collide, Dublin, and called to the Irish Bar in 1777. He took aouie part in 
politics, und for .lotne time sat in the Irish House of Comuonn ; but his 
inclinations were towards literuture, And he co-operated with Lord Charlemont 
in the eatnblishment of the Royal Irish Aca.demy. He subsequently undertook 
the publication of some of tlie writinRS and the Memoirs of that nobleman, 
the latter of which appeared in 1810. In 1806 he received the appointment 
of CJommiasioner of Appeals in Dublin. He died 26 July, 1812. 



HARLEY, EDWARD. Politician. 1664—1735. 

Admitted 18 March, 1681-2. 

Second son of Edward Harley of Bramton (Bramptou) Castle, ca Hereford, 
Knight of the Bath. He was called to the Bar S5 May, 16SS. In 1699 he was 
made Recorder of Leominster, which tiorotigh he subsequently represented in 
Parliament. lu 1702 he obtained the appointment of Auditor of the Imprest, 
which he held during lite. In this lucrative office he was charged with 
embezzlement, but triumphantly cleared himself. He took an active pai't in 
the proccedingx which lea to the establishment of William HI. on the throne, 
and in Parlisment be vigorously aiipport«d the policy of his brother (j. v.), the 
Earl of Oxford. He died in New SquHre, Lincoln's Inn, 30 Aug. I73fi. 

HARLEY, Sir ROBERT. Mastbh or the Mint. 1679— 1C56. 

Admitted 24 October, 1590. 

Son and heir of Thomna Harley of Brampton Castle, Herefordshire. He 
was educated at Oxford, where his tutor was Cadwallader Owen, known as 
" Sic Doceo." He resided iu the Temple till the cottination of James I., when 
he was knighted. He represented Radnor, and aulisequently the countv of 
Hererord in Parliament, and in 1626 was :uade Master of the Mint, from 
which office he was dismissed by the Parliament in 1649 for refusing to use 
a new stamp. During the Lon^ Parliament he eat on many important com- 
mittees, and was active in the proceediuga against Stratford. His castle of 
Brampton Bryan was besieged in 1643 hy the royal forces, bnt resoluti^ty 
defended by his wife Brilllana. It was captured in the fallowing year, and 
burnt, with its library and other valuable contents. He died 6 Nov. 1656. 
His grandson Robert (^.fl.) was created Earl of Oiford in I71I. 



HARLEV, ROBERT, ^r«( EARL o/ OXFORD, 1661—1724. 

Admitted 18 Match, 1681-2. 

Son and heir of Edward Harley of Brampton Castle, co. Hereford, Knight 
of the Bath, and gmndsun of Sir Robert Harley (q.v.). He was admittiid the 
same day as his brother Edward (q.v.). His career aa a Statesman forms [mrt 
of the public hisUiij of the country. He was born 5 Dec. 1661. In 1688 he 
seized Worcester for the Piince of Orange. In 1701 he was elected Speaker 
of the Houne of Commons, and in 1704 was made Chief Secretary of State. 
He was created Earl of Oxford 24 May, 1711, and became Lord Treasurer the 
tame year. In 1714 he was expelled from otiice, and in 171& imprisoned in 
the Tower. In 1717 he was impeached, but acquitted and released (1 July). 
He died 21 May, 17S4. He was also a member of Liucola'e Ititi, where ne 
was admitted 20 July, 1701. 
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HARRINQTON «■ HAHINQTON JAMES. 

Admitted 27 Octolwr, 1631. 
Son and heir of Sir Sapooate Harrington of Band, Liutolnshire, a 
member of a, very old Worceate rehire family. He entered at Oxford, but 
left without a de;.'ree, and n-ent on a continental tour. Betumint;, he devot«d 
himself to studv, and ia said to have translaled Sanderson's De Juramenti 
Obligatitme, whilst attendant upon Charles 1. at Hohoby House. This was 
published in 1655. His chief literary performance, however, washiainuiBinary 
sketch of a perfect political Commonwealth entitled Oetana. published in 
1666, a work pronounced by Hume as "the only valuable model of a Com- 
monwealth extant" Besides this he wrote some twenty tracts or trealise«, 
nioatly on the same subject, and many of them arising out of the controversy 
to which its publication f(ave rise. His complete works were published by 
Toland in a fulio volume in 1700. In 1861 he was for some time imprisoned 
in the Tower, a confinement which affected liis health mentally and bodily, 
and he died of paratysiaat Westminster 11 Sept. 1677. 



HARBIS, GEORGE.

Eldest SOD of George Harris, solicitor, of Rugby, where he was bom 6 May, 
1809. He was called to the Bar 13 Jan. \Si3. Taking to literary pursuits, 
he published a Life of Lord Hanlwcke iu 1847. In 1853 he became Deputy- 
County Court Judge of the Bristol disli-ict ; in 1861 Acting Jud^^e of the 
County Court at Birmingham ; and in 1662 Registrar of the Bankruptcy Catut, 
Manchester, from which, however, he was compelled to retire in 1868 from ill 
health. Meanwhile he interested himself in. a project for forming a collection 
of historical manuHCript^ which should be accetaible to iuijuirerg, which led 
later on to the formation of the Historical Manuscripts Commission. 
Mr. Harris was a member of niBiiy learned societies, aud one of the foundera 
of the Psychological Society. He found a friend and patron in Lord 
Brougham, of whom he contributed a Meuioir to the Lain Mauruint and 
Seinrvi, and which was published separately 1868. He also left liehind him, 
besides many contributions to periodical literuture, treatises on The Thti>rti of 
Bepresenlalum {I86i') ; Civilimtion CansidcTeil iii a Scittxe (1B61) ; Prineipia 
prima Legum (18<;5) ; 7Tu Theory of Ihr. ArU ; and in 1888 he printed for 

Srivate circulation an Autobio^aphy, with a preface by Sir Benjamin Ward 
Ichardson.

After practising for 

some time at the Chanceiy Bar, he was appointed Vice -Chancellor in 1827, 

receiving at the same time the honour of Xnighthood. A few months later he 

' Bucceedea Lord Manners as Chancellor of Ireland. From this office he retired 

in 1830, and died the following year (6 Dec.) It is stated in Burke's HUtory 

of the ChanccUore that " not a Eingle decision of his was ever varied or 

reveraed." 



HAEVEY, BEAUCHAMP BAGENAL. Iai8H Leader. 1762—1798. 
Admitted 27 June, 1775. 

Son anil heir of Francis Harvey of Bargay Castle, Wexford. He was 
educated at Trinity College, Dublin, and was called to the Iriah Bar in 1782. 
\ He became a leader amongst the " United Irishraeo," and in 1798 waa elected 
their commander-in-chief, in which capacity he demanded the surrender of 
New Boas, where, however, the insurgente were repulsed, after which he was 
deposed from the command. Taking to flight, ho was captured, tried and 
condemned to death, which he suffered, by hangine, at Wexford 26 June. 
Daring his brief leadership in the RehellJon, in which he seems to have been 
ui nnwUling participator, he did all in hia power to restrain bis followers 
from plunder and excesses. 



HARVEY, FRANCIS. Jddoe. d. 1632. 

Admitted 11 February, 1681-2. 

Second son ot Stephen H.irvey of Cottcnen (Cottingham), co. Northampton. 

He waa admitted from Barnard's Inn and became Reader atthe Middle Temple 

in 1611. He became Recorder of Leicester in the following year, a Scrjettnt- 

' «-Law in 1614, and was raised to the Bench of Common Pleus in 1624, whicli 

dignity he retained till his death in 1622. 



HASTINGS, EDWARD, BARON HASTINGS u/ LOUGHBOROUGH.

Admitted 2 February, 1562-3. 

Third son of George Hastings, third Baron Hastings of Hastings and lirst 
Eurl of Huntingdon. He was a person nC great distinction in Tudor times. 
He was knight*^ in 1546 and took part in the expedition to Scotland the 
following year. In 1647 and 1552 he sat in Parliament for Leicester. Un 
the death of Edwaid VI. he declared tor Queen Mary in opposition to the 
Dnke of Northumberland, and waa made a Privy Councillor and her Master 
of Horse, and in 1655 a Knight of the Garter. He was created Baron 
Hastings in 1668. He was one of the lords sent to escort Elizabeth to 
London, but was by her sent ta the Tower in 1661 for " hearing mass." After 
I bis liberation he retired into Buckiughanishire where he died 6 March, IS73,

HASTINGS, HENRY, third EAEL of HUNTINGDON. IBSB— IBM. 

Admittoi 2 February, 1562-3. 

Eldest son of Francis Hastings, second EarL He wrr knighted b; 
Edward VI. in 1546, summoned to Parliament as Baron Hastinat in ]6B9, 
and succeeded to the Eartdoiu in 1S6I. Through his mother, the daughter of 
Lord MnniAciite, he claimed the right of succeasion to the throne next to 
Elizabeth. He was an ai-dent Protestant and friend of the UiTgiienots, and, 
therefore, nn opponent of the claims of Mary Queen of Scot?, whose keeper he 
for eome time was. In 1679 he was made a Knight of the Garter. He died 
14 Dec 1E95. 

His brother, George, who became the third Earl, was admitted to the Inn 
on 2 Feb. 1563-4. 

HATSELL, Sir HENRY. Jcbqe. 1641— I7U. 

Admitted 3 March, 1659-60. 

Eldest son of Henry Hatsell of Soltram, co. Devon. He was called to the 
Bar 17 May, 166T, and beuame Serjeant^at-Law in 1689. Eight years after{1697) 
he was created n Baron uf the Exchequer and knighted, which poaitiou he held 
till 1702, when he was removed. He waa indge at the trial of S|iencer 
Cowper (q.v.) for the murder of Misa Stout, He died in April 1714. His son 
Henry was Treasurer of the Inn in 1770. 

HATSELL, JOHN. Jdeist. 1743—1820. 

Admitted 22 December, 1750. 

Eldest son of Henry HatseJI of the Middle Temple, and grandson of Sir 
Henry Hatsell (q. O.J. He was called to the Bar 20 May, 1767, and to the 
Bench of the Inn 23 Jan. 1789. He filled the office of Cliief Clerk lo the 
House o( Commons for twenty-nine years (1768 — 97). Ho was appointed 
Reader in 1796, Treasurer in 1802, and at the time of his death in 18^ was 
Senior Bencher of the Inn. He was buried with much Bolemnitv in the 
Temple Church on 24 Oct 1820.

Admitted 14 May, 1813. 

Second son of William Havelock of Ingress Park, Dartford, but he was 
bom at Ford HaU, Durham, in 1796. During his short residence of two 

KITS at the Temple he was a pupil in ihe chambers of Mr. Chitty (<).vX 
ring as a fellow pupil Thomas Noon Taltourd (q.vX the future judge, with 
whom he contracted a life friendship. But Havelock's heart was not in his 
legal stndies, but in the stirring scenes in the Peninsula, where his brother 
William was Bcrvinjt in the Army under Wellington, and in July, 1816, u 
month after Waterloo, he himself obtained a Commission in the 95th 
Begiment. In this capacity he served with reputation through the Burmese 
(1824) and other wars, but it was not till 1838 he attained the rank of 
ciptain. He took part with his regiment in the Afghan war (1839), the 
Gwalior campaign (1843), the tirst campaign agjftinst the Sihka (1646), and in 
the Persian Expedition (1857), but, though raiseu to the rank of General for his 
service*, he still remained a couparativdy obdcure man till his extraordinary 
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efforla for the relief of Cnwnpore and Lucknow filled all Europe with hia 
f&me. For his hernic nervioes in this campaign he wns made a Knight 
Companion of the Bath, and a Baronet, but he did not live to enjoy these 
honours. Hi» exertions had destroyed his heoltli, and he died of dysentery at 
Lucknow 24 Nov, 1857. Memoire of Sir Henry Havelock have been written 
by J. C. Marshmau, J, T. Headly, W. Brock. W. Owen, and J. P. Orsnt, 
and he hoe himaelf left A Narrative of the War in Affghaniaan. 1837-9. 
2 vols. 8vo. Condon (1840). 



HAWKINS, Sir JOHN. Navai. Commakdeh. 1532—1595. 

Admitted 24 February, 1593-4. 

Second son of William Hawkins of Plymouth. This ia the celebrated 
naval commander, the companion of Drake (q.u.), iind Frobiaher {q.v.), and hia 
admiKion to the Inn was, no doubt, like theirs, eatuA hanorU. He ia 
described on the Register as "John Hawkines, Enight," admitted specially by 
Mr. Cavelt, the Render, and the event occurred after bia return from haroaaing 
the coast* of Spain with Frubisher. He was then in his sixty-first year, 
havin;; been born at Plvroouth in 1532. His achievements are too numeroua 
tn recount, but he is (test known aa one of the joint Commanders of the 
Fleet against the Spanish Armada iu 1568. He sat in Parliament for hia 
native town, and in 1573 held the office of Secretary to the Navy. He died 
in Dominica IS Nov. 1595, and was burled at sea ;'but a monument was 
erected to his memory in the church of St. Dunstan's-in- the- East, which 
perished in the great lire. The inscription, however, is preserved by Stow. 
He founded a hospital for disabled seamen, known aathe "Chest of Chatham," 
the original of Greenwich Hospital 



HAY, JAMES, firA EARL of CARLISLE. i. 1636. 

Admitted 16 March, I60S-9. 

Son of Sir James Hay of Kingask. He waa bom at Pitscorthy, in Fife- 
ahire. He is ilescribHl in the Register as "Jacobus Hayes, Dils. Hayes, unua 
generosorum Camera) Regis." In 1615 he was created'a Peer of tiie Realm 
under the title of Lord Hay of Sawley in the county of York. Three veara 
later he was made Viwount Doncaster, and iu 1622 advanced to the Earldom 
of Carlisle. He was employed in many weighty mutters of State, and was 
twice sent aa Ambassador to France. In private lite he was noted for bid 
extravo'.'ance. At bis death bis debts aomunted to £80,000, and during hia 
life ia said to have spent £400,000, and ■< left not a house or an acre of land to 
be remembered by. 

HAY or HAYE, WILLIAM. Politioal and Philosophical Whiter. 

1696— 17C5. 
Admitted 24 May, 1715. 

The parentage is not given in the Register, but he was probably the second 
son of William Hay, M.P., of Glynde bourne. Susses, wbore he was bora 
21 August, 1695. He entered the Middle Temple from Lincoln's Inn. In 
1734 he entered Parliament aa a supporter of Sir Robert Walpnie, auil whs 
rewarded with the post of Commieaioner of the Victualling OfHce, and after- 
wards of Keei'er of the Records in the Tower, He died in 1765.

He began h(e 
as a eolicitor in Leamington, fie was called to the Bar 29 Jan. 1830, and in 
1866 receirod the order of the Coif. In 1861 he wna made Recorder of 
LeiCBster, and in 1668 a Judge of the Qneen'a Bench, with Ibe honour' 
of kniuhthood, but died suddenly the following year (24 Nov.). He was a 
man of extensive clasajcal acquirements and a liumourigt, his e1<'gy on the 
extinction of John Doe and BtcharH Eue, his song on the case of The Dog and 
the Cad, and his admirable satire on the altstruse pleading and special demurren 
under Che New Rules of 1834 (of whicli Baron Parke, afterwards Lord 
Wenaleydale, was part author and strenuous defender^ being pleaeantty 
remtjmbered. 

HAYES, Sir THOMAS. Lord Mayor. rf. 1817. 

Admitted 11 August, 1605. 
Hia [larentage is not given in the ReRi-iter, but he was the son of Thomas 
Hayes of Westminster. He was of the Urapeis' Company, and was knighted 
by James I. at Whitehall 2S July, 16U», He was elected Alderman of 
Bishopggate on 22 Dec. of the same year, served the o&ee of Sheriff in lOO^ 
and became Lord Mayor ten years latei 
St. Mary, Aldemianbury, 29 Sept. 1617.

He also wrote a Life rf MiUon (1794) and other 
works in prose, not without merit, but now little known. His learning 
and abilitiea, however, were of no mean order, and his character amiable.

HAYWARD, ABRAHAM. 



Ebbatist and Has or Letteks. 
laoi— 1884. 
Aaniitwd 14 July, 1831>. 
Eldest eon of Joseph Hayward of Upwa3-, Somerselshire. He was born at 
Wilton, near Salisbury. He wa9 educated at Blundell'a School, Tiverton, and 
auhseqaentlv under a private tutor. He entered at the Middle Temple from 
the Inner temple, and waa called to the Bar 15 June, 1832, but devoted 
himself chiefly to literary studies. In 1828 he established the Laa> Magasine, 
and between 1858 and 1874 published BufrapH'kal and Critical Eimys. He is 
beat known, however, as the translator of Fansl (1833), as an able but some- 
what acrimonious controverBialist, and also as a convcrsationaliBt of accurate 
information and knowledge. He died in SL James'n Street S Feb. 1884. 



HEATH, BENJAMIN. Tiieolooian, SchoUB and Cbitic. 

1704—1766. 
Admittcd28 June, 1721. 

Eldest son of Benjamin Heatii, a uierchaut of Esetw, sheie he woh lx>m 
on 20 April, 1704. On 3 Jan. 1724, he passed to the Inner Terapla, hut waa 
re-adwitled at the Middle 6 Juuu, 1729. He inherited a lat«e fortune from 
his father, and was thus able to devote himself to travel and study without 
dependence on the law. He was, however. Town Clerk of Exeter from 1752 
to bis death. In 1763 he was made a D.C.L. of Oxford by diploma. He took 
an active part in the resistance of Devanahire to Lord Butcs excise duty on 
cider. He died at Exeter 13 Sept. 1766. The following are hia published 
works : An Eaay towardt a DeTJumiirative Proof ^ (Ae Dimne ExuUnct, Unity, 
tmd AltrihuU* (1740) ; Notce, sive Lectiana, ad Irojicorum Gracorwm wterum 
JEechyli, Sophodis, Eurimdi* DramiUa (1763) ; ExMe Duty on Cyder and Perry 
[PamphletJ(17e3) ; A Revival of 8haiapear^$ Tart (1765). 



HELWYS or ELLOWES, Sm GERVASE Liectenant or the Towhb. 

1561—1615. 
Admitted 26 May, 1579. 

Son of John Helwys of Askbam, co. Nottingham, where he was baptized 
1 Sept. 1561. He was admitted to the Middle Temple from New Inn. His 
uncle, Geoffrey, Alderman of the City of London, and Sheriff in 1610, was ako 
a member of the Inn. The nephew was knighted by James I. 7 May, 1603. 
On the committal of Sir Thomas Overbury (j.v.) to the Tower in 1613, Heiwj-a 
was appointed Lieutenant of the prison UirouRn the influence of the Earl of 
Northampton and Robert Corr (Lord Rochester), and he is supposed to have 
become their instrument for doing him to death, for which he was tried and 
condemned on 18 Nov. 1616, though it may lie doubted whether he was 
directly concerned in the matter. He was banged on Tower Hill two daya 
later, the only instance which has come to iiKht of a Middle Templar sharinf; 
toch a fate. 
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HEKLEV, ANTUONY. Wit. 4. i»Il. 

Admitted 3 Maj, IGM. 
Son nd hcU u( Sir Bobert UenW, one of the Anoeutn of tlte Beadt 
(of the Grange, Arletfun], Baut«), and gnndson of Sir RoIkK Henley, onoe 
HaNt«r of the King'* Bench. Anthon; was tdacated at Oxford, wb^ he 
I leijiured a wide knowledge of (lie ClasEics, which, with an ample fortune, 
ieeurcd him a wi'lcome in London amonftst the wita of the dar. He wss 
eMpci'kllj? It friend of Hwifl, who frequently refers to him in fau LtUen to 
HUMa, and be wiw a contributor to the Toiler, the MtdUf, and the ^tttatvr. 
Ur wu aI«o an eicelli^t musician and a friend and patron of the PorcelU. 
He died in Aug. 1711. 

IIRNRY, Sia THOMAS. Pouce MAaiBTRAiE. 1807—1876. 

Admitted 26 May, 1825. 

Second non of Duvid Henry of Stephen's Green, Dublin, where he waa bom 
in 1807. HcRnLdiuitcil B.A. at Trinity Collate there in 1324. He was called 
to tlie Bur 23 .Inn. 1830, nnd mode Magistrate at Whitecbapel in 1840; 
Iranafern'd lo Bow Htri«l in 1846, where he l>ecame Chief in lfl64, with the 
hoiKiiir nf ktiif^Jitliij'ni. lu this capacity he acted as chief ad\TBer to the 
(lovrTjiiiirtii rj[i ;iitrriiiiiKlrative and police matters, and on questions relating 
U' piini.lKi.pii, iiii'i lie WM the draftsman of the Extradition Act now in force. 
Ill' jiuiHli^'iiii'ii i)ii.> charges against Nelnon and Brand in respect of the 
vtijL'iiiiuii ill (iiii'Lliin in Jamaica, and committed the accused for trial at the 
OKI Buik-y, uu which accnuitm Lord Chief Justice Cockbum (o^.) delivered hia 
chnrpe on the aubjuct of Martial Law to the grand jury. He died 16 June, 
IRTo. and was buried in the g^und of the Koman Catholic Church of 
St. Thomas, in Fulham. 

IIENSHAW, THOMAS. Sctektific Writer. 1618—1700. 

AdniiUed 31 April, 1636. 

Son and liuirof Bunjatui

on which hn went over to the Continent, where he spent aevoral years. On 
his return tu Kngknd he was called to the Bar S4 Nov. 1664, and on the 
Re«tontlioii was appointed the King's French Secretary and made a Privy 
Councillor. He was subsfiiuently (1672) Envoy -Extraordinary in Denmark. 
Hd died nt Kensington S Jan. 1700. 

Kliaa Ashntole (g.v.) refers to him as an expert in occult science, on which 
subject he contributed inpern to the Plnktophital Tratuattiont. He also 
tran>Ul«d from the Julian Salraedo's HiMory of China (1666), and edited 
Dr. Skinner'! Stymologiem ],ing«a Aitgliama (1671). 

HERBKRT or IIABRF.RT, RICHARD. Cotratt Maqsatk. rf, 1596. 
Ailinitled 3 Febniaiy, 16Tfl-6. 

Son and heir of Sir Edward llerlwrl o{ Klonk^omen'. He was the 
niirwenlativc of the grmt family of Herbert of the Welsh 'Marches, and was 
the tatlier of K.iwwd Herbert, llr«t l^rd HerK-M of Cberbury. He wa« 
■Sheritl of Mont^ininry in l&T6an>l 1Att4, and n>)>rr«cnled Montgomeryahire 
in pHrliainent in 108A, He whs a man of capacity and ooatage, wdl vened in 
litentntr, and an active nuunbuner of law and older alons the MudiM of 
WnW Hodi*dinl&96. 
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HERBERT or HAEBERT, Sir WILLIAM. AaTROLOOKB, Politioiaji 
AND Poet. d. 1593. 

Admilt«d 20 June, 1589. 

He is described in the Regietei' lis " William Harbert, Knight, of St. 
Jnliana, Monmouth," and waa the son of William Herbert of that place, and 
heir male of William Herbert, Eatl of Pembroke. There is Mome difficulty 
in his identiticalioD, but he is supposed to be the William Herbert knighted 
by Eliiabeth in 167B. He became a great student ot Diviiiitv, Aatrology. and 
Alchemy, and was for some time a disciple of Dr. John £)ee. In lfi86 he 
became an "undertaker" for the plantation of a colony in Munaier, 
endeavouring to introduce good Roverament after the English fashion, in 
which he temporarily succeeued. He died 4 March, 159S-3, 

He left behind him several writings in pi'oee and vene, including a Poem 
entitled Hydney (1586), and Crqftua, «m de IHbtniia Liber, publiahrd by the 
Roxburghe Club, 1887, and TrncU ov. the Plantation of MuiisUr, abstracts of 
which appear in the Calendar of State Papers (Irish) (1666 — S). 



HERICKE or BERRIUK, Sir WILLIAM. Goldbmith and Bankkh. 

15.'-i7— 1603. 
Admitted 12 August, 1606. 

He appears on the Register as " William Hericke, Knight" He ivas the 
son of John Bericke of Leicester, where he was Lorn in 1557. He came 
to London in 1574 as apprentice to his elder brother Nicholas, who was the 
father of Robert Herrick the poet. He afterwards aet up in bueiness on his 
own account, and became one of the most prosperous nf London merchants, 
and much in request at Court. He was employed by Elizabeth on a mission 
to the Grand Turk, from whom he brought back & complimentary letter in 
1681, In 1606 he was knighted by James I. He subsequently represented 
Leicester in Parliament, but became iuipoveriahed in the Civil Wars. He 
died 2 March, 1652-3. 

HERTFORD. MARQUESS OF. ,SV SEYMOUR. WILLIAM. 



HEWITT, JAMES, fint VISCOUNT LIFFORD. Irish Lord 

Chancillob. 1709—1789. 

Admitted 6 September, 1737. 

Son and heir of William Hewitt, a merchant of Coventry, where he was 
bom in 1709. He b^n life as an attorney in his native place. He was 
called lo the Bar 26 Kov. 1742. In 1766 he became Serjeant-at-Law, and 
was raised to the King's Bench in 1766. Two years later he became 
Chancellor of Ireland, and was raised lo the Irish Peerage as Baron Liffonl, 
to which a Viacounty was added in 1781. He died S8 April, 1789. 



HET, RICHARD. Matheiutician and Essayist. 1745— 183&. 

Admitted 7 November, 1768. 

Fifth son of Richard Hey of Pndspj-, York*., being brother of the Rev. 
John Hey, the well-known Divine, Norrisian Professor at Canibridge, and of 
William Hey, equally distinguished as b surgeon. Richard gmduatad Third 
Wrangler and Chancellor's Medallist at Cambridge in 1768. He was called 
to the Bar 6 Nov. 1771, from which, however, he soon retired and gave 
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himself h> literary labour. He died 7 Dec. 183S, leaving nnmerons worioi 
including CiawWiww on the Natare 0/ dvU Liberty and Govemmmt (1776) ; 
DiaertatMnu rm DmUing and Saicide (Prize Essays, 1784-&) ; Happinett and 
RigMt (1792); Same Principles of Civilizatioit (1815). He also published a 
Tragedy, The Captive Mtmarch (1794), and a Novel, Edin^n (1796), but his 
chief work was a Di^iartalitm on lie Pemicioiu Effecti 0/ Gaming, wtiidi 
gained the Univeraity Prize ia 1783. 

HEYWABD, THOMAa Americas Statbbma.i. 1746—1809. 

Admitted 10 January, 1765. 

Eldest son of Daniel Heyward of Chariest<iwn, South Ciirotiaa. He was 
born at St. Luke's, South Carolina, in 1746. After his course at the Temple 
he returned home and whs elected to the Congress of 177S, and was one of the 
signers of the Declaration of Independence of the United Statec In 1776 he 
was appointed a State Judge. He died in March, 1809. 



HIGDEN or HIGDON, HENBT. DRAMiTiar. 

Admitted S7 April, 1666. 

Second son of John Hij^don of St. Clement Danes, bom in Yorkshire. 
He was called to the Bar 14 May, 1686, but there ia no record of his ever 
practising the Law. In 1686 and 1687 he published Eesayi on the Satirit 
of Jvvenal, and in 1693 brought out a Comedy At Drury Lane, entitled 
The Wary Widow, in which there were so many drinking scenes that the 
actors all got fuddled before the end of the play. He appears to have been a 
friend of Dryden, Sedley, and other wits of toe time. 



HIGGONS, BEVILL. Pobt and Hibtorian. 1670—1736. 

Admitted 12 November, 1687. 

Third son of Sir Thomas Hi^onft(7.i'.) of Grewell, Hants. He matriculated 
at Osford in 1686 but afterwards removed to Cambridge. Whilst there he 
wrote some verses addressed to the Queen on Ihe Birth of a Ptinet, inserted in 
a, collection by the Univert^itv on the occasion. Wi^i his brother he was 
charged with plotting against the life of William III., and was committed to 

frison in 1695. From the time of his release till his death in 1735 he spent 
ia life in literary pursuits, and is Icnown as the author of the following 
works : The Oeneroun Conqueror, a Tragedy (170S) ; A lAort Vietc of the EngliA 
Hitlorij to (he Revolvtion 1688 (1723) ; BmiaTk» on Bishop fiumct'i Hidorf c/ 
hit own Timet (1726) ; History of Mary Qvtm of ScoU (1763). 



HIGGONS, Sir THOMAS. Diplomatibt and Acthok. 
Admitted 4 February, 1639-40. 

ev.' 

He marrieil tlie widov 
liimFielt lo politics. He represented Malniesbury and New Windsor i 
Parliament and was knighted in 1663, He was subsequently entrusted wil 
diplomatic missions to Paris and elsewhere, and on his return was elected for 
St. Germans, Cornwall, 1685. He died suddenly of apoplexy in the King's 
Bench in 1691, where he was a witness in a case between the Duchess of 
Albemarle and the Earl of Bath. He was the author of a Panegerick (in 
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Vent) to King GharUs m the Batoralion (1660) and of a HtOory of Ituf Bnjoo, 
Caplain-Giintral of the Otloman Arm^i in Gandia (1684). Hib son Bevill (g.t>.) 
wsa a member of the Middle Temple. 



HILL, GEORGE. Skhjeant-at-Law. 1716—1808. 

Admitted G January, 1733-4. 

Son and heir ot the Rev. Nathaniel Hill, D.D^ of Rowell (Rothwell), 
Northampton. He waa called to the Bar 27 Nov. 1741, but wai admitted a 
member of Lincoln's Inn on 25 April, 1766. He was made a Serleaat, and 
King's Serjeant in 177!. His knowledge of Cose Law was great, but hie 
apprehension oi general principle-t so oonl'uaed as to earn forhirn the nickname 
of ■' Serjeant Labyrinth.* He died 21 Feb. 1808, and was buried at Rolhwell, 
Northampton, in which county hie family waa of ancient settlement. Hie 
legal MSb. are preserved in the Library of Lincoln's Inn, 



HILL, Sir HUGH. JunoB. 1802—1871. 

Admitted 9 April, 1823. 
n of James Hill of Doneraile, co. Cork, where he was bom. 
IS educated in Dublin, and kupl his terms for two years at the King's 
L but, then joined the Middle Temple. He practised for many ycar» as a 
Special Pleader, and was not called to the Bar till 29 Jan. 1841. He was 
appointed Reader in 1856. He obuined silk in 1857, and was made s Serjeant 
and Judge of the Queen's Bencli in 1858. This position he held for four years, 
when failing health obliged hira to retire. His reputation as a Judge wac^ 
deservedly, a high one. He died 13 Oct. 1871. 



HILL, JAMES. Ahtiqdabv. i. about 172a 

Admitted, 27 November, 1716. 

Thill) son of John Hill ol Hereford. He was called to the Bar 19 Mar, 
1721, but he ia now remembered only in connexion with the collections he 
made from time 10 time for a history of the City and Coun^ of Hererord, 
which are referred to in Rawliuson's Topographer (1730). In 1716 he was 
elected a Fellow of the Society of Anticiuaries, and four years later of the 
Royal Society. Before the former Society he exhibited a large collection of 
drawings and plans, including a view of Tintem Abbey, subsequently engraved 
(orStevens'sifMiory p/Xncwnt j466<js(1723),anda Survey of Ariconium. He 
waa a friend and correspondent of Uie Anti'iuaries Drs. Qale and Stukele^'. 
The last years of his life were spent in Herefordshire, where he died either in 
17B7 or 1728. 



HOADLY, JOHN. Poet. 

Admitted 1 November, 1726. 



He held several preferments, including a prebendal stall at Winchester. 
He died 1776. 
He wrote some poems in Ilodtley'i ColUrtion, and edited bia father's works, 
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and is the attthor of th« following : Lmiei Bevmfit, a PadoTttl (ITSJ) ; JipUkhf 
an Oratorio (1737) ; PhfOe, a Fadaral (1748) ; the Force of TrvA, an Ontiorio 
(1764). He also revised Lillo's ^rrf*n o/ FcvtrAam, and wrote the FiftbActof 
MiUer'B Ma}uma. 



HOBHOUSE, Sir BENJAMIN. PoLraoiAH. 1757—1831. 

Admitted 7 Feliruary, 1776, 
Second son of John Hobhouse of Weatburr-on-Triin, Gloucesterehire. He 
was educuted at Bristol and Oxford. On 25 Bfay, 1761, he was called to 
the Bar, and was Reader at the lun iu 1836, la I79T lie entered Parliament, 
and devoted the rest of his life In political affairs. He was Secretarr of the 
Board of Control, and afterwards Chairman of Comniitti^es under Addtngtoii, 
and W(L9 made a Baronet in 1812. He died in Berkeley Square U Aue. 
1831. He wns the father of John Cam Hobhouse (q.v.), afterwards Lord 
Broiighton. He left behind him a treatise on Hertty at cognuahU in On 
Spiritual Courtt, and many political pamphlets and tracts.

HOBHOUSE, HENRY. Archivist. 1776—1864. 

Admilled 20 January, 1790. 

Only son of Henry Hobhouse of Hatapen House, Somerset, Barrister, of 
the Middle Temple. He was horn at Clifton 12 April, 1776. He was 
educated nt Eton and Oxford, where he was created a D.C.L. in 1827. Be 
wa« uilled to the Bar 33 Jan. 18U1. After holding the post of Solicitorto the 
Treasury, he was 8ppoinle<l periiiunent Under-Secretary of State for the Home 
Department in 1817, which office he held till his retirement in 1827. In 
1828 he was created a Privy Councillor. He edited the StaU Papers of 
Htnry VIIL, published by the Hecord Commisrionets, and under his direction 
a permanent Hj'slem for the arrangement of State Papers was established. 
He died 13 April, 18S4. His fourth son, Arthur, was created Baron Hobhouse 
in 1886. 



Admitted 4 February, 1806. 
Eldest son of Sir Benjamin Hobhouse, of the Middle Temple, Bart. {q.^X 
He wa« educated at Westminster School and Cambridge, where he graduated, 
and obtained the Huliean Prize in 1608. He was a friend of Lord Byron, 
and spent some time with him on the Continent, and was " best man " at his 
wedding, and to him the poet dedicated the fourth canto of CKMe Harold. 
He unsuccessfully contested Westminster in 1810, and subsfquently took an 
active part in politics aa a Radical. For the publication of a pamphlet in 
1819, entitled A TrifU-ng Mistake, he was committed to Newgale as guilty 
of a breach of privilege. On his release he was returned for Westminster. 
He took an active jiart in the debates of the House, and in 1832 became 
Secretary for War, but exchanged that post for the SecrelarvEhip of Irelond 
in 1833. In Lord Melbourne's adniinistraliou he became Commissioner of 
Woods and Forests (1834V He was present at the first council of Queen 
Victoria at Kensington Palace, 1837, and has left on interesting account of iL 
He wns created Baron BrouEhlon in 1861, and in lft63 wa* made a K.C.B, 
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From that time he retired from puljlic life, and devoted himself to litemry 
punuits. He died 3 June, 1869. He was the autlioi' of nuiuerouB writine«, 
the most interesting of which are those relating to Lonl Byron and the 
Memoir of himself entitled BeeolUclions of a Lmig Life, privately printed 



HOBY or HOBBEY, Sir EDWARD. Diplomatist. 1660—1617. 

Admitted 24 January, 1563-4 

Eldeat son of Sir Thoniiis Hoby, Auibussador in France in 1566—6. He was 
educated Rt Eton and Oxford. Under the patronage of Lord Burghley, wlio 
was his uncle, he rose into favour at Court, and was eiuployea on many 
important missions. In 1586 he entered Parliament, and acijuired distinction 
an a speaker. He accompanied the expedition to Cadiz in 1596. He was a 
favourite with James I., and frequently entertained him at his house at 
Biaham. He died at Queen borough Castle, of which he van Constable, 1 March, 
1616-7. He was a friend of Camden, who eulogizes hia occompliabments in 
his Britannia; and he took a keen part in the theological controversies of the 
time aa hie Letter to Thf(^hilia Higgma (1609), and hia tracts enlilled 
A Coimtvr-snaTU for lAmael BabduuheK (1613), and A Cvtrry-combe for a 
Coxt-iMmbt (1613), all against the Jesuile, anfliciently prove. 



HOOO, THOMAS JEFFERSON. Biobeapheh. 1792—1862. 

Admitted 5 November, 1812. 

Eldeat son of John Hog^ of Norlan, co. Durham. He was educated ut 
Durham Grammar School and Oifonl, where he mode the acquaintance of 
Shelley, the poet, with whom he collaboruted in some early prod uutions, and 
whose biographer ho finally became. Being expelled with bheltey from the 
University, he took up ihe study of the Law, and settled at York aa a 
Conveyancer. He was tilled to the Bar 28 Nov. 1817. lu 1613 he produced 
ononjTnously a work of fiction under the title of Mtmoin of i'riiux Alexy 
Haimatoff, and in 1622 he contributed an article on Lucretius to the Liheral 
Btoiew. In 1825 he went on a tour of Europe, and published his experiences 
under the title of Two Uiindred and Nine Days (1627) ; and in 1632 published 
BerainitceTica of Shelley at Oxford in the New Monthly. In the eanie year be 
obtained the sppotntmeDt of Reviainti Burrieter in Northumberland. During 
his life be kept up communication with Sbelley, and in 1855 undertook the 
laik of writing bis Life, two volumes of which appeared in 1858. It waa not, 
however, continued. Hogg died S7 Aug. 1862. 



HOLLES, SiE FRESCHEVILLE. Naval Captain. 

Admitted 18 June, 1659. 
Son of Qervoae HoUea, the Antiquary ((.ii.), of Grimsby.

He is described by Pepys aa a notable pluj 
but otherwise in most uncompli mental terma, as " as id 
fellow aa ever came into the fleet" This, however, did not prevent Pepys 
accepting his hospitality on a subsequent occasion. In 1667 he was retuiiied 
for Grimsby, and in 167B he commanded the "Cambridge" at the attack on 
the Dutch fleet in the Channel (13 March). He fell in the battle of Solebay 
S8 May the same year, and nas buried in Weatminster Abbey. 
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HOLLES, GERVASE. PoLmciAS and AjmqUART. 1606—1676. 

Admitted Novemlier 3, 1628. 
Son and heir of Freschevillt Holies of Gteai Grimsby, where he was bom 
9 March, 1606. In 1630 he eucceeded to tlie family estate to which he retired, 
but having lost hi.i wife and daughter, he returned to the Middle Temple in 
1635, and was called to the Bar 24 May, 1638. He was elected for Gnmsby 
to Parliament in 1640, and was Buspended the following year lor opposing the 
dominant party. He joined the king and fought in tlie war till he was taken 
prisoner at the siege of Colchester. He was allowed to retire to France in 
1649, and suleequeutly to Holland. At the Bestoration he was made Manter 
of Requeelfl, and was again returned for GriiuBby, which he represented to hia 
death 10 Feb. 1674-5. During his early residence in Lincolnshire he collected 
materials tor a history of that county, seven volumes of which are amongst 
the Lasedowne MSS. m the British Museum. 



HOLT or HOLTE, FRANCIS LUDLOW. Aothor. 1780—1844. 

Admitted 11 Decenilier, 1801. 

Second son of the Rev. Ludlow Holt, LL.D., of North B«ppe, Norfolk. 
He was educateil at Westminster and Oxford, and called to the Bar 27 Jan. 
1809. In 1829 he was admitted ad eandan to the Inner Temple, where he 
was elected Reader in 1839, and Treasurer in 1840. In 1831 he became a 
King's Counsel. He was an Excheiiuer Loan Bill Commissioner, aud Vice- 
Chancellor of the County Palatine of LancaHter from 1826 to his death 29 Sept, 
1844 

He was the author of a treatise on the Low and TJ»agi of PaTliamtTit in 
Cats of Privilege and C'ontevipt (1810). Also of works on the Law of Libd 
(1812); of Shippiijg (1820); and of Banhvpky (1837); and in 1804 he 
produced a Comedy entitled The Land we Live in, which was once represented 
at Drury Lane.

HONTMAN, SiH GEORGE ESSEX. Judge. 1819—1876. 

Admitt^l 30 April, 1839. 

Eldest aou of Colonel Sir Ord John Honyman. He was called to the Bar 
8 June, 1849, became a Queen's Counsel in 1866, and served the office o( 
Reader at the Inn in 1872. The following year he was made Serjeant and 
elevated to the Bench in the Court of Common Pleas, but from failing health 
was compelled to relinquish its duties in 1876, and died the same year. He 
was the fourth baronet of the family, the first having been a Lord of Se^on 
in Scotland. 

HONYWOOD or HONIWOOD, Sir ROBERT. 
Admitted 21 June, 1620. 

Son and heir of Robert HonjTvood of Charing, Kent. He served in 
the wars of the Palatinate, and was knighted in 1626. In 1669 he was in the 
Council of State, and was sent on an Embassy hi Sweden. In 1673 he trans- 
lated from the Italian Nani's Hitlory of the Affiart of Biaope. He died 
15 April, 16fl6. 



HOOKBS^ HOPTON. 



HOOKES, NICHOLAS. Poet. 1638— 17ia 

Admittel 24 June, 1654. 

Son and heir of Thomas Hookesot Oogga Farm, Oxford. Hewasodaoated at 
WestminBter School, where he was a contemporary of Dryden, and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he eraduated B.A. in 1G53. la 1653 he published 
tvo aeries of Poems entitled Amanda and Miieeilanea Podiea, by which lie is 
now chiefly rememliered. He was oalleJ W the Bar I May, 1668. He died 
7 Nov. 1712, and was buried in Lambelh Church, where there ia an elaborate 
Latin inscription descrjbini^ liia virtues and attainmenta. His poenu are 
chiefly interesting as ill n strati vc of the manners of the time. 



HOPKINS, CHARLES. Poet. 1664— 1700. 

Admitted 17 August, 1696. 

Son and heir of Ezekiel Hopkins, kte Lord Bishop of Londonderry. He 
WAS bom at Exeter, and educated at Dublin and Cambridge, where he 
graduated B.A. in 1683. He buuame a friend of Uryden, who praised his 
verseB, ami most of the literary notables of the tinie. He was, however, of 
intemperate habita and died in hi^ tbirty-aixth year. Most of his pocmg deal 
with the subject o( Love, and contnin Imnslations from Ovid and Tilmllus, but 
he Wits the autlior aUo of three Tragedies entitled Pyrrhtis (169S) ; Boadicea 
(1687) ; and Frimd^vip B^roved (1697). 



HOPKINS, RIUHARD.

Son and heir of Richard Hopkins, whose description is not given in the 
Begiflter. After some residence in the Temple he became " wearied of the 
heresy of the place" and removed to Louvain, and afterwards to Spain, whence 
he returned to France. In these wanderings he aciguired much learning and 
knowledge of languages, which he employed in tmuslating from the Spanish 
the treatise* Of Prayer and Meditation (JG83), and the Menorial «f a (Mnstian 
Lift (1686) of Father Louis de Oranadn. 



HOPTON, ARTHUR. Mateematiciak. 

Admitted 11 November, 1609. 



About 1588—1614. 



Third son of Sir Arthur Hopton of Witham, co. Somerset. According to 
Wood, before entering at the TemjilK he was a member of Lincoln College, 
Oxford, where, under "a noted and uareful tutor he became the miracle of his 
age lor learning," but it i^ doubtful whether in this he was [lot confounding 
him with a con temporary Arthur (afterwards Sir Arthur) Hopton, the diplo- 
matist. He entered the Temple from Clement's Inn, and ix said to have 
become an intimate friend of Selden and the learned men of the time. He 
devoted himself chiellv to mathematical subjects, and has left the following 
works : Bacidjon Oeodalieum, or tht Oeodtlii^at Staff (1610) ; SpectUiim Topo- 
graphicum (1611) ; A ConcoTdana of Yeart, or an Exact Computalioa of Time 
(1612) ; Progno'twation* for Ihe ywri 1607 to 1614. He died Nov. 1614, at 
the early age of 26.

HOPTON, RALPH, fint BARON HOPTON tf 8TRATT0N. Soldmh 

ABD Politician. 1598 — 16S2. 

AdniitUd 14 Febnury, 1613-4. 

80D ■nil heit of Rolicrt HopUin of Witliam, co. Somerset. He Kired with 
dialinctJon in the Low Couolriea, and afterwaids with the King's forces 
(luring the Civil War. He was in command in the Western CouDties and 
defeitlwl Hir WilHuiii Waller at Stratton in 1643, but wa-i compelled to 
cuj'iluUti' to Fitirfiuc at Truro 14 Murch, 1646. He died in exile at Bruges in 
SvM. 1652, Ha vm a roan of high character, respected as much by his 
iwiitical 'Jijpoiienia aa by his friends. 

HORNBY, Sia EIJMUND GRIMANI. Diplomatist and Joeibt. 

1826—1896. 
Admitted 1 November, 1845. 

Bwoud aon of Thomaa Hornby of St. Swithin's Lane, City of London. He 
was called to the Bar S4 Nov. 1848. Beginning life as secretary to hia uncle, 
who woa Minister nt Lisbon, he devoted hi niaelf to the study of International 
Jurliprudeiiue, and was employed in uiany important commissions aa arbi- 
trator and ansi'Mor, anrl in 1807 wa.% appointed Judge of the Supreme Court at 
Connlnntinoplo. Eijiht years later he undertook the work of organizing the 
Conaiilni' Coorts in China and Japan, and acted aa Chief of the Supreme 
(.'oiirU in thc)B« coiintrieit till his retirement in 1B76. He was knighted iu 
1862. He died IT March, 1896. 

nOilSEV, Sir EDWARD. Naval and Military Commander. 

d. 1683. 
Admitted SI May, 1676. 

On the Regiiiter he is described as Edward Horsey, Esquire, " Insuln Vectii 
doiniiiie reginro primariua capitaneus," and it is remarked that he waa admitted 
gratis, diuibtless aaa markol honour. Hi» Arms appear on one of ihe windows 
of tlie HaII, with the inscription " Insulie Yectis Dux." He CAme of a family 
of note in Donsetdhire, being the son ot Jasper Horsey of Eiion, brother of 
Sir John Horsey. In early life he served as a soldier of fortune in Oermsny. 
In 1556 he was eii^a^-ed in a plot for the dethronement of Queen Mary, after 
whow death he l>ecauiB a friend and coutid&nt ot the Earl of Leicester. In 
1009 he srrvud under the Earl of Warwick at the sieee of Havre, and in 106S 
wni> nominated one of the Commifsjonets for the Isle of Wight, of whidi 
iaJaud ht- shortly became Captain, aii office be held till bisdeaih of the pbgne 
in 1683, doing )y>od service against the Spaniards. He was more than onc« 
eiiiploved on iuipdrlant diplomatic mission^ and on the outbreak of the 
NuTtheru RelwIUon in 1069 was larijely instrumental in its suppression. He 
was knishtcd for his services in ldT7 (the year following his aduiisaion to the 
lun) and a( tile same time made a Privy Councillor. 

HORSFORD, Sm ROBERT (MARSH). Colonial Judgh. 

1793— 187S. 
Admitted S3 November, 1816. 
EUtot »a of the Hon. Paul Honf ord, of the Middle Temple, Chief Jcstiee 
of AnticiiB. He was bom in Lincoln's Inn, 1796^ and educated at Winchestei 
ud Oxbfd, whvre he graiiuatn) 1830l He was called u> the Bar 17 M»y, 
ISSa. H« MttiMl in £iLigua where he Umme Stilicitvr-GeBeral i» I830v 
Anoraer-U«Der«l IM4. and Chief Jimtce 1847. He -na Ijti^iMd is IMl 
and mai< C>B. Lu lS3i. He died iZ M*y. 1875. 
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HOBSLET, SAMUEL. Theologian. 1733—1806. 

Admitted 25 January, 1765. 

Eldest son of Bev. Jnlin Horsley ot Thorlev, Herts. He was educated at 
Trinity Hall, Cambridge, where he graduated LL.B. in 1758. He distin- 
guiBhed himself very varly Ity his learning and literary acumen, ttiid, havinj; 
entered the Church, obtained rapid advancement He became Prebend M 
Gloucester in 1787, Bishop of 8L David's 1788, of Roehester 1793, and of 
St. Asaph 1802. He was not onlv a diatingui»bed Divine, but of almost 
oniveraal erudition and great intellectual powers. Hia polemical abilities 
were asserted in his famous contruvcrsj with Dr. Priestley. Hia published 
works, scientific and theological, arc too long to catalogue. His BlbUcai 
Critidsiiu on the Booki of the OH Ttitammt wsre published in 4 vols in ISfiO. 
He died 4 Oct. 1806. 

HOSACK, JOHN. Lawyer and Historian, 1809—1887. 

Admitted 26 January, 1838. 

Third son of John Hosack ot Gleugaber, Dumfries. He was called to the 
Bar 29 Jan- 1841. made a Bencher of the Inn in 1875 and appoiute<! Reader 
in 1884. Ill 1877 ho became police magistrate at Clerkenwell, but be is 
better known for bis hiBtcrical studies, particularly his able defence of Mary 
Queen of Scota, publiahed in 18G9 and agaia in 1870— 4. He died in Brompton 
3 Nov. 1887, and was buned at Lythani in Lancashire. 

BeBides the work on Mary Queen of Scots he published A Irealiu on the 
Canfikt d Lawi of Enqlartd and SeolCand (1847) ; The RighU of Britith and 
Nratral Commerce (18M) ; and Oh the RUe arid Growth of the Law of NatioTU 
(1882). 

HOSKINS, JOHN. Lawybr and Poet. 1566—1638. 

Admitted 13 March, 159S-3. 

Third son of John Honkinsof MountoD(MDnnington-upon-Wye), in the parish 
of Uanwame, Herefordshire, where he was bom in 1566. He ia spoken of ^ 
Antony h Wood as the " most injjenious and admired poet of his time." Bfe 
was called to the Bar £2 May, KKH). In 1619 he was Lent Reader of the Inn, 
and four years later made Serjeant-at-Law and one of the King's justices 
itinerant for Wales. Having become poanessed of a considerable fortune by 
marriage, he'cntered Parliument and sat for Hereford in I6()3,anda^inin 1614 
and 1628 ; but for some expressions deemed seditious in his speeches there 
he WEis committed to prison, where he remained a full year. He hod more 
repute, however, as a Poet and Wit than as a Politician, and he was known to 
all tiie li'amed of his time. '"Twos he that published Ben Johnson, the poelj 
and mode him speak clean . . . and 'twas he that viewed and reviewed 
the History of the JVorld, written by Sir W. Baleich. befoi'a it went to preaa" 
(Wood, Athen. Oxon. 11., 626). He died in Herefordshire 27 Aug- 1638. He 
left behind him many writings, but none of them seem ever to have been 
published. 

HOSKINS or HOSKYNS, Sm JOHN. Lawtee and Virtuoso. 

1634—1706. 

.\dmill«d 7 July, 1647. 

Son and heir of Bennet Hoskyns, one of the Miisters of the Utter Bar, and 

Baronet, of Harewood Pttrk, Herefordshire, and grandson of Serjeant John 

Hoskiu" (q.v.). He was called to the Bar 25 Nov. 1653, and to the Bench 

11 Nov. 1671. He pi'octieed for some time us a lawyer, and was mode a

Muter in Chance^ ; but, mcceeding to biti fatber'ii baronetcy, he retired into 
Herefbrdibire, which he represented in Parliament from 1684 to 1687. His

10 Sir Chrialopher Wren. He was a friend of John Eve[jn(fl.tt.), John Aubrey, 
and tnoet nf the leading scholars of the time.

Hl» eldt^t Koti, Bennel, who became third baronet, was admitted 13 Feb.

HOTHAM, BEAUMONT, ttamd BARON HOTHAM of SOUTH 
DALTON- 1737—1814. 

Admitted 20 January, 1753. 
Fourth EOQ of Sir Beaumont Hothum, of Westminster. He was bom G Aug. 
1737- He was called to the Bur 26 May, 1758. In 1768 be entered Parliament 
for the borou(;h of Wigan, and sat for that constitnency tilt his elevation to 
the Bench of the Exchc<|ucr in 1775, when he was made a Serjeant-at'Law and 
a knigtit. In 1783 he was Hwoni » ConimisaioDer of the breat Seal He 
reBigned his judgeshipin 1805, and in 1813 succeeded his brother as Baron 
Hotbam in the peerage of Ireland. He died at Hampton 4 March, 1814. 



HOTHAM, DURANT. BioaBAPHER. About 1619-1691, 

AdmitUd 26 January, 1640-1. 

Third son of John Hothum, of Scarborough, co. York, knt. and baronet 
His father was executed by the Parliament in 1645, and the son was involved 
in his father's misfortunes, and after his father's death retired into York- 
sliiro and devoted himself to scientific studies. He wrote a Life of Jacob 
Bothme, which was published in 1664, and a translation of nia brother 
Charles's treatise, Ad Philoaophtam Teutoitkam Mimudaetia. 



HOWARD, HENRY, EARL of NORTHAMPTON. 1640—1614. 

Admitted 2 February, 1603-4. 

Second sou of Lord Henry Howaid, Warden of the Cinque Ports, and of his 
Majesty's Privy Council— the famous Earl of Surrey, who was beheaded on 
Tower Hill 19 Jan. 1647. The son was bom at Shotteahani, Norfolk, 26 Feb. 
1639-40. Durii^ Elizabeth's reign he lived in retirement, but on the acce^on 
of Jamas I. he rose rapidly to honour. He was made a Privy Councillor, 
Lord Warden of the CSnque Ports, and Governor of Dover Castle, and on 
March 18, 1604, elevated to the Peerage with the title of Earl of NortbampWn. 
The following year he betame Earl Maisbal and a Euight of the Garter, ajid 
in 1608 Lord Privy Seal. He diet! 16 June, 1614, at the mansion built by 
himself at CharinR Cross, called Northumberland House, but now removed to 
form Northumljerland Avenue. 

HOWARD, JOHN MORGAN. Uwtkb. 1836—1891. 

Admitted 21 December, 1863. 

Eldest son of John Howard, solicitor, of Swansea, where he was bom 1836. 

He u-as called to the Bar 30 April, 1868, liecame a Queen's Counsel in 1874 

aud a Bencher of the Inn in 1877. In 1875 he was made Recorder uf

Onildford. After several HD3uc<:essful attemptu to enter FarUanieat for 
Lambeth, lie waa elected member for the new district of Dulwich in 1686, 
which Heat he held tilt hie nppointiuetit as Judge of the Cornwall County 
Court District in 1889.

He sat in the Short and Lonfj Parlianientfi us Member fur 
Ualmeabur)', and al^ in the King's Parliament nt Oxford (1643—)), and was 
fined for his loyalty as a delinquent and committed to the Tower. As he waa 
nnable to pay hin &ae, his estate wa» seized and tequestered in 1048. He died 
Ifl An^. 1697. He himself denied tliat he ever took up arms for the King,

HUNGERFORD. Sir EDWARD. 

Admitted 10 May, 1613. 

Son and heir of Sir Anthony Hungerford of Stock, co. Wilts. He sat in 
the Long Parliament fur Chippenham, and at the outbreak of the Civil War 
took command in Wiltshire on the Parliament side. He look part in the 
battlea of LitnndoM'ne niid Roundn'ar Down, and was the besieger of Lady 
Anmdel in Wardour Caatle. He dic'd in 1648. 



HUNTER, WILLIAM ALEXANDER, Lawybr. 1844—1898. 

Admitted 20 April, 1865, 

Eldest son of James Hunter, granite polisher, of Aberdeen, where he was 
bom 8 May, 1844. He wns educnted at Aberdeen, where he graduated 
" with the highest honours." At the Tenkple he took numerous prixes and 
exhibitions, and was called to the Bar 16 Nov. 1867. In ISSIt he waa ap] Join ted 
Profesaor of Komun Law in University CoUe^ London, which he eivhanged 
for the Chair of Jurisprudence in 1878. He was a great advocate for the 
political emancipation of women, and admitted womeu to bis closaea in Boman 
Law, In ISSS he received the degree of LL.D. from Al>erdeen. In 1836 he 
was elected Uj Parliament for Abemcen, which he continued to represent till 
his retirement from ill-health in 1896, Whilst in the House he moved and 
carried the eipQnclion of the proceedings in the previous Parliament of in re 
Bradlaiigh ; and his action by moving that the Scotch share of the spirit 
duty impostd bv Mr. Goschen as compensation to licensed victuallers should 
he applied to Scotch elementary education, led to the establishment of free 
elementary education in England. He died 31 July, 1898, His published 
Works on Roman Law continue to be ihe standard guide« for studenta.

JIl'SSEV, RICHARD. Politician. About 1715— 177a 

Admitted 9 February, 1730-1. 

Snii ami ln'ir of JrOin Hussey, Town Clerk of Tniro. He was called to the 
I'mr2.fuly, 1742. After the aocessiou of Georee III. he became a King's 
('•»niis«'l, and was made Attorney-General to Uie Queen. He was chosen 
Ji Ht-n* luT of the Inn 25 April, 1760. In 1761 he sat in Parliament for 
St. Mawcs in Cornwall, for which he continued to sit till he was elected for 
KiiM L(MH' in 17CJ8, which he represented till his death. As a member he 
ilihtinguisluMl hinisi»lf in the delwites on Mr. Wilkes, and on the questions which 
UmI ui» to the American War of Independence, and was greatly respected in 
the I louse. He resigneil his Attorneyship in 1770, and died the same year. 



HVDK, HOWARD, first EARL of CLARENDON. Lord Chancellor. 

1609—1674. 
Admitteil 1 February, 1625-6. 

Son and lu'ir oi Henry Hyde of Purtun, Wiltshire. He was bom 18 Feb. 
IU)S.I). He was calleil to the Bar 22 Nov. 1633. The rest of his life may be

He was Header at the 
Inn in 1617, and Treasurer in IG26, in which year he distinguished himself 
liy his defence of the Duke of Buckingham on his impeachmenli by the 
Commons, and by that nobleman'a influence be was mised to the Chief 
Judgeship of the King's Bench in the following year. This position he held 
for four years and a half, when a, fever carried him off in 1631. 



HVDE, Sir ROBERT. JuwiE. 1595—1065. 

Admitted 8 August, 1608, 

Second eon of Sir lAurence Hyde of thi' Middle Temple, and of Heale, near 
Salisbury, where he was bom in 1595. He was the nephew of Sir Nichohia 
Hyde (q-vX and cousin of the firat Earl of Clarendon (q.v.). He wa« called to 
the BaJ 7 Feb. 1617. He was Lent Il«adei' in 1638, and made Serjeant-at-Law 
in 1640. He represented Solisburv, of which be was Recorder, in the Long 
Parliament, from which, however, ne was eapelled as a malignant. During 
thi' Protectorate he pursued hia practice at the Bar, and his argnments are 
reported by Hsrdrea and Siderfin. At the Restoration he was rew.irjed with 
the honour of khighthood and raised to the Bench as a Judge of Common 
Pleaa. In Oct. 1663, he was promoted to the Chief Justiceship of the King's

IMPET, JOHN. Law Whttkr. d. 1828. 

Admitted 4 Novi'mber, 1771. 

Only son of Robert Impey of Bedford. Though a member of the Ian. he 
practised as a Solicitor, and was for uiany years Attorney of the Sheri^s 
Court of London and Middlesex. He publiimeil two books on the practice 
ol' the Common Law Oonrui, which hod for a long time very great auibority. 
They were. The Neip Itutriidor CltriaUu, ftaiing tlie AtUluinlyi Jarinlietion 
and Practict of the Court of Kiiu/'ii IletteA (1782), and Tlie Nnr Itulmclor 
(Jlericalii (1784), doing the same for the Court of Common Pleas. Both books 
went through several editions. He also wrote treatises on the Sheriifs Court) 
and the Coroner's Court, and on Pleading. Hu died at Hammersmith, 
14 May, 1829. 
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IRETON, HENRY. Parliamestary Geskral. 1611—1661. 

Admitted 24 NoveinUr, 1629. 

Eldest son of German Ireton of Atteuliorough, near Nottingliam. Previniii 
to hi$ admission he had taken one Jegree in Atta at Oxford, wliere, according 
to Wood, he hod the charactev a{ a " ijtubbom and aancy fellow," whose 
company was not at all " wanting." At the Middle Temple "he learned Bonie 
groonds of the i^ommon law ana became a man of a working and laborioua 
train." The principal circumstances of hia life are too well known to be more 
than referred to here. "When the Rehellion hroke out he took up arms against 
the Kinj?, and aliout the same time married one of the daughters of Oliver 
Cromwell, He distinguished himself at Naaeliy, and on the establishment of 
the Comnionwealth he was sent into Ireland, and subsequently maile Lonl 
Dejmty. He died of the plague before Limerick on 15 Nov. 1851. 

He was one of the most able and detennined enemies of the King, and may 
be said to have been the chief cause of Charles's trial and execution. He was 
commonly known as the Scribe, from his skill in drawing up declarations, 
petitions, e\c., a still heprobably acquired in a great measnre by his trujninj; 
at the Inna of Court, Wood further asserts of him that he was " absolutely 
the best pmyer-niaker and preacher in the army," a qualification he iiiiist 
have acquired elsewhere. 

ISHAM, Sib JDSTINIAN. Royalist. 1610—1674. 

Admitted II October, 1628. 

Only Bon of Sir John Isham of Lamport, co. Northampton, and of the 
Middle Temple, who was created a Baronet 20 May, 1627. He was a man of 
learning and culture, and the founder of the present Library at Lamport Hall, 
but he la chiefly remembered as one of the suitors of the celebrabia Dorothy 
Osborne, aftei-wards Lady Temple. He was a Royalist, and suffered loss 
in the Civil Wnr. At the Restoration he was elected to Parliament for 
KortUamptoiwliire. He died lit Oxford 2 March, 1674. 



JACKSON, RANDLE. Lawyer. 1757—1837. 

Admitted 1 January, 1765. 

Third son of Samuel Jackson of Paddington. He was called to the Bar 
S Feb. 1793, became a Bencher in IBBe.and was Reader in 1834. He obtained 
hia earlier wluoition at Oxford, where he matriculated M.A. in 1793. He 
acquired a great reputation at the Bar, especially as Parliamentary Connael 
for the EasI India Company. He died at Brixton in 1837. His Spciechea 
before Parliamentary Committees on East India Bu1iie<:ts and several other 
Papers have Wen printed. He was also a member of Lincoln's Inn. 

JARDINE, DAVID. Historical and Legal Writer. 1794—1880. 
Admitted 17 April, 1817. 

Only son of David B. Jardine, Unitarian Minister at Bath. On 7 Feb. 1823, 
he was callfil to the Bar, and in 1839 appointed Stijicndinry Magistrate at Bow 
Street. He <lied at Weybridge in 1860. 

He was the author or compilei of the following works ; An Index to 
noKtKt State Trialt (1B28); A NarraHw cf the Gunpovxier Plot (18B7) ; A 
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TTfitiH of Eitiivocatton (1851); A Siadiw/ (in New Irm HatC) on the Ut 
of Toriurt in EiujUiiid (1^7); siwie Rentarii on Ooronen' InquMioiu ; and a 
Li/f of Lord Honieri. He also compiled fur tlie Society for Ihe Dittiuioo of 
Useful KnowleUge aa AlrndgiiUTit of HoaxlVt HtwU TriaU (1832-3). 



JEFFREYS, GEORGE. Pom and Draxatist. 

Admitted 3 November, 

Son and heir of Christopher Jeffreys of Great Weldim, Norlhsijiptonshire. 
He was educated at Wesiminster School and Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where he gi-aduated B.A. in 1696 and M,A. in 1702. Be was called to the 
Ear 23 May, 1707, hut never practised, and passed most of his tiiue in the 
houses of the Dukes of ChandoH, to whom he wm nearly reliittd on hb 
mother's side, Dnring this leisure he produced two Tnweilies— Btiiriii, acted 
in Lincoln's Inn Fields 1724, and Mtroye 1731 ; also Fiilher ^'ninciji nnd SiOef 
Vontlaiiee, a Porm (1736), and Mucellanua in Vene and Prose (1754). He wm 
the author aleo of some Vernrji predied to Addison's Cato, and specimens of 
his venificatton are to lie found in the GejilUtttatt'i Mugaant {\7li2 "' ' 
other periodicals. 



JEKYLL, Sir JOSEPH.

littedSO Juue, 1680. 



Fourth son of John Jeliyll of St. Lawrence Parish, Lundon. Hu was called 
to the Bar 6 May, 16S7, to tJie Bench 29 Oct. 10»7, and tilled Llie office of 
Reader at the Inn in 1699. Two years previoiwly he had lieeii appointed 
Chief Justice of Cheater. In 1700 he became Serjeiuit-at-Lav,' and Kiujt'a 
Serjeant with the honour of Knighthood, and seventeen years laler Master of 
the Rolls, an office he held for twentv-one years. He was during the whole of 
hig life an active politician, and bis nonest consistency is conimeiided by Pope 
in the couplet in which he deprecates — 

" A joke on Jekyl, or aome odd Old IFJiig 
Who uever changed liis Principle, or Wig." 

{Epilogue to the fiattTa. 39—40.) 
Sir Joseph JekvU died 19 Aufi. 1738. He ia the repuleil author of a pamphlet 
entitled Tilt Jwlicial Aatharity of the Mutler of tin HoUs (1727). 



JERMYN or GERMYS, PHILIP. Judoe. 

Admitted 15 Fehruary, I604-G. 

Third son of Alexander Jermyn of Exeter. He was called to the Bar 
28Nov. 1612, and soon acquired considerable practice in the CcmrU, and was 
Reader at his Inn in l(li9. He attained the degree of the Coif in 1637, and 
in 1648 was made one of the Judges nf the Ein^s Bench. He died in 1655. 



JERVIS, Sir JOHN. Ji 

Admitted 12 January, 1 

Youiujest son of Thomas Jervis. K.C., one of the Masters of the Bench of 
the Middle Tenir-le, and second cousin of John Jervis, Earl of St. Vincent. 
He was bom 12 Jan. 1802. He was called to the Bar 6 Feb. 1824. In the 
first refnrmed Parliament he sat for Chester, and filled the offices of Solicitor- 
Ceneral and Attorney-General in the Whig Ministry of 1846, receiving at the 
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same time the honour of kni^lithoud. As Attorney-Qeneral he ma lli» 
advwer of the Cvovm in the trymg time of the Chartist trials, for which and 
ather Ben-icca he woe promoted to the place of Chief Justice of the Oommun 
Pleas in ISK). He died Nov. 1, 1856. 

Sir John Jt-Tvis is well known as the anthor of Rrpojit in Iht Court of 
^uA^uer, and of the fullowing law treatises : A Practical Treatise tm tft< OJire 
and Dutiti of Votwicrg (1829) ; All (A* Nctc Ruta of the CoutU of Queen't Bt^ . 
tie. {IS32). He also edited editions ot Archbol<ei Treatite on OnmiiuU Pleading. 



JOHNSTON, ALEXANDER JAMES. Colonial Judge. 1820—1888. 
Admitted SI Detemlier, 1842, 

Eldest son of James Johnstou of Wood Hill, Kinnellar, Alierdecnsbire. 
Beibi'e entering the iliddle Teniple he was a student at Lincol&'e Inn. He 
was called to the Bar 27 Jan. 1643, He was Deputy-Becorder of Leeds in 
1867, but went out to New Zealand ia 1869 and was made one of the Jndge« 
of the Supreme Court, in which he sat as Chief Justice in 1667 and 1886. 
He returned to England in 1888 and died 1 June of the ?ame year. 

He published lieportt of Caiet iti the Courti of Appeal (1667) and a Treatitt 
on Magittaial Law in Hcio Zenlatid (1879). Also a LKtvri on Iht Influenct 
of Art ttpon Stiman Happinea (1861). 



JOLLES, Sib JOHN. Lobd Matob. d. 1621. 

Admitted 11 August, 1605. 

His parentage is not given in the Befiiater, Init be was the son of Tliomaa. 
Jollesof StratfLird-te-Buw, Middlesex. He was admitted to the Inn at the same 
time as his iitedecessur in the ofBce of Mayor — Sir Thomas Hayes («.v.)— and 
was also a member of the Drapers' ComjFany. He was elci;ted' Alderman of 
Tower Wanl II June 1605, chosea Sheriff S4 June, 166S, and l^ccame Lord 
Mayor in 1615. He was knighted at Greenwicli 23 July, 1606. He left 
money for the erection of an alnisbonse in the [mrish of St. Leonard, Bromley, 
_ and a school at Stratford-le-Bow. 



JONES, EBNEST CHARLES. Poutician. 1819—1868. 

Admitted 8 March, 16-tl. 

Only son of Lieutenant Cliarles Jones, A.D.C. t« the King of Hanover. He 
was bom at Berlin 26 Jan. 1819. He livwl in Germany till Ea nineteenth year 
when he returned to Enclaiid with his father, where in 1846 he joined in the 
Charti«t Movement, of u'hichhe soon became a principal leader. On ISApril^ 
1844 he was colled to the Bar. In 1847 he was the delegate for Halifax iu 
the Chartist meeting on Eennington Common, on which occasion all London 
was aroused and an enormous number of special constables voluntarily acted. 
For seditious speeches he was arrested and tried at Manchester, and sentenced 
priiionnicnt. On his release he lectured in various tiarts of the country 



advocating communistic and national ixing schemes ; hut duringthe latter part 
of his life devoted himself more soberly to law and lileratnre, Aa a lawyer 
he obtained fomeprsctice, and in literature some buccceb, especially by his- 
political songs. He died at MancheFter 26 Jan. 1868. 



JONES, INIGO. Akchitect. 1573—1663. 

Admitted 21 February, 161S-3. 

Son of Inigu Jonee, clothworker, of London, where he was bom July^ 1573. 
Hia father was of an old Derhyahire family bearing arms. His admission to 
the Inn id stated to have been " with permisaion of Robert Davyds, Esq., late 
, Header, and other MaAt«is of the Bench," apparently aa a special mark of 
honour. At this time he held the appointment of Surveyor of Works to 
Henry, Prince of Wales. In 1G13 he succeeded to the office of Surveyor- 
General His perfonnances as an architect are well known, the most cele- 
brated remaining Iwing the Banqueting House, Whitehall, the Queen's Chapel, 
St. Jamea'H, St. Paul's Church, the PiaMa, Covent Garden, and Lincoln's Inn 
Chapel. The monument, also, in the shape of a Roman altar, erected to 
George Chapman, the trauaklor of Hotuer, at the back of the church of St 
Giles-in-the-Fields, was designed by him. He died 21 July, 1G52. 

He left behind hiro a lai^e nvimber of drawings and some notes in MS., and 
a work entitled Stotuhtjigi Erilortd, which was published three years after 
his death. 



JONES, Sm WILLIAM. Lixquist asd OBiENTAtisr. 1746— 17E 
Admitted 18 November, 1T70, 

Only son of William Jones, the Mathematician, He was born at his father'a 
residence in Beaufort Building!, Westnsinster, on 26 Sept. 1746. Although 
at the time of his admission ouly twenty-four years of age, he had already 
won European renown hy his acquirements in the study of languages. 
On being called to the Bar 8 Jan. 1774, he devoted all his energies for a time 
to legal studies, and not only acquired a niaatety' of the technicalities of the 
law, l>ut took up its treatment as a branch of philoeophy. In 1776 he was 
appointed Commissioner of Bankrupts, and in 1783, on the accession of the 
Shelbume Ministry to power, he was made a Judge of the Supreme Court of 
Judicature at Fort William, Here he founded the Asiatic Society, and com- 
menced a compilation of Hindu and Mahoinedan Law, subsequently completed 
by H. T. Colehrooke. He died at Uie early nge of fortv-eiglit on 27 April, 
1794. His Life has been writlen hy his friend, Lord "feignmoiich, and pre- 
fixed to his works. 

Hia works were publishcfl hy his widow in 1799, and i^ain hy Lord 
Teignmouth in 1807. The chief of them appeared wparately in the following 
order: IHaertatum #«r la LittiratuTt OnmlaU (1771); A Grammar of thi 
Penian Laiiguagi^my); A HUlory of Nadir iHulh . . . mth an Introdwtion 
eonlaimnii a, DtKription of Asia, a HhDrt Hiitory of Feriia, logellier imth an 
Emiy im Afiatic PoHry niia Ihe Hittory oflht Pernan Laiupuigt (l'773) !

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ICARSLAKE, Sir JOHN BURGESS. Lawyer, 1821—1861. 

Admitted 20 January, 1843. 

Son of Henry Karslake of Queen Square, Eloonislrary. He waa bom 
at Croydon. He was called to the Bar 30 Jan. 1846, created a Queen's 
CoiinHel in 18C1, and in the same year elected a Bencher of tlie Inn. He was 
ap]»mted Reader in 1864, and elected Treasurer of tlie Inn in 1872. In 1866 
lie liccaine Solicitor- General and was knighted, eubaetjiientlv sitting for 
Andover and Huntingdon. He was Solicitor-General again in Mr. Disraeli's 
Ministry of 1874, but through loss of sight resigned his position in 1875, and 
wasmodea Privy Coimcillorin the foUowiugyear. Hedied in London iu 1881. 

He waa a very able speaker and deliater ; but bis sole littrniry achievement 
was a revision of Dr. (Jhariea Palk Collyns' Nota on the Chase of the Wild 
Deer in Devon, published in 1862. 

KEMP, THOMAS READ. About 1781—1844. 

Admilttd 16 May, 1804. 
.Only son of Thomas Kemp of Coneyborou^ihs, near Lewes, Sussex (once M. P. 
for Lewes). He graduated at Cambridge fi.A. in ISC') and M.A. iu 1810. 
In 1811 he was returned to Parliament for Lewes, but in the following year 
retired, and became a preacher, and though he waa again returned in 1823 he 
took little part in politics. He had a passion for bunding, and succeeding in 
1811 to partof tlie manor of Brij;litliefnistone on the eastern part of Bri(^btoii 
begun buildinj; there the town known by hia name, Kemptonii. He died 
in Paris 20 Dec 1844, 



KENNEDY, JOHN, fifth EARL of CASSILLIS. Aliout 1567—1616. 
Admitted 10 August, 1616. 

He is deecribed in the Itegiater aa "John, Earl of Casailis, Lord Kenedy," 
and -aaa the son of Gilbert, the fourth Earl. He was for a short time (1598) 
Lord High Treasurer of Scotland, but the history of IiiE life seems to be a 
series of family brawls and squabbles, cul mi natiug in the murderous outraces 
known as the "Ayrshire Tragedies, '^^1601— 11. He died in Oct 1615, the

KENYON, JOHN ROBERT. Lawyer. 1807—1880. 

Admitted 21 April, 1826. 

Son of the Hon. Thomas Keuvon, of the Middle Temple and Pradoe, 
Salu]), and firandaon of Lord Kenyon (o.v.). Chief Justice. He waa 
*ducate<l at Cliarterhouae and Oxford, where he became a Fellow of All Souls, 
and D,C.L. (18.36). He waa called to the Bar 23 May, 1834. Pram 1840 to 
1859 he acted as Judj^ and Assessor of tbe Chancelloi^s Court of the Univer- 
sity, and in 1843 was Vineriaa Professor of Law there. In 1642 he was 
Appointed Recorder of Oswestry, and in 1862 became a Queen's Counsel and a 
Bencher of bin Inn. He wait appointed Reader at the Inn in 1865, and 
Treasurer eight years later. In 1871 he succeeded to the Chairmanship of 
Quarter Sessions in Shropshire, which position he held till his death 17 April, 
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KENYON, LLOYD, fird BARON KENYON ./ UHEDINGTON. 

Jddoe. 1732—181)2. 

Admitted 7 Noveiuber, 1750. 

Son niid Leir of Lloyd Kenyon of Grediuj^un, FliiiUliiK, wlicre he wai 
bora 5 Oct 1732. He was called to ttc Bir 9 Keh. 1766. In the notice of 
his Life, which appeared iu the Gentlemati'a Muyiniiu iit llie time of his dentb 
(1602), he is said to have been of Lii]colii'i< Inn, and this ie tnte, hnt lie 
was not admitted there till 1779. He was elected ii Bcni^her in 17S0, and was 
IjenC Reader in 1767, In the following' veor he beuoiiie Serjeant-at-Law, and 
aueceedcd Lord MaiistieM as Cliief JustiW of the King'!- Bench. Pi-evioualy 
lo this he had held the appointment of Master of the Kolla(1784 — 88). In 
1780 he conducted the defence of the celebrated Lord Oeoive Gordon ; but he 
was more renowned for his learning as a lawyer and his iiitfexible impartiality 
ns a Judge than his ubilitv as an advocate, and the uliief honours of that 
Ji'fence fell to his junior, Mr. Erakine. Iu the «auie year he entered Parlia- 
ment, and acteii as Attorney- General for the Oovemment till his ajiuointmenl 
aa Master of the Rolls. He held the otlicu of Chief .Justice of the King's 
Bench tor nearly fourteen years, and died 2 April, 1802. He wrote Nott* of 
Uiaa in the Ooart of King"! BeiuA . . . 1753— 59, publiahoil with Notes, etc, 
by Job Wolden Hannier (1819-25). He ivaa autceedeJ iu the barony by his 
son George, who was also a member of the luu, holding the uHice of Reader in 
1815 and of Treasurer in 1822. 



KEB, ALAN. Colonial Judge. 1820—1885. 

Admitted 3 November, 1838. 

Eldest son of Robert Dow Ker, of Grepnock. After jiraclisiitg some time 
at the Bar, to which he was called 85 Nov. 1842. he went out to the Weat 
Indies in 1850, where he became Attortiev- General for the Island of Antigua 
from 1861 to 1654, when he was appointed Chief Justice nf Nevis, and two 
years later of Dominica. In 1B61 lie became a Justice of the Snpreme Court 
of Jamaica, where he died 29 March, 1885. 



KETTLE, Sin RUPERT ALFRED. Judge asd Abritrator. 

1817—1891. 
AdmittedS June, 1842. 

Fifth son of Thomas Kettle, merchant, of Birmingliaiu, and of Huguenot 
descent. Having been called to the Bar 6 June, 1845, he practised on the 
Oxford circuit, and in 1859 was apiioiiiietl Judge of the Worcestershire 
County Courts. He took a deep interest in induslrial matters, and was 
President of the Midland Iron Trade Wa-KS Board, and octivi as arbitrator in 
many great trade disputes, for which public service he was knighted in 18S0. 
In 1882 he became a Bcnclier of the Inn. He died in 1894, having previously 
resigned his ollice of County Court Judge. 

He has left behind him many tracts and pamphlets relating to industrial 
and trade ijuestions, jiarticularly one on Striktt niid Arbitraliotis (1866). 



KILDARE, EARL OF. See FITZGERALD, JOHN. 
KILWARDEN, VISCOUNT, Sec WOLFE, ARTHUR. 
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KING, PETER, finl BARON KING o/OCKHAM. Lord Chakcellos. 

1669—1734. 
Admitted 23 October, 169J- 

Son and heir of Jeromi^ King, merchant, of Eiel*r, where he was bom in 
IGG9. H.; max called to the Bar 3 June, 1Q9B, and won acquired nn ext«ualve 
praoiice. In 1701 he entered ParliarDent, where he acquired so high n 
reputation thnt he was spoken of as a probable candidate for the Speakership. 
In IT08 he became Recoi'der of London, and two years subseipiently conducted 
the impeachment of Dr. Sacheverell. He was admitted ad eundem to the 
Inner Temple, where he became a Bencher in 1708. He became Chief Justice 
of the Court of Common Pleas in 1714, and, on the resignation of Loril 
Macclesfield, Lonl Chancellor, with the title of Barou King of Ockhan. This 
office he resigned in 1733, and died in the follouing year. 

Before his entry on his legnl career Lord King liad devoted himself lo 
theological studies, and ho is the author of the following treatises : Ltllen on 
Several S,i!.JKU (mm) ; CHtienl History vf tilt Apottleif Creed [Anon.] (1703) ; 
An Ivqnirn inln Ihi Goimlihilmn ■>/ thr. PnmUive Ciurc/i (1712). 



KINGSMILL, JOHN. 



Son of Hichnnl Kingsmill of Barkham, Berkshire. There is no entry of his 

admission, but that he was of the Middle Temple appears from the Year Book 
(9 Hen. VII., p. 23), where in the liat of Serjeants made in Trinity Term, 1494, 
he is so described. He was made a King's Serjeant in 1497, and was elevated 
to a seat in the Common Pleas in 1503. His death is snpposed to have 



KNATCHBULL, Sir NORTON. Biblical .Scholar. lfi02~lC85. 
Admitted 23 April, 1624. 

Son and heir of Thonius Knatchbull of Sfaidatone, Kent. He gnuluated 
B.A- at St. John's CoUejif, Cambridge, in 1620. He succeeded to the family 
estates in 1636, and was elerted for Kent in 1639, knighted by Charles I. in 
the same vear, and tiioile a Baronet in 1641. In 1642 he appeared before a 
House of Oommons Comniittet! as a delinquent, and during the Great Rebellion 
took no part in aHiiin<, but devoted hinisolf to study, ana in 1659 product a 
work entitled Aiiiiiuidi^ersionuin Libros Novi Ttilavuiiti. It consists of critical 
emendations of the Books liased upon a knowledge of Hebrew, and its pabli- 
calion piocuved him for a time ii great reputation as a echclar. It went 
through several c<lilion>'. He died at his seat, Mersham Hatch, in Kent, 
5 Feb. 1685. 



KNOLLYS, WILLIAM, EARL of BANBURY. 1547—1632. 

Admitted IG Otlober, 15G5. 

Second son of Francis Knollys, Kniylit, Vice-Chamberlain to Her Majesty. 
He and hia younger brother Ldward were admitted the same day. He was 
" related in blood " to Queen Elisabeth, who sent him on an embassv to 
Scotland in 1585. He served in the Low Countries under Leicester, by whom 
he was knighted in 1686. He was made Controller of the Royal Household 
and a Privy Councillor iu 1596, and in 1602 succeeded Lord North aj 
Treasurer. On the accession of Jauies 1. he retained his offices, and was made

died 35 May, 1632. At hia death the Earldnui wm claimed bj hia joun^er 
brother, above referred to ; but doubta as to bis legitimacy gave rise to tlie 
celebrated " Banbury Case," and to the conflict thereupon between the 
House of Peers and t!ie Courts of Law.

KNOWLES, RICHARD BRINSLEY. Joursalist. 1820—1982. 

Admitted 14 November, 1839. 

Eldest son of Jnmea Sheridan Knowles of Alfred Place, Bedford Sciimre. 
He was born at Glasgow on 17 Jan. 1820. Previous to his entry at the 
Temple he held an appnintinent at Somerset House. Though called to the 
Ear on 26 May, 1843, Iiis tagtea were entirely literary, and in 1846 he pro- 
duced at the Haymarket Theatre the Comedy of The Maiilen AviU. He tneik 
look up journalism, and contributed to the Slaruiard and Morning Post. 

He also edited the London EevicK and other MagOKineB, and wrote a Life 
of Ills Telati%'c, James Sheridan Kikuwles (1672). He died in London 
26 Jan. 1682. 



KYD, STEWART. Legal Wbitbh. d. 1611. 

Admitted 15 June, 1782, 

Eldest son ot Harie Kyd of Arbroath, co. Angus, where he was born. 
He waa called to the Bar 82 June, 1787 ; but, becoming influenced by 
French Revolutionary principles, took up politics, and became a friend of 
Thomas Hardy, Home Tooke, and other Radical lenders, and along with 
them was indicted at the bar of the Old Baileyfor Hit;h Treason in 1794, but 
was acquitted. As an advocate he defended Thomas Williams for pulilishiiij^ 
Tom Paine's Aye of Beaton (1797). He died in the Temple 26 Jan. 1611. 

He was the author of treatises on Bills of ETxkawje (1790) ; on Aieords 
(1791) ; on the LaM> of Corporations (1793-4), and he produced a continimlion 
of Comyn'i DigEfUlld^). 



KYRLE, JOHN. 



The " Man of Rosb." 
Admitted 7 May, 1657, 



John was bom at Dymock, Glonceaterahire, 28 Moy, 1637. He was educated 
at Gloucester Grammar S<^ool and at Balliol College, Oxford. Retiring to 
Roas in 1660, he lived a life of extreme simplicity, devoting his surplus means 
to the benefit of the town and its poorer inhabilanta. Many nionumenta of 
his benevolence survive, but the "causeway," referred to by Pope as his work, 
in his celebrateil lines, wa« in existenc« long before his time, as well as the 
church. To the latter, however, he contributed a gallery aud pulpit, and by 
hia contributions to ita reconstruction, 1721, may be saiu lo have " taught Its 
He&ven-dirucled spire to rise." In 1683 he waa chosen SheritTof the county. 
He died 7 Nov. 1724, and was buried in the chancel of Ross Church, wheru 
there is now a marble tablet and a bust to his memory, though he lay there 
many years without monument. 



I„A.NE, SiB RICHARD. Loan Keeper. 1584—1650. 

AdmiLWd 16 February, 1604-5. 

Son and heir of Riclianl Lane of Ci)rt«nhall {Courteentall), Northampton- 
sliire. He waa bom at Harpok iu that county. On 8 Feb. 1612, he wa« 
called to the Bar, in 1630 he filled the office of Render, and In 1637 of Treasurer 
iif the Inn. He was Attorney-Qenerat to Prince Charles, and in 1640-1 was 
Bi-lecled to conduct tlie dutence of the Earl of Strafford on his impeach- 
tnent. In 1643 he joined the king at Oxford, where he waa made tjerjeaiit- 
at-Law, Chief Baron of the Exchequer, a knight and Privy Cnuucillor. He 
was one of the commissioners appointed to treat «ith the Parliament at 
Uzbridge, and in 1645 succeeded Lord Littleton as Keeper of the Great Seal. 
On the ruin of the Royal cause he went abroad, and died in the Island of 
Jersey in 1660, It is said by Anthony a Wood that on Sir Richard leaving 
London in 1640 he entrusted his chamber in the Temple, witli his goods and 
excellent library, to his intimate friend Bui->trode Whilelock (if.ti.), who 
refused to restore them to him when requested, denying that he had "ever 
known such a man as Sir Richard " (Fadi II., col, 63, citeil by Peck in his 
Desiderata Curioea, ii. 367J. Sir Ricliard was the author of RepirU in tht 
ExeheqaxT Chamber btginmng in tht Third attd tndinii in tlie Ntnth Year of 
Jama I. (1657). 



LASCELLES, ROWLEY. Writer. 1771—1841. 

Admitted 9 February, 1788. 

Eldest son of Ruwley Lascelles of Little Ealing, co. Middli;sez. He was 
born iu Westminster. He waa called to the Bar 10 Feb. 1797, and appointed 
Reader in 1838. In 1813 he u-as appointed to edit part of the MS. collection 
of John Lodge, Depntv-keeper of the Records in Ireland, and the result of 
his labours waa the volumes known as Liber Munerum PtAlieorum Hiheniici, 
published in 1824 and 1B30, Loscelles prefixed to this publication a history 
of Ireland, which gave so much offence tnat the volumes were asfar as possible 
FUppressed. The volumes were subsequently re-issued, with an Introduction 
by F. S. Thomas, 1852. Lnacellea died 19 March, 1841. 

He published several other works besides the above, including Letlwt of 
Publituila, or a Modal Defence of the Etldbtiihed Church (1816). 



LATCH, JOHN. Law Reportbh. d. 1655. 

Admitted 30 June, 160fl, 
Second son of Thomas Latch of Churcliill, co. Somerset. He was educated 
at St. John's College, Oxford, and called to the Bar 19 May, 1637. Tliat he 
was a person of repute iu his time, anci therefore worthy of notice here, appears 
from the laudatory notice of him allached to the edition of his Reports, 
published afl«r his death, end signed by ten of the most eminent lawyers 
of the time, including Sir Matthew Hale. He ia there spoken of as " a person 
of great learning in his profession," atkd the title preRxed to the Reports t)}r his 
editor, Eilward Walpoole, of Gray's Inn, is in tnc following terms : PUiiieari 
trcs-hom C'cmu come ui exloyent adjitdgees u Irou vremieri ana da Raign dit fea 
Roy Charles le Premier en la CiniH d-e Bank It Roy . . . per lefea tcavant 
et trei-ertidile Bmame Motuieur Jenn Latch da Middle Temple, London, Eaq. 
.... Folio. Loudon (1671). He died in 1665. 
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LAWLESS, VALENTINE EBOWNE, BARON CLONCURaV 0/ 

CLOKCURRY. 1773—1853. 

Admitted 11 February, 1794. 

Eldest wn of Nicholas LawlcM, first Lord Cloncmry, bom in Dublin 
19 Aug. 1773. He graduakd at Trinity College iu 1793. From iLe year 
1796, when he joined the United Irishmen, he took an active part in 
Irish politiM on the "patriotic" aide, und in 1T97 was a, member of the 
directory of the United Irish Society, and in 1799 was arrested on a charHu 
of siupicion of High Treason. Being dcschamed on bail, he was af^n arre«le<l 
in the following year and committed to the Tower. He waa released in 1801, 
und returned, for a short time to Ireland, hut from the year 1802 till his death 
lived chiefly on the Continent, though lie took a keen mtereat, und aometinies 
an active part, in nil matters relating to hia native country. In 1831 be was 
created an Engli.ili Peer and a Privy Councillor. In 1849 he published his 
o 1 D .-. gg jigd (,j Maritimo 28 Oct. 1863, and was buried 



LAWRENCE, FREDERICK. Lawver and Joursalibt. 1821—18(17. 
Admitted 5 Noi'ember, 1846. 

EldestBonof John Lawrence of BiBhR.in, Berks, where he was born in 1831. 
In 184G he was employed at the British Musenui. where he a-saiated in com- 
piling the general uatattK^ue. After hi» coll to the Bar on S3 Nui'. 1849, lie 
practised at the Old Bailey and Middlesex Sesaions, hut devoted much time 
to periodical literature, contributing articles chiefly on social and politic:tl 
qaestions. He was the author besides of Tkt Common Law Ptoeidurt Art, 
1868, but his chief work was a LUe oj Hmtry Fitidiruj, published in 1855. 
He died in his chambers in Eiuex Cfonrt, Temple, 25 Oct. 1867. 



LAWRENCE, WILLIAM. Lawyer. About 1611—1681. 

Admitted 13 February. 1033-4. 

Son and litir of William Lawrence of Wraihall, Dorset. He was educated 
at Oxfoi-d. He was called to the Bar i June, 1647, and rose to eminence in 
his profession. For some years lie represented the Isle of Wight in Parlia- 
ment, bill he is chiefly remembered for his legal works on Mairiage (1680) ; 
and Pnmogmiture (1681). He had also eome merit as a poet He died 
18 March, 1660-1, and was buried at WraxhalL 



LAWTON, CHARLWOOD. 1660—1721. 

Admitted 23 November, 1676. 

Son and heir of Ralph Lawlou ol E^hara, Surrey (Surgeon-General in the 
Array). He was called to the Bar 26 Blay, 1688, but did not practise, and is 
now rememl>ered chiefly by hie intimate connection with William Penn, 
whose friend he became in 1686, and us whose agent in London lie acted in 
1700. He died 13 June, 1721. 

His intimacy with Penn led him to contemplate a Life of that statesman, 
but he onlv accomplished a small portion of it, published in the Memoin oJ 
the PeTamylniniiin HiMoricai Saeielij in 1834. &ime pamphlets from bis pen 
ar« printed in Smncri TraeU. 
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LEACH, Sm JOHN. AIasier of the Rolls. 1760— 18M. 

A<lmitt«d 26 Janiur)', 1785. 

Second »n of Richard Leach, n coppersmith of Bedford, where he was bgra 
on 28 Aug. ITGO. He was origiiiiLU7 intended for an archil«cl, bul waa called 
M the Bar 12 Feb. 179D. In 1795 he waa made Recorder of Seafoiii, and ia 
1 SOT a King's Counsel. In 1806 he entered Pariiamenl and, supporting Uie 
policj of the Prince Regent, woa made CfaancelloT of the Dudif of OcimwaU 
■n 1616. Through the same inilueiiee he wna toon after advanced to Uie 
position of Vice-Chaneellor, and knighted ; and in 1827 niade Mattel of tJlie 
Rollt, whidi office he held till bis death in 1834 He tilled the office of 
Reader at tlie Inn in 1810, and of Treasurer in 1818. He took a prominent 
pnrt in adviaiuK the Prince Resent and Kin^ George IT. in his proceeding* 
of^tist Queen Caroliufe. One ul his epeechea in the House of Comuioiis waa 
puhJiBhed in 1811. 



LEACH, THOMAS. 



Law IVRrTEK. 
Admitted 8 July, 1778. 



Eldest son of Stephen Leach, of Rocbdalf^. He wns c.-illed to the 
25 June, 1784. lu 1790 he was appointed a Police Mi^stmte U Hatt«n 
Oarilen, an otSce wliicli he reaigneit in 1816 from failijig beallb. Hedi«J 
31 Dec of the iame year. 

He WHS an able lawyer, and has left a treatise ou Th* Lnw nf LiM (1791). 
He also edited Makm RrporU, 6Ih ed., 1793 — 6 ; Shova'i Er/xtrU 2nd ed., 
1794 ; Hairhin/s PUai of (he OrmDn, 7th ed., 1795 ; and published Oata in 
CriHPn Late in 1780. 



LEAKE, STEPHEN MARTIN. Herald. 1702—1773. 

Admitted 22 October, 1723. 

Only son of SUphen Martin, of Mile End. He was born in 1702. He 

assumed the name of Leake in 1721. He was educatol at WeatruinEUr in the 

trivate school of IJic eelebratccl scholar, Michael Maittaire. He devMed 
ituself to thestudjof Heraldry, and in 1727 tbs appointed Lancaster Herald, 
Nurroy in 1729, Clarendeni in 1741, and Garter Kiug in 1754. In 1736 be 
WHS cluct^ a Fellow of the Society of Antiquaries and of the Royal Socie^. 
He <lied 34 Mardi, 1773. 

He left behind him an account of English money from the Conijnest to tl^

LE BLAND, Sir SIMON.

AdmittLsl 21 January, 1766. 

Second am ot Tliouias \m Blatic of Charterhouse Square, City of London. 

He was admitted to the Inner Temple in 1771, was called to Ihe Bar in 1773, 

ond in 1787 liecanio Ser)cant-aL-Law. He vras engOKed in many important 

I'ases, and acquired a grrat rcpiiLatiou as a lawyer. In 1799 he was made a 

puisne judge of tbo King's Bench, and knighted. In this capacity he presided 

in many nlebntt«d vauwo, and vru one of tha commissiou for the trial of the 

Luddites in 1813. He died 15 April, 1816. "Illo uemo net^ue inl^or 

I cral ill uviUtQ uvque annciior," was the testimony borne to his character at 

I tli« lima.

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LECHMEBE, Sib NICHOLAS. Judge. 1613—1701.' 

Admitted 21 October, IG34. 

Son and heir of Edmiincl Lechmere of Hanle? Cnillc, Worcestershire. He 
n-iis bom in Sept. 1613, He was calieil to the l3ar 4 .Iniie, 1641, nnd made a 
Benulier 2 Not. 1655. He iron Treasurer in 165T nnd Beudar in 1669. 
During the ConinioQwealth he distinguished )iinii<elf as a elout Bupporter of 
Cromwell, hj whom lie was appointca Attomi^y o( tbe Diiuhv of Lanca.<ter. 
During the reign of Charles II., though he obtained a full {lardon, he took no 
part in puhlic afTaire ; but after the Revolution, though seventy-six years of 
age, he was kiii)!hted and appointed to the bench of thf Exchequer, where he 
sat fur eleven years. He died in 1701. 



LECHMERE, NICHOLAS, yirsi BAKON LECHMERE ,>/ EVESHAM. 

1675—1727. 
Admitted 1 May, 1693. 

Second son of Eilmuod Lecltmerc of Hanley Castle, Worcestershire, where 
he wus boni>on T Aug. 1675, and grandson of Sir Nicholas Lechmere {g-v.). 
He was called U> the Bar 2Q Ott, 1698, was made g.C. in 1708, Solidtor- 
Oeneral in 1714, aud Atlomey-Qeneral in 1718, wiUi a seat at (lie same time 
on the Privy Conncil. He was Reader at the Inn in 1714, and Treasurer in 
the following year. He took an active part in political nlTnirs of the time, 
and n'a« engaged in the trial of Lord Derwentwater and- the Scotch rebels in 
1715. He also took part in the Aj/UthuTV Catt, Atkby v. IfhiU (1 Smith's 
Ltadiny Caia), in which the Commons and Lords calue into collisiou, and for 
that an order was maile bv the Comqions to arrest him and others who had 
acted as counsel, but the ^TJeant-at-Arma failed to take him, and nported 
that he had escaped from the window of his chambers, second flooTi by the 
help of his sheets and a rope, when it was sought Ui arrest him. He was 
rai*ed to the Peerage in 17^1 as Lord Lechmere of Evesham. He was a 
frequent debater in the House. He is raid to have been an excellent lawyer, 
but "violent and overbeoring." He died at Kensington 18 June, 1727. 



LEE, ARTHUa 



Admitted 15 No'Vemlier, 1T73, 



Youngest son of the Hon. Thomas Lee, of Virginia. He was educated at 
Eton and Edinbuigh, where he received the degree of tl.D. in 1766. He 
took part in news)iaper controversy in American affairi) under the signature 
of "Junius Anjericunus." He assisted Dr. PrHiikUn iit his agency for the 
colony of Massachusetla. In 1782 he wus elected to Congress, and was a 
niemberof the Board of Treasury from 1784 to 178a. Hedied 13 Dec 1792. 
Ue was admitted to the Middle Temple from Lincoln's Inn. 



LEE, Sir GEORGE. Lawteh asd PoLinciis. 1700— 176& 

Admitted 27 January, 171S-9. 

Fourth son of Sir Thomas Lee of Hortwell, Bucks, Bart., and brother of 
Sir WilliaTn Lee, Ju<lge (q.v.). He gtadiiatcd B..C.L. at Oxford in 1724, and 
O.C.L. in 1729, in which year he was admitted ailvocate at Doctors' Commons. 
He was elected SI, P. for Brackley in Northamplonshire in 1732, and sat for 
that and other constituencies till 1758. In 174£ he was Appointed a Lord of 
the ATlmiralty, From 1751 to his duatli he presided in the Court of Arches 
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And in the Prerogative Cuurt of Catiterbury. He was knightetl and t 
Privy Councillor in 1752. He died 18 Due 1758, Aa a lawyer he waa held 
in gnat repute, and hin Decision? in the Ecclesiastical CourU were edited and 
puhtished by Dr. Joseph PliiUiiuure in 1632-3. 



LEE, SiH ROBERT. Citizen o» Losdoh. d. about 1605. 

Admitted 9 March, 1Q95-6. 

Son of Huni])hn;y Lee, of Ijridgnurlh. In 1594, the year preceding tiia 
admisjion, he served the utIiL-e »f Sheriff of London, and tn 1602, the year 
when James I. ivaa invited to assiune the Orovm of England, he was Lord 
Mayor and suUscribed the nieniuriai before all the other great Officers uf 
State and nobilitv. With the Aldermen, Chief Officera and Common Council, 
and live hundred citizens of Loindon, "well mounted, tUd in velvet coals 
and chains of gold," be met the King at Stamford Hill, 7 May, 1603, and 
conducted him ta the Charterhouse, and was present at the Coronation 
S5 July. He was of the Guild uf Merchant Taylors, and a person of mob 
consideration in all civic affairs. At liis death he left £100 to the poor oi his 
native place (Briilgnortli). 

LEE, Sib WILLIAM Jcdge. 1683— 1754. 

Adiultt«d 1 February, 1703-1. 

SeutHid son of Sir Thomas Lee of Hartwell, Buclu, Bart. He was called to 
the Bar S9 Jan. 1710-1, but removed to the Inner Temple in 1717, of which 
Inn he became a Bencher in 17SS. He was a man of classical attainments, 
and was appointed Latin Secretary to the Kin ;. ; in 1718. In 1737 he entere>l 
Parliament for the borough of Chipping Wycombe, and three years aft«rwaid3 
was called to the King'd Bench, and in 1737 raised to the head of it, with the 
honour of kuitshthood. During his Chief Jnsticeihip be bad to try the rebels 
of 1745. In 1754 hi- held the office of Chancellor of the Exchequer till it 
could be filled up. He died 8 April, 1754, and wa^ l>uried at Hartwell. 



LEEDS, EDWAKD. Sehjeast-at-Law. About 1695—1758. 

Admitted 3 February, 1725-6. 

Son and heir of Edward Leeds of Hackney, Middlesex (Citizen and Mercer 
of London). He whs ailmitted ■ul tiuuUm from the Inner Temple, where be 
had been called to tht Bor 29 June, 1718. He was elected a Serjeant in 1743 
wd King's Serjeant in 1748. He died 6 Dec. 1T5&- 



LEIGH or LEIOHE, EDWABD. TBaoLooiAN. 1602—1671- 

Adniittc^ 30 October, 1624. 
Second son of Henry Leigh uf Riishall, Staffordshire. He was bom at 
Shawell, Leicestershire, on 34 March, 1602. At the MidiUe Temple, accordim; 
to Wood, he mode considerable ptqj^ivss in the study of the common law, but 
this he subsequeuilv alAndontd for the more congenial ponuits of theology 
and histoiT. On tKe Civil War breaking ont he aided with the Parliament 
and wns chosen meuitier -for the town of Stafford. He was a Preabyterian 
L Hemher of the Assembly of Divines ; but, beinu in favunr of coming to terms 
■ith the Kins, he was ejrcltid from the house t>T Colonel Pride. After this 
"—» to the King's reflloratiou he devoted bimseli chiefly to writing book^ of 
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Trhlch he pnbliBhed the following ; OtnrnxUiinu cetteeming tht Twelve Cxtart 
(1635) ; Treatiie of Divine I'Tormiu (1633) ; Critica Sacra, or tht Stbreui 
Worla of Old, anA the Oreek of Che Nem Tatament (1639) ; Stt)iplement to the 
above (1662) ; A Treatite of DimiiUy (1648) ; The Saint'* Encauragemtnt in 
Evil Times (1648) ; Anmitatume on all the New TeitameiU (1650) ; A 
Philological Vommentary, or an lUuitratcon of Words in the Lam flSCS) ; 
A Syitem or Body of Dimnity (1652) ; Choice iVmcA Proveriu (1667) ; Annota- 
tione on the Poetical Booh of the Old Testament (1657) i Second Cofutderationt 
of the High Court of Chancery [2 Hheets] (1658) ; England Detcrihed (1660) ; 
UheseraUitint on the Kings of Englami (1661) ; Three Diatribei or Diieowriei — 
(1) Of Travel, (£) Uf Money, (3) Vf Mamiriiy (1671). 



LEIGHTON, Sir ELISHA. Royali&t Agist and Courtibh. d. 1685. 
Admitted 29 Jatmary, 1866-7. 

In the Begister he is described us "EUU Leighton of the parish of 
St. Mar/-i[i-lhe-Strand, Miles," hia parents^ not being given ; but h« 
appears t« have been tlie younger boq oF Alexander Leighton, physician and 
divine, imprisoned by the Star Chamber for the publication of Sion'i Plea 
(1628), and who in 1642 was Keeper of Lambeth House. Before his adiuissiuu 
to the Inn Ellis or Elisha was a Colonel in the Boyalist Array, and after the 
death of Charles I. an active member of the Royalist Purty abroad and 
Secretary for Charles II. in Scotland. He irat present at the Battle of 
Worcester, from which he escaped to Holland. After the Restoration he 
adopted tlie Law, was called to the Bar 1 1 Feb. 1669-70, became one of the 
Eii^a Counsel in the Admiralty Court, and in 1970 Recorder of Dublin. 
His pnblic character seems to have been anything hnt impeccable. Pepys 
speaks of him as " a mad freaking fellow,'' though " one of the beat companion* 



it a meal in the world." He died S Jan. 1684-5. 



LE NEYE or NEVE, PETER. ANTiqUABr. 1661—1729. 

Admitted 30 Hoy, 1679. 

Son Bud heir of Francis le Neve of St. Michaet'a Pariah, Cnmhill, where he 
was baptised 22 Jan. 166H-1. His father was a citizen and draper of London, 
He acquired an early tnate for antiquities and geneali^y, and in 1687 became 
President of the Antiuuarian Society. In 1689 he l>egan collecting the 
Becords of the County of Norfolk, and in the same year waa mode Bougo Croix 
Pursuivant. In 1698 he transcribed and annotated Bysshe's Visitation of 
Norfolk. In 1704 he waa made Richmond Herald and Norroy King-at-Arras. 
He died 24 Sept. 1729. His Norfolk collections formed the foandation of 
Blomefield's history of that county. He himself printed nothing. 



LEWIS, Sib GEORGE CORNEWALL. Statesman. 1806—1663. 
Admitted 21 June, 1828. 

Eldest son of the Ki|{ht Hon. Thomas Frankland Lewis of Harpton Court, 
Radnorshire. After a brilliant career at Oxford lie was a pupil of Mr. 
(afterwaida Sir Barnes) Peacock in the Temple, and an attendant on the 
lectures of Mr. Austin {q.v.). He was called to the Bat 25 Nov. 1931. 
Owing to ill-health, however, he did not pursue the law as a profession, but 
devoted himself to literature. As a scholar he takes rank with the foremost 
of the day. As a politician he studied the great social questions of the lime, 
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paniCQl&rlf the working of the Poor Laws. la 1847 he vm appointed Secre- 
tarr of the Board of Contiol in Lonl John Russell's administrabon aud in the 
followins Tear Under-Secretary for the Home Department. On losing his seat 
f>r Herefordahtte in 1853 he accepted the poet of Editor of the Sdinburgh 
Rei^iete. Id 1555 be succeeded his father in the barouetcj, and also in his seat 
for the Radnor BoroughB, which he continned to occapj till his death. He 
succeeded Ur. Glodstooe as Chancellor of the Exchequer in Lord Palmeraton'a 
Grsf administration, and was awora in of the Privj Council in 1855. In that 
minister's second administration in 13S9 he became Home Secretary, but in 
IBfll succeeded Lord Herbert of Lea as Secretary of War. Whilst holding this 
office he died at Harpton Court 13 April, 1863. 

He left liehind him numerous writings, chiefly coniributioos to the literary 
reviews, but the works by which he h best remenibertd are hia BemaHu

LEWIS, HUBERT. Legal Wbttkb- 1825—1884. 

Admitted 3 May, 1851. 

Third son nf Walter Clspbtun Lewis of Ripou. He was educated at 
Cambridge, snd whilst a student at the Temple obtained two certificates 
of honour. At the Bar, to which he was called I May, 1854, he practised 
as a Conveyancer, but his reputation nsU principally on his le^ works on 
Comryandng (1863), Egnity Drafting (1865), and on a work published 
poetbamously ^1889) on The Aneunt Lam nf WtiXa, in which be en<leai-our* 
to ehow an intimate connexion between those laws and the laws 4f England. 
He died at Margate 6 March, 1884. 



LIFFORD, VISCOUNT. S« HEWITT, JAMES. 



LINGEN, Sib HENRY. Rotausi Leader. 1612—1661 

Admitted 6 May, 1629. 

Son and heir of Edward Lingen of Stoke Edith, Hereford. He was bom 
at Sutton Frene, Herefordshire, 23 Oct 1612, and became Sheriff of that 
county in 1639 and again in 1643^ At the outbreak of the Civil War he 
raised troops for the king, and all through the ntruggk was regarded as the 
leader within the county in the royal cause. He was present at the siege of 
Bcampton Castle in 1644, and at the siege of Hereford m the follutring year ; 
but hid chief renown rests od his defence of Goodrich Castle against Colonel 
Birch in 1646. After its captuns on 31 July he was imprisoned, but was 
released on compoundiuK furliia esiaCefi. He subsequently attempted a rising 
in favour of the'kinj;, but was defeated and again tnoJe pti-oiier. At the 
Restoration he wris e1ecte<l for Hereford, but died shortly aiterwunls, 23 Jan. 
1661-2. The memory of his romantic career still lives in the traditions of the 
county, and the niuiie of " Harry Lingen " is familiar to many who have 
forgotten his history. 



LISLE, JOHN. 



REOiaDE. About 1610—1664. 

Admitted 11 May, 16i6. 

Son and heir of Sir William Lisle of Wootton. Isle of Wight. He was 

educated at Oiford, where be graduated in Frb. 1625-6. He W4is called to 

the Bar 22 Nov. 1633, and to the Bench 9 Feb. 1648-0. He wai elected 
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for Winchester in 1639, and again in 1640, and wUIst in ParlifLment 
diitiiiguished hitnaelf as a. violent anti-rovnlist and luppopter of Cromwell. 
He waa one of the most nctive in promoiing the King's trial, and waa the 
di-artsman of the eentence. In 16^9 he waa plained upon the Council of 
State, and in 1663 took a 1ea<ling part in uominating tue Lord Protector. 
In liJ54 he was elected for Southampton, of which town he waa Recorder. In 
1657 he became a member of the Protector's House of Peers. At the 
Restoration Lisle fled to Switzerland, where he was shot dead by Tholnaa 
Macdonnell, an Irishman, U Aug, 1684. He was buried at Lausanne. 



LIVINGSTONE, WILLIAM. AifBRiciN Statesman. 1723—1790. 
Admitted 29 October, 1742. 

Son of Colonel Philip Livingstone of New York. He waa born at Albany, 
N.Y., 30 Nov. 1723. The year before his entry at the Temple he graduated 
at Vale University. In 1752 he publishe'l a Diijat of (A* Colony Latos, and in 
175S was electeil a member of the New York Assembly. He waa a delegate , 
to the Continental Conzress, and wns one of the framera of the United States 
Constitution. In 1776 he became Governor ot New Jersey, in which State ha 
died 25 July, 1790. He published several treatises of a political character, 
And n poem entitled Phitoiophical SolitiuU. A Memoir of his life waa pub- 
lished by Theodore Sedgwick, his great-grandson, in 1833. 



LLOYD, Sir RICHARD. Judge. d. 1761. 

Admitted 9 February, 1719-20. 

Son and heir of Talbot Lloyd of Lichen (Lichfield). He waa called tu 
the Bar 24 May, 1723, elected a Bencher 27 Oct. 1728, appointed Reader 
in 1741, and waa Treasurer ot the Inn in 1747. Eni«rina P.trliament in 
1745 ha served the o Dice of Solicitor^General in 1754, and became a Judge 
of the Eicbequer in 1759. He died 1701. 



LOCKE. Seo LOK. 



LOFFT, CAPELL. Scholar and Poet. 1806—1873. 

Admitted 15 April, 1831. 

Second son of Capell Lolft of Troslon, Suffolk, a well-known writer. He 
w.ia bom 19 Feb. 1605, at Troston Hall, Suffolk. He. was eihicnted at 
Eton and Cambridge, where he had a diatioKuiBhed career. He was called to 
tliu Bar 6 June, 1834, but soon abandonetf law for literature, and in 1837 

?ublished anonymously his first work on Stif-Formatwn, or thi Hiatory of an 
ndividwd MiiuL Hifi second work waa a poem in twelve hooks entitled 
£mtit, published in 1839. During the Civil War iu America Lofft visited 
that country and, whilst there, published an edition of Mareut Aiiitminiu, with 
CritualNota(imi); and in 1868 Rjiggatumt for the Scformation of ikt Grtik 
Ttxt of th« HeiP Tt»lanuml. Ho ilied at ilillmead in Virginia. I Oct. 1873. 
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LOK or LOCKE, MICHAEL. Tiuvbllbr. 6. about 1530. 

AdmitteU 28 Febniary. 1584-5. 

In the Beciater the christian natue of the futher is ouiitteJ ; hut it should 
have lieen Sir William Lok, kni^ht«d in 1548. Michael spent hia early vears 
in Flanders, awl l)eEore hia ndmiBeion had " travelled through alnioat all the 
coantries of Cbriatianity," Btadring history, lansuatjes, and matters appertain- 
ing to commerce, at ie testified by Hakluyt, who knew him. He was also 
known to Martin Frobisher (q-v.), ythoee voyages he aided to such an ext«at 
as to inijMiveriah himself, and bring him m a prisoner to the Fleet (1581). 
From lhe*e losses and others incurred through the failure of tlie Calhay 
Coni])an7, of which he was govemot (1S77), he never recovered. The dale of 
hie drnili ii not recorde*!, but it was sometime about 1616. He was twice 
murri'il and had fifteen children, and was apparently contemplating a third 
ni;iiriLij;i; from the sentiments ei pressed in a treatise he wrote in 1583, entitled 
An aiinrniennHt MalriimmiumiiU^PueUametStnum. This, and a transla- 
tion i<t u pact 'jf Pc-ter Martyr's B'Morw of tlit Wat Indies, show him to have 
possewi^d sonic litenuy talent. 



LONSDALE, JOHN. Bwhop. 1788— 1867. 

Admitted 23 January, 1811. 

Eldest son of Rev. John Lonadale of Newmillerdam, near Wakefield, 
Yorks., where he was bom IT Jan. 1788. He was educated at Eton and 
Cambridge, at both of which places he greatly distingtiished himself, especially 
for his knowledge of Latin. Forsaking the Bar for the Church he was 
ordained in 1815, and, becoming chajilain to Archbishop Sutt«n, and assistant 
preacher at the Temple, obtained rapid promotion. In 1836 he was preacher 
at Lincoln's Inn, in 1839 PiincijMl of King's College, in 1840 Provost Elect of 
Eton, in 1843 Archdeacon of Middlesex, and in the following year he was 
r^sed to the see of Lichfield, for which position he was both by chatacter and 
intellectual capocity so eminently fitted, that he has been pronounced the 
"best bishop the see ever had." He died suddenly 19 Oct. 1887. Some 
selections of his Latin verses were published by hia son-in-law, Lord 
Orimthorpe, after hia death, together with a Life of him. He was also a. 
member of Lincoln's Inn. 



LORTE or LORT, Sm ROGER. Latin Poet. 1608—1064. 

Admittfid 23 May, 1627. 

EldMt son of HeniT Lorte of SlocpooIe (Stackpole) Court, Pembrokeshire. 
He was educated at Wadhum Colle^, Oxford. At tbu outbreak of the Civil 
War be toijk the side of the king and joined Lord Carbery in promoting the 
royal cause in his native county ; but subsequently made submission to the 
Wrliament. He still, however, worked for the Restoration, and when tlwt 
event came about was created a Baronet He died in 1664, and was baried in 
St. Petrox Church. He left behind him a small volume of poems, entitled 
EpiyraJiimafvm Liber Primiu (1646), copies of which arc exceedingly rare. 



LOVIBOND, EDWARD. Poet, 1724-1775. 

Admitted S5 January, 1737-8. 

Son and heir of Edward Lovibond, merchant of the city of London 
(director of the East India Company). He was bom at Hampton, Middlesex, 
in 1724, and educated at Charterhouse and Magdalene College, Oifoiil. 
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Inheriting a fortune from his father h« yraa ahle to inilnlge his own t&*tea, 
which were for literature and the enjoyments of a country liTe, and he 
ciiijtribnted a numher of poema to the frortd nevipanei', which were received 
with much favour at the time. The most popular of these was entitled Tti* 
Ttari of Old May Daji, which has been extravagantly compared in jxietical 
merit with Graifs Elegy. After his death a volume of his verse appeared 
under the editorship of liis brother Anthony under the title of Poeriu on 
Heeeml Ocauiottt (1785), and some of hU poems are to be found in Anderson's 
«nd Cbalnier's GdUctton of Brituh PoeU. He died 27 Sept. 1775. 



L(JWE, EDWARD. ti 1682 of 1684. 

Admitted 3 May, IfiGl. 
^ Third son of John Lowe of the BiidiUe Temple, who wan the son of John 
Lowe of New Sarum. Edward was called to the Bar El ilay, 1658, and 
Fa4 probably the Edward Lowe who was knighted at Whitehall, 21 Jan. 
167S-3, and mode Master iu Chancery the same year ; but lie has beeu 
identified by some (tee Diet. Nat. Biog.) as Edward Lowe, the celebrated 
jnusician, Professor at Oxford, who died 1682, and there is some dilliculty in 
discriminating between them. 



LOWE, Sir THOMAS. Lord Mayok. 1645—1623. 

Admitted 11 August, 1614. 

Son of Simon Lowe, citizen and merchant>taylor, of London. He was n 
member of the Haberdashers' Company, elected Alderman for Billingsgate in 
1&93, and Sheriff 159G. He was knighted at Whitehall in 1603, and beuime 
Lord Mayor of London in tiie year following!. Fnmi 1606 U> 1G21 he 
represented the City in Parliament, and from 1609 to his death, 11 April, 
16S3, was President of St. Bartholomew's Hospital. Ho was buried in the 
Church of SL Peter-le-Poer, where there is a tuonument to his memory. 



LOWMAN, MOSES. Nonconformist Divine. 1680—1702. 

Admitted 14 March, 1097-8. 

Second son of Moses Lowman of Whitechapel. He was bom in London in 
1680. Abandonine law for divinity he entered the University of Lcydeu 
in 1698, and studied theology there and at Utrecht. On hie return to 
England he became a minister in the Presbyterian Church at Clanham, where 
he wa» an energetic preacher. He wrote many theological works, some of a 
controversial character, but he is best known aii the author of a Dieeertalion on 
the Civil Gavtmment of the Hebrewi, a learned work, published in 1740. He 
^ ^ied 2 May, 1752. 

LUCAS, CHARLES. Physician and Politician. 1713—1771. 

Admitted 31 January, 1748-9. 

Son and heir of Benjamin Lucaa of Ballincady, co, Clare. He was at first 

1 «n apothecary, and in 1735 published a pamphlet on the frauds used in the 

■ drug trade, which led to the passing of an Act for the inspection of medicioo. 

" ■ a memlier of the Common Council of Dublin, he became involved 
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in a long controversv respecting the rights of the citizens and the nsnrpations 
of the aldermen, setting forth his argoments in several pamphlets, the mort 
important of which was entitled Divdina Libera^ or an Apology far tiu dril 
Riphti of the Citizens of Dublin (1744). In 1748 he contested the Citr, bat was 
defeated, prosecuted for some of his writings, and compelled to leave the 
country. He proceeded to Leyden, where he graduated 3LD., and, returning^ 
to Bath, published an Estatf on Waters (1756X and practised successfully as a 
physician. In 1761 he returned to Dublin, and contested the City this time 
successfoUy, and continued to represent it till his deaih. As a politician 
he was honest, but combative axul too much of a '^knid^t errant,^ as he 
himself confe&seil, and by some he was regarded as the " Wilkes of IrelazKL' 
He died 4 Nov. 1771. 



LUCAS, FREDERICK. Jocrxalist axd Politiciak. 1812— 1S55. 

Admitted & Harch, 1831. 

Second son of Samuel Hayhurst Lucas, merchant, of Wantlsworth, Surrey, 
a membirr of the S*xiety of Friends. He wa« educated at Darlin^irton and at 
University Collece. L/>ndon. Whilst at the Temple he read in the chambers 
of Mr. Revell Phillips and \£r. DuvaL He was called to the Bar 23 Xov. 
1838. In IS39, convinced of the truth of its doctrines, he became a member 
of the Roman Catholic Church, and at the same time published his reasons 
foi doing »:» in a pamphlet addressed to his former co-religionists. To further 
propaga^ the tmth. as he conceived it, he was instrumental in establishii^ 
the Tablet newspa(<r in 1840L In 1S52 he was returned to Parliament for the 
county of Meath« and became a prominent debater in the House of Commons, 
identffrin^: himself with the Nationalist Puty. In 1854 he went on a mission 
to the Pojie. at whcse suggestion he prepared a ** Statement ' relating to the 
affair, which was published, with his Liie. after his death by his brother, and 
is a valuable State Paper. He died 22 Oct. 185& He married the sister of 
Mr. John Bright. 

LUCAS. HEXRY. Poet. 

Admitted 2S September, 1763. 

Eldest sen of Charles Lacas, ILD. (^.r.X the Irish patriot. He was bom in 
Dablin al-oc: 174iX. He graduated at Trinity College, Dublin* in I759l 
After entering a: the Temple, he sot}n abandoned law for literature, and com- 
menced w riting poems chiefiy of a landatory character addressed to Royalty 
and p^r^ons of rank, now mo^y forgcvtten. In 17T9 he published a Tra^edV 
in blank verse entitled Tk€ Earl cf Scnerstt^ which he insisted upcn reaniiii^ 
to Dr. Johii5»:'iL. whcv unable to account for the inflictioo, is sacd to have 
exclaimed. *" Why, I never did the man an injury ! ' and the volume •* lives " 
chiefly on the remembrance of this sayii^ He was called to the Bar 12 Febw 
17S0.' There is no record of the date of his death. 



LUKE. Ser XICHOLASl Jtrrcs. cL 15€3l 

Admitted (probably) 19 May, 1517 (i)L 

Son of Sir Waiter Luke (^.r.ji He was Reader at the Inn in 1534^ azhi 
Boron cf the Exchcqraer in lMi\ which pcaitiioa he held till his deach 
i& the sixth vear of Qaeoi

Therc is no record of his admission ; but he was Reader of the Inn in 1614, 
and ag-.iin in 1520. He is said to have owed his fortune to hia ninrriage with 
the nurse of Hunr^' Vll. He became Serjeant -at- Law in 1631 and a judge of 
th^ King's Bench in the fDllowin)> year. He sat as Commissioner at the trials 
of Sir ThoTnas More, and Fisher, Bishop of Bothester. He died 1644. 



. LUMLEY, WILUAJI GOLDEN. Lawyer. 1802— 18TB. 

Admitted 18 JiJy, 1823. 
Eldest son of William Lumley of Sidmouth Street, Medcleiiburgh Square. 
He was educated at Christ's Hoapilsl, when Dr. Trollope was head master, 
and at Cambridge, where hu olitained the lirst place in the Law Tripos in 
1823. He was called to the Bar 4 May, 1827. In 1834 he beonme Profeeaor 
of English Law in University College, and afterwards joined the staff of Law 
Jwrnal Reporters. In 1868 he was made Queen's Counsel, and in 1872 
Counsel to the Local Qovcmnient BoaTtl. He was the author of numerous 
treatises on Poor Law and Sanitary matters, which beuume standard works on 
the subjects. He was also the author of a work on Annuitiai (1833) and on 
Bydaw (1877). He died 8 June, 1878. 



LYNCH, THOMAS. Ambricaj) Statesman. 1749—1779. 

Admitted 6 Alarch, 1767. 

Only son of Thomas Lynch of Charleatowa, South Carolina, where ho wa» 
bom B AuR. 1749. He was educated at Eton and Cambridge. He returned 
to South Carolina in 1772, and in 177S attended the Continental Congress. 
He was one of the signers of the Dechtratlon of Independence. In 1779 he 
went for a voyage for the benefit of his health, and was never again heard of. 



LYNDE or LYND, Sra HUMPHREY. Poritas Writer. 

1679—1636. 
Admitted 12 June, IGOl. 

Son and heir of Cuthbert Lymle of Weatminster. He was educated at 
Westminster School and Oifurd, where he graduated in 1600. Succeeding to 
a family estate at Cobhani, he Iwcanie a justice of the pence, and was knighted 
by James I. in 1613. In 1626 he represented Brecknock in Parliament. He 
was a staunch supporter of Prutestant doctrines and joined zealously in their 
muntenance agaiuiit Popish writtrra, publishing niamr works of a contToyeraial 
character, his iirincti)al opponents being John Fisher, the Jesuit, John 
Heigham, a Catliolia priest, and John Flnvd. In 162& he published a treatise 
enUtled Anctint ChaTocteri of the Vuiblt Church, which was intended to prove 
the existence of the Protestant Church throu>;h all ages ; but his best known 
work is his Via Tnta, or ike Safe ffay to the True. Andent, and Catholiqve 
Faith now Profated in the Church of Entitand, which led to many replies. He 
died 8 June, 1636, and was buried in Cobham Church. 
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LYSAGHT, EDWARD. Poet and Wit. ] 

Admitted 17 March, 1784. 

Only sou of John Lyaaglit tit Six- Mile BriJKe, co. Clare. He was educated 
at Dublin aad Oxford, wliera he proceeded M.A. in 1788. He wns called to 
the Bar on S3 May, 1786, and obtained much practice in election petiliona. 
Sulwequently he waa made a Commissiouer in Bankruptcy and a Police 
Magistrate for Dublin, where he betanie noted aa a wit, ban iivant, and writer 
of SOURS, luanv of which became popular. His Poems were collected and 
published, with a Memoir, in ISll. 



LYSTER, Sib RICHARD. Jl'dqe. d. 1654. 

Son of John Lyster and member of an olil Wakefield faniily. There ia 
no record of his admission ; but he woe Lent Reader at the Inn in 1516, and 
again in 1529, and Treasurer in 1523, being then Solicitor- General. In ISSO 
he became Attorney- General, four years later CMef Baron of the Eichequer, 
and in 1545 Chief Justice of the King's Bench. He resigned the latter post 
ia 1552, and died in Southampton two years later, 14 March, 1554. 



LYTTELTON, CHARLES. Bishop asd Aktiqoaky. 1714—1768. 
Admitted £7 April, 1731. 

Second son of Sir Thomas Lyttelton, Bart, of Hugley, Worcestershire, 
where he was boru in 1714, and educated at Eton and Osford, Two yeara 
after hia call to the Bar, S6 Jaii. 1T36, he abandomsd Ihe law and was 
ordained. He was successively Hector of Alvechurch (1742), Dean of Eieter 
(1748), and Bishop of Carlisle (1762). He died iu London 22 Dec 1768, and 
was buried at Hasley. 

He was devoted to tlie study of history and antiquities, and in 1746 was 
elected a Fellow of the Society of Antiouaries, of which he liecauie President 
in 1785. At hiu dealli he left all liis MSS. to the Society. From these were 
anbaeqnently chiefly compiled Naxh's History of tVorcttUrihire and Shaw's 
Staffordihire. A portrait of ihe Bishop may be seen in the Vetutta Momt- 



LVTTELTON, WILLIAM (HENRY), BARON LYTTELTON of 

FRANKLEY. 17^4-1808. 

Admitted 1 November, 1743. 

The fourth son of Sir Thomaa Ljttelton, Bart., of H^ley, Worcestershire, 
and younger brother of Bishop Lyitelton (g.ti,). He was educated at Eton 
and Oxford, where lie received the honorary degree of D.C.L. 23 Nov. 1781, 
In the year of his call to the Bar, 28 Jan. 1747-8, be was elected to Parliament 
for Bewdley, which he represented till 1755, when he proceeded to South 
Carolina as Ouvemour of tnat Colony. Thence he waa transferred to Jamaica 
in I7G2, and in 1766 became Ambassador in PDrtu(;!al. On his return to 
England he was raised to the Peerage of Ireland by ihe title of Baron 
Westcote of Balamnre, and subsetiuently (1704) to tlie British Peerage as 
Baron LyCtelloa of Frankley. He died at Hagley 14 Sept. 1808, 

He was the author of a History of the Coneliltdwn of Jamaica, which may be 
found in the edition of the Laics of Jamaica, published in 1792. 
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Mccormick, charles. historian. Aimut nos— 1807. 

Admitted 27 Juae, 1783. 
Third sou of Cliarlea McCormick uf Rathkea!, Liraeiick. He was educated 
nt Oiford where he graduiiUd B.C.L. ia 1794. Abaudouing law for lileraturB 
he published Hutory of England from, the Death of George II. to the Peaee of 
1783, as a continuation of Huuie and Smollett Also Tht Seent Huton/ of tht 
VouH a,ui Sei^ of Charla II. (1792), and a Life of Bdinwd ifunle (1797). 
He also published anaajmoudj a work entitl^ JJighl Beading for Leimrv 
Manrt, and a continuation of Bapin's HMury of Englaiul He died 29 July, 
1807. 

MACKAY, ALEXANDER. Journalist. 1808—1852. 

Admitted S August, 1843. 

Eldest son of John Mackay of Inverness, ailveramith. He waa 1)om in 
Scotland in 1808. He begun life a» a. joumidist in Oauada, and oa returning 
to England was engaged on the Morning ChronieU, in which paper he publialiea 
letters on the UreKon i^uestion. He was called to the Bar 7 May, 1847. Ia 
1851 he visited India to report on the cultivation of cotton for the Ktanchester 
iind other Chambers of Commerce. He died ou hia voyage back from thi< 
expedition IG April, 1852. 

His Report on his Indian experience! was published after his death. This 
and his work entitlt^l The Wcsttm (KorU, up to its date (1649) the moat 
complete account of the United States of America, form his principal claim 
to remembrance, though he published others. 



UcKEAN, THOMAS, American Patriot. 1734—1617. 

Admitted 9 May, 1758. 

Son of William McKean of Chester, Pennsylvania, where he was bom 
in 1734. He became a Member of Congress, and a signer of the Declaration 
of Independence. In 1777 he was inai3e Preaident of Delaware, of which 
State he compiled the Constitution. In the same year he was elected Chief 
Justice of Pennsylvania, and in 17SS Guvernour of that State. He died at 
Philadelphia 24 June, 1817. 

MACKWORTH, Sir HDMPHRE7. Politicias Asr> Politicai. 

ECOKOMIBT. 1647—1727. 

Admitted 10 June, Idr.h. 

Second son of Thomoa Mackwurth of Betton, Shrojishire. He was called 
to the Bar S6 May, 1682, mid knij^hted at Whitebull in ihe following 
January as "Comptroller of the Temple." In March, 1684 (see iwirfon OoseH* 
of that date) he is represented as preaentinft an aildress to King James on hia 
accession from " The Barrister* and Students of the Middle Temple in parlia- 
ment assembled," con);TBtulating him especi.illy on his continuance of the 
Customs for the " maintenance of the Navy tor the defence of the realm." 
He acauired by marriage Rreat estates in South Wales, where he developed 
the colliery and copper-smelting industries, and for this purpose formed a 
cnmpany, of which he became " Deputy Govemour." In this capacity he WM 
charged by bis enemies with peculation, but the proceeding* fall throueh. In 
1 703 he was appointed Constable of Neath Castle, and eleet«d to Parliament 
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for CaTdifwiBhiK' He also Ml fnr Totnea in DevoMhire. Ha was a 
Church T<ir)-, ami one <if the toundera of the "Society tor Promoting 
Christian Knowlc.|ge." He died 25 Aiij!. 1T27, Hia younger wn took the 
nuny of Praed, nnd waa the aiiceator of the poet Mackworth Praed {q.v.). 

A[ackwoi'k was ilie author of several short treatises orpamphlets on social, 
political, economic and religioii" Bulijecta, includiiw Trade and Banting, 
Mining, Riphts of Common, Settlement of the Poor, Temperance Refoi-m, the 
IHviiu Avlharity of the Scriptura (170-1), ami the Happtmu of a Btligiout Lift 

McNALLY, LEONARD. PLi^aiQHT. 175S— 1S20. 

Admitted B June, 1774. 

Onlv son of William McNally of Dublin, where he was bom in 1752. He 
was ciled to the Irish Bar in 1776. and to the Eugliah Bar 30 May, 17S3. In 
1792 he WM counsel tor Napper Tandy in an action against Lotil Westmor- 
land. He w.ia a member of tne United Iri^hmtn, ana wrote verstB in the 
Northern Star, their organ ; but in 1794 deserted secretly to the Guvernnieni 
and became their ajtent and informer., whilst openly acting for defendants in 
Government prnsecutiuns. This treachery was not diaco^-ered till after his 
death, BO cleverly was it concealed, He waathenuthorof a nuniher of dramatic 
pieces and of two le^l treatise, on Tht EiUa of Ertdmce (I80S), and Tht 
Juitice of the Peace (1812), but the only thing which " Hvoa " of hia (if, indeed, 
it be his, for it has been attributed to others) is the eongSteeel La$i of Eiclimotid 
Bill, composed in honour of France-s I'A&son of Richmond, Yorkshire, who 
became his wife. He died 13 Fel>. iS20. 



UADAN, SPENCER. Poet asd Tit.iS 

Admitted 12 April, 1776. 

Son and heir of Bev, Spencer Madan, S.T.P., Prebendary of Peterborough 
(and afterward Bishop). He was educated at Westminster School and Trinity- 
College, Cambridge, where he was Browne's Medallist in 1778, and gained the 
Seatonian Prize for a poem on The Call of the GeiUiUt, in 1782. In the same 
year he published a translation of Grotius's fk VeritaU as a preparatory 
exercise for takinc Holy Orders, a work by which he is still chieHy known. 
He held many Church preferments, including the Rectory of St. Philip's, 
Birmingham, and became Prebendary of Peterborough in 1800. While at 
Birmingham he was euKa^^ed in a controversy with Dr. Priestley on the claims 
of dissenters. He died 9 Oct. 1830. 



MADOX, THOJIAS. Legal Antiquart. 1666—1727. 

Admitted 17 May, 1705. 

Son and heir of Daniel Madox of St. Mary-le-Bow. At the time of his 
admission he had already published one of his learned works, his Formulare 
Anglieaniim. Almost nothing Beems to be known of his private life, which 
was spent in literary laboui-a under the patronage of Lord Somers (g-c), and 
of the king, who Irestowed on him the title and otiice of Historiograph er RoyaL 
His works bear the following titles: Formtdare Anglttanam, or A ColUeiion 
of Ancient Cltarteri and Itietrumenla of diveri kindt . . . from the Norman 
Vowfveit to IKe end of the Reipi of Seiiry VIII. (1702) ; The Hittory and Anti- 
futtiu of the Exehequer of the Eingi of Englntld from the Norman Conojie^ to the 
md of Ae Reiipt of Er/imrd II., taken from the Rtcordu, with a Correct Copy of the 
Ancient JHalogtie concerning the Roll of the £icA«jiMr (1711) ; Firma Burgi, 
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or Alt Sitlericat Emay eonceming (ht Citia, Tovmi, and Buroughi n/ Englaiid 
(nS6) ; AntiqitKs DialoQut lU Scacearw (nil) i The tawe,traii4itUd in EnglUh 
by a gejitUsman of the Middle Temple {1159) ; Baronia Anglica, or An Sutorij of 
Land-Honours, etc. (1741). The collected worka of Mr. MadoK were puLIisliea 
in 1736. 



MAGFIBE, JOHN FRANCIS. Politiciak. 1816—1872. 

Admitted 16 November, 1838. 

Eldeat son of John Magiiire of Cork, where he was bom in 1815. He waa 
called to the Irish Bar in 1843, but continued to work on the Cork Examiiier, 
which he hod established in 1841. In 1862 he was returned to Parliament for 
Dungarvon, and in 1865 for Cork, suppotting iiietuiires in favour of tenant- 
right and thedisealaUiahment of the Irish Church. He was an ardent Roman 
Catholic and mipporter of Pope Pius IX., of whom and his pontificate be 
published an account in 1870. He died at Dublin 1 Nov. 1872. 

Besides the work above referred to and various political paniplilets, he 
wrote a Li/e of Father Jfnlftno (1863) ; a Novel entitled The Aext Gmeratioa 
(1871), and a volume of Fairy Tales, Young Pritiu Marigold (1B73). 



MAINE, CHARLES SUMNER. 1850—1888. 

Admitted 20 October, 1871. 

Eldest son of Sir Henry James Sumner Maine (q.v.). He was educated at 
Trinity Colle([e, Cambridge, and ivas called to the Bar 30 April, 1875. In 
1880 he was appointed Secretary to the British Auxiliary Mission on Judicial 
Reform in Egyt4, and to the British delegates to the Intemntionnl Judicial 
Commiaaion. He died 11 June, 1888, surviving his father only a few 
months. 



MAINE, Sib HENRY JAMES SUMNER Jurist. 18S2— 188a 

Admitted 4 October, 1862. 

Eldest son of James Maine, M.D., of Kelso, Roxburgh, bom in India 
IS Aug. 1822. He was educated at Christ's Huspilal, where he exhibited 
RTeat promise, and at Pembroke Collie, Cambridge, where he obtained great 
dJBtincIiun, being the " beat classical scholar of hia year." In 1847 he Ivcame 
Regius Frofesnor of Civil Law at the University, and when the Inns of Court 
eatablished Readerships in I85S, he was appointed Reader in Roman Law 
and Jurisprudence. Previoua to his admission to the Middle Tumjili! he 
had kept his terms at Lincoln's Inn, where he was called to the Bar in 1850, 
In the year of his admission to the Middle Temple he left for India as Legal 
Member of the Indian Council, which post he held for seven rears, during 
which he dit^played great industry and ability in framing and directing the 
l^slation ot that country. On his return he itas appointed Corpus ProfesEor 
ofJurisprndence at Oxford, and on 21 Nov. 1873, elected a Bencher of Middle 
Temple, and Reader in 1881. He died at Cannea,3 Feb. 1888, leaving behind 
him many works on law and jurisprudence, which are considered models of 
investigation on the subjects of which they treat. 

The best known are his treatise on Ancient Law (16GI) ; ViUag«Comm»nilit$ 
(1871) ; Early Hittoryof Inititutimu (1875) ; Early Lnm and Curtorn (18831 ; 
and Lecturet en International Law (1888) — works which have been frequcnlly 
translated and republished. 
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MALET or MALETT, Sir THOMAS. Judgb. 
Admitted £9 November, 1600. 



Son and lieir of Maliichi MaleLt of Luiiliwi (Luiiilion), co. Cornwall. He 
was called to the Bar 7 Nov. 1606, in Lent Term, 1636, filled the offiee of Reader, 
and WB8 Treasurer in 1633. In 1635, after being Solicitor- General U> the Queen, 
he was honoured with the Coif, and appointed a judge of the Kings Bench in 
1641. In the folloning year he was committed to the Tower for his support 
to the king in the matter of the Militia Ordinance, and, being released, was 
a>;ain seised in hia own court at KinsBton-an-Thame« hy order of the Parlia- 
ment for refusing tlietr ordinance to be reail. After the Restoration, though 
seventy -eight yrars of age, he was restored to hia seat on the bench, and 
honoured with a Baronetcy, though the warrant was never coinpleMd. He 
died 19 Dec 1666. 

His gon and heir, John Malet, was admitted a member of the Inn on 9 Oct 
16.^4, and was caUed to the Bar 9 July, 1641. He was afterward* Recorder 
ol' Bridgewaler, and knighted in the year of hia father'a death. 



MALONE, ANTHONY. Irish Politiciah. 1700—1776. 

Admitted 30 March, 1720. 

Son of Richard Malone of Dublin. He was called to tlie Bar in Dublin in 
1726. For many years he sat in the Irish ParliameuL He became Serisant- 
at-Law in 1740, but was removed in 1704 for ouposing the claim of the Crown 
to dispose of unappropriated revenue. Notwitnataudiiig this, in 1767 be was 
tiiiide Chancellor of the Exchet^ucr. In 1T62 he was one of the Comiuiasionen 
to try the Wliiteboys. He died in 1776, with the reputation of holding the 
foremost place in his profession in Ireland. 



UANLEr, THOMAS. Author. 1838— about 1690. 

Admitted 6 February, 1654-5. 

Son and heir of Thomas Manley of Westminster. He was called U> the 
Bar 24 Jon. 1672-3. His early writings were of a religious character ; but in 
1662 he published a work on Solicitors, and in 1665 a translation of Grotiua' 
T'e Rehiu Belgieis, and he edited in 1676 the seventh edition of Wentworth's 
OJUe anil I>uty_of ExicidOT»; but hia most important and intereaVing treatise 
was a work on the Pretent State of Knnme, written in 1671, but not published 
till 1689, directed against the ambitions designa of Louis XIV. Other treatises 
ftoni his pt-n were a ReUUifm of the Marthet and Sufferingi nf CkarUi I. from 
1641 to 1648, rotUdtd bn n Daily Attendatil on his Majetty (1660) ; and a tMCt 
on Pjwry (1669). In the Calendar of State Paperi, Domeetic {Idl 2), there ia 
an entry of a mes^nge from the King 'to the Masters of the Bench, requiring 
them to "admitThonias Manleylothedegrceot Barrister . . .wilhoutthe 
accustomed ceremonies and formalities." He was caUed on the following 
January, " on payment of all moneya omng." 
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MANLOVE, EDWARD. Poit. d. about 1667. 

An Edward Manlove, second son of Rowlnnd Manlovc of Kinigstone, co. 
StaSbrd, waa admitted on IS May, 1635, irlio may be, and probably is, tb« 
Edward Miuilove kitown as the author of the rhynu>d chronicle of the Lihertta 
and Caslojiu of Leitd Mitut, pulilisheJ in London 1653, and which lieeamu a 
Rlondard book of reference nn the subject, being largely taken from Exchequer 
Bolls and other original documents. He was called to the Bar 24 June, 1642. 
He held the office of Steward of the Barmote Courts of Wirfcsworth. A new 
edition of his work, with a glossary of mining terms, was published by 
T. Tapping in 1851. Bea ides the above, Manlove published DiMn* Contaitment, 
a ConfiuioH of Faith, nnrf other Poems. He died about 1667. 



MANNINGHAM, JOHN. Diahist. d. about 1622. 

Admitted 16 March, 1597-8. 

Son and heir of Robert Monningham of Fen Drayton, Cambridgeshire. He 
was called to the Bar 7 June, 1605, and obtained tne post of Auditor of the 
Court of Wards. There is no record of the date of his death, but his Will is 
in existence, dated 21 Jan. 1621-2. 

His memory is kept alive now aoiely by the Diary which he left behind 
him, and which was published by the Camden Society in 1808. ' It is chiefly 
a medley of anecdotes and gossip, but contains incidentally moiiy facts throw- 
ing light upon the life and manners of the time, and it is the sole authority 
for the tntt that the Play of Ticelfth Night wiis produced in the Middle Temtila 
Hall. The Diarist snya that be was present at the performance of a Play with 
that title there on 2 Feb. 1601, though it is remarkable that he does not 
mention the ;iame of Shakespeare in oonneiion with it. In a later part of 
the Diary he relates an anecdote of the player, not much to the latter's credit 



MANSFIELD, Sm JAMES. JncoE. 1733—1821. 

Admitted 11 February, 1755. 

Eldest son of John James Mansfield of Kingwood, Hampshire. He waa 
called to the Bar 24 Nov. 1768, and was Reader at the Inii in 1782, and 
Treasurer in 1766. In 1763 he acted as counsel for Jolin Wilkes, and in the 
prosecution of Lord George Gordon in 1780. Beiog relumed to Porliameat in 
1779, he held the Solicitor-Qeneralabip during the ministry of Lord North. 
In the new Parliament of 1784 he lost his seat, and remained nnemployed 
till 1799, when he was made Chief Justice of Chester. Five years later(lB04> 
he succeeded Lord Alvanley (q.v.) as Chief Justice of the Common Pleas. He 
died 23 Nov. 1821. 



MARSHAM, Sm JOHN. CHEONOtoaisT. 1602—1685. 

Admitted 6 February, 1627-8. 

Second son of Thomas Marshain, Aldurmnii of London. He was bom 
on S3 Aug. 1602. He was made one of the Six Cltrks in Chancery in 1638, 
but, following the foilunes of the king, was deprived of bis office by the 
Parliament. At the Restoration, however, he waa restored, and knighted, and 
became Member of Parliament for Rochester. Three years later he waa made 
a Baionet. He died in 1685. He was euiinently learned in languages, history, 
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and chronoli^, and was the author of the following works : Duttriba Ckrontt- 
logica [in which the difficulties of Old Testament Chrnnology are examined] 
(1649) ; ChT0niev4 Canen j^gyptiacut, Ebraicua, Grncuty mm disqiiisitioniba* 
(1672). Sir John alao wrote the general preface to Dugdole's Monattkon, and 
left behind him several unflnished works. 

The 1)aronetcy devolved upon his son John, who was admitted a member of 
the Inn on 27 April, 1656, and from him it passed to his son John, who died 
unmarried in 1G96. The baronetcy then reverted to the younRer son of the 
firat bnronet, Robert, who was admitted a member of the Ina on the 21 Oct. 
166S. He obtained the office of one of the Six Clerka in Chancery on it« 
relinquishment by his father on SO Oct 1680, and in the followinj:; year he 
was knighted. He represented Maidstone in Parliament, and died in 1703. 



MARSTON, JOHN. Dramatist. About 1575-1634. 

Admitted 2 August, 1692. 

Son and heir of John Marston, of the Midiile Temple, and of Coventry. 
He abandoned the law for literature, and in. 1598 published some Satiiea. 
He sulisequeutly entered Holy Orders, and was nreaeuted (1616) t« the living 
of Chriatchiu'ch, HanU. In 1633 a collection ot hi:t Flays was published by 
William Sheurea. He died 25 June in tlie following year, and was buried in 
the Temple Church lie^ide his father. 

Tlie best known of his works are : The MKlamorphatis of Pigmalion't Image 
(1698); The Seoiirgr. of Villanu (lb99) I and amongst his Plays, 7'h<:Mofcon(<n( 
(1604), which may be found in vol. iv. of Dodaley^ Old PUiya. 



MARTIN, BENDALL. Scholar and Mdsicias. 1700—1761- 

Admitted 14 April, 1721. 

Only son of Henry Martin (q.f.), Inspector of the Customa. He graduated 
at Cambridge in 1722. He obtained a place in the Custum House, front 
whith he was transferred to the Treosurersbip of Excise in 1738. He was a 
man of leamiu){ and an accomplished mtiaician. He died in 17151. 



MARTIN, HENRY. Ebsatist. d. 1721. 

Admitted 12 December, 1684. 
Eldest sou of Edward Martin of Upbam Auburue, VVilta. He was called 
to the Bar 6 May, 1692. He distinnuisbed himself aa an Essayist, contri- 
buliuK several papers to the Smclator, very highly commended by Steele, He 
contributed papers also to The BrCtuh Merchant, whiuh led to important 
political remills, in reward for which he was made Inspector-Gieneial of the 
Customs. He died 25 March, 1721. 



MARTIN, RICHARD. REcoRDEn of London. 1570—1618. 

Admitted 7 November, 1587. 

Son and heir of William Martin of Eietcr. Born at Otterton, Devon, in 

1570. At Oxford, where he was educated, he was uottil a5 a "disputant." 

" IS to have carried his propensity and ability in this way with him tr

the Temple, for in 1591 he was temporarily expelled from the Society for 
exciting a riot. To his indulgence in raillery and invective nmy ncobablj 
be attributed a violent attack upon him in the Middle Temple Hall by bis 
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fdlow burister. Sir John Davies (q.T^\ for which offetice the Ut-t^r wm 
expeDed from the Society and disbtired (Af. 7*. R^rftrdf and .4r^vfy»7yw7W XXI^ 
109 — 12). In 1001 he was returned member for Bam?tapl<s ojille*^ t^ the Bai 
in 1602, and from 1604 to 1611 represented C'JhriJitchnrch. In 16l$4l h« 
orpianized a Maaqne in the Hall in honour of the Princes Kli»iVtV$marriai!«s 
and was Lent Reader in 1615. In 1618 he K>camo Recorder of lf«-kndon^ hut 
^ died 31 Oct of the same Tear, and was buried in the Temple Ohuw^h. He wit 
* m friend of Selden and Ben Jonson. He was admittetl to the Temple from 
New Inn. 



MARTIN, Snt SAMUEL. Judge. 1801—188). 

Admitted 23 December, 1826. 

Second son of Samuel Martin of Culmore, co, Londonderry. He was 
educated at Trinity College, Dublin, where he received the d^^fee of LLD. 
in 1857. He was admitted from Gray's Inn. At the Temple, where he w«« 
called to the Bar 29 Jan. 1830, he was a pupil of Sir F. PoIUkk, wh<Hte daughter 
he married. In 1843 he became Queen's Counsel and aequiretl a large praotic«^ 
and in 1847 was returned member for Pontefract. In 1850 he succeeileil lUron 
Rolfe in the Court of Exchequer and was knij^hted. In the same year he waa 
Reader at the Inn, He retired from the Bench in 1874, when he wai made 
a Privy Councillor. He died in London 9 Jan. 1883. 



MARTYN or MARTEN, WILLIAM. LAWtin and HtaTORiAH. 

1508—1017. 
Admitted 1 May, 1582. 

Eldest son of Nicholas Martyn of Exeter, whcva he wan born 10 Sept. 1562. 
He was educated at Pembroke College, Oxfonl, mlmitte<l froiu New inn, anil 
called to the Bar in 1589. In 1605 he Injcanie Roconlcr of Kxoter. He in 
known as the author of The Historie and Liven of the Kinnn of Knffhnd frf>m 
Willixim I. to Henry VIIL (1615V He alno wrote YontWt Imtruetion (1612) 
for the benefit of his son Nicholas, then u Htudent at Oxfotxl. He died At 
Exeter 7 April, 1617. 

MAXWELL, Sir PETER BENSON. Colonial Judok. 1817—1893. 

Admitted 16 November, 1840. 

Fourth son of Rev. Peter Benson Maxwell of Birdntown, Done^Al. He waa 
admitted from the Inner Temple and called to the Bai 11) Nov. 1841. He 
was made Chief Justice of the Straits SettlemcntH in 1H67, after holding the 
appointments there of Recorder of Penaiig (1856) and of Hingaiwro (1860). 
He was knighted for his services in 1856. He died 14 Jan. 1803. 

He left behind him a treatise on The DiUiet of VoHc$ Magittrata (\H1\)t 
and another on The Interpretalion of StattUes (1875). 



MAY, Sir HUMPHREY. Statesmav. 1673— ie30« 

Admitted 1 An^^ust, 1592. 

Fourth son of Richard May, merchant and citizen of London. Ha wnn «^1 ucAUd 
at Oxford, where he graduated 1591. He wa<4 Meml^r of Parliament for 
Beeralston in 1605, and eat for that and other constituencies till 162S, dis- 
playing much ability as a debater. In 1613 he wa* knighted, ami in 1618 
madeSorveyor of the Coart of Wards and Chaoeellor of tlie Diiefay (A 
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Lancaster. In 1624 he ivas admitted fj Graj's Inn, and later in the year 
appointed to the PrJi-y Council. He hnil the reversion from Charles I. of the 
Maetcrahip of the Rolls, but did not Ii\-e to succeed to it, dying on 9 June, 
1630. He was buried in Westmin.sttr Abbey. Whilst in the Temple he 
shared a chamber with Jauiea (alicnvards Sir James) UTiitelock (q.vA " until 
he went to Ireland . . . withe Lunl Mountjoy " {q.v.) (Libtr Famelicv*, 
p. 61). 

MAY, Sir RICHABD. Jcdoe. d. about 1683. 

Admitted 28 Januarj', 1631-2. 

Fourth Bon of John May of Bawmeere, co. Suffolk, and nephew of Sir 
Humphrey May (q.M.) During hia rtudenlship he wns one of the perforroera 
in Davenant's Masque of Tkt Triumptis of Pnna iJ^Amerar before tlie Elector 
Palatine in 163&. He was caUed to the Bar 24 May. 1639 ; but it w&s 
not till after the Restomtion that he acquirei! distinction ill his profesaion. 
He then Iwcame Recorder and Member for Chicliester (1673), and receive<l 
the honour of knighthood in 1681. Two years later he was niade Cur«ibir 
Baron of the Eicheijiier. 



Admitted 20 January, 1834. 

He is entered un the Register as " Thomas Erskine May, of Catherine Street, 
Westminster, Gwit." He wai educated at Bedford Grammar School, and 
was called to the Bar 4 May, 1838. For some years he acted as Librarian to 
the House of Commons, and in 1844 p-ublishud a TreatUt on the Law, PriviUatt. 
Proceaiings, ami Uiagaof PaHiammt, which has long been the accepted aulLo- 
rity on the subject. In 1860 he was created C.B., and sis years later K.C.B. 
In 1871 he became Clerk to the HoLise, a position he hdd nearly up to his 
death. He served on the Commission for the Digest of Law, and was President 
of the Statute Law Revision Committee. In 1873 he was called to the Bench 
of his Inn, hmwrit cauaS, and in 1880 was appointed Reader. In 1885 he 
became a Privy Councillor, and in the following year was raised to the Peerage 
aa Lord Famliorough. He enjoyed this dignity, however, only a few days, 
dying at Westminster 17 May the same year (1886). 

Besides his work on Parliament, he published in 1877 a treatise entitled 
Democracy in EaTnpe, and also a Owvttitulional Hiitory of England, and con- 
tributed many im[Kirtant articles to Mi^azine and £ncycK>pa»dic Literature. 



MAYNARD, Sir JOHN. Coi™oswEAi.TH Lawter. 1602—1690. 

Admitted 21 June, 1619. 

Son and heir of Alexander Mayuard, Barrister-at^Law, of the Middle Temple, 
of Abbey House, Tavistock, where he was bom in 1002. He was admitted from 
New Inn and called to the Bar 24 Nov. ]Q26,and became a Bencher of the Inn 
24 Nov. 1648. He rapidly acquired a large practice on the Western Circuit, and 
was made Recorder of Plymouth in 1640. He was returned for Tolncs in the 
same year, and was one of the managers of the impeachment of the Earl of 
Strafford and of Laud, and a member of the Assembly of Dii-ines. In 1653 
he was called to the rank uf Serjeant-at-Law, and was made by patent 
Cromwell's Seijeant. At the Restoration he made his peace with the Govern- 
ment, and was made King's Serjeant and knighted. In 1680 he was one of 
the Commissioners for the trial of Viscount Strafford, and was attern-ards a 
member of the convention which brought abont the Revolution. In 1669, 
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J of the Commissioners of tlie 
e resigned sliortly before his ileath

his MSS. are preserred in Lincoln's Inn Library. 



MEADE, Sm THOMAS. 



JCDQB. 



Son of Thomas Meade of Elmdon. There it no record of his admission, but 
he was Reader at the Inn in 1562, and again In 15C7. In the latter of these 
years he liecame Serjeant, and was advanced to a seat in the Court of Common 
"Pleis 30 Nov. 1577. He died May, 1585. 



MERRIFIELD, CHARLES WATKINS. Mathematicias. 1827—1384. 
Admitted 24 April, 1847. 

Eldest son of John Merrifiald of the Middle Templn (and Tavistock, 
Devonshire). He was called to the Biir 31 Jan. 1851, but gave all his attention 
to malhemati(»l aludiea, and in 1358 published a pn])er on Tke Geometry of 
Ihe Elliptic Enualimt. ' In 1863 he became a Fellow of the Boyal Society, and 
in 1878 President of the London Mathematical Society. ' From 1867 to 
1873 he was Principal of the Royal School of Naval Architecture at Soiitb 
Kensington, and he sat on various Royal Commissions where high technical 
knowledge was rei^uircd. He died at Hove 1 Jan. 1884. He left works 
entitled Memoiri on Pure MalhemaHet (1861) ; A ColUction of ModtU of Ruled 
Surfaces (1872) ; and Ttdmiad Arilhmetu- (1872) ; but his contributions to 
scientific periodicals are too numerous to detail. 



MERVIN, EDWARD or EDMUND. Judge. 

Admitted 5 November, 1506. 



il. about 1568. 



Second son of Walter Stervin of Fontbill, Wilts. He was elected Reader 
at the Inn in 1523, and again in 1S30, and l>ecBme Serjeant-at-Law in 1.^1, 
and King's Serjeant in 1539. The following year he was raised to a Judgeship 
of the King's Bench, which position he retained through the reigns of 
Edward VI. and Queen Mary. He was one of the commissioners appointed 
for the trial of Sir Andrew Dudley and others for high treason 18 Aug. 
1553, and he is frequently mentioned in the criminal proceedings of the time. 
He died probably liefore the end of Queen Mary's reign. 



MERVON, VISCOUNT. See FITZWILLIAM. THOMAS, 



MICHELL, RICHARD. Scholar. 1805—1877. 

Admitted 17 November, 1827. 

Third son of Edward Michell of Oillingham, co. Dorset. He was educated 
ut Bruton Grammar School and nt OiUird, where he graduated la 1824, 
ublaining a First'Cluss in Uilrnu hvmaniortt. He then became very EUcceufuI 
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as o private tutor, amongst Lie pupils being Roundell Faliner, Bobert Low^ 
Charles WordEworlh, J. A. Froude, and otliuts. In 1839 he was elected 
Pmlector of LcigiL-, and in 1849 <lelivet«d tbe Bampton Lectures, and b«<»iue 
Public Orat<;ir at liis University. In 1H68 he succeeded to the Principalship of 
Mngduleii Hall, u-bich he succeeded in cunverting into Hertford College. 
He diuil 29 March, 1S77. His Oratifmt, notiilile for their excellent Latinity, 
were published by hia aou in 1678. 

MICHIE, Sir ARCHIBALD. Coloniai. Statesman. 1810-1899. 
Admitted 24 November, 1834. 

Eldest son of Archibald Michie, merchant, of Jlillbank Street, Westminster. 
He vat educated at Westminster School. After being culled to the Bat oh 
4 May, 163e, he went to Sydney, where be practised witli success. Later he also 
undertook journalistic work, and waa ossodated with Robert Lowe (iifterwards 
Lord Sherbrooke) in the conduct of the Atltu newspaper. After a rifit to 
Eogland he i-eturned to Victoria in 1852, and was admitted to the Bar there. 
In the same rear be became a member of the Legislative Council, and un the 
creation of the Legislative Assembly, waa one oi the members for KIdboume. 
He was matle Q.C, and from 1857 — S he waa Atlomey-Ueueral, which office 
he filled again, 1863— S, and also that of Minister of Justice. In 1872 he 
was Acent-Geneval of Victoria in London, and held the office for six years, in 
the fifth yeai' of which he was created K.C.M.G. On 1' 
returned to ilelboume, where he died in Jane, 1899. 



MIDDLESEX, EARL OF. Sm CBANFIELD, LIONEL. 



MIDDLETON", ARTHUR. Amebican Patriot. 1743—1787. 

Admitted 14 April, 1737. 

Eldest sou of Henry Middleton of Middleton, South Carolina (deriving 
from Twickeaknin, England). He was educated nt Harrow and Caiubridge. 
On the approach of the Revolution lie became a member of the first Council 
of Safety, and a delegate to Congress, and was one of those who signed the 
Declaration of Independence. In 1780 he was taken prisoner by the British, 
and on his rele4ise aeain entered Congress, where he reported many of tLe 
Debates. He died 1 Jan. 1787. 

MIDLETON, VISCOUNT. See BRODRICK, ALAN. 



MINTti, WILLIAM. Critic. 1845—1893. 

Admitted 12 November, 1874. 

Second Bim of James Minto of Auehlerlees, TuarifT, co. Aberdeen, where he 
was bom 10 Oct. 1845. He graduated M.A. at Aberdeen in 1866, where 
he took all the leading money prizes and honours. He subsequently occupied 
the chair of L<^ic and Enghsn in that University, during whicli period he 
edited an edition of Sir Walter Scott's Poetical Works, and wrote three 
Novels: 31* tVaci o/Ztoom (1886) j Sidph Bardelot (1868) i and Wm die Good 
or Bad f (1889) ; but his chief work was done in London, where he published 
his Characteridiee of Ertglidi PotU in 1874, and contributed critical and 
political articles to the leading journals of the day. He died 1 March, 1893. 

After his death appeared his Manuals on Logic and Prote Composition, and 
an Essay on EwjlUh LiteraXitn undn tlus Gcorija (1894). 
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snTCHELL, Sir ANDREW. Diplomatist. 1708—1771. 

Admitted 19 Januarj-, 1733-t 

Only son of William Mitchell, miniatiir of St. Giles's, Edinburah, where he 
WM born 15 April, 1708. In 1730 he entered the University of Leydeu, and 
was elected a member of the Royiil Society in 1736. He was called to the 
Bar 12 May, 1738, and in the some year become Under Secretary of Stale 
for Scotland under the Maniuis of Tweeddale, which oKce he held durin;; 
the Iryinj; times of the reoellion of 1745. In 1747 he was elected for 
Aberdeenshire in the Whig interest, and from 17S5 to 1761 represented the 
Elgin Burjfha, during which period, however, he was for the most part absent 
on foreign ^service as envoy to Frederick the Qreat. His despatches in thia 
capacity, and his private corredpondence throw great light oo the events of 
the Seven Years War and the character of Frederick. In 1764 he revisited 
EnglanJ and was knightetl, but returned to Berlin the following year, and 
died there 28 Jan. 1771. 



MITFORD. WILLIAM. Hibtorian. 1744-1827. 

Admitted 11 January, 1763. 

Eldest son of John Mitford of Newton Boldre, Hants, and brother of the 
first Lord Redesdale. He early quitted the study of law for that of literature, 
and particularly the literature of Greece. Thia did not, however, monopolize 
hie energies, for he was for some years an active Member of Parliament, and 
at the same time Colonel of the Hampshire Militia, the same regiment in 
which hip fellow historian, Giblion, helrt a Commission. He died in 1827.

Admitted 4 Auguat, 16S9. 

He is lityled in the entry " lllustrisaimus et eicellenlissimus dotninni 
Petro Mocenigo, Embassetor {nc) Serenissime Reipublica^ Venetia)." He was 
one of a family occupying thi? highest poailion at Venice, and which had ^iveu 
several Doges to the State. He wa£ admitted with a number of other distin- 

gished persona^ on the same day, iEiohiding Heceage Finch (q^oX George 
rkeley (5.11.), Richard Gorges (q.v.), Jacques du Moulin, Charles Clifford (^.c), 
and Edward Havard. 



MOHUN, JOHN, Jmt BARON MOHUN (f OKEHAMPTON. 

PoUTiciAN. About 1692—1640^ 

Admitted 6 January, ISKVII. 

Son and heir of Reginald Mohun of Bocconnock (Boconnot), who was created 
Baronet 25 Nov. 1612. He was educated at Oxford, where he graduated in 
1608. In 1623 he entered Parliament for Granipound as a supporter of the 
Duke of Buckingham, who had previously obtained for him the Vice- Warden- 
ship of the Stannaries. Through the same influence he was raised to the 
Peerage in 182B as Baron Mohun of Okehampton. He died 26 May, 164a

MOLESWORTH, JOHN, Maond VISCOUNT MOLESWORTH. 

1679—1736. 

Admitted 6 August, 1700. 
Son and heir of Robert Mokaworth of Edlington, Yorkahire (afterwardK 
first Viscount Molesworth, and brother of Richard, the third Viscount (^q.v.), 
who was admitted on the same day). From 1706 he became a ConiiniBSioner 
in the Stamp Office, an appointment in -which he was succeeded by Sir 
Richard Steele in 1709. In the followioR year he proceciled to Tuscany as 
envoy to the Dulc& and was aubseqiicntly employed on other diplomatic 
inisrione. In 1716 ne succeeded hia father as a Comnii^ioner of Trade and 
Plantations. He became Viscount on his father's death in 1725, but lived 
only a few monthg to enjoy the title. He was a friend of Swift and other 
literary notabilities of the time. 

MOLESWORTH, RICHARD, third VISCOUNT MOLESWORTH. 

Field Marshal, 1680—1758. 

Admitted 6 August, 1700. 

Second son of Robert Molesworth of Ediington, Yorkshire, who waa created 
first Viacount Molesworth on 16 July, 1719. He soon abandoned the law for 
the army and served in Holland, and was present at the Battle of Blenheim, 
and at BamilUes as Aide-de<camp of Marlborough, whose life he saved. He 
subseijuently served in Flanders and Spain, and in the repression of the 
Jacobite rising in 1715. In 1726 he succeeded his brother oi Viscount, and 
in 1751 became Commander-in-Chief in Ireland, and was made a Field 
Marshal in 1757. He died 12 OcL 1758. 

MOLLOY, CHARLES- Dbamatist and Jodrnaiist. <L 1767. 

Admitted 28 May, 1716. 

Son and heir of Hugh MoUoy of Birr, Kin^a County, Ireland. Beyond his 
' admission to the Inn there ia no reeord of his legal career, and he is known 
only as a Journalist, contributing to Fog^s Weekly Journal, and ComtMn Sente 
(a journal founded by himsell^ and as the author of three Dramas, Th^ 
PerpUxed CimpU (171fi) ; The Croqud (1716) ; and The Half-pay Officers (17S0), 
alt of which met with considerable success, dtle in a large meaaore to the 
acting in them of Peg Fryer, a famous actress of Charles II.'s days, who 
though an octogenarian waa induced to take part in them. Molloy'a articles 
in Common Stnic were published in a collected form in 1738 — Q. He died 
16 July, 1767. 

MOLYNEUX, WILLIAM. Philosopheh. 1656—1698. 

Admitted S3 June, 1675. 

Son and heir of Samuel Molyneux of Dublin, where he vas born 17 April, 
1656. He waa educated at Trinity College, Dublin, where he graduated with 
credit. Having a good fortune he was able to follow his taslea, which were 
rather for philosophical studies than taw, and in 1679 translated the 
MeditaHona of Descartes into English. He took an active part in the 
founding of the Dublin Philosophical Socie^, of which he became the first 
secretary, 1683. In 1685 he was elected a Fellow of the Royal Society, and 
in the following year published his Sdoliiericimt Tclf-tcnmciim, in which he 
discussed the true methods of scientific investigation. Tbia was followed in 
1692 by his Diojitrica Nova, which was for a long time the standard book on 
Optics. In the same year he was returned one of the members for Dublin 
University, which directed his thoughts to the effects of English legislation in 
Ireland, and led to the publication of the work by which he is best luiown, and 
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which led to mucli political controversy, vii., Th« Ciut oflrtland^i being bomut 
by Aeli i>/ Piirliament in England Staled (1699). He only survived the 
completion oC this task a few montha, dying 11 Oct. 1698. 



MONMOUTH AND BUCCLEUCH, DUKE OP. See SCOTT, JAMES. 
MONTAGU, VISCOUNT. Ste BROWN, ANTHONY. 



MONTAGU, Sib EDWARD. Judgb. d. 1557. 

Admitted 32 May, 1605 (a). 

Second Bon of Thomas Montagu, lord of the manors of Hanging Houghtoa 
and Hemingtoit, Northaniptonslilre. He l>«citme Reader at the Inn in 1524 
and aoain in 1531. In the latter year he was made Serjeant-nt-Law, and sii 
years lul«r King's Serjeant. He became Cliief Justice ot the King's Bench in 
1639. After presiding over that court for about suven years he was, at his 
own requeet, removed to the Coort of Common Pleas, observing that in his 
old age he preferred " the kitchen tu the hall." He lost his office ou the 
it Queen Maiy, and died 10 Feb. 1557. 



MONTAGU, EDWARD, firit BARON MONTAGU of BOUOHTON. 

1562-1644. 

Admitted S February, 1580-1. 

Son and heir of Sir Edward Monlagn, Knight, of Houghton Caatle, North- 
amptonshire, and grandson of Sir Edward (q.v.), Chief Justice of the King's 
Bemch. He was educated at Oxford, where he graduated in 1678. He sat 
in Parliament for his native county during a great part of the leign of 
James I., by whom he was invested with the Order of the Bath at his 
coronation, and created Baron Montagu of Boughton in 1621. In 1638 he 
attended Charles I. at York, and as Lord-Lieut£nant of Northamptonalure lie 
raised forces in his support In 1642 he was arretted by order of the 
Parliament and died a prisoner in the Savoy 15 June, 1644. 



MONTAGU, EDWARD, lecond EARL o/ MANCHESTER. 1602—1671. 

Admitted 27 November, 1607, 
"Son and heir of Henry MowitagBe, Knicht, Recorder of the City of 
London " (afterwards first Earl of Manchester (q.v.) ). He was admitted the 
same day as his younger brother, Walter [q.v.). Ha was born in 160S, so that 
at the time of his admission he was only five years old and his brotlier Walter 
four- He represented Huntin^ilonshire in Parliament from 1633 to 1626 
when he was raised to the Upper House as Baron Montagu of Kimbolton. He 
succeeded his father in the earldom in 1642, and on the outbreak of the Civil 
War was appointed to high command in the Parliamentary forces, in which 
capacity his career is well known. He resigned the command in 1645, 
and became Speaker of the House of Lords in 1647. Though an opponent of 
the king he protested asiinst bis trial and was active in bringing about the 
Restoration. He died 6 May, 1671.

MONTAGU, EDWARD, /rrt EARL 0/ SANDWICH. Admibai. 

1625—1672. 
Admitted 4 May, 1635. 

" Only son of Sir Sidney Moimtague o£ Hincliiabroke, eo. Hunts." Bom 
27 July, 1625. Though hia iather was a Rovaliat, Edward supported the Parlia- 
mentarian parly and raised a regiment of toot and joined his oousiu, the Earl 
of Manchester, in 1643. He took a very active part in all the military and 
naval operations of his time^was one of CromweA'a colonels and the colleague 
of Blake in the Dutch wars in 1666. He, however, asaialed in bringing back 
Charles II. to England and was created Earl 12 July, 1660. In 1665 he again 
took part in the naval operations ngainat the Dutch and was killed in the 
battle of Sonthwold Bay, 28 May, 1672. 

He had some pretensions to scientific knowledge and contributed Obtena- 
lion* of an Edipie of tkt Sun at Afn-lrid, 22 June, 1666, to the Phih^of^ital 
Trantactiont. He ie aku said to have translated Sarba'i Art of Metali from 
tlie Spanish. 



Admitted 16 November, 1585. 
Third son of Sir Edward Moiitagu of Boughton, and grandson of Chief 
Justice Sir Edwaiid Montagu (q.v.) He was born nt Boughton, Northamplon- 
ahire. He was Recorder of London and knighted in 1603, and Reader at the 
Inn in 1606. He was one of the patentees m the patent granted by James I. 
to the two societies of the Temple, 16t)9. In 1607 he was appointed King's 
Counsel and in 1611 Serjeant and King's Serjeant. In this character he took 
part in tbe trial of the murderers of Sir Thomas Overhury (q.v.). In 1616 he 
succeeded Sir Edward Coke as Chief Justice of the King's Bencb, in which 
position it fell to his lot to award eiecution of the sentence on Sir Walter 
Raleigh (q.v.\ passed fifWn years before. Four years later he succeeded to 
the lucrative post of Lord Treasurer and was ennobled with the titles of 
Baron Montagu of Kimbolton and Viscount Mandeville. In this office he 
remained till the third year of the Teign of Charles I., when he exchanged it 
for tliat of Lord Privy Seal, having been previously (1626) created Earl of 
Manchester. He was an active niiuiater of the Crown and a faithful servant 
of King Charles till his death in 1642. 



MONTAGU, JAMES. Bishop of Winchebter. About 1568—1618. 

Admitted 28 October, 1608. 

He appears on the Register as " James Moutitague, Lord Bishop of Bath 
and Wells, Dean of the Chapel of the King's Household," and he was admitted 
"gratis," together with Dr. Buckerldge (i-v.) He was the son of Sir Edward 
Montagu of BougUlon, Northampton ah ire, and younger brother of Lord 
Montagu of Bonghton (q.i'.), and of the first Earl of llanchester (l|.v^ He 
was educated at Cambridge and became Miister of Sidney Sussex College. 
In 1603 he was created Dean of Lichfield, the following year Dean of Wor- 
cester, and in 1608 Bishop of Bath and Wells. In 1616 he was transferred to 
Winchester. He died 20 July, 1618, and was burled in Bath Abbey. 

In the Uterarv world he is known as the editor of the works of King 
James I., published iu Enghsh in 1616 and in Latin in 1619. 
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MONTAGU, SiK JAMES. Judge. 1666-1723. 

Adiuilt<.il 8 Jun^ 16H3. 

Fifth son of tlie Hon. George JluntJigu of We«tiituiEt^i awl the MidtUu 
Temple, and grandson of the tiist &i.tI of Alaaebestet (a.tf.). He was born 
i Feb, 1665-6 Hnd was called to Ibe Bar 14 Jiinu, 1689. In 1702 he removed 
to Lincoln's Inn, of which Society he waa eleoted a Bencher on hia attaining 
the rank of Solicitor-Oeneml, 1707. Ae connael he wa£ engaged in the cele- 
brated cases of the Ajleabuty men, the proaeculion of Robert Fielding for 
bigamy, and the trial of Dr. Sachevcrell. On the accession of George I. he 
received the degree of the Coif find was miaed to the Bench a= a Baron of the 
Eichequer 22 Nor. 1714. On the reaiffiiation of Earl Cowper (^.r.), he was 
ii<)niinated a Commissioner of the Great Seal, luid ill May, 17^2, he became 
t'hief Baron. He, however, died the following year. 



MONTAGU, WALTER. Abbot of St. Martin's. About 16«13— 1677. 
Admitted 27 November, 1607. 

Second son of Henry Montogii, knight, Recorder of the City of London 
{afterwards Drat Earl of Manchester (y.v.) ). He wu admitted the same day 
ae hiH elder brother Edward {9.P.), being then but four yeare old. On leaving 
Cambridge he went to continue his educatluu abroad, where, subsequently, he 
waa employed in diplomatic missions. Durine one of thc^e visits (in 163G) 
he became a convert to the Roman Church. In 1643 he was imprisoned in 
the Tower by order of Parliament and in 1S49 banished for acU deemed 
treasonable. He retired to France, where, hv the interest of the Queen 
Dowe^r, he became Ab))ot of St Martin, near Puntoiee. In tliis capacity he 
was able to give relief to many indigent Royalist exiles. He dietl in Paria 
5 Feb. 1676-7. 

MONTAGU, Sir WILLIAM. Jopoe. About 1619— 1706. 

Admitted 22 October, 1635. 

Second son of Edward, first Baron Montagu ((/.v.). of Boughton, Norlhamitton- 
eliire. Hewa^bomabout 1S19. He entered the Middle Temple from Cambridge, 
and was called to the Bar 11 Feb. 1641. He renreaenlcd Huntingdon ami 
Cambridge Universitv in Parliamenl and was made Attomey-tieneral to the 
Queen in 1662. He Decame a Bencher of the Inn on 9 Mav in the same year. 
Treasurer in 1663, and Reader in 1664. In 1676 he was called to the de^e 
>>f Serjeant and became Chief Baron of the Exchequer, from which position, 
however, he was removed for jmlitical reasons in 1686, when he returned to 
the Bar ami practised as a Serji-ani.. He died in 1706. 



MONTAIGNE or MOUNTAIN, GEORGE. AacHBiSHOP of Yobk. 

1569— 1 62a 
Adniitled 10 August, 1613, 

On the Register he is entered as « George Montaignt S.T.P., Dean of WesU 
minster Cathedral," to which office he was prefemd by James I. in I6II1. 
Though of unknown parentage he received a University education and obtained, 
as his first preferment, the chaplaincy to the Earl of Essex. By the favour 
of James he rose rapidly and in 1617 was made Bishop of Lincoln, in 1631 
Bishoji of London. From the latter see he was appointed lo Durham by 
Charles I. in 1627, but the see of York falling vacant a mouth after, the king 
transferred him there, being moved thereto, it is said, by a hint from the 
prelate, coureyed in the text, " Hadst thou faith as a groiu of mustard seed. 
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Ihou would say to this ' mountain ' be thoii removed to that see." He did not 
li»e, liowever, to enjoy bis promotion, for he died on the very day of hia 
enthroueiueni, 24 Oct. 1GS8. 

MONTGOMERY, GEOEGE. Bishop op Mbath. d. I62I. 

Admitted S Augunt, 1614. 

He IB entered in the Register as <* l)ean of Norwich and Bishop of MeAth in 
Ireland," but his parentage is not given. In Blouietield's Norfolk be is opoknn 
of as a Scotchman, and that he was of gixid family may be inferred froui the 
confiTniation of his coat-of-anuB by Camden. Ue was installed in the Deanery 
of Norwich 6 June, 1603, preferred to the bishopric of Derry in 1605, and 
tranalated to Meath in 1610, four years before his admission to the Inn. He 
died in Jan. 1620-1, when he was succeeded in the bishopric by the 
scholarly Jamee Ussher, afterwards Archbishop of Armagh. 

MOORE or MORE, Sib FRANCIS. Law Rkpobtkk. 1558—1621. 

Admitted 6 August, 1580. 

Son of Edward Moore of East Tyldesley, Berks. He was admitted from New- 
Inn. In 1607 he tilted the office of Reader, in which year it is recorded that 
three of his sons were admitted to the Inn on the »ame day. In the Parlia- 
ment of Elizabeth and James I. he wasa member and a frequent speaker. He 
was afterwards counsellor to the University of Oxford, which conferred on him 
the rlepree of Master of Arts in 1612. Two years later he was made Seijeant- 
at-Law and in 1616 received the honour of knighthood.

MOORE, THOMAS. Poet. 1779—1852. 

Admitted 19 November, 1795. 

Eldest sou of John Moore of Bnblin, where he was bom on 2B May, 1779. 
At the time of his admission be had already )>ecome known as a |)oet and uu 
crossing the channel to keep his terms broumit with bim, we are tuld, a trans- 
lation of the Oilea of Artacrcon, which he wished to publish by subscription. 
As might be expected, he was never called to the Bar, tor, finding himwl^ 
almost From the first, the idol of London society, he seems to have treated ibe 
atud^ of the law with neglect, if not contempt. The first collective edition 
of hia worlcs was puhlishra! in 10 vols. 12mo in 1840 — 41, and there have been 
many subsequent editions. He died 25 Feb. 1662.

On the Reginter the entry is aimply " Henry, Lord Mordaunt" He wo» the 
son of Lewis Mordaunt, third Baron, whose Arms ars in the Hall, the grand- 
father of the celebrated Henry Mordauut, Eail of Pel«rUirciugh (if. 1697). 
He was summoned to Parliament in 1601, but in 1601 was cotumitted to the 
Tower on suspicion of implication in the Gunpowder Plot. He died in lfi08 



MORDAUNT, JOHN, Jint BAHON MORDAUNT of TURVEY. 

Admitted 3 July, 1603. About 1490— 156J. 

Son of Sir John Mordaiml of Tutvey, who was probably b member of the 
Inn, aa this John ifl entered as "John Mordaunt, junior." He was a courtier 
of Henry VIIL, who knighted him in 1520, and he attended Henry at the 
Field of the Cloth of Uold. In 1528 he was made n Prii-y CoitnciUor and in 
1S3() took part in tlie inquieition into the property of Cardinal WoUey. In 
1532 he was mode a Baron and in the following vear assisted lit the reception 
of Anne Boleyn and jubseqnently took part in her trial. He lived through 
the reigns of Edward VI. and Mary, and died 156£. 



MORE. Stt MOORE. 

MORGAK, FRANCIS. Jcdoe. d. 1558 

There is no record of hisadniis»ioii, butbc was Reader in 1553. He belonged 
to a family settled at Kinf{sthurpe, Narthants, where he was bom. He was 
made Serjeant-Ut-Law in I5fi5 and a justice of the Queen's Bench In 1B68. 
He survived his appointment but seven months, dying the some year. 

MORGAN, MACXAMARA. Dramatibt. d. 1762. 

Admitted 20 June, 1744. 
Second son of Cbnrles Morean of Kilcolgan, Oalwaj', He was the author 
of several plays which, thoug^'h of no [wrtirular mcnt, were pkced ou the 
stage and had Goiiie success, through the tuiluence of the ui'tot SpniuRer 
Beiry, a friend of the author. The chief of these were PhilocUa, a Ti-ageav, 
taken from Sir Philip Sidney's Arcadia, and Floristl and Perdila, from the 
fyinl^t Tale. Morgan is credited olw with several poems of a satirical 
nature. He died in 1762. 



MORLEY, WILLIAM HOOK. Oeibntalibt and Lawykb. 

1815- leea 

Admitted 17 August, 1833. 
Second son of George MorUy of Sl Uichoel's Place, Brompton. He was 
called to the Bar 12 Jan, 1838. He firet distinguished himself by his study 
ol EasterD manuscriiiis, a catalogue of which he published in 1854 for the 
Royal Asiatic Society, of which he wa« a trustee and for some time librarian. 
In 1848 he edited for the Society of Orivutal Texts, The Hiaory of the Atahdu 
of Syria attd Periia. In the leKul worlil he ia beat known by his Digat of 
Caiei dtcidal in tin Humcmc Coitrlt of India {1849-60). He died in London 
SI May, leOO. 
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MOULTRIE, JOHN. Poet. 1709—1871. 

Admitted 24 January, 1SS2. 

Eldest Bon of Rev. Geom: Moultrie of Shrewsbury, Salop. He was born in 
London 30 Dec 1799. He waa educuted at Eton, where lie was known aa 
the College poet and wit. He was subsequently a contemporary of Mscanlaj 
aud Austin h-v.) at Cambridge. In I82& he forsook tbe Bai for the Church, 
and was ordained and presented to the tivins of Rugby, where he lived 
during Dr. Arnold's mastei'ship of the school. In 1837 he publiahed a collec- 
tion othia poems, after which appeared The Drtant of Life in 1843, The Bhek 
Fence in 1850, and Allarf, Hearthi and Q^racti in 1854. He died in 1874, and 
in 1876 a complete edition of hia works, with a Memoir, was published bj the 
Rev. Derwent Coleridge.

MOYLE, WALTER. Political Wmtbb. 1672—1721. 

Admitted J!6 January, I6&0-1. 
Eldeat son of Sir Walter Muyle (if Bake, in St Germans, Coniwall, where 
he waa bom on 3 Nov. 1672. Having an ample fortune he did not follow the 
law professionally, but devoted hiniwlf to nolite and ^neral literature. He 
waa a friend of Congreve (^.c), Wycherley, and other wits of the time. 
He made tranalationii I'l-om Lucian and Xenophon, and wrote a number of 
works on pobtiLS, theology, etc. He died in 1721 

His uorKs were collected and published in 1736 Their contents are : An

JIURPHV, ARTHUR. Altoh asd Diumatibt. 1727-1805. 

Admitted 20 January, 1757. 

Second son of Richard Muri)hy of Dublin. His name so appears on the 
Register of the Inn nnder the date mentioned ; but (though there is no note 
of it on the books) the fact of his being an actor was considered a bar to 
his continuing, though his name was not removed. In the following June, 
however, he succeed&J in obtaining entrance to Lincoln's Inn and was there 
called to the Bar, 21 June, 1762. He was bom at Clumqnin, Roscommon, 
27 Dec. 1727, and educated at the Bugliah College at St. Omer. At the time 
of his admission he had aci|iLired some celebrity as an actov and had produced 
some Comedies, the moat popular of which was JTie Apprtntkt, performed at 
Drury Lane in 175(J. After his adniifsion he started a paper called The Tut, 
in opposition to the Con-Tret of Owen Ruffhead (j.w.). He also edited a paper 
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called Th4 Auditor. In 1759 he produced a Tragedy, entitled Tht Orphan of 
China, and this was follow^ hj a long «eriea of offers, the most notable of 
which was The Way to Keep Sim, in 1T60, in which Uarrick took a. part, and 
bj these lie made considerable sums ; but he involveil himseU in debt by his 
other publications and particularly hV his translatioiiB, the principal of which 
was that of Tadha in 4 vols, in 1783, a work of merit. His works, which 
were very numerous, were published in collected form in 7 vols, in 17H6. 
He (lied at Knigbtsbridge 18 June, 1805. 



3IURRAY, Sir DAVID. 

Admitted 1' 



Poet. 
March, 1608-9. 



On the Register he is described as "David Murray, Gentleman of the Chamber 
tn Prince Henry." He was the second son of Eobert Murray of Abercaimy, 
Perth. He was in the service of James VI., and afterwards of Prince Henrr, 
and Charles I. bestowed upon him the estate of Oorthy in Perthshire in 
recognition of hia services. He was a learned aod accomplished man, and is 
known as the author of Sopkoniiba, a Poem, and Calia, a Pastoral Ballad, ai^ 
other Poems, which were reprinteil by the Bannatyne Club in 1823. 



MUSQEAVE, Sib RICHARD. Political Writer. About 1757—1818. 
Admitted 25 September, 17G5. 

Eldest son of Christopher Musgrave of Tourin, near Lismore, co. Waterford. 
In 1778 he was elected for Liamore, which he continued to represent till the 
Union. In 1762 he obtained the post of Collector of Excise at Dublin- He 
was a strong Protestant and an silent loyalist, and all hia writings display 
great political animosity, eBpeciallr the best known, which is MtTiunrs of th« 
different Eebdlumt in IrtUmii, published in 1602, and which gave rise Lo mn^ 
controverey. He died in Dublin 7 April, 1818. 



NAPIER or NAPPER, Sir GERARD. Royalist. 1606—1673. 

Admitted 8 November, 1627. 

Son and heir of Sir Nallianiel Napier of More Crichel, Dorsetshire, and the 
Middle Temple, and grandson of Sir Robert Napier (q.v.y In 1640 he was 
Deputy-Lieu tenant of Dorset and member for Melcombe Regis, and in the 
following Tear was created a Kniuht nnd Baronet for services to the King, 
to whom, uioueh at one time compelled to make submission to the Parliament, 
he remained faithful till the Restoration, when he was appointed a Commis- 
sioner for discovering all thp waste landa of the Crown in DorseL He was a 
fuvooriU) of Charlca 11., whom he entertained at his ^al at More Crichel 
during the stay of the Court at Salisbury at 1665. He died U May, 1673. 



NAPIER or NAPPER, Sir ROBERT. Irish Judge. 4. 1616. 

Admitted 4 February, 1566-6. 

Son of James Napier of Swver, Dornet. In 1586 he was memlier for 
Dorchester, and subsequently for Briduort (1601) and Wareham (1603). In 
I5a3 he was appointed Chief^ Baron of the Exchequer in Ireland, having been 
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previously kniglited. His fi^quent abaencea in England, however, gftve dis- 
satisfaction, and he vms superseded in 1602. He died 20 Sept. 1615, and was 
buried in MintiTiie Church, Doi'seL He built an almshouse at Dorchester, 
known as Napier'a Mite. 

NAPIEB or NAPPER, ROBERT. Royalist. 1611—1686. 

Admitted 26 May, 1628, 

Second son of Sir Nathaniel Napier of More Crichel, Dorset, and grandson 
of Sir Robei't Napier ((.b.). He was educated at Oxford. After hia call to 
the Bar, 10 Feb, 1636-7, he beca.me Receiver-General for the Duchy; of 
Cornwall. During tJie Civil War he suppoTted the King by raising money 
for his caure. In 1646 he surrendered to Fairfax and was allowed to com- 
pound for his estaten, and on the Restoi'ation was permitted to resume hia 
office of Receiver- Gene rah He died at Puiicknowle 1686. 



NAPIER DC NAPPER, Sir ROBERT. About 1642—1700. 

Admitted 21 November, 1655. 

Son and heir of Sir Robert Napier (q.v.). He was called to the Bar 9 Feb, 
1669. On S7 Jon. 1681 he was Knighted, being then High-SheriS of Dorset, 
and iti the following year was created a Baronet. He was elected M.P. for 
Weymouih and Melcombe Regis in 1689, and for Dorchester in 1690 and 
1696. He died 31 Oct. 1700. 



NEALE, WILLIAM JOHNSON. Lawyer akd Novelist. 1812—1893. 
Admitted 4 November, 1836. 

Second son of Adam Neale, M.D., of BloomsbuiT Square. Ho was at first 
in the naval service, and was present at the Battle ol Navarino, 1827. He 
entered the Middle Temple from Lincoln's Inn, and was called to the Bar 
S6 Nov. 1836. In 1859 he was made Recorder of Walsall He died at 
Cheltenham 27 March, 1893. 

He is known as the author of a number of Sea Stories published between 
1831 and 1842, many of which obtained great popularity. Amongst them 
were CavemJisIi., or tkt Fatrician at Sea (1831) ; mil IVatch (1834) ; 
Oaitleman Jack (1837) ; and The Flying Ihitchvian (1839). He also wrote a 
Satire entitled The LauTead, and, in conjunction with Basil Montagu, 
compiled a treatise on the Lavs of EUctumi (1839). 



NEEDHAM, Sib JOSEPH. Colonial Judoe. 1812—1895. 

Admitted 2 June, 1837. 

Second son of James Needhani of Usbridge. He w-aa called to the Bar 
22 Nov. 1846. In 1865 he was appointed to the Chief Judgeship of V&n- 
couver's Island, where two years later he distingmshed himself by his courage 
in dealing with a terioua outbreak of the mining population, and in finally 
Mfitoriuglaw and order witliout bloodshed. For this service he received the 
thanks of the Home Government. In 1870 he was transferred at his own 
request to the Chief JHsticeship of Trinidad, from which he retired in 1686. 
He was knighted in 1873. He died 23 March, 1895. 
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NEILE, WILLIAM. Mathematician. 1637—1870. 

Admitted 13 January, 1657-8. 

Eldest Boa of Sir Paul Neile of Bourtill, Yorkshire. He was bom 7 Dec 
11337, at Biahopthorpc, the palace of bie grandfather, the Archbishop of York. 
He matriculated at Oxford in 1655, where he developed a genius for mathe- 
matita. He was elected a Fellow of the Royal Society in 16G3, to which he 
communicated his Tlieorj/ iif Motion on S9 April, 1669. His early death, 
24 Aug. 1670, cut short a promising career. 



NELSON, WILLIAM. Legal WbitbR. 

Admitted 16 June, 1673. 

Second son of William Nelson of Chaddleworth, Berka. He was called to 
the Bar 9 May, 1684, and obtained n ^eat reputation at the Chancery Bar. 
He was elected a Bencher of the Ion la 1700. He was a volumiaoua writ«r 
of law booka ; but hia works, thuueh learned, have the character of inaccuracy. 
The beat known of them are his AbridgmaU of the Common Law (1725 — 6) and 
The Rights of the CUrgy in EngUntd (1709). He also produced EeporU of 
Chaneery Caaet, 1625—1693 (1694), and edit«d a large number of other 
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NEVILLE, GREY. Pouticias. 1681—1723. 

Adniiltt'd 25 February, 1698-9. 

Son and heir of Richard Neville of Billingbear, Berkshire. He waa born 
in London 23 SepL 1681. He was elected for Abingdon in 1705, for Walling- 
ford in 1708, and for Berwick-on-Tweed in 1715. During his {>arliamentarT 
career he was an active supporter ut the Walpole Party, and signalized 
himself liy his defence of the Government in the South Sea complications. 
He died 24 April, 1723. 



NEWENHAM, THOMAS. Writer os Ireland. 1762-1831. 

Admitted 14 October, 1782. 

Second son of Thomas Newenham of Coolmore, co. Cork, and nephew of 
Sir Edward Newenham, the well-known Irish politician. He was the author 
of many works intended to bring home to Englishmen a better knowledge of 
the true stal« of Ireland, amongst which were A Stalutital and HUtorieal 
Iiiqiiity tnlo lh< I'oputation of IreHmiUlSOb) ; A Viem of llie Natural, PolUiail, 
am Cominfreial CtTcumMancti of Ireland (1809) j and, being unable to attend 
before a Parliamentary ConunitUe on the state of Ireland in 1825, he staled 
in writing A Stria of SuggedionA rmd Obetrvatima on the subject, afterwarda 
printed. He died at Cheltenham 30 Oct. 1831. 
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NEWMAN, ARTHUR. Poet and Essayist. 

Admitted LQ October, 1616. 

Son and heir of William Newman of Ludgvan, Cornwall. He was % 
member of Trinitj- College, Oxford, at the time of hia entry to the Inn. He 
wrot«8 prose Salire entifled The Bibie-bearer, reftecting u])on "parties who are 
onl^ poHticaily pious tor profit or preferraeot," and a Poem mled Pfeiwiur"* 
Vition, short, out of considerable merit 



NICHOLAS, Sir EDWARD. Statesman. 1593—1669. 

Admitted4 June, 1811. 

Son and heir of John Nicholas of Winterhournc EarU, Wilts, where be was 
born 4 April, 1593. He was educated at Winchester and Oxford, where he 
matriculated in 1611. In 1618 he became Secretary to the Lord Warden of 
the Cinque Ports, and in 1625 "Secretary for the Aduiiialty." In 1627 be was 
returned for Dover. During Charles J.'s absence in Scotland in 1641 he 
was the priucipal official left in England, and on the king's return he waa 
knighted at Whitehall and made Secretary of State and Pnvy Councillor. In 
this capacity he served the king through all the troubles of his reign. On the 
death of the king be retired to the Continent, and at the Restoration he 
returned with Charles II., but resigned his Secretaryship 15 Oct. 1682, and 
retired to East Horaley, in Surrey, where he died 1 Sept- 1669. 



NICOLLS or NICHOLLS, Sir AUGUSTINE. Judge. 1559—1616. 
Admitted li November, I57&. 

Second son of Thomaa Nicholls, Serjeont-alrLaw. He was born at Ecton, 
Northaraplonshire, 1559. He was csalled to the Bar 10 Feb. 1583, and was 
Reader at the Inn in 1602, and received the order of the Coif in the following 
year, and shortly afterwards was njade Recorder of Ijeicester. In 1612 he 
became a Justice of the Common Pleas, an appoiiiCment which beheld for four 
years, when he died on circuit at Kendal ("judex jura dans," as Fuller writes) 
a few days afler an entertainment at Nawortli Castle by Lonl William Howard 
(" Belled Wilt "), dying as if poisoned 3 Aug. 1616. He had a high reputation 
as a judge, but with a " mighty opposition to Popery." 



1585—1642. 
1 July, 16Ca. 

Son and heir of Francis Nicolls of Hardwick, co. Northampton, and nephew 
of Sir Augustine Nicolls {q.r.). He was called to the Bar 30 Oct. 1607. He 
represented Northamptonshire in Parliament in 1628 — 9, and was High SheriCT 
in 1631. In 1640 he was Secretary to the Elector Palatine, and in the 
following year was created a Baronet. He died i March, 1642. 



NOBLE, JOHN'. WRiTBa on Politics and Finance. 1827—1892. 
Admitted 2 May, 1861. 

Only sou of John Noble of Brighton, Sussex. He was born at Boston, 
Lincolnshire, 2 May, 1827. He became an energetic supporter of the Anti- 
Corn Law League and an advocate of the " Free Breakfast Table." He was 
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889 and Lecturer to the Financial

17 Jan. 1892. 

NORRIS, ANTONY. AKTimrABr. 1711—1786. 

Admitte<l 3 Noveml>er, 1729. 

Second son of the Epv. Stephen Norria of Barton, Norwich, where he was 
T>om 17 Nov. 1711. He was educated at Norwich Oraminar Sclioot and at 
Camhridge. He was called to the Bar 28 Nov. 1 736. Losing his only son, John, 
who was also a member of the Inn and a young man of great promise, Norris 
devoted himself thcDi^cfortli to the study of the genealogy and antiquities of 
his native uoanty. The results of his icsearehes have never been published, 
but are preserved in MS. in the library of Mr. Walter Bye, by whom a 
catalogue of them was drawn up and privaUdy printed in 1889. 



NORRIS, Sui EDWARD. Soldier. d. 1603. 

Admitted 14 March, 1597-8. 

Third sou of Henry, Barou Norris of Rycote. At the time of his admis- 
sion he was "Oovemour for the Queen, of Ostend in Flanders," previous 
to which he had served with diBtinction in the Low Countries with Sir Philip 
Sidney, and was knighted by Leicester at Utrecht in lfi86. He remniutd 
Guvernour of Ost«nd till 1699. He died in October, 1603, and there is a 
monument to his memory in Westminster Abbey. 



NOBBIS, Sm THOMAS. Soldier. 15G6— 1599. 

Admitted 3 February, 1^92-3. 

Fifth son of Henry, Baron Norria nf Rycote, In the Register he ia described 
simply as " Thomas Norris, Kniglit," his admission being on the same dav as 
that of Sir Francis Vere (o.e.) and Sir Martin Frobisher (q-v.). He was then 
over from Ireland, where ne had l>een engaged in the government of thai 
country and in strengthening its defencea. In 1597 he Bucceeded his brother 
Sir John as President of Mimster. Two years later he died of a wound 
received in a skirmish with the Irish. He was a man of literary tastes, and a 
friend and patron of Edmund Spenser. 



NORTH, FRANCIS, ^rjl BARON GUILFORD. Lord CHAsOBtLOH. 

1637—1686. 
Admitted 27 November, 1656. 

Second son of Sir Dudkv North, K.B.,ot Catledge(Kirtling), Cambridgeshire 
(afterwnrds fourth Boron North). He was bom at Kirtling, Cambridgeshire, 
1637, The slory of his admission to the Inn is thus told in hia Life by Hocer 
North (fl.p.). "WhenSir Dudley North, his lordship's father, carried him to his 
brother- in, law, then Treasurer of the Middle Temple fChaloner Chute], to he 
admitted, he treated hani with him about the fine of admission, which is in 
the Treasurer's power to tax, and he may use any one well if ho pleaseth. 
Mr. Treasurer asked Sir Dudley what he was willing to give, and (the common 
tine being five pounds) he answered, three pounds ten killings. ' Well,' said 
the Treasurer, 'lay don'n the money.' Which being done, he called for the 
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young man's hat, and swept it all in, and gave it him ; and making tlw 
admi3«ion uill, gr nothing, 'let thin,' said he, 'be a beginning of your getting 
money here'; where his Lordship made Kood theoraeii." 

Durmg his resideate at the Temple, he pursued his legal Btudiea with 
unremitting assiduity ; and, being called to the Bar on 28 June, 1661, wiw 
engaged aa counsel to argue before the House of Lords in the Case of bhe F^ve 
Members. For this he was made a King's Counsel, actl, though only thirty-one 

Cn of age, called to the Bench of hia Inn (5 June, 1668). In May, 1671, hu 
ome Solicitor-General, and was knighted ; and in the ?ame year served the 
office of Treasurer and Autumn Rtailer at the Middle Temple, when he took 
for his subject the Statute of Fines. In 1673, being elected for King's Lynii, 
he became Attorney-General, which position he held till admnced to the 
Bench of the Common Pleas in 1675. On the death of Lord Chancellor 
Nottingham in 1682, he uras entrusted n-ith the Great Seal, which he kept till 
his death 6 Sept. 1685. 

In addition to his legal studies. Lord North devoted himself to music and 
science, and is known as the author of the foUowing treatises: Alphabelirat 
Indrx of Verbs J/euier [printed with Lilly's Orommnrj; A PhiUnophical Etsag 
on Jfiiiitc[Anon.] ; Argumad in Ou Com of Sir W. Soama and Sir S. Barnarditton 
(1689) ; ArgumtnU for giving JndgmmC for the Earl of Bath (1693) ; A Paper 
oil the Gramtatim of Flitidt amtidered, in the Bladderi of Fislies [Phil. Tram. ii. 
84li]. 

Lord Guilford left unpublished A Paper on the Static Barometer, and chiefly 
by hia means barometers, previously very scarce, began to be commonly sold in 

SOETH, ROGER. Biographeb and Histobian, 1653—1734. 

Admitted 21 April, 1669. 

Sixth and youngest son of Dudley, fourth Lord North, and thus younger 
brother of Francis North, first Lord'Guilf ord (i-v.). He was bom at Tostock 
in Suffolk, 3 Sept- 1653. He wns called to the Bar 29 May, 1G74, elected a 
Bencher 2T OcL 1682, appointed Lent Reader at the Inn in 1682, and 
Trea-'urer in 1683, being then only thiriy years of age. He became Sl«WBrd of 
the Courts to Archbishop Bancroft in 1678, and Solicitor-General to the Duke 
of York (James II.) in 1684 ; but he is principally known by his writinga, 
which throw much light upon the history of his time.

NORTHCOTE or NORTHCOTT, Sir JOHN. Foutician. 1599— 

1676. 

Admitted S6 November, 1618. 

Second son of John Northcote of Hayne, Devon, He was Sheriff of his 

county in 1626. In 1640 he joined Charles I. at York, and in 1641 waa 

created a Baionet ; but in Forliument he acted with the Presbyterians, and 
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lused forces io Devcio^hire af(ainst the King. He wm taken prisoner in 164:1 
at the ca[>itiilation of Exeter, but was cxenanged, and resumed hia se&t in 
Parliament in 1615. In 1648 he was excluded from ParliBment by the 
arnif, and in 1601 was removed from the list of justices of the county. 
He sat, tiowever, in the Conventiiin Parli.iment, 1660, in which be supiiorteil 
the ReBtoratioii. He died in the month of June, 1676, and was buried at 
St Cyrea. 

NORTHEY, Sm EDWARD. AiToRKEy-GEKERAL. 1062—1723, 

Admitted 5 Februury, 1667-8. 

Second son of William Northey of the Middle Temple, one of the Masters 
of the Bench, formerly Reader, and afterwards Treasurer of the Inn, 167u. 
Educated at St. Paul's School and Queen's College, Oxford. He ivas called 
to the Bar 29 May, 1674. He became a Bencher IS Feb. 1696-7, Autumn 
Reader in 1696, and Treasurer in 1701. He was made Attorney -General 
in aucceasion to Sir Thomas Trevor in 1701, and held the office till 1707, 
and again from 1710 to March, 1718. He was kniRhted in 1703. He was 
engaged in many State trials, particularly that of David Lindsay fur high 
treason, 1704. He for some time represented Tiverton in Parliament, and 
died in 1723. 



NORTHLEIGH, JOHN. Physician. 

Admitted 8 November, 1682. 



1667—1705. 



Sou and heir of John Northleigh of Exminster, Devon. He was bum at 
Hamhur);h iu 1667. Ue graduated B.C.L. at Oxford in 1681, and became a 
Fellow of All Stiula' there in 16S8. Meanwhile he matriculated also at 
Cambridge where he was elected Fellow of King's College, and graduated 
LL.D. and M.D. He died 17 Jan. 1705. 

He left behind him «everel treatiseis of a philosophical and political 
character, but he is chiefly remembered for hia defence of .lames 11. in a 
work entitled Parliam^ama PaciJUmn (1688), and for u controversy wiili 
Dr. Burnet, Bishop of Salisbury, which it engendered. 



Admitted 14 November, 1734. 

Only son of Thomaa Norton of Urantley, Yorks. He was called to the 
Bar 6 July, 1739, and after Ions waiting for practice became leader on thu 
Northern Circuit. He was made King's Counsel in 1754, and on 3 May in 
the same year a Bencher of his Inn. Shortly afterwards he was appointed 
Attorney-Oenera.1 for the county of liancaster. He then entered Parliament, 
bw»me Solicitor-Qeneral and a knight in 1762, and in the following year 
Attoniey-Qeneral. la this capacity he took part in many celebrated trials, 
as also ill many famous debntea in the House of Commons, of which in 1770 
he was elected Speaker, an office which he retained till 1780, when he retired 
in favour of Speaker Cornwall. Two years later he was raised to the 
peerage as Baron Grantley. He died in 1789, and wns buried at Wonersh in 
Surrey. He was Autumn Reader and Treasurer of the Inn in 1762. 

Fletcher Norton (1744 — 1B20), second eon of the preceding, was admitted 
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6 Nov. 1755, and was called to the Bar 9 Jane, 17G9. He saeeeeded Buon 
Wvnne in 1776 in the Court of Exchequer in Scotland, which office he held 
till the time of hie death, when he was senior Baron. He was Reader at the 
Inn in 1799, and Treasurer in 1S08. He died on 19 June, 1820, and 
buried in the family vault at Wonersh, Surrey. 



NYE, JOHN. Theologian. d, 1688. 

Admitted 10 Februaiy, 1654-^ 

Second son of Philip Nye of Westminster (Independent Divine). In the 
year preceding his admission he obtained the degree of KA. at Mafidalene 
College, Oxfom. At the Restoration he conformed to the Church and ootained 
the \i\ui^ of Great Chishall, Essex, and suljeequently the rectory of Quendon. 
He died m 1688. 

He was the author of a tract in defence of his father acainst Anthony 
Sa/ller, entitled Mr. Anthony Sadler Examined (1654) ; ana A Display of 
Dirim Heraldry (1675), a defence of the genealogies of Our Lord against 
Socinua.

O'BRIEN, SiB LUCIUS HENRY. Irish PounciAir. d, 1795. 

Admitted 18 September, 1753. 

On the Register he is entered as ^ Luke 0*Brian, son and heir of Edward 
O'Brian of Dromoland, co. Clare, Baronet." He was a member of a younger 
branch of the O'Briens, Earls of Thomond. He entered Parliament in 1763, 
and )>ecame a prominent member of the popular party. He succeeded his 
father in the baronetcy in 1765. In 1787 he was swom of the Privy Council 
and became Clerk of the Hanaper in the Court of Chancery. He died 
15 Jan. 1795. 



OGLANDER, Sib JOHN. Royalist. 1585—1665. 

Admitted 31 October, 1604. 

Son and heir of William Oglander of West Dean, Sussex. He was bom 
12 May, 1585. He was knighted by James I. in 1615, and subsequently 
became Deputy-Govemour of Portsmouth and of the Isle of Wight. He sat 
for Yannouth, I.W., for many years from 1625. During the Civil War he 
adhered to the king, and suffered for his loyalty accordingly. He died at 
Nunwell, I.W., 28 Nov. 1655. His only son 'was created a Baronet by 
Charles II. 



O'GRADY, STANDISH, first VISCOUNT GUILLAMORE. 
Ibish Judge. 1766 — 1840. 

Admitted 19 April, 1783. 

Eldest son of Derby O'Grady of Mount Prospect, co. Limerick. He 
gra<luated B.A. at Dublin in 1784, and was called to the Irish Bar, where 
he attained considerable practice. In 1803 be became Attorney-General, and 
was one of the prosecuting counsel at the trial of Robert Emmet. In 1805 
he was made Lord Chief Baron of the Exchequer, and on his retirement in 
1831 was created Viscount Guillamore of Calur in the Peerage of Ireland. 
He was a man of wit and learning, and an able judge. He died in Dublin 
20 April, 1840. 
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O'LOOHLEN, Sir COLMAN MICHAEL. Lawtir and Politician. 

1819—1877. 
Admitted 16 January, 1837. 

Eiikat son a! the Bight Hon. Michael O'Loghlen ((.«.), of Merrion Sqoato. 
Dublin, where he v/aa bom 20 SepL 1619. He graduated at Dublin in 1840, 
And was called to the Irish Bar the same year. He entered Parliament for 
Clare in 1863, and became Judge- Advocate General, and a member of tho 
Privv Council in 1868, He was inBtrQmental in carrying the Bill for 
enabling Roman Catholics to attain the position of Lord Chancellor in 
Ireland. He died 23 July, 1877. 



O'LOGHLEN, Sir MICHAEL Irish Jdiwb. 1789— ia«. 

Admitted 15 November, 1809. 

Third boh of Colman 0'Lr)Rhlen of Port, near Enni», co. Clare. He 
gradaated at Trinity College, Dablin, in. 1809, and was called to the Irish 
Bar in 181 1. He waa a favourite with O'Connell, to whose practice he largelf 
succeeded. He became a King's Counsel in 1830, a Serjeant in the following 

Cear, and in 183S a Bencher of the King's Inns. He entered Parliament in 1835, 
ecame Solicitor and Attorney- General Hucceasively j in the following Tear 
a Baron of the E:(cheouer, and Master of the Bolls in 1837, belim the first 
Odtholic law officer and judge in Ireland since the time of James IL In 1838 
lie was created a Baronet. He died in London 28 Sept. 1843. Both as a 
barrister aod judge he left a high reputation. 



OSSLOW, EARL OF. Sea ONSLOW, GEORGE, 



ONSLOW, ARTHUR. Sfeakbr of the Hoose of Commonh. 

1C91— 1768. 
Admitted 23 May, 1707. 

Son and heir of Foote Onslow of Woodford, Essex, First ComDiissioner of 
Excise. He was born at Chelsea on I Oct. 1691. Soon after his call to the 
Bar, 16 May, 1713, he waa made Recorder of Guildford and represented that 
borough in Parliament in 1720. He was subsequently retumed lor the county 
ut Surrey and chosen Speaker of the House of Commons on 23 Jan. 1727'8, 
and this honour was repeated tour times, viz., in 1734, 1741, 1747 and 1754, 
He waa elected a Bencher of the Inn 9 Feb. 1727-8. In 1728 he was awonl 
in of the Privy Council, in the following year waa appointed Chancellor to 
ijiieen Caroline, and in 1734 maile Treasurer of the Navy. Ttiis hut appoint- 
ment, however, he resigned as inconMstent with his office of Speaker. His 
I'ouduct in the chair, during the thirty-three years he occupied it, '■ was 
distinguished by talents of the highest order, the most refined dignity, and a 
zealous watchfulness of the liberties and privilecEa of Parliament," He retired 
from the Speakership on 18 March, 1761, and died 17 Feb. 1768. 

Mr. Speaker Onslow published no works, but he wrote many marginal 
notes to Burnet's Hutonj of hi* Oam r»m«i, which annotations were published 
with the edition of that work which appeared in 1823. 
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ONSLOW, GEORGE, firsl EABL of ONSLOW. 1731—1814. 

AJniitled 14 November, 1739, 

Son and heii' of tlie Ri^ht Hon. Arthur Onsluw (q.v.), one of tlie Masters nf 
Ihe Benth of tlie Midilk Temple. He was educated at Westiiiinater and 
Cambridge, where he protejided M.A. in 1768. In 1754 lie entered Parlia- 
ment for Rye, and s&t eub»equenLlj' for Surrey till Le went to the Hou.<>e of 
Lords a» Boron Cranley in 1776, taking on active part in all the procecdinjis of 
the House. In 1769 be prosecuted Home Tooki; for libel, and after a long 
and exciting trial obtained damages for £400. In 1777 he was made 
Comptroller of the Household and in 1779 Trenaurer. He was a friend of the 
Prince of Wales, and was present in the royal cnrriaije when it was mobbed in 
1796. He was made Viscount Cranley and Earl of Ooalow, 19 June, 1801, 
He died at L'landoii Park, Surrey, 17 May, 1814. Walpoleand "Junius "speak 
of him ill uncomplimentary terms. 

O'REILLY, MYLES WILLIAM PATRICK (a), Soldibeato 

PoUTiciAS. 1825 — 1980. 

Admitted 15 November, 1848. 

Only son of William O'Reilly of the Middle Temple and Thomastown Cutle, 
CO. Lontb. He Rraduated B.A, at London University in 184B. He became 
a captain in the Louth Militia, and in 1860 entered the service of the Pope 
and was appointed tn the command of the Irish Brigade in the Piedmonteae 
campaign. On his return he was returned to Parliament for the county of 
Longford and took an active part in the debates of the House on Irish 
subjects. He vacated his seat in 1879 and died in Dublin 6 Feb. 1880. He 
wrote MenmriaU nf Hum who Saffend for Che Gaihalic Faith in Ireland in Iki 
IGth, nth ami IfliA Centurua (1868), afterwards reprinted in Brennan's Iriah 
M<trtyn (1878).

and his English property restored to liini, and lie probably spent the last years 
of his life in England, (Tying in the Wginning of Feb. 161 1-2. 



PAGET, HENRY, Jlrtt EARL of UXBRIDGE. d. 1743. 

Admitteii 7 February, 1682-3. 

Second sou of William, Lord Paget, Baron of Beaudeseit, Stafford. He sat 
in Parbunent for many years tor Stattordshire, and in 1710 became a Lord of 
the Treasury. In the following year he was made a meniljer of the Privy 
Council, and raised to the jieerai^e aa Baron Burtun of Burton. He sucueedea 
his father as Baron of Beaudesert iu 1713, and was created Earl of Uxbridge 
the next year. The only judicial ai^iointment he appears to Imve held wa» 
that of Recorder of Lichfield. He died 30 Aug. 1743. 



PAGET, JOHN. Police Magistrate and Author. 1811—1898. 
Admitted 16 October, 1836. 

Second son of Thomas Paget of Humberstone, Leicestershire, Banker, where 
he was bom in 1811. He was called to the Bar 2 Nov. 1836. In 18&0 he 
became secretary to Lord Chancelloi' Truro ond subsequently to Lord 
Chancellor Cnuiwortli, and was appointed a Police Magistrate in 1864. Mr, 
Paget was known as a fretjuent contributor to Jllacheood on historical and 
biographical subjects, many of hie articles being subseijuently published under 
the title of Faradoxa ana Pimies, Historical, J-udiaal aud Lilrrary (1874), 
He was the author also of a kgal lext-hook on Die Inconte Tax (1842). He 
died 28 May, 1898. 



PAGET, THOMAS, third BARON PAGET of BEAUDESERT. 

d. 1Q90. 
Admitted 24 May, 1561. 

Second eon of Lord Paget of Drarty (I Drayton), and brother of Charles 
Paget ('{■v.). He succeeded to the famdy title and estates on the death of his 
brother Henry in 1568. Being a Roman Catholic he was constantly in conflict 
with the authorities, and in 1683 fled to the Continent. In 1587 he was 
attainted of treason and his estates seized. He died at Brussels early in 1590.

PAOET, WILLIAM, fourlli BARON PAGET of BEAUDESEBT. 

1673—1639. 
AdmittBil 20 February, 1610-1. 
Son of Thomas, third Lord Paget (q.v.). He was engaged in militarr 
service and was present wilh £s9ux at the taking of Cailiz in 1596. Two year* 
later he went with Sir Robert Cecil on his Embasay to Paris. Jamea 1. 
restored to him his father's land^ and honouts, and he was Bummoued to 
Parliament as Baron Paget in 1605. He died 29 Ang. 1629. 



PAGITT w PAGYTT, JAMES. Judge. 1B81— 1638. 

Admitted 13 March, 1594-5. 

Only son of Thomas Pngitt, late Reader (Trvasarer in 15dS). He was called 
to the Bar in 1602, 1>ecanie Comptroller uf the Piiic in 1618, and a puisne 
Baron of the Exchequer in 1631. He died 3 Sept 1638 and was buried at 
Tottenliam, where there is a monument to hia memory in the chureh. 



PALMER, EDWARD HENRY. Ohibstalist. 1840—1682. 

Admitted 8 June, 1869. 

Only son of William Henry Palmer, schoolmaster, of Cambridge, where he 
was bom 7 Aug. 184H, and educated at Perse School. Entering a wine 
merchant's office in London, he comnienccd tm studies in languages by con- 
versing with Italian organ-grinders and other foreigners. He then obtained 
a Iknowledge of some of the Eaatem longua^ from Oriental students at 
Cambridge. Hia iudustrj' in this way attracted the attention of the Fellows 
of St. John's College, who obtained his admission there as a Siiar in 1863, and 
he graduated RA. with classical honoum ih 1867 and was elected to a Fellow- 
shi]i. In 1889 he joined the Sinai 8un,-ey Expedition, and on hia return 
became Professor of Arabic at Cambridge. He was called (o the Bar 6 June, 
1874. His translations and pubhcationa are too numerous to mention. They 
include n wori on The Detert of the EToditt, Essays, Papera, etCiandapCT-swin- 
EnglUh Didimuiry. His knowledge of the E^t was pre-eminent and his 
adventures there unique. He was murdered by Aial» in Egypt 11 Aug. 



PALMER, Sib GEOFFREY. Lawteb. 1598—1670. 

Admitted 14 June, 161C. 

Son and heir of Thomas Palmer of Carlton, Northamptonshire. He was 
called to the Bar 23 May, 1633, to the Bench 1 June, 1660, and was Treasurer 
at the Inn in 1661. He came of an old Northamptonshire family and was an 
ardent Royalbt. He was imprisoned by Cromwell in 1656 on suspicion of 
plotting against him. From this time he made it a point to insult the 
Protector by writing his name wilh a small "o". This joke, as much as any- 
thing, commended Elm to Charles II., who on the Restoration made Palmer a 
Knight, Attorney-General, Chief Justice of Chester, and soon after a Barcmet. 
His Reports contain cases in the King's Bench and Common Pleas from 
17 Jac. I. to 5 Car. I., and are entitled La Keporti rfp Sir Gefrey Palmer, 
Chevalier it Barond, Attonitij-Omieral d «oit tris ExetUeal Mmaty U Roy CharUi 
U Stcond. Folio, London (1678). He presented to the Libra^, during his 
Treaaurership, a copy of the Reports (which he edited) of Sir n4ncis Moore 
(f.ti.), who was his father-in-law.

PALTOCK, ROBERT. Romance Wbitbb. 1697^^76^ 

Admitted 13 Janiiary, 1715-6, 

Son and heir of Thomas Paltock of Ewfitld, Middlesex. He is said to have 
become an " attorney " and to have resided in ClemenlH' Inn ; but he is now 
remembered only as the antior of ITte Life and Adventung u/ Peter H^'iOdiiM, 
piihliahed Hnonymaualy in 1761, a work which obtained much iwpularity, ana 
the unrestrained euconiuma of such criticn as Coleridge, Soutney, Lamb and 
Scott. Some other writings are attributed to him, but they are of inferior 
merit. He died in Lambeth 20 March, 1767. 



PARRY, JOHN HUMFFREYS. Antiquakt. 1786— 1825. 

Admitted 1 May, 1S06. 

Eldest aon of the Rev. Edward Parry of Mold, co. Flint, where he was bora 
6 April, 1786. He waa called to the Bar 12 June, 1812, and practised for 
Bonie time on the Oxford Circuit and the Cheater Great Sessions, but finally 
took to literature and established the Cambro-Britim, a nitwazine for the 
discussion of Welsh history and antiquities. He also wlited the Traiuaetiom 
o/' the Owmmrodorion Society, of which he was one of the Ibunders, in 1820. 
He published Essavs on the Navi^tion, the Manners, and Customs of the 
Ancient Britons, and in 1824 a collection of Welsh Biographies under the titlft 
of 7^ CanUman Plutarch. He was killed in an unfortunate brawl al 
Pentonville 18 Feb. 1826. 



PARRY, JOHN HUMFFREYS. Sekjeast-at-Law. 1816^1880. 

Admitted 28 April, 1838. 

Eldest son of John Humffreys Parry {q.v.) of Moid, co. Flint, the Weleh 

Butiquary. He was born in London £4 Jan. 1616. Ue was colled to the Bar 

9 June, 1843, became a Serjeant-al-Law iu 1856, and acquired a great 
reputation as an advocate, and was engaged in many of the most remarkable 
trials of his time, as the trial of the Mannings in 1849, of Muller in 1864, in 
the prosecution of Overeud and Gurney iu 1H69, and the Tichbome Case 
in 1873.

PATTESON, Sib JOHN. Judge. 1790—1861. 

Admitted 28 May, 1812. 

Second eon of the Rev. Henry Pattewju of Drinkatonc, near Woolpit, 
Suffolk. He was born at Coney Weston, Suffolk, on 11 Feb. nSu. He was 
called to the Bar 6 July, 1821. At the time of his call he had acquired a great 
reputation as a special pleader, and, joining the Northern Circuit, hia abiBtiea 
became so speedily acknowledged thkt on 12 Nov. 1830, after only nine years' 
practice, he was raised to a place on the King's Bench, with tlie honour of 
Euighthood. This position tie held with great distinction till 1852, whan, 
from increasing deafness, he felt it his duty to retire. He died on 28 June, 
1861. Sir John Patteson edited the 5th edition of Sir Edmund Saunders's 
ReporU (1824).

PAULET, Sib AMIAS or AMISIUS. 



Uu admistdon to the Inn ia not in the booLa ; but his imiiie Hpp«Eira oQ the 
list of Treasurera uf the Middle Temple in 15S0, and again in lfi21, aud be is 
credited with the restoration of the gatewa^r leading into Fleet Street (the 
predoceMorof the present gateway erei;ted. by Sir C. Wren in 1684}, "garnishing 
the same on the outside thereof with cardinals' hata and arine, Lhinking 
thereby U> conciliate Cardinal Wolsey. whoHe animosity he is said to have 
incurred bv having him placed in the atocki indays before his "greatnesa had 
a-ripened," Sir Aniiaa being then a ^ittA wan and a mngiatrate down in 
Hampahire, and the Cardinal au unknown cleric. When their relative 
positions became reversed, the Cardinal avenged hiui«elt' by confining Sir 
.Amiiu to thct limits of the Temple for five or six years. He became Ij^e in 
ir)21, eoon after the gateway was complet«d, though whether the coidiuals' 
bats and arms hod anvthinK to do with his libeintion does not appear. Sir 
Amias waa the aon of Sir William Paulet of Hiuton St. George, Somerset 
He served in the wars in Fiance and iu the suppression of Simnel's and 
Ferkin Warbeck'x rebeUiona. He died in 1&38. 



PAULET or POULET, Sir HUGH. Soldier.

There is no entry of his admission to be found (it prolialily being in the lost 
book) ; but his Anns are in the lirat Noirth window of the Hall. He wa^ the 
son of Sir Amiaa Paulet (i{.v.\ also a member of the Inn, whom he succeeded 
iu 1538. He was knij^hted in 1&37, and was present in the same year at 
Prince Edward's baptism. He «uWquently served in France, and di;«tinguislied 
hinuelf at the siege of Boultwuc in 1544. In 1549 he put down the risings id 
thf West following upon Betorinatiou changes, and in the foUoiving year was 
appointed Captain of Jersey, and some time after, Vice-President of the 
Welsh Marches. He died on the 6 Dec, nkost probably 1572, though the 
date of the year on his tomb at Hinton 8t George ia oblitemted. The name 
on the inscription is Poulet, tlie form of it be hiineelf alwnys adopted.

PEEL, Sib LAWRENCE. IsniAN Jume. 1799—1884. 

Admitted 31 October, 1820. 

Fifth son of Joseph Peel of Staptnliill, co. Derby (the yoanger brother 
of tlie first Sir Robert Peel). He nas boru 10 Aug. 1799, and educated at 
Rugby and Cambridge, where he graduated in 1831. He was caUed to the 
Bar 7 May, 1824, and practised for some time on the Northern Circuit, but 
in 1840 was appointed Advocate-General at Calcutta, and two years later 
Chief Justice ol the Supreme Court there. From tliie post he returned in 
1855, was elected a Bencher in 1856, and held the office of Treasurer at the 
Inn in 1866. He took great interast in all matters connected with the Inn, 
where he was a great favourile, and he was the author of some fugitive piece-i, 
copies of which are preserved in the Parliament Chaml>er. He also wrote 
Himt Niiiiteit, Poewa translated and original, and A Skdeh of the Life and 
ChuTOcter o/Str BobrH Petl (1860). He died at hia house in the Isle of Wight 
22 July, 1884. 



PEGGE, SAMUEL.

Onlj' son of the still more eminent antiquary. Rev. Samuel P^e of 
Wittington, co.

Eldest son of William Pennefatber of DarlinghUl, Tipperary. He graduated 
at Dublin in 1794, and was called to the Irish Bar in 1795. He practised for 
many years on the Munster Circuit, and in I82I. was appoiiited Chief Boron 
of tlie Trisl) Exchequer, nhich position he held, with much distinction, till his 
death 7 Aug. 1859.

PERCY. ALGERNON, tculh EARL of NOETHUMBERLANI).

His parentaEe is not given in the Register, but tie was the son of Henry, 
ninth Earl. He van created a K.B. the year following his admission, being 
then but fourteen vears of ^e. He succeeded his father in 163S. He 
received from Charles I. the Order of the Garter, and was made Admiral of 
the Fleet in 1636, and raised to the dignity of Lord High Admiral in 1638. 
At the outbreak of the Civil War he at first look the jiart of the King, but 
gradually drew away to the side ot the Opposition, and m 1642 supported the 
Parliament. He opposed, however, extreme measures against the King, and 
acquiesced in the Restoration.

He relumed to England in 1612, and suhseiiuently 
ser\-ed again in the Netherlands. He died in 1632. 

He took a leading part in the controversy between Captain John Smith and 
the Virginian Settlers, and wrote an answer to Smith's Gtneral Hidory, 
entitled A Imi Selalion of Octurrenti in Fi'rjiViia. He also wiote a Ilinourtt 
of the Planlativa, nhich is printed in HaJduyt's Voyaga.

PERROT or PERROTTE, Sib JAMES. Politician. 1571—1637. 

Admitted 9 January, lb90-l. 

Second son of Sir Johu Pevrol of CaiL-w, Pembrokeshire. He was bom at 
HarroldBtoii in that county in 1571. He represented Haverfordwest in 
Parlitimeul in 1604, and took u laruu P&rt iii tlie debates, particularly in the 
affairs of the Palatinate (1621). He was knighted by James 1. in 1603. He 
was active in the a&aira of his native couotv, and iu 1626 was made Yine- 
Admiral or repre«entalive of the Admiralty there. He died at Harroldaton 
4 Feb. 1637. 

He was a mail of literary accomplishments, and in 1596 printed, at Oxford, 
a book entitled JXseovery of Duamtental MijidM, a work now veiy rare. He 
also wrote Metliiations on llu LonP$ Prayer and the Ten CommandmenU (1630), 
and a L{fe of Sir Philip Sidney, which, nowever, waa never printed. 



PERY, EDMOND SEXTON, VISCOUNT PERY. Irish Politician. 

1719—1806. 
Admitted 30 June, 1739. 

Son and heir i)f Rev. Stackpoole Perv of Limerick, Ireland, where he was 
bom in April, 1719. HewascaUed to the Irish Bar in 1745. In 1751 ha was 
retiimed for Wicklow, and continued to ait in the Iri^h Parliameni for that 
and other coniirituenciea till 1786, when he retired from parliamentary life. 
Iu Parliament he distinguished himself cbietly by hia opposition to the 
Pension LisL In 1T71 he sui»;eeded to the office of Speaker, and iu the same 
fear was sworn in of the Privy Council. As Speaker, he behaved with great 
judgment and tirmneas, and on his retirement he was raised to tlie Peerage aa 
ViBconut Pery, with a pension. He died 24 Feb. 1806. He was the author 
(iinonymoiialy) of Letteri frimi an Armenian in Ireland, published in 1757. 



PERYAM or PEREAM, Sir WILLIAM. Jxjdgb. 1634—1604. 

Admittcil 28 April, 1553. 

Eldest son of Johu Peryam of Exeter, where he was hom. He was called 
to the Bar iu 1565, and to sit as an Associate Maater of the Bench 21 June, 
1577. Receiving the Sericanta' Coif in 1679, he was appoinleil a judge of the 
Common Pleas on 13 Fe"b. 1681. He was ou the oommi*sion for the trial 
of Mary Queen of Scots, anil was promoted to the court of the Exchequer 
as Cliicf Baron iu 1593, over which court he presided til! lii» death in 
0<:t. 1604.

PETRE, JOHN,>ri BARON PETRE o/ WRITTLE. 1649—1613.

Son and heir of Sir William Peire o[ Ingerstone (Ingatestone), Eisex

knighted in 1576, represented Essex in Parliament 1584 and 1586, and waa 
created Baron Petre of Wrillie in 1603. He died ot West Homdon 11 OcL 1613.

He entered 
nt Otimbri'lge, but t;r&dualed at Oifonl, and wan elected a Fellow of All Souls', 
1648. He was called to the Bar 25 Nov. 1664. He wna one of the original 
Fellows of the Royal Society. He wna knighted by the Duke ol' Ormonde (j,w.) 
ill Ireland, where he held the office of Advocate-tieneml. He died 1 April, 
I6i»9.

He wa« Autumn 
RL-udcr at the Middle Temple in 1596. In 16U1 he represented hia native 
county in Parliament, and in 1603 became Burjeant-at-Law and King's 
Btvjeant with the honour of knighthood. He took part in the trial of Sir 
Walter Raleigh h.v.f. In March 1604 he was electe'l Speaker of the House 
of Commons, and was one of those appointed lo examine into the Gunpowder 
Plot. In 1611 he l>e«iunc Master or the Rolls, retaining that office till Ilia 
death, U Sept. 1614. He was ailmitted to the Temple from New Inn.

His official craptuTments under the House of Commons broii^jht Tiim 
a fortune, which enabled him to purchase part of the manor of Hampton 
Court. At the Restoration he was included among the regicides for [rial, but 
escaped to the Coiittneiit, where he was lost sight of. 



PHILIPPS or PHILIPS, FABIAN. Lboal AmiguARiAS. 1601—1690. 
Admitted 17 June, 16S8. 

Son and heir of Andrew Fhilipjis of Orleton, co. Hereford, who was also 
a member of the Inn, as his father had been before him. He was bom at 
Prestburf in Gloucestershire on 28 Sept 1601. He was colled to the Bor 
12 June, 16-16, and for some time held the office of Filacer for London, 
Middlesex, Cambridge, and Huntingdonshire. When the Civil War broke 
out he zealously EuppurCed the Royal cause, and two days before the execution 
of Chm-les hod the audacit)^ to print and publish a protestatiou against the 
intended murder. He died in 1690.

Admitted 17 November, 1837. 

Second son of Joseph Philliniore, LL.D., of the College of Advocates, and of 
Whitehall, where he was born & Nov. 1810. He was educated at Westminster 
and Oxfoiil, where he had a brilliant career. He entered as an advocate at 
Boctora' Comraous in 1839, and soon attained the leading practice is the 
Ecclesiastical and Admiralty Coiu^ and held a large number of ecclesiastical 
appointmeats. He was culle^l to the Bar 7 May, 1841, made Bencher 18G7, 
Reader at the Middle Temple 1861, and Treasurer 1869. In 1882 he wa« 
appointed Queen's Advocate and knighted. In 1852 be entered Parliament 
for Tavistock, where he introduced many important measures of reform in 
ecclesiastical law. In 1867 he succeeded Dr. Lushington as Judge of the 
.\dmiralty Court and Dean of Arches, and was sworn in of the Privy Council. 
He was created a Baronet in 1881, During his presidentship of the

EcclesiBstical CoutU be decided a larce Dumber of important cases, including 
those of Martin v , Mackonochie, shtppard v. Beaiiell, and Elphinttont v. 

He waa an eminent scholar and a prolific 
author, his Commenlaria on Ecclesiastical and International Law beinR 
standanl treatises. 



PHILLIPPS, SAMUEL MARCH. Law Whiter. 1780—1862. 

Admitted 6 April, 1804. 

Second son of Thomas March Fhillipps of Oarendon Park, Leicester. He 
was bom at Ultoieter 14 July, 1780. His original name was March, the 
" PhUlipps " being assumed by his father on suceeeding to Che Garendon 
estate. He was educated at Oliarlerhoiise and Cambridge, where he was 
Eighth Wrangler and Chancellor's Medallist in 1803. In 182T he occupied 
the office of Under-Secretary of Stal« for the Home Department, which he 
held (ill 1648, when he retired, and was made a Privy Councillor. He died 
11 March, 1862. 

He was the author of a work on The Law of Evidence, published in 1814, 
and in 1626 he published a CoUection qf Inttrttttng Stats TtmU prior to 1688. 



PHILLIPS, CHARLES. Poet and Miscbllankocs Wbitkb. 

About 1787—1859. 
Admitted 30 October, 1807. 

Eldest sou of William Phillips of Sljgo. He Rradunted at Dublin tlie year 
previous to bis admission to the Inn, and was caUed to the Irish Bar in 181S. 
During his residence in the Temple he devoted himself more to literature 
ibau to law. Nevertheless he acquired n gres*^ reputation as an advocate in 
iTiminal coses, and after his call to the English Bar, 9 Feb. 1821, became 
leader at the Old Bailey, where he was commonly known, from his florid style 
of oratory, as " Counsellor CGamisb." He aefended Courvoiaier for the 
murder ot Lord WUliiun Russell. He died in London 1 Feb. 1609.

He l-ecame puisne judge in Natal in 
1858, acting uhief Justice of Barbailoes in 1677, and m the same year tempo- 
rary judge of the Suprema Ccurt of the SlrniU Settlement. After a further 
residence in Natal in 187B as senior puisne judge, he became legal adviser to 
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in Cy^iniis and after an outbreak in the Igland of 
seut aa Coniniiasioner to trv the oRendurs. He was crented 
a C,M.G. ill 1877, He retired in 1880 and died at Southport, 5 Dec 1896. 

PHIPPS, Sir CONSTANTINE. Ihish Lord Chancellor. 1656—1723.

Third son oF Francis Phippa of Beading, Berkshire. He was admitted 
from Gray's Inn, ivhere he entered Jl Feb. 1678. He was caUed to the Bar 
9 May, 1684, elected to the Bench 29 Oct. 1703, and was Antuuin Reader in 
1715. He was made Chancellor of Irelanil in 1710 and knighted. He was a 
high Tory, with Jacobite leanings, which rendered hiui nnpopular with the 
Whigs in Ireland, and he was removed from his office in 1714. He then 
resumed his practice at the Bar aad was engaged in the defence of Bishop 
Alterbiiry in 1723, He died in the Middle Temple 9 Oct. 1733. 

PHIPPS, HEXRY, Jirat EARL of MULGRAVE. Stateskas. 

1755-1631. 
Admitted 26 March, 1772. 

Third son of iht; Bight Hon. Conatantiue, Lord Mul^ve. He wai 
educated at Eton, and entered the army and served with dietinction in the 
American war. He entered Parliament for Totnea in 1784 and was generally 
a supporter of Pitt, in whose ministry he was Foreisn Secretary in 180&. In 
the Portland lliniatry, 1807, he became First Lord of the Admiralty. He 
was created Earl of Mulgrave and Viscount Normanby, 7 Sept 1812. Under 
Lord Liverpool he held the post of Master of the Ordnance, but retired in 
18S0 aud was created a G.C.B, H<; died 7 April, 1831. He was a man of 
t&ete. and a generous patron of the fine arts. 

PIGGOTT. See PIGOTT. 

PIGOT, DAVID RICHARD. Irish Jddob. 1797 -:87S. 

Admitted 18 November, 1818. 

Only son of John Pigot, M.D., of Kilworth, co. Cork (physician). He 
graduated B.A. at Dublin in 1819, and at first devoted himself to medical 
studies, but taking up law was called to the Irish Bar in 1SS6. He became a 
King's Counsel in 1835, SuUcitor-Geneml for Ireland in 1839, on his election 
for Clowmel, and Chief Baron of the Exchequer in 1846, He possessed a 
){reat reputation, nol only as a lawyer, but as a man of lettei^ and he is said 
to have WTitten some of the Irish sketches published by Thomas Croftou 
Croker. He died in Dublin 22 Dec. 1873.

Admitte.1 17 August, 1767. 



Lawtkk. 1752—1819. 



Eldeat son of John Figott of St. George's Town, Grenada. He was called 
to the Bar 28 Nov. 1777, and tirst practised in that island, where he became 
Attorney 'General. In 1774 he was made King's Counsel and a Bencher of 
the Inn on 20 June, 1783. In 1798 he wus Reader at the Inn and is then 
described as Solicitor-General to the Prince of Wales. Six yeais later he was 
elected Trta-^urer. In 1806 he became Atlonicv-General and was knighted, 
whilst representing Sleyuing, in Sussex. lie subseijnently represented 
Arundel in that county. As Attorney-General he conducted the impeach- 
ment of Lord Melville. He died at Eastbourne, 6 Sept. 1819. 
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PIGOTT, Sib GILLERY. Jddoi. 1813—1975. 

Admitted SO Janunrj, 1836. 

Fourth son of Poynton Pif^tt of Staiiisby CovonL, BosingHtoke. He wu 
willed to the Bar 3 Slay, 1639. In 1864 he became ComiBal W tie Inland 
Revenue Department and in 1656 was made SerJeant-at'Law. The fallowing 
year he was choaeii Recorder of Hereford, and in 1863 wna appoinwd Baron 
of the Exchequer and knighted. As a jud^ he obtained a reputation tot 
strict impartiality, and he took a. great interest in nmnv aocial questions. He 
<iied 28 April, 1875, from a fall from hia horse, fie published In 1&16 
Report* of Catei in the Common PUta on Appeal from Bevieiiy Batruteri. 



PLOWDEN, EDMUND. 



1518— IMS. 



Son of Humphrey Plowden of Plowden, in Shropshire, where he waa bom 
in 1518. His name docs not appear on the Register of Admissions, but he 
was Reader in 1557 and asain m 1560, and Treasurer from 1561 to 1567. 
During this time the building of the Hall was be^n, the management of 
which was continued in hia hands till its completion in 1570. Previous to hia 
admission to the Temple he studied philosophy and law both at Oxford and 
Cambridge. He was made Serjennt in 1558, liut being a Roman Catht^c was 
never raised to the judicial bench. He died iii 1565 and woa buried in the 
Temple Church, where a monument erected to hjs memory declares him to 
have been "in juris AngUcani acientiA facile priucepa." His great repntation 
in this respect depends chiefly upon hia Oommeutariea or Reports, which 
have been the theme of eulogists from Coke to modem critics. They were 
publislied with the following title : Certfujnt Cotes Reportts per Edmondi 
Plouden. Folio, London, 1571 [suhsequeutly reprinted, with the Queriti, and 
translated into Ent>lish, K-ith notes by Mr. Bromley, in 17G1, 1779] ; QueruM, 
«r ([ ifooi Boat /or Yowng Studenti [published separately] (1662). 



POLLARD, Sir JOHN. SpEAKEn op the Hodbe of Coumonb. d. 1567. 
Admitted (probably) 3 June, 1516 {a). 

Second son of Walter Pollard of Plymouth. He was Autumn Reader at 
the Inn in 1535, and was made a Scrieant-at-Law in 1547, which dignity he 
relinquished in 1550 to become Vice-President of tlie Council of the Welsh 
Marches. He sat in Parliament for Oxfnrrlshire in 1553 and for Chippenham 
in 1555, and during that period was chosen Speaker of the House and was 
knighted. He died Aug. 1557. He had a great reputAtion as a lawyer. 



POLLARD, Sm LEWIS. 



About 1465 — 1540. 



Son of Robert Pollard of Roborough near Torrington, Devon. He was 
Reader of the Inn in 1602, being the " third upon record of that quality in 
tlie House." Two years later he became Serjeant, with nine others, and on 
this occasion these "held a migiity feaxt at Lambeth in the Archbishop's Hall 
there, and otter that entertained the king (Henry VII.) at a breakfast, with 
all the Inns of Conrta, lo the number of a thousand persons." In 1607 he 
bec-ime King's Serjeant and in 1514. " Iwing now of great reputation," waa 
«>)vanced to the Bench of Common Pleas. Ho retired from the Bench in 
1526 and died in 1640. He is recorded lunongBt Prince's Worthia of Devon.

Admittea 31 October, 179Q. 

Eldest son of David Pullock, saddler, of Piccadilly, where be was liom, aud 
brother of Siv Jonathan Frederick Pollock (j.v.). He was educated at St. 
PatU's School and Edinburgh University. Colled bi the Bar an 28 Jan. 1803, 
he practised on the Home Ciruuit In 1833 be took talk and was appointed 
Becorder of Maidstone in 1S38, He waa appointed Reader at the Inn in 
1837 and elected Treasurer in 1839. In 1846 he fras knighted and succeeded 
Sir Henry Bopet as Chief Justice at Bombay, where be died in 1847. 



POLLOCK, Sir JONATHAN FBEDEEICK. Jcdoe. 1793— 1B"0. 
Admitted 5 October, I80a. 

Third son of David Pollock ot Piccadilly. Before hia entry ot the Temple 
he was educated at Cambridge, where he graduated in 1806, being Senior 
Wrangler and Smith's Prizeman. He was called to the Bar S7 Nov. IS07, 
and soon acquired a large practi'ce. He subsequently joined the Inner 
Temple where he was a Bencher in 1827, in which year he also took ailk. In 
1831 he entered Parliament for the borough of Huntingdon and was kni^hU^ 
in 1834 on becoming Attorney -General. In 1844 he succeeded Lord Abinger 
as Lord Chief Baron of the Exchequer, in which court he presided for nearly 
a quarter of a century. On his retirement in 1866 he received B baronetcy. 
He died at Hatton, Middlesex, 23 Aug. 1870. 



POPE, SAMUEL. Lawyer. 1826— 1901. 

Admitted 13 Novemlrer, 185B. 
Eldest son of Samuel Pope, merchant of London. He was bom in London 
11 Dec. 1826. He was for some time employed in commerce, but afterwards 
entered as a student at London University, and on being called to the Bar 
7 June, 1856, sonn acquired a leading position on the Northern Circuit. He 
took silk 23 June, 1869, and became a Bencherof bis Inn 27 Jan. the following 
year. His later practice was chiefly in the Parliamentary Committee Booms, 
and before his death he was the recc^niscd head ot the Parliamentary Bar. 
In 1869 he was made Hecorder of Bolton, and twice, but unsuccessfully, 
contested that borongh as a candidate for Parliament. He died 22 Jidv, 1901. 
He was Reader at the Inn in 1877, and Treasutvr in 1888—9, in which year 
he made a valuable donation of books to the Library. 



POPHAM, ALEXANDEB. Parliamentariak. 1605—1668. 

Admitted 15 November, 16S2. 

Second son of Sir Francis Popham (q.v.) ot Littlecote, eo. Wilts. He wm 
educated at Oxford, and in 1640 wa,3 elected meml)er for Bath. He succeeded 
his father in 1664 and took an active part on the Parliament side in the Civil 
War, and was one of Cromwell's Cimnuil of State. At the Bcstoration, how- 
erer, he made his peace with (he Court and entertained Charles II. at 
Littlecolo in 1663. He died Nov. 16G9.

POPHAM, ALEXANDER. PoLiTiciiN. 1729—1810. 

Admitted 1 August, 1746. 

Son and heir of Rev. Alexander Fopham, Rector of West MoDcktOD, 
Somerset. He waa educated at Oxford, where he graduated M.A. in 1756. 
He was called to the Bar 7 Feb. 1756, became a Bencher of the Inn 28 Jan. 
1786, Reader in 1793, and Trensorer in 1800. He was returned for Taunton 
in 1766 and in 1774 brought in a Bill for the better manaiKment of 
prisons, which paased into the Acts 14 Geo. IIL Caps. 20 and 59. He died in 
Lincohi's Inn Fields 13 Oct. 1810. 

POPHAM, EDWARD. Admibal. About 1610—1661. 

Admitted 14 November, 1632. 

Fourth son of Sir Frauds Popliam (q.v.) of Littlecotc, Wilts, and lirother of 
Alexander Po])hani {q.v.). In 1636 he served ivith the Fleet, and in 1639 had 
the command ot a ship. In the Civil War he joined the Parliament and did 
good service in the West In 1648 he was appointed with Blake and others 
as Comniisnioner for the ordering of the Fleet, and in the following year ht 
commanded in the Downs. He waa buried 19 Aug. 1651, 



POPHAM, Sir FRANCIS. Soldier and Politiciau. 
Admitted 1 December, 1589.

Only son of Sir John Popham {q.v.) ot Wellington, SomecBet, As a soldier 
lie took part in the expedition lo Cadiz under the Earl of Esst*, and was 
knighted fur his services in 1696. From the following year tiU his death he 
Bat in Parliament for one or other of the constituencies in Wiltdiire or 
Somersetshire, and took an active interest in the settlement of Virginia and 
New Englnnd.

Second son ot Edmund PorWrof Marahani, Norfolk, Prebendary of Norwich. 
Before his legal career he served as a soldier in the Low Countries. After his 
call to the Bar, 27 Nov. 1663, he attracted the notice of Lord-Keeper Guilford 
(^v,), and was en^ed in mauj' important State triaU. In the case of Sir 
Nicholai Ori^ v. IhUmahoy he was seiited by order of the House of Common* 
in the midst of his argument and committed to the Tower. On the acceasion 
□f James II. he was appointed Lord Chancellor of Ireland (1686). In a few 
months, however, he was recalled, no reason beinR given, and he returned to 
his practice at the Enxliah Bar. He was called to the Bench of the Inn 
S7 Oct 1662, appointed Reader in 1687 and Treasurer in 1688. On the 
accession of WilEam III. he wtumed to Ireland as Lord Chancellor, and 1696 
became Lord Justice, retaining the ofGct? till his death, 15 June, 1697. 



PORTMAN, Sir WILLIAM. Judge. rf. 1667. 

Son of John Portman of the Middle Temple. There is no record of his 
admission, hut he waa Reader in 1532 and ag^n in 1540. He became 
Serjeant and King's Seijeant in 1540, was elevated to the King's Bench in 
Uay, 1546, and became Chief Justice of that court in 1666. Hia name fre- 
quently appears on the Commissions for the trial of State prisoners, and he 
look part in the trial of Sir Nicholas Throckmorton for high treason 17 April, 
1554. He died 5 Feb. 1557. 



POTTER, THOMAS. Politician. 171S-1759. 

Admitted 27 February, 1735-6. 

Second son ot Bight Rev. John Potter, Bishop ot Oxford, afterwards Arch- 
bisliop of Canterbury. He ivaa bom at Caddesdon 1718, and educated at 
Oxford, where he graduated 1736. He was called to the Bar 28th Nov. 1740, 
and became Recorder of Bath ; but, having received a larae forniiie from his 
father, he gave himself to politics. He first sat for St. Qerm.ins, Cornwall, 
1T47. In Parliament he was an able speaker, and was the introducer of the 
first Census Bill, which, tliough thrown out, was the precursor of the Act 
of ISOI. From 1754 to 1757 he aat for Aylesbui? as a supporter of Pitt, and 
was appointed Payniaater-Oeneral of the Land Forces. In the latter year 
be became Vice-Treasurer in Ireland, when he gave up his Aylesbury wat 
to WUkes, and represented Okehampton. He waH a friend of Chesterfield, 
Garrick, Wilkca, and most of the wita of the day, and he is believed to have 
been the real author of the Euay on JVomfin, attributed to the lait He died 
17 June, 1769. 
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POULETT or PAWLETT, JOHN, first BARON POULETT. Royalibt. 

1686—1649. 
Admitted 5 January-, 1610-U. 

Eldest son of Sir Anthony Paulett (g.c), Oovemour of Jersey. In the jear 
uf luB admiasion to the Inu he w^ retumral for Somerset, for which conntj he 
sat till 1614. In 1620 he represented Lyme Regia, He was raised to the 
Peer^ as Baron Poulett of Hinton St George by Chtirles I. in 1637. In 
1635 he commanded a ship under Admiral the Eftrl of Liudaey, by whom he 
was knighted. In 1640 he was impeached hy the Parliament for resisting the 
Militia Ordinance. lu 1643 he raised a force, which he led into Dotset, and 
besieged Lyme Regis. Being appointed Ckimmiwioner of Eteter, he wm 
taken pri.iouer on the surrender of that city in 1646, and was brought to 
London, where he died 20 March, 1648-9. He was the gtandtather of John, 
first Earl Poulctt. 



POWELL, JOHN JOSEPH. Legal Weitkk. 
Admitted 25 April, 1775. 

Only son of James Powell of Queen Street, Weatminater. He was called to 
the Bar 6 Mav, 1780, and practised as a Conveyanctr. He waa the author of 
ttotttifte* on 'Morigegu (1768) ; Dwitit (1788) ; Power* (1787) ; ContnuU aiti 
AgreemmU (n^), all of which were of higb repute, and have h«eu frequently 
reproduced. In 1795 he editol the 'E.ssny on Conlingtni BemamAer» of Mr. 
Fearne, whose pupil he ha<l Iveeu. He died 21 June, IBOl. 



POWELL, JOHN JOSEPH. Cocnty Court Jcdge, 1816—1891. 
Admitted 28 May, 1842. 

Eldest son of Thomas Powell of Gloutefiter, where he was bom 3 Sept. 1816. 
He was called to the Bar 16 April, 1847, and became a member, and finally 
leader of the Oxford Circuit. Ou 3 Feb. IB63. he look silk, and in the 
November following of the aame year woe elected a Bencher of the Inn, of 
which he I)ecame Treasurer in 1876. He was appointed Recorder of Wolver- 
hampton in 1864 and a County Court Judge in 1864, sitting first at Bradford, 
and afterwards at I.ajnbeth and Greenwich. He died 16 Sept. 1891. He 
founded a Scholarship of the value of fifteen pounds per annnm at the Middle 
Temple known as the "J. J. Powell Prize-" 



POWER, Sib ALFRED. 1806—1868. 

Admitted 3 February, 1827. 

Sixth son of Dr. John Power of Lichfield, He was born at Market Bosworth, 
Leicestershire, in 18>16. He was educated at Repton and Cambridge, whera 
he graduated first class in the Classical Tripos 1826. After his call to the 
Bar on 13 Feb. 1630, he held a series of public appointments, and became 
finally Vice-President of the Local Government Board fur Ireland (187S), and 
in the following year was knight«i. He died in Dublin 8 June, 1888. He 
was the author of A Pelitiml Catechum (18&3) and of Sanitary Shyme* (1871). 
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PRAED, WINTHROP MACKWOBTH. Pom. 

Admitted 19 November, 18!5. 

Third son of William Mackworlh Praed, K.C., of Teignmouth, DeTon, 
Serjeant-al-Law. He was educated at Eton, where he wan prizes fur English 
veTie, and edited the Coll^ newspa{)er, and at Cambridge, where he also 
lixik Dmiiv prizes, and was bmcketed Grat in ihe Cl&Bsical TripoE. He wa* 
called to the Bar £0 May, 1829. He woe elected a Fellow of Trinity in 1827, 
and won the Seatouian Prize in 1830. In the same year he entered ParUa- 
ment for the borough of St QermanB, and took part in the Reform Bill 
debates. In 1835 nc waa returned for Great Yarmouth, and in 1637 for 
Aylesbury. He waa much interested in ednoational reform, and waa instru- 
mental in establishing the national system under the Committee of Council in 
1839. He died IS July, 1839. 

A collection of hia Poems was pnblished in 1864, edited by his friend, the 
Eev. Derwent Coleridge, and of hia Essays in 1887 by Henry Morley. 



PRENDERGAST. JOHN PATRICK. Historian. 1808—1893. 

Admitted 14 November, 1828. 

Secund eon of Francis Prendergaat of Dublin, where lie was born 7 March, 
1808, and wber« his father was Besistrar of the Court of Chancery. He was 
educated at Reading under Dr. Valpy, and at Dublin, where he graduated 
in 1825. He was called to the Iriab Bar in 1830. In 1836 he became agent 
for Lord Clifden'a estates, which led him to make genealogical reaear^iee, 
which culminated in the production of a hist^y of The GrxunmUian SeUlttatnt 
of Ireland (1865). He was also the author of JTm Tory War in UUUr, privately 
printed in 1863, and of many other contributions to Irish history ; and, in 
conjunction with Dr. Bussell, he edited for the Master of the Rolls the 
CaUmdar of Stale Papen retaUng to Inland in the Beign of Jama I., publbhed 
from 1872 to 1880. He died in Dublin 6 Feb. 1893. 



PRENTICE, SAMUEL. Lawtbb. d. 1893. 

Admitted 14 April, 1840. 

Fourth Eon of Qoldeu Nehemish Prentice of Boyleicli, Essex. He was 
called to the Bar 5 May, 1843 became a Bencher 20 Nov. 1866, Reader in 
1871, and Treasurer in 1881. He was Recorder of Maidstone in 1879, and for 
some time Examiner in Common Law to the Inns of Court. He wad appointed 
a County Court Judge in 1884. He died 17 Dee. 1893. 

He was the author of a treatise on an Acti/m at Lam (1877) ; The Commim 
Law Procedure Act (1883) ; of a Short Pmclift of Oic Onrmnal Lav> (1882), and 
editor of Abbott on tapping (1881) ; ProM's Highvayt (1881) ; Eutiell on 
Crima (1877) ; and ArMolii iVacftce (1866—79). 



PRESTON, SiK RICHARD, firit EARL of DESMOND. d. 1628. 

Admitted 2S March, 1B13-4. 

His parentage m not eiven in the Register ; but he was a cadet of the family 
of Preston of Whitehiil, Edinburgh, who' had aeiiuired the favour of King 
James VI., who knighted him and made him a gentleman of his bedchamber. 
He attendi-'d Jamea into England, and became one of the Knights of the Bath 
at his Coronation, !5 July, 1603. In 1607 he was raised to the Peert^ as 
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finron Dingwall, and in 16SS creal^ Earl of DesDiond. He died 38 Oct. 
1638, being drowned on his pfta«age between Dublin and Holyhead. H« 
nmrried Lady Elizabeth Butlur, daughter of the teuth Earl ot Ormonde, and 
Hiibsequently, by the favour of Janiea, succeeded la the Earl's estates, in apll* 
of the superior daima of the heir-male, Walter Butler. (See l/uuyliuf* 
/Vrilye, l., 416.) 



PRESTON, WILLIAM. Poet and Dramatist. 1753-1807. 

Admitted 25 July, 1776. 

Only sou of a Mr. Pn-'Stou of Dublin, where he waa born. Hu graduated M 
Trinity College there in 1770, and was called to the Irish Bar in 1777. Hb 
promoted the formation of the Royal Irish Academy, and became its fint 

ecretary in 1786. He died S Feb. 1807. 

He was a frequeut writer of poetry for the perlodicalfi, and piihlisbed mauT 
._. .1 prose ajid verae j but his chief success was his Tragedy entitled 
liiTiuicnUic Rage, produced in Ehiblin in 1793. 
published in i vols, in the same year. 



PRESTONGRANfiE, LORD, titt GRANT, WILLIAM. 



PRICE, DANIEL 



DiVlNB. 

Admitted 16 June, 1609. 



Son of Thomas Price, Vicar of SL Chad's, Shrewsbury, where he was bom 
in 1581. He was educated at Oxford, where he graduated in 1601. He 
became ordained, and was Chaplain to Prince Henry in 1606, and afterwanis 
to Prince Charles and James I. He became Rector <if Worthen lS!Q,and four 
years later Canon Residentiary of Hereford. He died at Worthen 23 SepL 

lesi. 

He was au able preacher ftnd keen disputant, and published many Serniont. 
Also a work entitled The Dtfcnce vf Tnilh, against Humphrey Leech the Jesuit, 
1610, and some Verses. 



PRICE, BIOHABD. LrrEBART ANiiguART. 17W.>— 1833. 

Admitted 20 May, 1823. 

Eldest eon of Richard Price of Bristol, merchant. After Ilia call to tlie Bar 
<t June, 1628, ha had some practice as a barrister, but his chief work was in 
connection with the labours of the Record Commission, of which he waa a 
sub-commissioner. In 18S4 he published an edition of Wartou's Hiitonf of 
i'oetry, with a long and learned preface, and in 1B30 he revised Christian^ 
etiitiun of BlaeMont'i Vommtnlarta. He was also largely associated with the 
historical labours ot Petris and Thorpe. He died at Hainpstead 23 May, 
1833. 



PROBYN, Sib EDMUND. Judor. 167«-174a. 

Admitted 27 Norember, 1695. 

Eldest son of William Probyn of Newland, in the Foreft of Dean, where be 
was bom. He was called to the Bar 14 May, 1703, and after twenty yean^ 
practice of his profession, was appointed a Welsh judjg& '''^rjeuit 
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in IT24, he was c(lKi^(^(l to defend the Eatl of MacdeBfield in hia impeachme^? 
and in tliis displayed much obiUty. In Nov. 1726, he was appointed a judra 
of the King's Bench, and, having fuldlled the duties of that otGce with much 
learning and judgment for fourteen year*, was advanced in 1740 to the 
position of Chief Baron of the Exchequer. He died 17 May, 1742. 



PUCKERING, SiK THOMAS. 1592—1636. 

Admitted 11 August, 1606. 
Son and heir of John Puckering, Knight, Lord-Keeper of the Great Seal 
of England. From 1605 to 1610, he acted us companion of Henrv, Prince of 
Wales. He sat iu Parliament for Taniworth frora 1620 to 1628, anS waa High 
Sheriff of Warn-ickshire in 1625. In 1612 he was knighted, and made a 
Baronet. He was buried iu the Church of St, Mary, Wam-ick, where there 
is an elaborate nionuDient to his memory. 



PULESTON, JOHN. 



Judge. 
Admitted 34 May, 1606. 



Son and heir of Richard Puleston of Worthy Abbota, co. Southampton. 
He waa admitted from ClifTord'a Inn, and was called to the Bar 13 Feb. 
1615. He served tbi^ office of Reader in 1634, and waa Treasurer of the Inn 
in 1646. He obtained the Order of the Coif in 164S, and woe made a 
Judge of the Common Pleas the fulloiving year. He presided at the trial 
of John Lilburne. He died 6 Sept. 1659.

PUTTENHAM or PUTENHASt, GEORGE, Pobmcal CKma 

d. ISdO. 
Admitted II August, IGS6. 
Second son of Robert Puttenham of Sherwyll, Hants (Shorwell, I. W.). Ho 
was born alxiut 1532, and is said to have been a "scholiar of Oiford," though 
his name does not appear on the Universitv books. He lived at the Court of 
Edward YI., and wa.-4 one of Queen Elizabeth's gentlemen pensioners. His 
mother was a sister of Sir Thomas Elyot, author of the ffowmour, from whom 
he probably derived his taste for literature. He is celebrated as the reputed 
autnor (though the work is sometimes attributed to his brother Richara) of a 
celebrated treatise entitled The Art of EngliA Poaie, published anonymouslv 
in l&SS, which may be called the Hrst attempt at English philoaophtcal 
Tlie work was reprinted in 1811, but the orieiiuJ in now very rare. 
once tlie property of Ben Jonson, is in the British Museum. Puttenlmta 
o have written dao an £cl<f;iie entitled Elpine. 



PYE, Sir WALTER. Wblsh Judge. 1571—1635. 

Admitted 6 December, 1690. 

" Son and heir of Roger Pve of Themend " (The Mynde) co. Hereford. He 
was a favourite of Buckingham, by whose influence he was made Justice of 
Glamorgan, Brecknock, and Radnor, in 1617, and Attomey-Genepol of the 
Court of Wards and Liveries in 1621. He was knighted at Whitehall in 



1630. He died 26 Dec. 1636. His eldtiet son, Sir Walter, wm also a member 
of the Inn (admitted 14 Nov. 1626), and one of tlie Masters oE the Bench. 
He was created Baron Ellpeck bv James II., and died in exile 1690. 

PYM, JOHN. Republican Statesman. 1584—1643. 

Admitted 23 April, 1602 (a). 

Eldest son of Alexander Pyra of Brjmore, near Bridgw-ater, Somerset. 
He became a clerk in the Exchequer, ami represented TiviHtock in Farlia- 
nient. In 1628 he drew up the articles of impeachment ajpiiiiat the Dnke of 
Buckingham, and on the meeting of the Long Parliament in 1640, conducted 
the proceedini^ against the Earl of Straflbro. His conduct on this occasion, 
and in the nest year in the case of Archbishop I^ud, led to the abortive 
attempt on the part of the King to seize him and four other niembeis. In 
November, 1643, he was appuinted Lieotenantof the Ordnance, and would 

Srobabl; have risen to greater distinction, but for his somewhat prematiive 
eath a month later, 8 Dec. 1643. He was buried in Westimnster Abbey. 
The actions of Pyni foTTU a leading part in the history of his time. 

Many of Pym'a Speeches were piiblished from time time to time 1641 — 1645, 
and in 1642 he pulilished a Vinaicalian of Himulf in PaTlianunt of tht Aceuta- 
tttm of High Treaton. 



QUAIN, Sib JOHN RICHARD. Jcdge. 1816-1876. 

Admitted 18 November, 1837. 

Fourth son of Richard Jones Quain of Furmoy, co, Cork. He wiw educated 
at Gottingen and London, where he graduated LL.B. in 1839, and suhseouently 
became E^xaminer in Law. He was called to the Bar 30 May, 1»S1. In 1866 
he became (Jueen's Counsel, and in the following year a Bencher of the Inn, 
and At tome V- General for the County Palctine of Durliam. In 1871 he was 
elevated to the Queen's Bench with the honour of knighthood, but through 
tailing btalth retired in 1876, and died the same year (Sept. 12). He waa 
a brother of Sir Richard Quain, the eminent surgeoi^ and cousin of the no leia 
distinguished physician of the si

RAIKES, HENRY CECIL. Pouticiak. 1838— K 

Admitted 25 April, 1 

Eldest son of Henry Raikee of LI wync^in, Flint, and of theMiddleTemple, 
Registrar of the diocese of Chester, at the Deanery of which city he was bom 
26 Nov, 1638. He was educated at Shrewsbury School, where he wad Head

RALEIGH, RALEGH w RAWLEY, Sir WALTER. 

About 1553-1618. 
Admitted 27 February, 1574^. 

The name of this famous Elizabethan soldier, courtier and scholar, appears 
on the Register as the "son of Walter Rawley of Biidlelgh, in the co, of 
Devon,"27 Feb. 1574-5, and ae "late of Lyon's Inn." Hewaabomat Budleigh 
in ISfiB, and was consequeuily twenty-two yeara of aj^e at the time of his 
admiuion. The five years immediately preceding he had spent in France aa 
a volunteer in the wars on the side of the Hucuenot«. He seems to have 
resided in the Temple for about two years, but to nave devoted himself wliilet 
there more to literature than U> law, for according to hie own statement at his 
trial, he " never studied the bw." The incidenta of his life are too well 
known to be recorded here. He was executed in Old Palace Yard S9 Oct 
1618, and his body buried in St. JlArgaret's, Westminster. 

The works he left behind him, consisting of pieces hifltorical. poetical, 
military, geographical, and philoEophical, were collected and pubjjshed ai 
Oxford in 8 vols in 1829. 



RANDOLPH, PEYTON. Akeeican Patriot. 1723—1775. 

Admitted 13 October, 1739. 

Second son of Sir John Eando]|)b of Vir'^dnia. He was called to the Bar 
10 Feb- 1743. He became a leader in the popular cause in the disputes with 
the Mother Country, and waa the author of the address in the House of 
Burgesses, Yireinia, against the Stamn Act, and president of the Continental 
Congress at Philadelphia in 1774. He died whilst attending the Congreca 
in 1775. 



RAVENSCROFT, EDWARD. Drasiatist. d. about 1697. 

Admitted 2 April, 1667. 
Sixth son of James Ravenscroft uf High Holbom. It is not probable that ho 
'er practised at the Bar ; for, whilst a student in 1671, he beguiled his time 
' — iposing his first play of Mamamnuehi, a Comedy after the style of 



Moli^re s Bourgtoii Girntilhomme. This was followed by a number of other 
plays, as The CareUtt Lovtrt (1673); Scaramouth (1673); The fFrangling 
Zrmen (1677) ; Kinn Edgar and Alfreda (1677) ; Tht Eiujliik havnjtr (1678) i 
Danui Dobton (1883) ; The Ckinterbmy Guati (16flB) ; The Anatamitl (1697) ; 
Tht Italian Hutbaad (1698) ; and The London C'lckobU (1697). The last piece 
was lirst acted iu Dor^t Garden in 1682, and waa frequently reproduced, 
becoming at last the stock piece for performance every Lord Mayor's Day 
down to 1754 He acouired conaiderable reputation by these productions, 
bat that which principally preserves his memory is his iil«rary quarrel with 
Dryden, whose work he had the audacity to criticise. The date of hia death 
is not known, but it waa probably in 1687 or soon after. 
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"EAWI^^ILLIAM. American Jurist. 1759—1838. 

Admitted 17 August, 1781. 
Only son of Francis Bawle, merchant, <jf Philadelphia. After completing 
his course in the Temple he returned to Philadelphia, and wa« elected to the 
legislature ia 1789, and in 1791 became U. S. DistricC Attorney. He wu 
the first President of the Pennsylvania Hiatoricd Society, and received 
the decree of LL.D. from the Princeton College in rccoKnition of the merits 
of his Kicto af the CotutittUioa of the United Stales, published in 1826. He 
died 12 April, 1836. 

RAWLEY. See BALEIGH. 



RAWLINSON, Si« CHRISTOPHER. Indus Jddoe. 1S06— 1868. 
Admitted 28 March, 1828. 

Second son of John Rawlinsou of the Uid^Ue Temple and Combe ia 
Hampshire, where he was born 10 July, 1806. He was educated at Charter- 
houBC and Cambridge. He n'as called to the Bar SS Nov. 1831. He was 
Recorder of Portsmouth from 1840 to 1847, when he was knighted, and mode 
Judge in Prince of Wales Island, Singapore, and Malacca. Two years Ut«r 
he was made Chief Jtistice of Madroa, which position he retained tilt his 
retirement in 1859. He died in London 28 March, 1688. Aa an author he 
ia known for a work on Municiyal Ctirporatiant, lirst published in 1S42. 



RAWLINSON, THOMAS. Bibliophile. 1681—1726. 

Admitl^d 7 January, 1696-7. 

Son and heir of Thomas Rawlinson of London, Knight and Alderman. 
He was called to the Bar 18 May, 1705. He acquired a precocious taste for 
anCiquitiea, and spent many years in England and on the Continent collecting 
MSS. and rare books, whiuh he stowed away in his chambers, till he himself 
was obliged to sleep in the passage. He was electi^d a Fellow of the Royal 
Society in 1713, and of the Society of Antiquaries in 1724. He is supposed 
to have been the " Tom Folio " of Addison. His collection was sold between 
1722 and 1734, and the catalof;uea are preserved in the Bodleian Library. 
His sole original publication was some virrses on the death of the Duke of 
Oloucester, 1700. 

REED JOSEPH Ambhica.n Patriot. 1741— I78fi. 

Admitted 16 December, 1763. 

Eldest son of Andrew Reed of Trenton, co. Himterdon, New Jersey, where 
he was boni 27 Aiig. 1741. In 1767 he was Deputy- Secretary of New Jersey. 
He was a member of the Committee of Correspondence in 1774, and President 
of the Pennsylvania Convention in 1776, and President of Pennvslvania in 
1778. He die<l 6 Mar. 1786. He was the grandfather of Henry Reed, the 
well-known American scholar (d. 1854). 



REEVE, HENRY. Jodrnalist anp Mam of Letters. 1813—1995. 
Admitted U Jiinuaiy, 1B32. 

Only son of Henrv Reeve, 31. D., of Norwich, where he was born 9 Sept. 
1813. He was educated at Norwich, under Dr. Edward Valpy, and at 
Geneva, where be became acquainted wiih many of the intellectual calebrihwi 
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q( the time, and wrote for Gernian periodicals. On his rBtum to England lie 
beciune a contributor to the BrilUli mid Foreign Quarterly Seviae, and the Metro- 
politan Magazint. He was called to the Bar 3 May, 1S39. la 1837 he wai 
appointed Clerk to the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council, and in 1843 
B^trac, which position he held till 1887. In 1840 he joined the staff of 
the Times, dealing with i|ue3tiona of foreign imlicy, and in 1855 became 
Editor of the Edimurgh Bevieui, which he conducted for forty reara. He waa 
a member of many learned socletiea at home and abroad, and a C.B., and in 
1869 the University of Oxford conferred upon him the degree of D.C.L. He 
died at his residence ia Hampshire S 1 Oct 1895. 

His published writinRS are : Graphida. or Chartuierittiet of PainUri (1838) ; 
Soynl OTuf Remihliean Frnnce, a series of Essays (1872) ; and Pararch (1878) ; 
but he edited many well-known works, as De Tocquaville's Derttocracy, and 
Whiteliick's {q-v.) Hwaliih Jounuil. 



REEVE, Sir TH01U.S. Judge. d. 1737- 

Admitted 25 November, 1713. 

Sou and heir of Hichard Reeve of New Windsor, Berkshire. He waa 
admitted from the Imier Temple, where he had been called to the Bar in 
1898. After practising at the Bar for twenty years he was made a King's 
Counsel, and m 1720 was elected a Bencher of the Inn. In Che same year he 
suppoi'ted a bUl of attainder ascaunael for the Crown against Bishop Atterbury. 
In 1722 he was appointed Reader, and in 1728 Treasurer of the Inn. In 1733 
he was constituted a Judge of the Common Pleas with the honour of kniaht- 
hood, and three years later was advanced to the head of the court, but died 
within a year, 13 Jan. 1737. 



REEVES, JOHN. Jurist asd Historian. Al«ut 1752—1829. 

Admitted U May, 1776. 

Only son of John Reeves of Castle Street, St. Martin's-in-the- Fields. He 
wos called to the Bar 18 June, 1779, elected a Bencher in 1824, and appointed 
Reader in 1827. In the yiar of his cnll he was appointed a Commissioner of 
Bankrupts, and in 179! Chief Justice of Newfoundland. On his return he 
founded an " As(«n:ifttion for Preserving Liberty and Property against 
Levellers," etc, and in 1801) was appointed King's Printer. From 1803-14 
he held the office of Superintendent of AKens. He died 7 Aug. 1829.

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HEID, EICHARD TUOHILL. Jorist. d. 1883. 

Admitted 3 May, 1945. 

Only son of Herbert R«id of Killamey, co. Kerry. He was colled lo the 
Bar in Ireland in 1863, and proceeded to Bombay, where he became Professor 
of Jurispruclence in the ElpbinKtone College, and President of the Lav 
School, a position he held for more than twenty-five years. Whilst there he 
ediXedfheRepoTteof tl[t Bombay High CourL He died 11 Feb. 1893. 

He was the author of a pamphlet entitled Fumily Righti contidtred a$ a 
Branch of Gmural JuritprVitUnee, published at Bombay in 1866. 



REVNELL, CAREW. Eoonomibt. 1636—1690. 

Admitted 13 November, 1654. 

Son and heir of Oarew Reynell of Einsleatl, Hnmjrahire, Master of the 
Kinc's Bench. In 1665 he became compromised by joining in the rising of 
Sir John Penruildock and was sent to Exeter gaol. At the Restoration he 
welcomed the king in on Ode entitled The Fortutuile Chimgs, and thenoe- 
furth devoted himself to writing on economic sabjecla in a work entitled 
Thf True Engliih Jn (crest, which appeared in 167'^ and is noticed in the 
Phil'itoplikal Traruattioru. He died in London in 1690. 



REYNOLDS, FBEDEBIC. Dramatist. 1764-1841. 

Admitted 6 January, 1781, 

Fourth son of John Rej^olds of Adelphi Bnildings, SL Martin's- in- the- 
Fieldf. He was bom in Lime Street, London, 1 Xov, 1764, His father had 
been solicitor to John Wilkes. He was educated at Westminster SchooL 
Abandoning law fur play-writing he produced, in 1785, WerUr, a piece 
founded on Goethe's novel ; Elaiia in 178B ; The Dramatiil, a Comedy, 1789, 
These were followed by nearly a hundred other pieces, some of which obtained 
temporary popularity. In 1831 he published a Novel, A Ftaymrighft Adven- 
lure*, and in 1840 pjiduced a pautominie at the Adelphi Theatre, his last act 
He ia referred h> and ridicnled in Byron's Eiigliik Bardt. He died 16 April, 
1841. 



REYNOLDS, Sir JOHN. Soldier. d. 1567. 

Admitted 19 August, 1642, 

Fourth son of Sir James Reynolds of Castle Camps, Cambs, At the Temple 
he was a "chamber-fellow" with Silius Titus (q.v.), the Parliamentarian 
^ulitician and soldier, and himself joined the Parliamentary army and became 
aCaptain of Horse. He distinguished himself at the siege of Briilgewater, and 
was one of the officers placed in charge of the king in 164B. He subsequently 
served in Ireland, where he earned the special commendation of Cromwell tor 
his cohduci al the siege of Carrick and elsewhere. He was made Commiflsary- 
Generat of the Horse, and for his services obtained lai^e grants of land in 
Ireland and was knighted by Cromwell in 1655. Two yeitrs later he was 
made Commander-in-Chief of the forces to co-coperate with the French in 
Flanders, and there greatly diatinonished himself. He was drowned on his 
return from the expedition on the Goodwin Sauds, S Dec. 1657, 
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REYNOLDS, Sib ROBERT. Lawteb amd Poutioias. 6. about 1601. 

Admitted 12 February, 1619-20. 

Second son of Sir Jauiee Reyiiolda of Castle Canipa, co. Cambs. (knighted in 

1616), On 26 Oct 1644, he look poeseflsion ot the thambera previously occu- 

K'ed by Sir Edward Hyde (q.v.). He represented Hindun, Wdts, in the Long 
iriiaiiient, and oppoaed the king in the Civil War, hut refused to act on hia 
trial. He was called to the Bar 21 June, 1650, and in the same year became 
for a short time Soliuitor-Oeusnil nnd agaii: in 1659. In 16G0 he became 
Altome J -General and at the Reatoration, having Bupported Mouk, made his 
peace with the king, who evtn conferred on him the honour of knighthood. 
No later memorial remains of him. 



There is no record of his admission, but he was appointed Reader in 15S!9- 
He was the second son of Richard Rich and was l«m in ttie parish of St. 
Lawrence Jewry. He became Attorney -General tor Wales in 1633, Solicitor- 
General to the king 1633, Speaker of the House of Commons in 1636, and 
Lord Chancellor in 1G47, oning his advancement, it is feared, rather to his 
subserviency to the powers that were, rather than to his abilities or deserts. 
He was an important actor in all the events of the time — the trials of Sir 
Thomas More and Bishop Fialier (in which, as counsel for the prosecution, 
bis conduct is npen to grave censure^ the dissolution of the monastic bodies, 
the intrigues ot the reign of Edward VI., the proceedings in relation to Lady 
Jane Grey and the Duke of Northumberland, and the execution of the laws 
against heretics. He resigned his office of ChoncelloF in 1561, and from the 
accession of Elizalieth till his death on IS June, 1567, lived chiefly in retire- 
ment on an estate he had acauired in the county of Essex. One of his 
dai^hters, Frances, married Loni Darcy (;.ii.)of Chiche and the Middle Temple. 



RICHARDSON, JOSEPH. Scholar and Poet. 1755— 1S03, 

Admitted ti March, 1781. 
Only son of Joseph Ricbardsou, a tradesman, of Hexham, Northumberland, 
where he was bom. He was called lo the Bar 6 May, 1786, and it is thought 
might have become a distinguished ornament of it if be had not preferred to 
devote himself almost exclusively to literature and politics. At the time of 
his death he was M.P. for Newport in Cornwall, having been elected in 1796, 
and part owner of Druir Lane Theatre. As a writer he is known as a con- 
tributor 10 Tht Bolliaif and the Probalionanj Odtt, and as the author of Tlie 
Fugitive*, a Comedy (1792). 

RICHMOND. DUKE OF. See STUART, LUDOVICK. 



RIDGEWAr, WILLIAM. Law Reporter. d. 1817. 

Admitted 16 Septcmlxr, 1788. 

Eldest son ot William Ridgewav (it Dublin. He graduated at Dublin Uni- 
versity as B.A 17R7, LL.B. 1790, and LL.D. 1796. He wascalleil to thelrish 
Bar and acted as Crowi Counsel in the case of Robert Emmet in 1803, and in 
•everal other State trials. He died 1 Dec 1817. 
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Hia Reports hsve a high reputation for accuracy. Tliey are Rqmrtt in tht 
King's Ilcneh and Chancery 'iHrmy the Premdeney of Lord Hardmcke, \1Zi — 7; 
RejmrU upon ApitaU and WriU of Error in tht High Court 0/ Prirliamenl in 
Irrland (1795—8) ; Term Rtportt of Oaiet in the Kirufi Courti, Cufi/in (1796) ; 
Hry<Ms ofStatt TriaU in Irttand, 1798—1803 (1803). 



RIOBY, RICHARD. Politiciak, 1722— I7flS. 

Admitted 21 OcIoImi-, 1738. 

Sou and heir of Hicliard Rigby of Mislcj (Uistley) Hall, Essex, and of the 
Middle TiMuple. He was burn at MisLley, 1792. Inheriting a fortuue hu 
tuuk up politics and entered ParlianienC and became secretary to the Duke 
cif Beaford, Lord -Lieutenant of Ireland, and in 1769 Master of the Rolls 
in Ireland. In 1765 he waa appointed Vice-Treasurer of Ireland and in 1768 
Paymaster of the Forces. He look a prominent part against Wilkea, which 
made bim the object of popular dislike, a.nd he Soured in the caricatures of 
the time as the " Easel Calf." He continued to be Paymaster till the 
Coalition Ministry of 1734, when he was succeeded by Edmund Burke (q.v.). 
In 1785 he retired to Bath, where he died 8 April, 1788. He was stiguiatiMd 
by his contemporaries as an "unblushing placeman," and the large fortune be 
lelt behind bim ea derived from "public monev." His name is employed in 
Goningaby as the synonym of the political parasite. 



ROBABTES, CHARLES BODVILE, Mcond EARL of RADNOR. 

1660—1723. 
Admitted 9 February, 1682-3. 

On the Register he is described as " Prenobilis Joannr* Bodrile, Vii-ecoraes 
de Bodmin, pnmepoi et hJEres apparens pienobilis JoAnnia Eobartes, Comitis 
de.Rodnor, nupcr custodis privatt aigilli," et£. ; but this must be a nuatake, 
or rather a double mistake, for the heir apparent of the lirat earl at the date 
eiven was his arandson, Charles Bodvile Bobartiw, his eldest son Robert 
hnvtng died in the previous year (16B1). He was adtnittud with a nnmber of 
other men of rank and position the same day. He was called to the. Privy 
Council by William III. and in the time of George I. made Treasurer of the 
Cliamber and Constable of Carnarvon Castle. He died without iasue in 1723. 



ROBERTS, WILLIAM. Acthoh. 1767—1849 

Admitted 3 November, 1793. 

Second son of William Roberta of Wandsworth Oommoo. He was adncated 
at Eton, at St. Paul's School, of which his uncle vm master, and al Oxford, 
where he gained the Englinh Essay Prize in I76S. In the Temple he studied 
law under Sir Alan Chambr^ (o.v.), but subseijaently removed to Lincoln's 
lull. He was a frw]uent coutrioutor to periodica! literature, particularly on 
rell^ons topics, and for some years (IBll— 1822) was Editor of the BritiA 
RrvietB. An article in this brought him into controvert with Lord BTron, 
who refers to Ids peiiodical in lion Juana» "My Orandmolher's Review. In 
1812 he became a Commissioner in Biinkruptcy, but reeigni.'d in 1631, when 
In- WHS maile secretary to the Eccleaastical Commission. In 1835 he retired 
(torn public life and devoted himself entirely to literary and charitable work. 
He die<l at SL AlUns, 31 May, 1849. 

Beaides his coDtributioni to the periodical Press, he published Mveral 
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works, includiu^ a Li/e of Hannah More (1834). He was the author, also, of 
two legal treatises, one on FrauiMcnt Convtyaneei {l&OO), and the uther on 
irilltaJulCo<liciU(lBO&). 

BOBERTSON, JAMES BURTON. Histoeiak. 1800-1877. 

Admitted 8 November, 1819. 

EldeBt Bon of Thoma« Robertaon of Grenada Island (of the Robertsons of 
Strownn, Perthshire). He came to Ent;land in 1809 and was educated at the 
Roman Catholic College af Ware. He was called to the Bar 3 June, 1826. 
He subaequi;nt.ly studied philosophy and literature on the Continent, and in 
1835 pubBshed a translation of Schlegel's Philotaphy of History, reprinted in 
Bohn's SUndard Library, 1846. In 1843 he translated Dr. Mohler's SpnbMtui, 
with a sketch of the state of Protestantism and Catholicism in Uermany — a 
work which deeply influenced the Tractarian movement in England. In 
1B55 he was nonunated to a Professorship in the Roman Catholic University 
nf Dublin, where he delivered several courses of Lectitres, afterwards pub- 
lished, and wrote a Poem entitled The Froplml Enoch, published with some 
Lyrics, 1880. He died 14 Feb. 1877. 

ROBINSON, HENRY CRABB. Diabist- 1775—1867. 

Admitted 18 February, 1808. 

Third son of Henry Robinson of Butv St Edmunds, where he was bom on 
13 March, 1775. On leaving school he was articled to an attorney of 
Colchester, but on the espiration of his articles proceeded as a student to the 
University of Jena. On his rettini he became a contributor to the Timti 
and oiixei periodicals. On his call to the Bar, 7 May, 1813, he went the 
Norfolk Circuit, of which he became the leader, amonget his contemporaries 
lieing Serjeanta Bloaset and Storks, Hart, Alderson (alterwarda Judge), Cooper, 
Rolfu (afterwards Lord Cranworth;, and Sir Fitzroy Kelly. But it was a<t a 
friend and associate of the literary men of his lime, particularly of Colerid^, 
Wordaivorlh, Soutbey, Rogers, Bloke, Flaxman, Lamb, and Lawrence in 
England, and of Ooeihe, Wieland, Knebel and others in Germany, that 
Mr. Robinson is best remembered. Ot these and many others, his contempo- 
lai'ies, he gives us many interesting particulars in his Memoirs, published two 
years after his decease, which occurred at his residence in Russell Square on 
5 Feb. 1867. 

ROBINSON, THOMAS, first BARON GRANTHAM n/ ORANTHAM. 

DiPLOMATiBT. 1695—1770. 

Admitted 4 February, 1722^3. 
Fourth son of Sir William Bobiuson of Newby, York. He was educated 
at Westmin.'ter and Trinity Colle^ Cambridge, where be was elected Scholar 
in 1714. In the year of his admission he became Secretary to the English 
Embassy in Paris, and from that time onwards was engaged in important 
diplomatic affairs. In 1730 be went to Vienna (at first as the substitute for 
Lord Waldegrave) where he remained sa Ambassador eighteen years, and he 
was one of the plenipotentiaries at the signing of the peace at Aix-la- 
Chapelle, 18 Oct. 1748. On his return to England be entered Parliament, and 
became Secretarj' of State and in 1754 was accepted as Leader of the House of 
Commons ; but he had no talents that way, Pitt contemptuously remarking 
that the prime minister (the Duke of Newcastle^ " might as well have sent his 
jack-boot to lead us." He subsequently held the post of Postmaster-General 
He was made Baron Grantham 7 April, 1761. He died 30 Sept. 1770. 
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HOBISaOK, WILLIAM, Topographer and Law WRrrKR. 

1777—1846. 

Admitted 1 May, 1822. 
Only eon ot William Eobinaoa of Tott«nliam, co. Middlesex. He ori^nallj 
practised a« a London solicitor. He wa^ much int«reated in locul ontiqiiitiei 
nnd waH elticted a, Fellow of th« Society of Antiijuariea, 1819, and received the 
degree ot LL.D. from the University of Aberdeen 1822. He was .called to the 
Bar 36 May, 1827. He died I June, 1848, at Tottenham, where he posaesaed 
property, and of which place, as well aa ot the adjacent diatricta of Edmonton, 
Stoke Newinston, Enfield, and Hackney, he haa left historical accounts. 
Besides these lie wrote several law treatises including Tht Magittratf.^ Padcet 
Bool: (1825) ; The Laws relating to tht Poor (1827) ; find a. work on Quarttr 
.Semww (1836). 



ItOCHESTEB, EAliL OF. Se« HYDE, LAURENCE. 



ROSCOE, WILLIAM CALDWELL. Poet and Ebsatist. 1823—1859. 
Admitted 16 Deeemher, 1843. 

Eldest Bon of William Stanley Roscoe of Liverpool (and grandson of 
William R(»coe, the hiftoriaa). He was burn at Liverpool 20 SepL 1623, and 
eilucated at University College, London. He was called to the Bur 8 Nov. 
1850; hilt soon took to literary purauita and became a contributor to the 
National Review, of which his brother-in-law, Mr. Hutton, was editor. He 
died 30 July, 18&a. 

His compoaitioni, conaistinfj of two Tragedies, Elidac and Violensia, fugitive 
poems and essays, were collected and published by Mr. Hutlou, with a 
Memoir, in 1860, and again, without tile prose works, in 18D1, by his 
(laughter. 

ROSCOMMON, EARL OF. Sec DILLON, WENTWORTH. 



ROUS or ROUSE, FRANCIS. Pnairis Writer and Politician. 

1579-1859. 
Admitted 5 May, IBOl. 

Fonnh son of Anthony Rous oE Halton, co. Cornwall, bom at Dittisham, 
Devonshire, 1579. He was educated at Oxford, where he graduated in 1596, 
and afterwards at Leyden. In 1625 he entered PBrlianient, where he became 
at first a staunch adherent of the Presbyterian party, but subsequently went 
over to the Independent*, and in 1657 was mode one of Cromwell's Lords of 
Parliament. He died at Acton 7 Jan. 1658-9, nnd was buried in Eton 
CoUege ChapeL 

He was the author of a great number of theological and other treatises, 
chiefly of a controversial character ot which the iotlowinK are the chief: 
Thuk, or tht Vertuef Hittorie, a Pomi. (1698) ; The Art of HavpiKen (1619) : 
IHMtuei of the Time attended by thetr Stmolies (1622) ; Th» (hU of Scorpione 
(1623) ; TeaU VmUUii (1626) ; The Hea/venly Academy (1638) ; Melln Patrum 
Natcentit EeeUtim per pnma iria tecula eolUtla (1650) ; InUriora Rtijni Dti 
(1655) ; Worki, or TreatUe* and Meditation* (1847) {vv-ith a portrait of the 
unthor by Fairthome). Many of his Speeches are preserved in WiuJitcoriA'< 
CotUctioiu. 
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EOWE or ROW, NICHOLAS. Dramatist. 

Admitttd 4 August, 1691. 

Son and heir o( JoTin Rowe, one of the Musters of ihe Utter Bur. He was 
torn at Little Barford in Bedfordshire, and educated at Westminster SchooL 
He n-a^ waited to the Bar 2S May, 1S96, but sooii afterwards relinquished the 
study of the law, for which he had little taste, and gai'e himself up W> poetry 
and polite literature- At the age of twenty-fonr he produced his first Tragedy, 
which was succeeded by others wliich met with niiich npplause, and on the 
accesfion of George L he was made Poet Laureate. lu 1709 he edited an 
edition of Shakespeare's works in 8 vols., Bvo. His own works were published 
in a collected form in 17S0. His productions appeared separetefy in the 
following order : 2^ Ambilioua Step-mother, a Tragedy (1B98) ; Tamerlam, a 
Tragrdy (1703) ; The Fair PmiJent, a Tragedy (1T06) ; Ulynta, n Tragtdg 
(1706); 31ui Royal Convert, a Tragedy (1710) ; Jam Shore, a TragidyfU 10); 
Trantlation of QailUea Callijxedia (1710) ; Lady Jane Greg, a. Tra^g (1716) ; 
2^ Biter, a Gamtdg (1716); IMe to the New Ymr (1716); Trannlatvm of 
Lueaii'i Phiirmlia (1720). Rowe died in Dec. 1718, aud was interred in 
Westminster Abhey. 

His father, John Rowe, son and heir of Nicholas R^we of Lamerton, 
CO. Devon, was a lawyer of some distinction. He was admitted 2 May, 1669, 
called to the Bar 29 May, 1674, and became Serjeant-at-Law. He edited the 
Reports of Benloeand Dalison, published in folio in 1689. He died 30 April, 
1692, and was buried in the Temple Church. 

ROWLAND, DANIEL. Antiqoaby. 1778— 18S9. 

Admitted 31 August, 1820. 

Youngest son of Rev. John Rowland of Shreweburv, where he was Tmrn 
11 July, 1778. He was educated at Shrewsbury aa3 devoted himself tn 
litemture and the fine arts. He settled at Fmnt in Sussex, and was High- 
Sheriff of that county in 1824. He died at Clifton 20 Oct 1859. He was a 
liberal contributor t^ works of charity and built and endowed the Hospital of 
Holy Cross at Shrewsbury in 1853. He was a Fellow of the Socict; of 
Antiquaries, and printed in 1830 for private circulation An Historical AecotiTit 
of the NabU Family of Nevill. He also edited Bkkeway's Sh^ffs of Shropihire 
(1831). 

ROXBURGH, Sm FRANCIS. Lawyer. 1820—1891. 

Admitte<I 29 October, 1842. 

Eldest wm of Francis Roxbui^h of Upper Stamford Street He was 
called to the Bar 7 Nov. 1845, and was also a member of Lincoln's Inn. He 
became a Queen's Counsel in 1866 and a Bencher of the Inn in 1867. He was 
Reader in 1874, and Treasurer of tlie Inn m 1882. He was appointed 
Recorder of Aldeburgb in 1878, a County Court Judae in 1881- The year of 
his Treaaurershij) was signalized by the opening of the Law Courts, on which 
occasion he rteeived the honour of knighthood from the Queen. He died in 
London 19 March, 1891.

Son and heir of ■lauica Rulfhead of St. Gicorge's, Hanover Squaie, in which 
parish he was born in the year 17S3. He waa admitted ad euiuUm from 
the Inner Temple, where he"«ntered 2 Dec. 1742, and was called to the Bar 
28 June, 1T54. The circumstances attending his entrance are peculiar. Hia 
father, the king's baker in Piccadilly, bought a lottery ticket for him, which, 
being drawn a prize of £&00, was applied to the purpose of the son's education. 
After hia call to the Bar, wluUt waiting for opport unities of practice, he wrote 
a variely of pamphlets, and edited a periodical called the Gon-Tta. In 1767 
he undertook to edit the works of Alexander Pope, with a life of the poet, the 
result of which appeared in 1769. He also assisted in an edition oT Jacoli'i 
Law Dictionary, and at the time of his death (26 Oct 1769) was engaged in 
editing a new edition of (.^tnbtr/i EMVclirpatdia ; but he ia beet known as the 
editor of an edition of the Statutes, known as the Statutes at Large. His 
published literary works bear the followii^ titles : 77k Statvite at Large from 
Magna Charta to 1765 ; Index to the Statutes at Large from Magna Charta to 
G«orga IIL ; Cotuidtratiaat on the praenl Dnwjerau* Critit (1763) ; Life of 
Al«xati4er Pope {Mm). 



Admitted IS June, 1879. 

Eldest son of Arthur RuBsell, brewer, of Newty, where he was bom 10 Nov. 
183S. His admission to the Middle Temple vsn ad aimlem from Lincoln's 
Inu, where he had entered in 1866, after matriculating at Trinity College, 
Dublin, and where he bad been called to the Bar in 1869, and had been a 
Bencher since 1872, in which year he had also taken silk. In 1880 he entered 
Parliament for Dundalk, and in 1886 for South Hackney, becoming in thu 
same year Attorney-General. In 1894 he became a I^rd of Appeal, and was 
raised to the Peerage as Lord Russell of Killowen, and in the same year, on 
the death of LonI Coleridge ('/.v.), was appointed Lord Chief Justice, which 
office he held till his death on the 10th Aug. 1900. 

At the Bar Lord Russell attained a great reputation as a powerful advocate, 
and was engaged in many caites of celebiity, particularly In the action a^inst 
the rtmMnewspaperinI888forlibd, in which he was counsel for the plaintiff, 
Mr. Pamell, and was successful in exposing the forties of Richard Pigott 
and in extorting an apology from the defendants. His speech b«fore the Com- 
mission on this occasion laisted six days, and was pronounced by Lord Hani 
the President of the Court, " a great one, worthy of the occaiion." He aAar 
great distinction as the represeutfttive of tbe auglish Qovemment In t^ 
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of arbitration on the sealing industir in the Behring Sea hdd at Pbitb in 
1393, hia advocacy of the Brilish claims extoniag the admiration of the 
tribunal and even of his opponents. 

EUTHVEN, EDWARD SOUTHWELL. Irish Politician. 

1 77^-1836. 

Admitted 4 February, 1791, 
Eldest son of Rev. Edward Trotter of Dowiipatrick, co. Down. Claiming 
connexion with the Earls of Gowrie, he took the name of Ruthven in 1800. 
He entered Parliament for Downpatrick as a Whig in 1806, and again, after a 
lung inten'al, in 1830, as a supporter of U'Connell, w^th whom he was 
returned for Dublin two years later. In Parliament he made himself 
cnnapicuous for pereiBtency in moving the adjournment of the House, which 
led to uproar within and to personal encounters without He was ^in 
returned with O'Connell for Dublin 1835, but unseated on petition. He died 
31 March, 1836. 



RUTLEDGE, EDWARD. Americas Statesman-. 1749—1800. 

Admitted 12 January, 1767, 

Fifth son of John Rutledge of Charleatown, S. Carolina, and younger 
lirolher of John Rutledtje (g.u.). He was bom at Charlestown 23 Nov. 1749, 
After his couree at the Temple lie returned to America, where he was chosen 
tu the First Continental Congress and became a member of the Board of War. 
In the War he was taken prisoner ; buton his release served in the Legislature 
and was Governour of his Slate in 1798. He died 23 Jan. 1800. He was one 
of the signers of the Declaration of Independence. 



EUTLEDGE, JOHN. Ameeican Juihje. 1739— 180a 

Admitted 11 Octol>er, 1754, 

Son and heir of John Eutledge of Charlestown, S. Carolina, and elder 
brother of Edward (q.v.). He was called to the Bar 8 Feb. 1760. He was a 
member of the Stamp Act Congress in 1766 and of the First Continental 
Congress in 1774, He assisted in preparinj; the Constitution of South 
Carolina, and was the first Slate Qovemour. He took a prominent part in 
framing the Federal Constitution, and in July, 1795, became Chief Justice of 
ihe Supreme Court. He died 23 July, 1800. 



RUTTY, WILLIAM. pHvaiciAN. 1687—1730. 

Admitted 27 October, 1709. 

Son and heir of Thomas Ratty, mercer, of Lombard Street, Loudon, where 
he was bom in 1687, He was educated at Cambridge, where he gradaat«d 
M.B. in 1712andM.D.inl719. He was admitted to the CoUege of Physiciaiia 
ill 1719, and obtained the Osteology Lectureship at Barber-Surgeons Hftll in 
1721. The following jear he delivered the Gulstonian Lectures on the urinary 
organs, and these were published in book form in 1726. They coat&in a 
clear stat«ment of the knowledge then existing on the subject. He became 
a Fellow of the Rojal Society iu 1720. He died 10 June, 173a 
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EYDER, SiK DUDLEY. Judge. 1691— 175B. 

Admitteil 23 June, 1713. 

S«coad son of Richnrd Ryder of the parish of Sc Bartholomew the Lesser, 
London. He was called to the Bar 8 May, 1719, and subflequently removed 
to Lincoln's Inn, whtrc he was made a Bencher in 1733. In the game fear he 
was returned for Sl Oermans to Parliament, and became Solicitor-Oeneral. 
In 1737 he was made Attomey-Qeneral, and in 1740 received the honour 
<jf knighthood. He was promoted to the Kinj^B Bench aa Chief Justice 
2 May, 1754 He died 25 May, 1766. At the time of his death the warrant 
was signed for his elevation to the Peerage. The dignity was conferred upon 
his son, nod has descended to the present Earl of Harrovby. 



ST. JOHN, JOHN- AnTHOR. I74ft— 1793. 

Admitted 15 May, 1767. 

Thinl son ot John, Viscount St. John, and nephew of the first Lord 
Bolingbroke. He was a man of ability, but whose ambition, according to 
Selwyn, was to figur* as the most refined "macaroni" of hia time. He 
migrated from Lincoln's Inn to the Middle Temple, and was called to the Bar 
15 June, 1770. He was returned to Parliament for Newport, Isle of Wight, 
in 1773, and snbsequenllysat for Eye, He held the office of Surveyor- General 
of the Land Revenues of the Crown, and published Obaemotioiu on them (1787). 
He also wrote a pamphlet in roply I" Paine's RighU of Man, and two 
Tragedies, Afnry Quan of Sroti and The Iiland of St. MargHerite, both produced 
at Drury Lane Theatre in 1789. He died in London 8 Oct. 1793. 



SALKELD, WILLIAM. Serjeant-at-Law. 1671— 1715. 

Admitted 2 May, 1692. 

Son and heir of Samuel Salkeld of Embletnn, Northumberland. Having 
been educated al Oxford, and entered at the Middle Temple, he was called to 
the Bar on 3 June, 1G98. In 1713 he was appointed Chief Justice of the 
Qreat Sessions for the counties of Coruiarlhen, Canligan and Pembroke, and 
two years later was made a SerJeant-at-Law (34 Jan. 1715). He died the 
same year on 14 Sept 

Serjeant Salkeld had a great reputation as a reporter, and wrote RepoHi of 
Gates in tkt Court of Kin^a Beaeh^ vfith some tpecialCaxa in Chancery, Common 
Fkai and Exchequer, from 1 WUUam and Mary to 10 Qaeen Anne, published 
flrst in 1717, and fmiuenlly republiEhed, tlie sixth edition appearing in 
1795, 



SALMON, THOMAS. Hibtoman and Okoqrapher. 1679—1767. 
Admitted 27 June, 1S94. 

Second son of Rev. Thomas Salmon of Mepsall, Bedford, known for his 
trealises on music, and brother of Nathaniel Salmon, equally well-known as 
an antiquary. He was baptized at Mepeall, 2 Feb. 1673-9. He seems to have 
had a varied career, for he accompanied Anson on hin voyage in 1739 — 40, 
and at oue tinie kept a coffee-house in Cambridge, where niosl of his literary 
productions were prepared. These are veiy numerous, and on a variety M 
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BubjecU, the most important being, A Bmiao of the Hitlory of England, at 
far (u tt rtlatet to the Titlt» and PreUtigiont of /okt teTjeral ^iiijfi(1722); An 
Examination of BiAop Bunue$ Uittory of hit own Tivifs (1724) j 7^ iMrono- 
tofiical Hiitonan (1733) ; and Modtm I[ittory, or the PraerU State of all Natimu 
(1739). This is his beat kDOWQ work, which has lieen fi'equently reprinted 
and translated into other languafies. In 1725 lie bnmght out an edition of 
his Other's Hittorical ColUctiont of lireat Britain. He died 20 Jan. 1T67. 



SALOMONS, Sib DAVID. Lord Mayor of London. 1797—1873. 
Admitted 21 April, 1846. 

Second bob of Levy Salomons of Cnwby Siiuare, London, und Frant, Sosser. 
He WBfi brought «p to commercial life, and waa one of the founders of the 
London and Westminster Bank. In 1835 he was choaen one of the Sheiifla, 
and in the same year an Alrlennan of London; but.beinga Jew,wiiadifiqualified 
by declining to take the oath. This disqualilication beius removtd by Act of 
Parliament in 1847, he sat as Alderman for the Cordwainer Ward, iind was 
elected Lord M^or in 1855. He was called to the Bar 4 May, 1849. He 
was returned to Parliament for Greenwich in 1851, but, declining to take the 
oath, on the faith of a Christian, was not allowed to siL He was again elected, 
liowever, in 1859, after the alteration of the oath, and represented the con- 
stituency till his death, 16 July, 1873. He was made a Baronet in 1869. 

He was the author of A Defcnet of Joint Stock Bank4 (1837) : The Monetary 
Di^ulties of AmerimilH37)i The PerKCution of the Jcwa at Damauut {IBiO), 
and of pamphlets on Parliamenlary OaUu, 1850 and 1853. 



SALT, SAMUEL. Lawtbb. rf. 1792. 

Admitted 4 Angxist, 1741. 

Son and heir of the Bev, John Salt of Audley, co. Stafford. He removed 
to the Inner Temple in 1745, where he was eatled to the Bar in 17S3, became 
a Bencher in 178SS, and Treasurer in 178a He is chiefly intereating on 
account of his association with Charles Lamb, whose father was tor forhr 
jeara his clerk, and who waa born in his chambers in Cruwu Office Row. He 
represented Liskeojd in Parliament from 1768 to 1784, haviiigfof his colleagoe 
during part of that time, Edward Gibbon, the historian. He died 87 Jolj, 
1792, and was buried in the Temple Charch. 



SALTEBNE, GEORGE, Legal ANTiQCARr. 

Admitted 15 July, 1584. 

Eldest son William Salteme of Bristol. He is mentioned by Edmund 
Howes, the continuer of Stau/'t ChranieU, in the list of learned persons '• to 
whom he has been particularly beholding in the furtherance of his gesersll

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SANDYS or SANDIS, Sir EDWIN. STATEaMAN. 1061—1628. 

Admitted 11 February, 1589-90. 

Second son ot Edivin Sandja, Archliisliop of York, previously Bishop of 
Worcester, and LrolUer of George SanUys (q-v.), the poet. He wss educated at 
Oiford, where he had the celebrnled Richard Hooker for his tutor. In 1579 
he became a Fellow of Corpus Chriati, and in 1061 a prebend of York. He 
EUbsenuentlv travelled abroad, and embodied the result of his obser^-ations in 
a iHJok entitled Europo! Speeulum (1605, 1629). In 1603 he was knighted by 
Kirif; James, and returned to Parlittnieat for Stockbtidge, and for many years 
took a leading part in ihe debates. Fur the enunciation of principles deemed 
subversive of ttie royal prerogative, he was summoned before the Council in 
1614, and bound over to appear again when called npon. In the same year 
he became a member of the East India Company, and look an active interest 
ill Colonial affaire. In 1619 he was elected Treasurer of the Virginia Com- 
pany. In 1621 he was imprisoned along with John Selden on a chui^e of 
iiiulversation of the company's funds, but was shortly released. After another 
stormy career in Parliament he died in Ucb. 16S9, at Northboumc. 



SANDYS OT- SANDIS, GEORGE. Poet. 1578—1644 

Admitted 23 October, 1596. 

Sixth eon of Edwin Sandys, Archbishop ot York, bom at Bishopthorpe, 
S Mar. 1677-8. He was sent to Oxford, but did not graduate, and in 1610 
set out on a long course of travel, of which he published an account in I61&. 
In 1631 he sailM for America as Treasurer of the Virginia Company, and 
there acquired a plantation, and spent many years. 

During hia residence he completed e. translaiion of Ovi<P» Mtlamorphi>»«$ 
into English verse, which was printed in London. 16S6. On hia relum to 
England he became a gentleman of the Privy Chamber lo Charles I. ; but the 
chief part of his life was spent in retirement tn literary exercises, paitictilarly 
in a Paraphrait of the Ptalvu aad Ilpnnt of Iht Old Tettamenl, licensed for the 
Press in 1636. He died at Boxlev in Kent in 1644. His poetical works were 
collected by the Rer. Ricljard Hooper, and published in 1672. 



SAUNDERS, 8m EDMUND. Jddge. 1630-1683. 

Admitted 4 July, 1660, 

He appears on the Register as " Edmuud Saunders of the county of the City 
of Gloucester," and he was the son of poor parenta at Bamwood, where he was 
bum about 163*). At an early age he found his wav lo London, and at first 
picked up a precarious livelihond about the Inns of t^ourt by " obsequiousness 
and courting the uttomeya" clerks for scraps." Subseiiuently a lawyer in 
Clement's Inn caused a desk to be Axed for him on the bop of a staircase, and 
gave him papers to copy. " Thus by degrees he pushed his facnlties, and fell 
Uf foruis ana . . . became an exquisite entering clerk." He was called to the 
Bar on 25 Nov, 1664, and two years later began to compile the Rejiorts which 
bear his name. By decrees he was taken into the King's business, and the 
drawins and perusal of almost all the indictments and informations that were 
then to be prosecuted. On 84 Nov. 1 6S2, he was elected a Bencher of his IniL 
and on 13 Jan. 1633, raised to the Chief JusticeHhip of the King's Bench, and 
knighted. This promotion, with the change in his habite of life which it 
involved, cut short his career, for he wss seized with apoplexy, and died in 
the sixth month of his office, 19 June, 1683. Roger North (;.t>.) gives some 



interesting dslaila of his career, but liis fame now resU cbiefly ou hia Reports, 
which are written in so simple and precise, hut yet so drftmatic a style, that 
he ia termed by Lord Mansfield, the " Terence of Bepoilers." 



SAUNDERS, Sir EDWARD. 



There is no record of his admission, hut he was three times Render at the 
Inn, viz. in 1625, 1533, and 1B39. He was the third eon of Thorns* Sanndere 
of North nniptonshii'e. He became Serjeant in I54(), and King's Seijeant in 
1647. He represented Coventry, Lostwithiel, and Sallaeh reBpecti\'ely in 
Paitiament, and in the end of the reign of Edward VI. was made Recorder of 
the firat-named city. In this capacity, on the death of tlie king, he ailvised 
the mayor to refuse to read the proclamation of Lady Jane Grey, and for this 
service" he was on 4 Oct 1653, made a Judge of the Common Plea* and 
knighted. Two years later be became Chief Justice of the King's Bench, but 
on the accession of Elizabeth he was removed into the Court of Exchequer as 
Chief R-iron. He was engaged in the trials of Sir Nicholas Throckmorton and 
the Duke of Norfolk, and his ailments and decisions are treqently givun in 
the Reports of Dyer and Plowden. He died 12 Nov. 15T6. 



SAUNDERS, THOSIAS WILLIAM. Police Magistrate. 1814-1890. 
Admitted 16 April, 1832. 

Second son of Samuel Sauiidere of Bath, where he was Iwm 21 Feb. 1814. 
He was called to the Bar 9 June, 1837. From 1855 to 1860 he was Recorder 
of Dartmouth, and from 1860 to 1878 Recorder of Bath. He was mode a 
Metro|>olita!i Police MamEtrate for the Thimies district in the latter year, 
which position he held till shortly hefore his death, 28 Feb. 1890. 

He left behind him some twenty-four treatises on legal subjects, the best 
known of which now are those relating to the law of Auaidt and Battay (1842) ; 
Affiliation (1860> ; and NegligeHce (1871). He was also the editor uf niuuy 
well-known legal works, and the reporter, in conjunction with R. G. Welford, 
of Real Property Cases (1846) ; and, with H. T. Cole, of Bail Court BeporU 
(1847—9). 



8AVILE, GEORGE, MARQUESS of HALIFAX. 
Admitted 9 February, 1682-3. 

On the Register he is entered as "George Savile, Marquis of Halifax, Lord- 
Keeper of the Privy Seal." He was the son of Sir William SavOe of Thomhill, 
Forkahire, where he wasTwm 11 Nov. 1633. He was educated abroad at Paria 
and Geneva. In the Convention Parliament of 1660 he represented PontefracL 
In 1668 he was created Baron Savile and Viscount Halifux. In 1672 he 
became a Privy Councillor, and was sent on an enibaasy to France. In 1682, 
and again in 1688, he became Lord Privy Seal, and in 1685 wa^ Lord President 
of the Council. He was one of those who opposed the Teat Act In the 
Convention Parliament of 1689 he was chosen Speaker. He is personified in 
Drrden's Ahiolom and Ackitopkel imder the name of " Jotham. He died at 
H^ifai House 5 April, 1695, and was buried in Westminster Abbey, 
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8AVILE, SiK HENBY. PotincUN, 

Admitted 6 Februilry 1593-4 




Son and heir of John Savile (q.v.). In IGOii he accoinpauied Sir Heuiy 
Nerill on hie embassy Ui France, and was knighted at tLe coronAtlon of 
James I., and created a BnroDet 39 June, ]611. He representeil Aldboroii^li. 
and aubsequenlly Yorkshire in Parliament, and was a Vice-President of the 
Council of the North. He died 23 June, 1C33. 



SAVILE, Sm JOHN. Judoe. 1545— 1G07. 

AdmitbeJ 14 February, 15&4-5. 

Eldest wn of Henry Savile of Bradley, Yorkahire (and brother of the 
learned Henrv Saiile, the founder of the Savilian Profesaotwhipa at Oxford. 
He was bom in 1545. In 15S6 he filled the office of Reader at t^e lun. Be 
became 3erjeant-at-Law in 1594, and was raised to the Bench of the Exchequer 
in 1S98. He was knighted by Jaiuee I. in 1603. He «m a friend of Camden, 
and one of the flrat members of the Society of Antiiiunriea, He died 2 Feb. 
1607. 

He was the author of SavMs Reporti, which were published with the 
following title : Lm Rrporlg rfe IHpen C'atet, m It tempi de Roijat Elinahttk, 
Folio, London (1675). His name appears in the Records as one of the 
rignatorjes of the uiemorandnni recording the welcome of Sir Francis 
Dtake(7.r,) to the Inn 4 Aug. 1586. 



SAY, WILLIAM. Regicide. 1604— about 1665. 

Admitted 15 August, 1622. 

Second son of William Say of Slinfold, Sussex. He iviia educated nt 
Oxford, where he graduated 1683. He waa admitted the fame dar as his 
elder brother Edward, and was called to the Bar 24 June, 1631, and elected 
a Bencher of the Inn 5 May, 1654. He entered the Long Parliament 
tor Camelford in 1647, and was a strong parliamentarian, and one of 
the High Court appointed to tiT the king, and whose signature appetn in 
the death warrant. In 1650 he became a member of Council of Siate, and 
ooce acted as Speaker of the House of Comniuns during the absence of 
LeathaU. On the Reatoratian he esciijictl to the Continent, where he died in 
or soon after 1665. 



SCOTT, JAMES, DUKE of MONMOUTH and BUCCLEUCH, 

1649—1685. 
Admitted 21 February, 1664-B. 

NaUiral sou of Charles II., born at Roiterdnin 9 April, 1649. The 
record of his admission in the Register nma : " lilustrisaimus nohiUifsiuius 
JaeobiuDiix Monmuthice Comes Doncastria;BaroTindalli«»dniiMU8inSocie- 
totem Medii Tsmpli specialiter ex assensu Magistri Joannia Turner modo 
leutoris et alioruin. ' At this time he was not quite fourteen vear* of age, 
and was then under the protection of Lady Castlemaine, having Wen 
acknowledged at Court as a prince of the blooil. In the Tear previous he 
bod been made a Knight of the Garter, and had received honorary d^reea 
(mm both Universities. He waa accompanied to the Temple by the Duke of 
Buckingham (q.v.), who was admitted the same day. The events of his hie 
and the circumstances of his defeat at Sedeemoor in IBM and his death form 
pMt of the history of the country-, and need not be repeated heiv. 
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SCOTT, JOHN,^rif EARL «/ CLONMELL. 

Admitled 9 J>muury, ITQS. 

Third son of John Scott of Mohublier, eo. Tipperary. He was educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin, and failed to the Iriah Bar in 1765. In 1770 he 
l«eaine a Kind's Counatl, and two years laler Counsel to the Revenue 
Botird. In this poaition it fell to hia lot to defend tbe Govcrnitient against 
till; attacks of Fluod and the punular party, and lor thia service iu 1774 he 
woa made Soliciior.Geuerul, and Attorney-Oeneral and a Privy Councillor 
tliree years later. For sntne speeches, however, in 1781, inconsistent with his 
position, he waa dismissFd from oiGce by the Duke of Portland, but on the 
fall of that miuiBter was reaUired to Ibvout, and iu 1784 ap)>oinl«l Chief 
Justice of the King's Bench, and raised la the Peerage by the title of Baron 
Earlsfort, and later Viscount and Earl of Clonniell. He died 23 May, 1798. 



SCOTT, JOHN, ;!rj.( EARL o/ELDON. Lord Chancelloh. 1751—1838. 
Admitled 28 January, 1773, 

Third son of William Scott of Heweastle-on-Tyne, where he was born oti 
4 June, 1751. He was educated at Newcastle Grammar School, and at 
University College, Oxford, where his brother William (5.11.), afterwards 
Lord Stowell, was Fellow and Tuior. Tliere lie himself became Fellow m 
1767, but running away with and marrying Elizabelh Siirtees of Newcastle 
in 1772, he was, of course, obliged to give up his Fellowship, and at the same 
time to relinquish his hope of provision iu tne Church. Hence his resolntion 
to apply himself to the law. He was called bo the Bar on S Feb. 1 77G, but 
obtained no great success in his profession tilt the year 17S0, when his able 
advocacy in the case of Ackrayd v. SmUiuon attracted attention, and bronght 
him briefs. In the same year he was admitted to Lincoln's Inn, but on 
SO June, 1783, he was elected Bencher of this Inn, apjiointed Reader in ITSS, 
andTrensurer in 171)7. Entering Parliament in 1783 lie distinguished himself 
as an able supporter of Mr. Pitt's ministry, became Solleilor-Geneial in 1788, 
and Attorney-Oeneral five years after. 

In the latter position it was his lot to conduct the prosecution of Hardy, 
Home Tooke, and Thelwall for high treason, and to prepare and support 
measures deemed necessary for the suppression of seditious writings and other 
political offences. In 1 799, on the death of Sir James Eyre, he was advanced 
to the Cbief Judgeship of the Court of Coniniun Pleas, receiving at the same 
time hia patent as Baron Eldon ; and in 1801 accepted the Qreal Seal, which 
he held with one short iotermisaian from that time to 30 April, 1827, when 
he resigned it, and was succeeded by Lord Lyudburst. He was created an Earl 
in 1821. He survived his retirement eleven yeurs,dying 13 Jan. 1838. 

Lord Eldon'a decisions may be foimd in the Repuris of Rose, Swanston, 
and Vesey, Jan. 



SCOTT, WILLIAJI, fini BAKON STOWELL of STOWELL PARK- 
JuDOB. 1745 — 183B. 

Admitted 24 June, 1762. 

Eldest son of William Scott of Newcastle- on -Tyne, and brother of John 
Scott, Lord Eldon (^.i'.). He was bom 18 Oct. 1746, at Heworth in Durham, 
a village to whteh his inolher hastily removed (let down over the wall in a 
basket) on the approach of the Scottish rebels to Newcastle in ttiat year. 
He was educated at the Grammar School at Newcastle, and subsequently at 
University and Corpus Christi Colleges, Oxford, where he became Fellow and 
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Tutor. In 1779 lie took ihe desree of D.C.L., and was caUed lo the Bar 
11 Feb. ITflO. Ill 1787 he was appointeil Kinjf'a Ad vocal e-Gene nil, aud 
abortlj after Judge ot the Conaiatoty Court of London. He was knighted 
in 178S, and in 1798 became Judge of the High Court of Adnjiralty and s 
Privy Councillor. In 171KI he entered Parliaiaent for Downton, and in ISOl 
was elected to represent liia University. Thin seat he continued to fill till 
his call to the House of Lords with the title of Barou Stowell in July, 1621, 
He retired from the CouH of Admiralty in 18SB. He diefl at Earley Court, 
near Reading, at the great a^ ot ninety. He waa Beador at the Inn in 179ft 
and Treasurer in 1807. Loi\l Stowell's Decisions are recorded in Haggard'a 
and Phillimore's Reports. 



SUROPE or SCROOPE, ADRIAN. REctigiDK. 1601—1600. 

Admitted 8 Februarj-, l(il9-20. 

Son aiid heir of Robert Scrope of Wormnle^, Oxfordshire. At the oi>euing 
of the Civil War he raised a troop of horse for the Parliament, aud in 1647 
obtained the command of a regioient. He took an active part in all the 
events of the wur till 1649, when he was made Ooveruout of Briatol. He u 
aaid to have assisted Colonel Joyce in carrying olf Ihe king from the Scots. 
His name api«ars amongst those who signed the Royal death u-arraut. In 
1G5& he WHS made a memlier of the Scottish Council. At the Restoration, 
though at first adinitteii lo the benefit of the Act of Indemnity, he was 
brought to trial and condemned to death, which he sufTered 17 Oct. 1660. 



SCROPE, JOHN, JcDOE. About 1662—1752. 

Admitted 20 November, 1686. 

Son and heir of Thomas Scrope of WornislcT, Oxfordshire, and of the 
fninily ot Scrope, Baron« of &Auin. He was caU^ to the Bar 10 Feb. 1S9B. 
In 1708 he was ap)x>inted a Baron of the Exchequer in Scotland, and, on the 
renioral of Lord Cliancellor Cowper (j/.i'.), was one of the Commissionen 
entrusted with the Great Seal. BeniK elected member for Ripon he became 
Secretary to the Treasury under Sir Robert Walpole, an office which he held 
during the administration ut that minister and for ten years afterwards. 
He died 9 AprU, 1702. 

SC0DAMORE, JOHN, fim VISCOUNT SCUUAMORE. 1601—1671. 
Admittcil 1 December, 1617. 

Eldest son of Sir James Scudomore of Holme I-acy, Herefordshire, where 
he was baptized 22 March, 1001. Hu wa« cdiicntecl at Oxford where he 
matriculated M.A. in 1642. He was created a Baronet in 1620, and elected 
ibr Herefordshire, whicii he continued to represent many yeare. In 1628 he 
was made Baron Druuiore and Viscount Scudamoie. In 1634 he went bs 
AmboBsadur to France where he remained till 1638, At the outbreak of the 
Civil War he endeavoured to protect Hereford tor tfie king, but bad lo 
surreuder, and was sent prisoner to London. During his later life he devoted 
himself to works of chm-ity a:id hospitality to divines mid others broken in 
tbu warfc He died 8 June, 1671. He was hically famous for otteution to 
arlwricultnre, and particnlarly of the apple, fi/r the growth ot which his county 
has since been famous. 
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SCULLY, DENIS. Political Whiter. 

Admitted 25 OctoWr, 1793. 



Second son gf Jamea ScuUy of KiUeacle, m. Tippcraiy, wliere lie was boni 
4 May, 1773. Hi; was called Ui tbe Irish Bar in 1796, but did little practice 
on account of delicate liealtli, nnd took to political writing. In 1812 he 
published a SlaUmtnt of the Penal Laiet, which ran through several editions, 
out resulted in the line and imprisonment of the printer, Hugh FltzpatricL 
He had previously published a pamphlet, entitled An Iruh GiilhoWt Admce 
to hit Breihren on thtir Preiait Hituation (1803), and during bis life he con- 
tributed able articles to the Dublin Post. He died at Kilfeacle 25 Oct. 1830. 



SEALY, Sin JOHN. Colonial Statesman. 1607—1898. 

Admitted 19 November, 1829. 

Third ?on of Thomas Sealv of Clifton, co. Gloucester. He was called to 
the Bar 22 Nov. 1833, was Solicitor- General of Barbados 1841-46, Attornev- 
Generul 1846 — 74 and member of the Houae of Assembly. For two periods, 
from 1858 — 76 and again from 1882 — 84, he was a member a! the Executive 
Council. In 1869 he was created C.M.G. and in 1874 K.C.M.G. From 
1676 — 84 be was Chancellor of tlie Diocese and took the' degree of D,D. 
(Durham) in 1876. He died in Barljados 13 Feb. 1898. 



SEWELL, RICHARD CLARKE. Lboal Writer. 1803—1864. 

Admitted 18 June, 1827. 

Eldest son of Thomas Sewell of Newport, I.W. He was educated at 
Osford, where he gradimted 1826, and where he won the Newdigate Prize, 
and became D.C.L. in 1540. After bis call to the Bar 95 June, 1830, be 
became well known as a special pleader, but later in life emigrated to 
Australia, where lie was appointea Reader in Law at the University of 
Melbourne, and where he died 9 Nov. 1864. 

He was Che author uf many learned works, legal and otherwise, including 
ColUctanea PaTiiamentariii (1831) ; Vindieia Ealegiaatieiv, or a Legal and 
Hiitmical ArgTimait n^niVuit the Abi>l{luin of BiAopii' Courts (1839) ; a treatise 
on the Imw of Slienfft (1842) and of Coroneri (1843) ; Sacro-Polttica, or The 
Bights of the Anyliaiii Cltureh (1848); on Lajal Edtiaition (1857); and he 
edited for the English Historical Society the Qeda Stephani (1846). 



SEWELL, Sia THOMAS. Jcdoe. d. 1784. 

Admitt<id G Juue, 1729. 

Sou and heir of Thomas Sewell of Weat Ham, Essex. Called to the Bar 
24 Stay, 1734, he was made a King's Counsel when of twenty years' standing. 
On 3 ^ay, I7S4, he was elected a Bencher, appointed Lent Header in 176S, 
and Treasurer in 1765. In 1758 he represented Harwich in Parliament, 
Winchelsea in 1761 and again in 1785, but, losing his seat at the general 
election in March, 1768, he retired from parliamentary life. At the end of 
1764 he was kni>;hted, advanced to the Masterehip of the Bolls, a dignity he 
held till his death on 6 March, 1784, and sworn of^the Privy Council.

SEYMOUR, CHARLES, siah DUKE of SOMERSET. 1662—1748. 

Admitted 9 Februar;, 1682-3. 

In the Register he is entered as " Charles Percy " (by mistake for Seymour) 
" Duke of Somerset, Marquia and Karl of Hertford, Viscount Beauchamp, 
Biiron of Trobridge." He was tommonly known as the " proud duke." He 
wua bom 13 Aug. 166S. He married Elizabeth, the heiresa of the Perciea. 
He actively supported the Prince of Orange, and was Guardian of the Realm 
for George L in 1714. He died 2 Dec. 1748. 



SEYMOUR, FRANCIS, jird BARON SEYMOUR of TROWBRIDGE. 

About 1590—1664. 
Admitted 31 January, 1626-6. 
He is entered on the Register as " Francis Semour, Knielit, brother of 
William, Earl of Hertford " (o.w.)- He was tlie third son of Edwnrd Seymour, 
Lonl Beauchamp. He was knighted by Jaiuea I. in 1613. He represented 
Wiltshire in Parliament for many years from 1820, and in 1S2S was made 
Sheriff of the county. On the outbreak of the Civil War Le joined the king 
and was declared a delini[uent by Parliament, but took uo part in politics 
during the Commonwealth and Protectorate. At the Restoration ne waa 
restored to the officii of Chancellor of the Duchy of Laucaater, which he had 
previously held. He died 12 July, 1664. 



SEYMOUR, WILLIAM, >it MARQUESS HERTFORD. 1568-1660. 
Admitted 5 March, 1617-6. 

On the Register he is entered simply as " William Seymor, Knight of the 
Bath." He was the second son of Kdward Seymour, Lord Beauchamp, and 
grandson of the Lord Protector, Somerset. He was educated at OEford, where 
he ahowed great aptitude for study, and of which Univeraitv he was Chan- 
cellor in 1643, and a)rain in 1660. On the death of his grandfather in 1621 he 
was summoned to the House of Lords. During the Civil War he was an 
Bi;tive Royalist, and wns appointed to a command in the West, where he 
ilid good service in the royal cause. At the Restunition he received the Order 
of the Garter. He died 24 OcL 1660. 



SEYMOUR, WILLIAM DIGBY. County Cocrt Jddoe. 1822—1895. 
Admitted 14 November, 1845. 

Third son of Rev. Charles Seymour of Kilionau Glebe, Ardagh, Ireland. 
He was educated at Trinity College, Dublin, where he graduated. He was 
called to the Bar 12 June, 1846, having kept some of his terms at the Inner 
Temple, where he wasadmittedSMav,1843. He waa Recorder of Newcastle ii 



1854. In 1859 he waa censured by tlie Beuchera of his Inn in connexion with 
some commercial transaclions affecting hia character as a barrister, and wu 
excluded from the Bar mesa of hia circuit. In 1861 be wns appointed Queen's 
Counsel and became Judge of County Courts in 1889. He was the author 
of a work on Menhant Shipping (1854), and of some other treatises on econo- 
mical subjects, also of a translation of the Hdmw Psalter, 1662. He died 
16 March, 1896. For an account of the unfortunate circumstances aliove 
nlluiled to and which led to an action for libel, see 3 Foiler i- Finlasm, 372. 
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8HADWELL, THOMAS. Dramatibt. 

Admitted 7 July, 1658. 



About 1643—1698. 



Son and heir ol John Shadwell, n gentleman who had aleo received his 
legal education at the Inn. He was born, in Norfolk. Having hut little tasti; 
for the drudgery of the law, he formed the resolution of travelling abroad, 
and on his return, becoming aci^uainted with the wit* of the dav, applied 
himself wholly to polite literature, and especially to the proifuction of 
dramatic poetry, on tne model of Ben Jonson. Between 1669 and his death 
in 1692 he pn>duced seventeen plays. Being in favour with the Whigs he 
obtained the position of Poet Laureate at the Revolution, which awiuirea him 
the enmity of Dryden, who witirized hiui in his character of "MacFlecknoe." 
He died 1692, and a monument to his memory waa er^ted in Wcstmiueter 
Abbey by his son Sir John Shadwell. Besides being Laureate he was also 
Historiographer lo the King. 

His works, of which a complete edition, with a notice of his Life, was 
published in 17S0 in 4 vols. 12mo, appeared in the following order:

He is now onlv remembered as the author of two ComediM entitlwl The Fleire 
(1607) s Cupiis IVhirUgig, ai it halA been sandrie Umet acted by the Children of 
hi* Majestiti Eeuelt, written by E. S. In the Prologue of the iatt«r there are 
suppose'l to lie nonie oblique references to Slinkespeare's plots. 



SHAW, JOSEPH. Leoal Wbiteb. 1671—1733. 

Admitted 15 April, 1637. 

Son and heir of John Shaw of All Hallows Stayning, London. He was 
called to the Bar 3 May, 1695. He first become known lo the public as the 
anthor nf some letters on tlie stAt« of France, Holland and planders, pub- 
lished in 1709. In later life he devoted himself to legal literature, and 
published (1728) The pTar.tical Juatiee of the Peace, which, and a companion 
treatise on Parish Law (published 1734), became for many veara the standard 
works on thwe subjecls. Hf ditd 2-1 Otl. 1733. 
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SHEARES, HENRY. Irish PoLrnciAs. 17iS3— 1798. 

Admitted 11 Januarj, 1T86. 

" Only flon of Henry Shearea of Cork " (bwiker). Such is the entry in the

He was educated at Cambridije, 
where he graduuied LLB. in 1866. He was called to the Bar 30 April, 1887. 
He became Recorder of Hythe in 1883. He puhliahed in 1886 a paper 
entitled A Rfinmalranee in reply to an attack np<ra his father by Sir Charles 
Gavan Duffy in a book enlitlai The League of llir North and Soutk. He died at 
Felixtowe 15 Dec. 1894. 



SHELFORD, LEONARD. Law Wbitkb. 1795—1864. 

Admitted 21 Decemljcr, l«20, 
Second son of the Rev, Leonard ShelforJ, B.D., Rector of North Tudden- 
ham, Norfolk. He was born on 26 July, 1795. He was called to the Bar 
9 Feb. 1827, aud died on 17 March, 1864. At the time of his death he was 
senior Captain of the Hall, and it waa recorded that be bud " lived the lust 
forty years ot his life in Chambers, scarcely dining a hundred yards from the 
to the Temple duriiu; that time."

SHERIDAN, RICHARD BRINSLEY. Obatob. Statesuas, and 

DRA11.1TI8T. 1751—1816. 

Admitt^J 6 April, 1773. 

Secoiul son of ThoniuH Sheridan. He was born at IS, Dorset Street, Dablin, 
uu 30 Oct. 1751. In 1773 lie married Misa Linley, the accomplished singer. 
In 1776 he hrouglit out hia first Comedy, Tht Rival*, and soon aftar became a 
partner in Druir Lane Theatre, where his other famous productions appeared 
in succession. In 17S0hc comraeuced his parliamentary career as member for 
Stafford, and eoon became diBtinoiushed as a powerful speaker. The part he 
played in the trial of Warrer) Hastings, and generally in the jiolicical events 
of the time in opposition to the Government of Mr. Pitt, is matter of public 
history. In 1792 his wife died, and three years later he married iliss Ogle, 
daughter of the Dean of Winchester. He held some political appointments 
nnder Lord Rockingham, and on the death of Mr. Pitt became Treasurer to 
the Navy (1806). He retired from Parliament some time before his death, 
which occurred 7 Jnly, 1816.

Piiam, alltred from Kotsdnu (1789) ; SpMch on Iht Motion for the Aram 
EitabliAment (1B03) ; A Collection of Papers, entitled Our King, Our Country, 
and Our God, and The Tender Mercies of Biiomqiarte in Egvpt (1803) ; Memotr 
of hi* Life (1799). Shoridan'a Dramatic Works, edited by Thomas Moor^ 
were published in 1821. Also by Leigh Hunt in 1841, and in Buhn's Standard 
Library, with Life, by G. G. S., in 1847. His Speeches were published in 
1798 in 5 vols., 8vo, and again, with his Life, in 1816, 6 vnU., 8vo. 

SHERIDAN, THOMAS. Adthor. b. 1646. 

Admitted 29 June, 1670. 

Fourth sou of Dennis Sheridan of Drumcore, co. Cavau. He was educated 
at Dublin University. Soon after hia entry at the Temple he obtained the 
lucrative post of Collector of the Customs in Cork. In 1677 he received from 
his University the honoraiy dexree of D.C.L., and was elected a Fellow of the 
Royal Society. Being a Jacobite, he was accused of joining in the " Popish 
plot" in 1680 and imprisoned, but was liberated the same year. In 1688 he 
accunipanicd King James into exile, and acted as bis private secretary. The 
date of hix death is unknown. 

He WAS the author of A DiKourte oti the Rite aiid Povxr of Pwrliamentt 
(1677), and he has left in Ma A History of his Own Timtt, which is now in 
the Royal Library at Windsor. 

SHERLOCK, THOMAS. Bishop of Losbon. 1C78— 1761. 

Admitted 18 November, 1695. 

Son and heir of William Sherlock, S.T.P., Master of the Temple and Dean 
tit St. Paul's. He was educated at Eton and Cambridge, where he graduated 
ill 1697, and \k-as famous both as a scholar and athlete. He was ordained in 
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1701, and in 17W appointed &Iaat«r of ihe Temple in euceeMion to his fattier, 
a poat he held witb){r^At popularity till 17&3, cuid in which he obtained a great 
reptitalion as a preacher. He became Dean of Chirhester in 1716, Bishop of 
Bangor 1727, of Saliabury 1734, of London 1748. He died 18 July, 1761. 

Ue was tbe author of numerous writinga and uaniphleta, amonKHl which 
the best remembered are his DiieouTtft at the Temph Charck (1754—8), and his 
Trial of the iritiieua of the Remiireclim of Jmu (1729). 



SHIPPEN, WILLIAM. Politicias. 1673—1743. 

Admitteii 23 November, !i>93. 
Second son of Rev. Willinni Shippen, S.T.P., of Stockport He was 
educated at Stockport, Westminster, and Cambridge, where he gi^uated in 
1694. He was called to the Bar 19 May, 1699. He entered Parliament in the 
Toiy interest, and commenced his career by publiahiDg two Satires on the 
Whigs, entitled ^Wtton Dteplayed and Moderation Ditplayed (1708). In Parlia- 
ment he van exceedingly outspoken in liis criliciam, and in 1718 was sent to 
the Tower for commenting on the King's Speech. On his release at the close 
of the Session he became the recogniaed leader of the Jacobite Party in the 
House. His probity and incorruptibility gained him the title of " Honest 
Shippen," and he is regarded aa the pioneer of coustitutiouol parliamentary 
Opposition. He died in London 1 May, 1743. 



SHORT, AUGUSTUS, Colonxai. Bishop. 1802—1883. 

Admitted 5 June, 1817. 

Third Bon of Charles Short of the Middle Temple. He was educated at 
Westminster School and Oxford, where he took a First Class in Claraics iu 
18S3. He was ordained deacon in 1826 and priest in 1827. He became tutor 
and lecturer at Christ Church in 1829, and in 1835 rector of Ravenslhon>e, 
Northants. He was of Traciarian views, and wrote a Defence of Tract XC. 
He was Bampton Lecturer at Oxford in 1846, his eubject being "The Witne») 
of the Spirit," On tie founding of the See of Adelaide in 1847, be was offered 
the bishopric, to which he was consecrated 16 June, being created D.D. at 
the same time. He adminislered his see with great success till his resignation 
in 188L He died in London 6 Oct 1S83. He published a volume of Sermons 
in 1838 and his Bampton Lectures in 1B46. 



SHOWER, Sm BARTHOLOMEW. Lawyer. 1068—1701. 

Admitted 9 September, ie7& 

Third son of William Shower, merchant, of Eieler, where he was bom on 
14 Dec 1668. He was called to the Bar 21 May, 1630, and to the Bench of 
the Inn 25 May, 1688, served the office of Reader in 1691, and in 1699 waa 
Treainrer. A.« a pleader he distinguished himself both betore the House of 
Commons and at the Bar, and for some time held the office of Recorder of the 
City of London, He died in 1701.

Admitted S9 Oclober, 1839, 

Only son of Isaac Simon, metchtint, of Alunte^ Bay, Jamaica, where he 
»ii» Ixim 9 Dec. 1818. He studied at University College, and (>radiiat«d 
LkB. at London Uniyerwly in 1841. He woa called to the Bar 14 Nov. 1848, 
beinK the second instance on record of a Jew admitted to the Bar. He 
practised for some time in Jankaico, but came to England in 1845, and in 1868 
woa enga)^ in the defence of Simou Bernard, for complicitv in the attempt 
to ossuMinale Napoleon IIL In 1864 he I>eciime Scrjcanl-at-Law, and in 1668 
was returned to Parliament for Dewsbury. In 1886 he was knighted. He 
died in London, 4 June, 1897. 

SIBB, HENEY CHARLES. 1807—1872. 

Admitted 7 JIay. Ifi30. 

Youngest son of Henry Charles Sirr of Dublin (Town Major). He was 
called to the Bar 22 Nov. 1833, and pa.'Med to Lincoln's Inn on 17 Nov. 1836, 
He 1.>ei:ame Biiccessively British Con«nl at Hong Eon^ (1843) and Qaeen's 
Advocate in Ceylon. His connection with those countries led to his publica- 
tion of two interesting works upon ihem and their history and ^vernment — 
Ohiiia, and the ChinetK in 1849, and Ceylon, and Ikt Ciiigalae, in 1850. He 
died in 1672. 

SKENE, SiE JOHN, LORD CURRIEHILL. Scotch Lawtbb. 

About 1543—1617. 
Admitted 27 February, 1604-6. 

Sixth son of Jamea Skene of Watcrcorse and Hainnie, Aberdeenshire. 
He is described on the Register as "John Skeenes, Miles, magister eit'e Ciutos 
Rotulorum Domini B«^b in Bcotin." If bom in 1643, as is supposed, he was 
upwards of sixty years of a^e when admitted, doubtless caiud honoru, t« the 
Middle Temple. He died in 1617.

Admitted 17 April, 1860. 

Youngest son of Joseph Slack of the City of London (cloth merchant). 
Early in life he w^ engaged in business, but in 1846 took up journalism and 
became editor and ]iroprietor of the Atlai in 1852. He also wrote for the 
The Wcddy Tima and founded Tht Intellectual Ohnerner. He was called to the 
Bar 17 Nov. 1853. Amongst his published works were a treatise on iDSthetic 
subjects, entitled 37m Minify of the Btautifal (1850), and a disquisition on 
The PhiUaophy of Progreu in Human Affairt (1860). In nolitics he was an 
advanced Lilieral, and in religion a disciple of William Johnson Foi, whoae 
works he assisted in editing in 12 vols. 18e6— S. He died IG June, 1896.

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SLEIGH, WILLIAM CAMPBELL. Serjeant- at- Law. 1818—1687. 
Admitted 18 Jantisrj, 1843. 

Eldest flon of William Willcoofcs Sleigh, M.D., of Bull House, Buckingham. 
He was born in Dublin. Be was called to the Bit 30 Jan. 1646, becune 
Seijcaat-nt-Law in 1868, and was the lajst person not « jnd^ to he received 
into Setjeant'a Inn- He had a grest reputation nt the Criminal Bar, and 
took part in many fanioua trials, including the Tichbome case. For sonie 
time he practised in Australia, but returned lo England In 1886 and died 
&3 Jan. the following vear. 

He published treatises on Marriage with a Dteeated Wift't Suter (1850), on 
the arand Jury Syttem (1862), on Crimmtd Law (1858), and on Perional 
Wroitga and I,egal ibmerftu (1860). 



SMIRKE, SiB EDWARD. AuTKiUARr. 1796-1875. 

Admitted 2 August, 1816. 
Third sou of Robert Smirke, Painter, of Fitzroy Street, Fitztoy Square. 
He was bom in Marylebone and educated at Cambridge, where he graduated 
Twelfth Wrangler in 1S16, and won the Chancellor's medal for the English 
poem on " Wallace," in 1815. He was called to the Bar 12 Nov. 1824. In 
1844 he became Solicitor- General to the Prince ot Wales and subseuuently 
All orney -General anil Vice-Warden of tlie Stannaries, In 1846 lie was 
Recorder of Southampton. He gave much study to the subject of Arclu&ology, 
particularly of ancient charters, and to the history of raining in Cornwall, of 
-which he wrote a treatise in 1843. He died in Kensington, 4 March, 1875. 



."^MITH, GEORGE. Nosjdring Divine. 1693— 176(i. 

Admitted 3 February, 1709-10. 

Sun and heir of the Rev. John Smith, S.T.P,, of Durham, where he waa 
born 7 May, 1693. He wag educated at Westminster, Cambridge, and Oxford, 
where his tutor was Edward Thwaites, the celebrale<l Greek and Anglo-Saxon 
scholar, InheritinK a fiood fortune he was enabled to pursue his studies 
imembariassed, and in 1715 undertook the task of editing the works of Bede, 
a task he concluded in 1722. He then took Orders in the Nonjnring Chiircli 
and was consecrated " Bishop of Durham." He died 4 Nov. 1756. 

Besides his edition of Bede be wrote several pamphlets on ccclciiastical and 
doctrinal matters, most of theui published anonjmuusly, and he assisted 
Carte in hie Hutory of Erigland, anu Thomas Bedfoiil in his edition of Symeof 
of Durham, 

SMITH or SMYTH, JOHN. Antiquakt and Gknkalooibt. 1567—1640, 

Admitted 17 August, 1594. 
Son and heir of Thomas Smyth of Moby, Leicestershire. He was admitted 
from Clemetit's Inn. In early clays he found a patjon in Henr)', Lord 
Berkeley, who made him steward of the manor of Berkeley. He lived in the 
«astlo there and devoted himself lo the study of its muniments and recortls, 
from which he oimpileil the Liva of Ou LanU from Iht Goaqiutt down to 1628. 
^ He died at Nibley, the manor of which he possessed, in 1640. A portion of 
his LivM is incorporated in Dugdal^a Baronagt, 1675—6. 



SMITH. JOHN. P0LITIC[AK. 165B-17S3. 

Admitted 9 February, 1674-5. 

Son aud htir ot John Smith of South Tedworlh, Hampahire. He waa 
nevei' called lo the Ear, hut entared on parliamentary lite an member for 
Ludgerahnll in 1678, and^wt for that and other constituencies from that time 
to ills death. He waa a staunch Whig, hut popuhkr with his opponenta. He 
was a Lord of the Treasury in 1S94, Chancellor of the Exchequer in 1699, and 
elected Speaker of the House of the Commons in 1705, He took an netive 
part in arranging the union of England and Scotland in IT06 — 7. He resigned 
the Speakerahii) in 1708, and aj,'ain held the office of Chancellor of the 
Ejtcheciuer. He died 30 Sept, 1723, aud was UurieiJ at Tedworth. 



SMITH, Sia JOHN LUCIE. Colokial Jl-dge. 1825—1883. 

Adntitted 30 Oololier, 184a 

Eldest son of John Lucie Smith of the Middle Temple, and of Black- 
heath, LL.D. He was burn in Demarara in 16SS. He was called to the Bar 
8 June, 184Q, and practiced in British Guiana, where he became Solicitor- 
General in 1862, Attomej--General in 1855, and Chief Justice in 1863. In 
1869 he wits appointed C^iief Justice in Jamaica. He was made a C.M.G. iii 
1869, and a Knight Bachelor the following year. He died at West Wortlnng 
fi July, 1883. 

SMITH, JOHN SIDNEY. Legal Writer. 1804—1871. 

Admitted 2 November, 1843. 

Eldest son of Johu Spry Smith of " Woburn Square, Russell Square." He 
was educated at Cambridge, where he graduated iii 1947. He was called to 
the Bar 7 Nov. 1845. His practice was entirely in the Court of Chanceiy, on. 
the practice of which he wrote a treatise in 1837, which went through ma^ 
editions. He also published a Treatite on the Priiidpla of Equity (l8bG). He 
died at Wimbledon 14 Jan. 1871. 

SMITH, MATTHEW. Jacobite Renegade. 

Admitted S5 November, 1671. 

Son and heir of Thomas Smith, one of the Mastera of the Utter Bar. He 
was called to the Bar 10 May, 1678. He was connected with a number of good 
Jacobite families, and, engaging i» intrigues witl) them, sought to pro&t by 
the information thus acquired by revealing supposed plots to the Government,

SMITH, Sir MONTAGU EDWARD. Judge. 1809—1891. 

Admitted 11 May, 1839. 

Eldest son of Thomas Smith ot Bidetord. He was admitted from Gray's Inn, 
where he had been called to the Bar in 1835. He became a Queen's Counsel 
and a Bencher of Middle Temple in 1853, and served the office of Header in 
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IPB?, and Treagarer in 1862. He sal in Piirlinment for tlie borough of Trunj, 
liut took little part in the debates of the House ; and in 1866 wna ain>oiiited 
a Justice of the Comiuou Pleas by Lord Westbury (q-c), at the same time 
receiving the Order of the Coif. In llie following year he was knighted. He 
held his Judgeship till 18T2, when he was niade a member of ine Judicial 
CuiniDitl«e of the Privy Council. He resigtied this olfiue in 18B1, and di&l in 
Uuy, 1881, at his Ksidence, Park Lane, London.

There is no record of hia adniissiun (which vine doubtlees during the period 
covered by the lost volume of the Eeconls, 1524— 15&0}, but hia Arms are up 
in the large sonth window of the Hall, with the superscription— "Thomas 
finiith Miles cum Regis EdwarUi sexli turn Elizahethe Hegintu consiliarioB a<; 

E'imi noniinis secretarius," and there is aportrait of him (supposed replit^a by 
olbein, tet. 33), in the poasesslon of the Souiety. He was the eon of 
John Smith of Saffron Walden, where he was bom 23 Dec. 1&13. In 1525 
he was at St. John's College, Cambridge, whence he removed nest year 
to Uueen's, where he bei'ame King's Scholar, and Eubsequently Fellow. He 
graduated in 1533, and became public reailer or professor, lecturing on 
philosophy and Greek. In 1540 he went to pursue his studies abi'utid at 
Paris, Orleans, and Padua, and on his return was appointed R^us Professor 
«f Civil Law at Cambridge, and beeame ordained. The rest of hia life must be 
briefly summarised. From 1548 to 1549, and again from 1572 to 1674, he 
filled the office of Secretary of State, and in 1649 he was sent as Ambassador to 
Germany. As a classical scholar he was the rival of his friend Sir John 
Oheke,and he was also an accomplished "phyEii'ian,matheniatician,astrutic>mer, 
architect, historian, and orator." He wrote a tract on the reform of the Greek 
and English languages, another, in the form of a dialogue, on the question of 
the marriage of Queen Elizabeth, and a translation of some of the Piialms ; but 
his chief work bone entitled De Ecpi^lica Anglariim,or The maner of Govtme- 
maU or policit ^ the Realm of England, first printed in 15S3, and many times 
republished. He died at Theydon Mount, Essex, IS Aug. 1577. 



SNAGG, Sia WILLIAM. Coi,oniai, JnDGB. 181W— I87a 

Admitted 4 February, 1824. 

Second son of William Snagg of the Iwle of SL Vincent, where he was bom 
1806. After his call, 6 Feb. 1S28, he settled in Grenada, where he was made 
Attorney-General in 1642. He was subsequently Chief Justice of Antigua 
ojul Montaerrat, and finally Chief Justice of Demarara from 1868 to his death 
17 May, 1378. He was knighted in 1859. 



SNIGGE, Sib GEORGE. Jtjdqb. About 1545—1617. 

Admitted 9 August, 1567. 

Son and heir of Geoi^ Snigge of Brieliil, where he was born about 1545, 
&nd (if which city he was subsequently Becorder. He was calle<l to the Bar 
17 June, 1575, and was Reader in 1G89 and 1598, and Treasurer in 1602. He 
became a Serieanl-at-Law in 1604, and in the same year a Baron uf the 
Eicheqner. After holiling this office for thirteen yenis, he died 11 Nov. 
1617.

Admitted 4 Novembcv. 1841. 

Eldest son of ThoiiiM SoIIj of Blotkheath, Kent He wae educated at 
Tunbridge School and Cambridge. Being a UnitArian, he left tbe Univenaty 
without grftduftting. He was admitted from Lincoln's Inn, and called to the 
Bar 19 Nov. 1841. In 1843 he was appointed Lecturer od Englisli at the 
University of Berlin, and there lie lived till his death 8 June, 1875. 

He was tlie author of a Syllalna of Lome (1839), and the Wilt Diviw and 
Hnmnn (18QG). He also compiled for Gemiaii readeis, a treaties on the 
Englitk Lav; nf Rial FTnptrly{GmaAhe^\\.i)(\B^Z). 



SOMERS, JOHN, /rrf BARON SOMERS o/ EVESHAM. Load 

Chancellor. 1651—1716. 

Admitted 24 May, 1689. 

Son aud heir of John Someis of St. Michaers parish, Bedwardine, 
CO. Worceiiter. He was liom at Uniiteladies, Clunies, near Worcester, on 
4 March, 16S0-1. Before entering nt ilie lli<idle Temple, he was a Biudenl at 
Trinity OolleRe, Oiford. He was called to the Bar S May, 1676, and early 
distinguished himself both as a writer and pleuder. In 1683 he was counael 
in the case of Pilkington and Shut«, and in 1686 defended tlie Seven Bisliopa. 
On 10 May, 1688, he was elected a Bencher, appointed u lUiader the same 
year, and Treasurer the year following. In 1689 he entered Parliament lor 
Worcester, when he was at once made tjolicitor-General ant) knighted. Three 

(■ears laler he became Attorney -General and Keeper of the Great Sea). In the 
atter lapaclty he delivered judi;meiit in tlie Cafe of the Bankers in the Court 
of Exchequer, 1696. In 1697 he was i-aised to the Feera^ and made Lord 
Chancellor, but in 1700 was removed from his high tituation on char^ of 
whic:h lie was acquitted. After this, though he ocuuKionall^ spoke in the- 
House of Lords, and in 1708 acted as President of the Council, his life was 
spent chieltv in retirement Ue died 26 April, 1716. The great {«it he 
played in advising on Constitutional qiiestioua and drafting the Bill of Rights, 
are matters of public history. 

Lord Soiiiers was the author of aeverul tracts or treatises bearing tlie following 
titles : TK» Sfevrity of EjigliAmai's Lives . . . or Ote Dulie* o/ Grand Jvritt 
wytoiiiol (1681); Argummt in the Bonier'* Co*« (1733); Judgwevl . . . rim- 
eeming Ike RighU . . . of Kings . , . and of the PeupU . . . [published 
anonymously, and by some attributed to De Foe) (1710). Lord Somers leff. 
behind hiui the celebrated collection of tracts bearing his name, which were 
edited by Sir Walter Scott 1809—15. 



SOMERSET, DUKE OF. S« SEVMOUR CHARLES. 



SOMERSET, HENRV,/rsf MARQUESS 0/ WORCESTER. 1677—1646. 
Admitted 1 March, 1598-9. 

Second sou of Edward, fourth Earl of Worcester. He was summoned to 
Parliament as Baron Herbert of Chepstow on 19 Maii;h, 1603-4, succeeded 
his father as fifth Eai'l on 3 Marth, 1627-8, his elder brother havins pre- 
deceased him, aud was advanced to the dignity of Liarfiuesa of Woreester

2 Nov. 1642. He was aiiimjnterl on 20 July, l(i44,GovBrnourand Comniaticler- 
in-C'hier of Rogkn Custle, which was the lost furtresa sarreadered to the forces 
of the CommonwealtU 19 Aug. 1646.

SOMERSET, WILLIAM, third EARL of WORCESTER. 1526— 15Sa 
Admitled 2 February, 1563-4. 

Eldest son of Henrj-, second Earl of Worcester, He was a descendant of 
Henty Beaufort, Duke of SoBierset, and nncestor of the present ducal family 
of Beaufort He was made a Knight of the Garter by Elizabeth He waa 
one of the Peers at the trial of itsry Queen of Scots. He died 23 Feb. 1589, 
and was buriiHl at Raglan. 



SOMEEVILLE, WILLIAM. 

Admitted ! 



Poet. 
October, 1606. 



Eldest son of Robert Somerville uf EdKtonc. He was bom at Cotwiub, 
Staffordshire, 2 Sept. 1675. He was educated at Winchester and Oxforii, 
where he obtained a Fellowship. Succeeding to his father's estates he settled 
at Edstone, where he spent the rest of hiB years in literary and country 
pursuits, evidence of his devotion to which is abundant in the work by which 
he is chiefly remembered— his Poem on IV Cluitc, published in 1735. He 
died at Edstone 17 July, 1742. Besides the above Poem, the following works 
appeared in his name : The Ttno Suringt, a FabU (1726) ; (Kcatumal Poaru 
(1727) ! HobUitot, or Rural Oama (1740) ; Fiild Spiait, a Poem on Hawking 
(1742). 



SONDES or SONDS. GEORGE. >r.( EARL of FEVEBSHAM. 

1600—1677. 
Admitled 10 February, 1618-9. 

Son and heir of Sir Eichard Sondes of Throughley (Throwley), Kent, 
He was mude Knight of the Bath at the coronation of Charles I. in 1626, and 
at the outbreak of the Civil War was Deputy-Lieutenant of Kent. He was 
imprisoned in 1645, and, as a staunch snpuorter of the king, suffered greatly 
in his estate. A still greater calamity befell him in the conduct of hiij voiuiger 
ran. who was hangt^d at Maidstone in 1655 for the murder of his elder orothtr, 
a tragedy "improved upon" in luauy "religiotu" tracts of the time, whieh 
Sondes replied to in ^4 Plaine Narrative of all Poisai^ei ii^oit Iht Ikath (f Kt* 
Two Sonna (16BB). On the Bestomtion, Sondes was restored to his dignity of 
D.L., and in 1676 created Baron of Throwley and Earl of Fevershani. He 
died at Lees Court 16 April, 1677. 



SOUTHCOTE, JOHN. 



1511- 



Second son of William Southcote. Thi-re is no record of his admission, but 
he was Reader at the Inn in 1556 and again in 1550, in which year he was 
raised U> the dt^Kree of the Coif. He was nominated a Judge of the Queen's 
Bench 10 Feb. 1563, and performed the duties of his office until his letira- 
hu-nt in May, 1084, with hi^h reputation. He died on 18 April, 16G 
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SOUTHERN, HENRY. Pcblicibt amd Diplomatibt. 179ft— 18S3. 

Admitted 23 January, 1822. 
Son of Richard Southern of York. He was educated at Cainliridge, wliere 
he was Twenty -Second Wrangler ia ISia. He waa never called to the Bar, 
but devoted himaelf to literature, nnd became the founder of the RetTotpeetivt 
JUvita and London Magaeinc. In 1833 be accompanied the Earl <if Clarendon 
to Spain, and was placed upon the Dijilomatic Staff. In 1848 he was Uiniaier 
Id the Ai^ntine Confederation, and in 1651 to Brazil. He died at Rio de 
Janeiro 28 Jan. 18C3. 



SOUTHEENE, THOMAS. 



Poet. 



1680— 1746. 



Admitted 15 July, 1680. 

Third son of Francis Southerne. He waa boi-n at Oxniantown, near Dublin. 
Preferring poetry to law, Southerne two years after bis admission produced s 
Tragedy which attracted the favour of James II., who |^ve htm a comniissioa 
in the army intended to oppose the Prince of Oran^. His military servicea, 
however, not being needed, he returned to the cultivation of the dnuua, and 
produced several pieces with so much success that he is said to have " died 
the oldest and richest of hia dramatic brethren.'' He died 36 May, 1746, in 
his 86th year, 

Southerne'a Plays wer« published in 1713, in 1721, and again in 1774, with 
a Life of the author. His Plays appeared separately in the following order 
Tlu loyal Brother, a Tragtdy (1682); Sir Anthony'i Love, a Comedy (1691) 
The Wif^t Exetue, a Cotnedy (1002) ; The MaitPi Latt Prayer, a dmedyhBaS) 
U-Aella, or The Fatal Marrtage [Itnnwn also as TV nUamryX a Tragedy (1694) . 
Oroonokii, m The Royal SUive, a Tragedy (1696) ; The F(Ut of Capua, a Tntgiiv 
(1700); Mmuy the MUtrtu, a PlayiVi'iS). Of these the only two remembered 
are The Ducovery and Oraotioko. The latter is remarkable as liie lirat instance 
of Anti-Slavery literal ui'e. 



SOUTHWELL, Sm ROBERT. Mabteb of the Rolls. d. 1859. 

Younger son of Ftanuis Southwell There ia no record of bis admission, 
but he was Header at the Inn in 1540. On 18 Oct. 1537, he was knighted. 
He acted successively as Surveyor, Solicitor, and Chancellor of the Court of 
Augmentations, being appointed ta the lai^t office on 1 July, 1542, and on 
the same day made Master of the Rolls. This office he surrendered in 1650, 
and retired to his residence in Kent, where he died in Nov. 1550. 



SPEARMAN or SPEREMAN, ROBERT. Thkologian. 1703— 17S1. 
Admitted 19 May, 1720. 

Son and heir of Robert Spearman, Attorney, of Durham. He is best known 
as the Biographer of John Hutchinson, author of Mosee't Priticipin, of whom 
he was a pupil, and whose works he edited in 174S. His opinions, like those 
of hia master, were of an eccentric and very speculative character. In lTfi& 
he published An Enquiry after PhUanqihy and Theology, in which he opposes 
the principles of Sir Isaac Newton, ana in 1759 Ldfera eonteming the Septuagint 
and Heathen Mythology. He died 20 Oct 1761. 
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STAFFORD, EDWARD, tecond BARON STAFFORD of STAFFORD. 

1536—1603. 
Admitted 10 March, 1664-5. 
Second son of Henrj Lord Stafford of Suffurd Castle. Hi^ elder brother 
dvingiu 1B66, he succeeded to the Barony and was summoned to Pnrliament 
in 1&81. He married Mary, dnuzhter of Edward Earl of Derbv, and died in 
1603. Ttie Barony became extinct in 1640. Lord Stafford's Arms are in 
tlie Hall. 



STAFFORD, RICHARD. Pamphleteer. 1663—1703. 

Admitted U Hay, 1680. 

Second non of John Stafford of Kerdion, Thombury, Oloucei^rshire. 
Tliough a Btiident at the Inn he devoted himself more Ui divinity than law, 
and in 1889 published a treatise on Hufpinai, in which he sets forth the 
advantages of a religious life. After the Revolution he became a violent 
Jacobite, and published a series of political tracts which brought him under 
the notice of the law and caused his committal finally to Bethlehem HospitaL 
He died S July, 1703. 

He published a lift of his writings under the title of Tht PHnkil S'iiji»'js of 
Richanl Stafford, prUotUT in Bollnin (1692). 



STANLEY, THOMAS. Adthor. 

Admitted 27 May, 1664. 
Son and heir of Sir Thomas Stanley of Cumljvrlow, in the paiish o( Clothall, 



bom. He was connecl«d by blood with the lamilyoF 
hJB mother's side with the poets Willla.™

Eiinsislin^ of translations, and linally in I6S1, a fourtn volume, containing all 
his previously published Terse, together with a rendering of the Odtt of 
Atiacreon and other translatioDS, a very chaiming volume. Some of his lyric 
poems have been set lo music, the best known being U Ttira thoet Crwt Eytt 
Away (by Henry Lawes). Hix original poems and translations were collected 
and edited by Sir Egcrton Brydges (f.c) in 1814-5, and may lie found in 
Bohu's Classical Library. In later life Stanlev turned his thoughts lo Greek 
philosophy, and between 1656 and 1662 published a Hidory of Phittm^y, 
which was for a long lime regarded as a standard work on the aubJe*-L This 
was followed in 16B3 by nn eilitlon of A!»diylits, irith a Latin translation and 
note% the best up to date, and which still retains a great reputation. Stanley 
divd in Suffolk Street, Strand, 12 April, 1S78, and was buned in SL Martin's- 
in -the- Fields. 

His literary gifts and acholai«hip have been eulogized by Pope and other 
distinguished writers. He left many MSS. which are now in University 
College, Cambrid^. In 1666 he presented copies of his jEichylus and 
hi- Hitlory of Philotophif to the Library of the Inn ; also of his PmUtriinn 
CiiroUniim, or The Dnotumi of hU Saemt MajtMit {OharUt I.) in hit Solitiuteii 
arul Sufferingi, rcndcnd in Vtrt. 
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STAUNTON, Sir GEORGE THOMAS. Obibstalkt. 

Admitted 21 October, 1796. 
Only son of George Slauntcn, Baroiiel, of Galway, Ireland. He was born 
atKiMord House, near SalUbur?, S6 May, 1T8I. In 179! he accompanied 
his father, a distiDguislied diplomatist, to China, and hecnmiiiK acquaimed 
with the Cbinese language, was able to gather extensive and valwible biow- 
litUge of the country and its literature, which he eiubodieil in a series of 
writinya after his return. He succeeded his father in the Baronetty in IBOl. 
He aat for some time in Parliament, and wa^ a frequent »ieaker on Colonial 
aubjects and on the affairs of the Ea.'t India Company, and he was one of the 
founders of the Royal Asiatic Society. He died in liondon !(.> Aug. 18&9. 



STEPHEN, JAMES. Master in Chaxcbry. 1758—1832. 

Admitted 20 May, 1771. 

Third sun of Jamea Stephen of Aberdeen (who was at one time a member 
of the Inn, but whom the Benchers refusea to call to the Bar, and who 
thereupon }>iactiE«d oa a solicitor). James junior for some time assistrd his 
father as rejmrler on the Morning PoiL After Ilia call to the Bar, 26 Jan. 
1783, he practised in the West Indies, where he conceived a horror of the 
Slave Sysleni, and put himstU' in communication with Wilberforce. On his 
return to England he niarried that phUanthropist's Bister, and a pamphlet he 
published on the Slave Trade in 1805, entitled (far in Dttffuia, is said to have 
sn^Resled the Onlcra in Council of IHOT. In 1808 he entered Parliament, and 
in 1810 HiKnaiiKed himself by a speech against a prtqxtsal of the Benchers of 
Lincoln's Inn to exclnde from tlie Bar any who had ever written for tie 
newspapera. He was appointed u Musler in Chancery in 1611. He died 
10 Oct. 1832. Besides the above and other pamphlets on the Slave Trade, he 
wrote an elaborate work u]ion West Indian Slave Laws and Practice. He 
was the father of Sit George and Sir James Stephen. 



STEPHENS, ALEXANDER. Biographical Writer. I75T— 1821. 
Admitted 9 January, 17fie. 

Eldest son of Thomas StephenR, Provost of Elgin, N.B, Whilst in the 
Temple lie gave more time to literature than law, and conducted a periodical, 
entitled TJm TemplaT. His first literary production was a poem on Jamaica, 
in which island he spent some of liis early life. He coutribnl«d largely to 
Literal- Reviews and Slaguzints, and in 1803 published a History iif thu Jvart 
ff the Frenck Rnolutiou ; but his cliief wort was a Life of Jnhn Home Tookt, 
published in 1813. He died 24 Feb. 1821. 



STEPHENS, ROBERT. LrrcRART Aktiquaby. 1665—1732. 

Admitted 21 November, 1681. 

Fourth son of Richard Stelihena of Easlington, Glour:estershire, where he 
was bom. He was educated at Oxford and called to the Bar on 14 June, 
1689. He for some time held the ap|>otntment of Solicitor to the Cuatonia, 
but in 1726 siiceeeded Mr. Modox (i/.v.) as Historiographer Ro;ral. In 17l>2 
he published a Collection of Bacon's Lrlters (a second edilio '' "' " "^ "'"'" 

additions, appeared atlerhis death) nr' ' ^ ..,.....-;- 1. r... , 

He died on 9 Nov. 1732. 
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STEPHENS, WILLIAM. HiaiOEriN of Gkobgia. 1671—1753. 

Admitted S5 Koveniber, 1691. 

Son of Sir William Stephensi, Qovemonr of the Isle of Wight. He was 
educated at Winchester and Cumbridge, where he groduatud in 1B84 He 
repreaentei Newport, I.W, in Parliwuent from 1702 to 1722, when he 
was luiaeated, and extravwtmt expenditure obliged him to flee from lila 
creditors. In 1728 he founa employment in Scotland, but in 1736 went nn a 
niiBsioQ to South Carolina, and subsequently settled as b planter in Oeoi'gia, 
and became President of the Colony in 1743. From this post he retired in 
1760, and died in poverty three years later. 

He is now remembered for an account he left of the Colony in a treatise 
on the Stale of Oeorgia, published in 174S, a work now very rare. 



STEWART. Sib ROBERT. Soldier. d. about 1670. 

Admitted 27 February, 1604-5. 

Entered on ihe Heeister as "Rolierl Stewart, Knight." He was reputedly 
the non of Archibald Stewart of fiardye, Wigton, but, as some say, of Patrick 
Stewart, Earl of Orkney. He accompiinied James I. from Scotland, but 
subsequently served abroad in Sweden, Poland, and Qemiany. On his return 
he was employed in Ireland, and in 1633 waa made Oovemonr of Culniure 
Castle and in" 1643 of Londonderry. During the Civil Wars he did good 
service for the king, till in 1649 he was taken prisoner and sent to London 
for trial. He contrived, however, to escapie, upon which he again joined the 
king's forces in Ireland, At the Restoration he was re-appointed Qoveroour 
of Londonderry " in consideration of his many services." He retired, however, 
in 1661, and dieil about the close of 1670. 



STOKES, HENRr SEWELL. CoRNieH PoEr. 180&-1895. 

Admitted 2T May, 1839. 

Eldest son of Henry Stokes of Gibraltar, where he was bom 16 June, IfiOS. 
He was a sehoolfellow of Charles Dickens (jtv.) at ibe school uf Mr. Giles at 
Chatham. His studentship at the Middle Temple was brief, and he settled 
as a solicitor at Truro in 1838, and there took an active part in local politics 
and writing for the local press. In 186A be became Clerk of the Peuce fur 
Cornwall, and went to reside at Bodmin, where he died 7 April, I B9fi. 

His poems on the county obtained for him the title of " laurenle of 
Cornwall," and were favonrably remrded liy Tennyson, who stayed wiih the 
author at Truro in 1848. His chief productions were Tht Lay of Ihe Hesert 
(1830), having reference to Dartmoor ; TU Song of Albion (1831) ; The VaU 
of Lanherne (1836)! Rhjma frvm Comteatl (1871); Mrmoria (1872); The 
Chantry Owl aiui Other Ko'«»(ie81); and Balormel, a Liienil of Pifri Gavtaon 
(1876). 



STOREB. ANTHONY MOBRia Dilettante asd Man of Fashios. 

1746—1799. 
Admitted S June, 176S. 
Eldest son of Thomas Stnrer of Golden Square. Westminster (formerlj- of 
Westmoreland, Jamaica). He w^s eilucaled at Eton, where he signalued 
himself by some Latin verse, and at Cambridge, where he contracted a 
fTiendship with Lord Carlisle. In 1774 he entered Parliament for Carlisle, 
and sulisequently sat for Morpeth, and wns employed in some dlplonuttiu 
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missiouB ; Imt liis anibitiun was to shine as a man of faaljton, and be became 
connpicuouB in the acconipliahinenb! required for aach a, role, beine gteat ke 
a miiaicka and coDTenatioualist. He was also a CFmnast, aiid ibe "best 
dancer and skater of liis time." He also conceived a pafsion for roUecting 
books and prinu, which an ample fortune fiom his father eoabted him to 
indulge, and he got together a library rich in books on the classics, history 
and travels, which he left lo Eton College. He was elected a Fellow of the 
Society of Antiquaries 17T7, and of the Dilettanti Society 1790. He died 
28 June, 1799. 



STOWELL, BARON. &( SCOTT, WILLIAM. 



STRANGE, SiH JOHN. JtrnoK a.\d Reporter. 1696—1764. 

Admitted 11 July, 1718. 

Son and heir of John Strange of Fleet Street, London. He was called to 
the Bar 24 Oct. 1718, and became a King's Counsel on 9 Feb. 1736. In the 
latter year he was made a Bencher, Autumn Header in the following year, 
and Treasurer in 1736. Entering Parliament as member for West Looe in 
1737 he was made Solicitor-General, and on 13 Nov. 1739 became Becorder 
of London, with the honour of knighthood, on IS May, 1740. Theee oSee^ 
however, he resigned in Michaelmas Term 1742, and ^most retired from tlie 
practice of his profesaion till hia appointment to the Mastership of the Bolla 
in 1760. This office he held till his death four jeara later on 18 May, 1764. 
His Reports were publishel after his death by his ion John (a member of 
the Inn) with the following title : Htportt nf Adivtigtd Caaei in the tjonrti of 
Chanecry, King't Beiidi, Vommon Pleas and Exeluqner from S Gtorgt I. to 
SI George II. (176&). Later editions appeared in 1782 and 1795. 



STUAET, LUDOVICK, DUKE of RICHMOND. 1574—1624. 

Admitted 16 March, 160S-9. 

Eldest son of Eami, lirst Duke of Lennox, bom 29 Sept. 1574. He held 
the office of Great Chamberlain and Hi^'h Admiral of Scotland, and was 
Ambassador from James VI. to France m 1601. He attended King Jamei 
to England, and represented his Majesty as High Commissioner to the 
Parliament of Scotland in 1607. He waa created Earl of Richmond in 1613, 
Earl of Newcastle and Duke of Richmond in 1623, and was a Knight of the 
Garter. He had a great share in the confidence and esteem of his bovereign, 
which his high character merited. He died 16 Feb. 1624. 
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SULLIVAN, FRANCIS STOUGHTON. Jurist. 1719—1776. 

Admitted 21 June, 1743. 

Son and heir of Francis Sullivan of Galway, where he was bom in 1718. 
He waa entered at Trinity College, Dublin, at the aire of twelve, and gained 
a fellowship there at nineteen. In. 1760 he became Regius Professor of Iav. 
HeobtainMl a high reputation as a Jurist, and his wor^ entitled .AitHufofiDoX 
TrtatUe on the Fewlal Law and the Conititution of England, was long ri 
as a leading teit-book. He died in Dublin in 1776. 
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SURTEES, ROBERT. Historian of Dohham. 1779—1834. 

A<Iinitted 20 May, 1800. 

Onty son of Robert Surtees of Mainsforth, Bishop Middleham Parish, 
CO. Durham. He waa bom in the South Bailey of the city of DorhHin on 
1 April, 1779. On the death of his father on 14 July, 1802, he retired to 
Miinsforth after two years' residence at the Temple, and devoted himself Co 
antiquarian puraiiits till his death 11 Feb. 1334. His Hitlory ami Antiqaitiet 
of the County Palatine of Durham appeared lietween 1816 and 1840. 



SWAINSON, WILLIAM. Coloniai. Statesmam. 1809—1881 

Admitted 6 June, 1835. 

Eldest son of William Swainson, meroliant, of Lancaster. He was called 
to the Bars June, 1836, and for eome tiiiie practised as a Conveyancer ; bat 
in 1841 received the appointment of Attorney-General of New Zealand. 
There, on the introduction of the Constitution in 1854, he became Speaker of 
the Legislative Aaaembly. He waa a friend of Bishop Selwyn, and a promoter 
of that prelate's church work in the Colony. Ha died 1 Dec 1883, and left 
behind him several treatises relating to New Zealand, its history, climate, and 
capabilities. 

SWIFT, THEOPHILUa Poet. 1746-181B. 

Admitt«d22June, 1764. 

Son of Deane Swift of Ooodrich, co. Hereford (a cousin of Jonathan Swift). 
He was educated at Uxford, where he graduated iu 1767. Aft«r his call to 
tlie Bar, 13 May, 1774, he settled in Ireland. He was of a contentious 
disposition, which involved hini in a duel with Colonel Lennox (afterwards 
Duke of Richmond) and in a controversy with the Fellows of Trinity 
College, Dublin, by whom he was prosecuted for libel. He had also niiRry 
correspondence with Dr. Dobbin, whose daughter he affirmed had jilted him. 
He died in Dublin in 1816. 

He was the author of several poems, including The GawhUre (1777) ; The 
TempU of Folly (1787) ; The FemaU Parliavitnt (1780) ; An Euay on Rime 
(1791); and he supplied information to Sir Walter Scott for his Life of 
Dean Swift. 

SWYNNERTON, Sir JOHN. Lord Mayor. d. 1616. 

Admitted 3 August, 1606. 

His parenUj^e is not (riven in the Register, but he was the son and heir 
ul John Swynnerton of Dudlestou, Shropshire. He was elected Alderman of 
Cripplegate 22 June, 1602, chosen Sheriff two days later, and knighted on 
d6 July, 1603. He was a Mercluint Taylor, and was Master of the Comjfany 
ill the year 1B07, when they entertained James I. and his Queen. It was for 
this entertaiument that (rod Save the King was written by Dr. Jolin Bull. 
He was Lord Mayor in 1612. He wna buried in the church of St Mary 
Aldennanbury, in which parish he resided, on 10 Dec 1616. By his will a 
rentchaive on an estate near Colchester was left for the distribution of bread 
ajnonfl the poor of the parish of St, Alpb^e, Cripplt^te. On the same day 
Sir Henry Howe, Sir Ulemeat Scudanioru, both Aldennen, bei^ome members 
of the Inn. The former was the son of Sir Thomas Rowe, who waa Lord 
Mayor in 1068, and himself ailed the oHic^ in 1607. 
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SYMES, Sir EDWARD SPENCE. Indias Official. 1868 — 1801. 
Admitted 27 April, 1874. 

Third eon of Edward Sheppard Sjiuea, M.D., of London. He wa» educated 
at UniverriCy School and Collie, and appoioted to the Indian Civil Service 
tifter examlnntion in 1873. He serrcd as Assintant Hagistmte and Collecbir 
in the North-Weat Provinces in 1875, and as AssiBtant Coninussioner in 
Biirniuh in 16T6. He had charge of the Dethi Stnte prisoners in 1886, and 
in Mar, 1^97, became Chief Secretary U> the Oovemraent. He wot made a 
K.C.I.'E. in Jan. 1900. He died at Rangoon 10 Jan. 1901. 



SYMONS, JELINGEB COOESON. Authoh and Pamphlktmr. 

1809— I86a 
Admitted 5 Jane, 1639. 

Only son of Rev. Jelinger Syinons, Rector of Radnage, co. Buckingham, 
formerly Vicar of Honkland, Hei-efordshire. He was educated, at Cambridge, 
where he gradnated in 1833. He was called W the Bar 9 June, 1843. He 
was employed by the Home Office in. inquiries into the stale of the handloou 
weavers in Lnncoahire, and fiulise<(uently (1646) was a Commissioner to collect 
intorraation concerning education iu Wales. In 1848 he became one of H. M. 
Inspectors of Schools, and he took great interest in the refomiaCion of JQTeiiile 
criminals. He died at Klalvem in 1860. 

He has left behind him a number of writings, chie&y on social, poliUcal, 
educational, and legal subjects, including! the follouring ; A Fcie Thov^\iM on 
Volition and Agener/ (1833) ; ArU and Arlixani at Hoint and Abroad (1839) ;

TAAFFE, NICHOLAS, i«:oiyl EABL of OARLINGFORD. d. 1691. 

Admitted 9 February, 1682-3. 

Son of Theobald, first Earl. He served iu the Spanish Army and became a 
Privy Councillor, and in 16S8 was sent on a mission to Vienna. He was killed 
at the Bo3-ne in 1691. 



There is no record of his admission in the Registers, but his Arms are up in 
Middle Temple Hall. He was the elder w>n of Francis Talbot, fifth Eail. 
He was a distinguished courtier and soldier, and served under the Protector 
Somerset in his invasion of Scotland 1557. He succeeded to the Earldom in 
1560, and was made a K.O. in 1561. In 1569 he was entrusted by Queen 
Elizabeth with the charge of Maiy Queen of Scots, whose guardian he was for 
fourteen yeais, when he relinquished hia trust to Sir Ralph Sadler. He 
married as his second wife the daughter of the first Earl of Rutland, the 
famous " Bess of Hardwick," a union which embittered the latter part of his 
life. He died 18 Nov. 1590, and was buried in Sheffield Pariah Church, 
where, it is said, twenty thousand peopl^'attended the funeral. 
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TALFOURD, FRANCIS. Dramatist. 

Admitted 6 Ma.y, 1848. 

Tlie eldert son of Thomas Noon Talfuurd {-/.v.). Thongh called to the Bar 
17 Nov. 1852, lie devoted himaelf nlmost entirely to writing for the Stage, and 
[ii'oduced a series of burleoqueB and extra,vi^,wiaui, which were very popular 
«t the linie, the Iflit of which was The MilUr and Sit Men, prwluced at 
the Strand Theatre io 1860. He died at Mentone two years laier at the curly 
age of 34. 
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TALFOURD, Sie THOMAS NOON. Jddae asd Poet. 1795-1854. 
Admitted G May, 1813. 

Eldest son of Edward Talfourd of North End, near Fulham. He waa born 
at Reading 26 May, 1795, and educated at the Grammar School there 
under the learned Dr. Volpy. On leaving school he became a pupil of the 
eminent s}ii!cial pleader, Mr. Joseph Chitty (ii.v.\ and supported himself in 
Lonilon for some time as a newspaper proprietor. He was called to the Bar 
9 Feb. 1821. He took the di^^ree or Serjeant in 1833, and two years laier was 
returned to Parliament for his native town. Here he sat, with a short inter- 
niiaaion, till he became a judjie of the Common Pleas in 1849 with the honour 
uf kiiishthuod. He died suddenly whilst delivering hia charge to the jaiy at 
SMfford 13 March, 1SQ4. 

In Parliament Sir Thomas Talfourd was the proposer of the Custody of 
Infants Act and theCopyright Act His contributions to periodical literature 
are too numerona to be mentioned ; but the following is a list of his treatises

TARLETON, Sib BANASTREE. Soldier. 1764—1833. 

Admitted 11 April, 1770. 

Second sou of John Tarleton of Liveqiool (merchant and mayor of that city 
in 1764). He was educated nt Liverpool and Oxford. Five years after 
entering the Inn, he joined the Army and accompanied Lord ComwalliB as a 
volunteer to North America, and served with djutlnctiou In the campaigns 
there till the capitulation of Yorktuwn in 1782, being in command of the 
cavalry in most of the principal engagements. He was made Lieutenant- 
Colonel in 1761, Colonel in 1700, Lieuteoant-Qeneral 1 Jan. 1801. General 
SI Jan. 1812,andcrealedaBaronet fiNov. 1815. He died 25 Jan. 1833, with 
the reputation of a 1)orn cavalry leader, of unefgualled dash amongst his 
cont^m porarieA 

He left behind him a Hidory of the Cammyjne of 1780 and 1781 in North 
America, in which he somewhat uugraciously critici^s his commander, Lord 
Comwfdlis. 

TATE, FRANCIS. Lawyer and AsTigcABt. 15(10—1616. 

Admitted 3 June, 1579, 

Second son of Bartholomew Tate of Coventry. Ue was born at Gayton. 
Ho is spoken of by Wood as a " noted counsellor," who, having laid 
*' a foundation of learning at Magdalen College, Oiford, for a greater structuru 
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of Iwniitig to he erected thereon, departed withoat a degree to tlie Middla- 
Temple." He thei-e became " a pereon of creat learning in the antiquilj of 
the law and eminent tor his knowledge of the Saxon language." He wa* 
admitted from Staple Inn, called to the Bar in 1587, and iu 1606 wa« Lent 
Reader at the Inn. He sat in the Parliaments of James I. and Elizabeth, ajid 
was one of tlie Juslicea Itinerant for Wales. He died in 1616. 

He wrote a number of Antiquarian EssayH, which will be found in Guteh'* 
CoUectanea Curioga and Hearn^a Ditcowtt, and of which the following are the

TATE, ZOUCH. 1606—1650. 

Admitted 6 May, 1625. 

Son and heir of Sir William Tate of Delapr^, Northampton, snd of the 
Middle Temple, and nephew of Francis Tate {q.v.). He wna educated at 
Oifoid, where he matriculated in 1621. He was returned for Northampton 
to the Long Parliament in 1640, where he look an active part on the 
Parliamentarian ride, and moved the Self-denying Ordinance in 1644. 

TAYLER, WILLIAM. Isdian CmuAif. 1808—1892. 

Admitted 31 January, 1829. 

He appears on the Register as "William Tayler of Connaught Square, 
Edgeware Rond," his parentafie Dot being given, but he was the son of 
Arcbdale Wilson Tayler of Elstree, and brother of Frederick Tayler, the 
landscape painter. Soon after hi^ admission to the Temple he was given a 
WritetBnip in the East India Company's service, when he proceeded to India 
and in 1S&6 became CommisBioner at Patna. Foi hi-' conduct there, however, 
during the Indian Mutiny, which was regarded as wanting in spirit and 
firmness, he was Iransferred to a less responsible post, and, resentinK this and 
piiblishinga virulent attack on the Lieut«nant~G<ivemour, was suspended from 
his duties 28 Jon. 1859. He was called to the Bar 26 Jan. 1863, and shortly 
after took chambers in Lincoln's Inn. He died 8 March, 1892. 

He pulilished A Brief Xarralive of Evenli Cmintclcd vnth hi» Stmanal 

!1S57) ; also Our Criaia, or TKret Montlu in Faltia dvring Iht Iitmrreetion 
1808; ; ThiHy-eight Veare in India (1BT» and 1881), and some pamphlets 
relating to his own case. 

TAYLOR, JOHN (SYDNEY). Joubnaust. 1795— 18J1. 

Admitted 8 April, 1815. 

Son of John M'Kinley Taylor of Bagot Street, Dublin. He was educated 
at Trinity Collie, Dublm, where he ^iduated in 1814. Whilst a student al 
the Temiile he edited a paper, in conjunction with Thomas Crofton Croker, 
named The TaUtman. Alter his call to the Bac 2S Nov. I8£S, he wrote for 
ihe Morning ChnniicU &Dd Herald, advocating Anti-Slavery principles. He was 
engaged on the Boscommon Peerage Case, and on the defence of Oxford for 
ahooting at the Queen. He died 10 Bee 1841, and was buried in Kensal 
Oreen, where a monument is erected to his memory. 

Besides his contributions to the Press, he published a pamphlet advocating 
the abolition of capital punishment (1830), and a Compar^ivB View (^PmiiA~ 
menu in Etigland and the United States (1S3I). 
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TAYLOR, JOHN PITT. CoDSTr CoCRT Jcdos. 1811—1888. 

MmitWd 1 Novemlier, 1833. 

Thud BOIL of Thomas Taylor of Coomlic, Dear Crovdon. Hs wu educated 
at Eton and Oifor^, where he graduated in 1834. He waa called to the Bar 
8 June, 1837. In 1852 he was appointwl a County Court Judge for the 
districts of L&mb«th, Greenwich and Woolwich, whicD position he retaiocd 
till his retiiemenC in 1884. He died 17 July, 1888. 

He WHS the author of a treatise on The Law of Evideaee (1848), which still 
remains the standard test-book on the subject. 



TEMPLE, WILLIAM JOHNSTON. Ebbahbt. 1739-I7fle. 

Admitted 2 May, 1759. 

Son and heir of William Temple of Berwick-on-Tweed, where be wa» 
baptized as " William Johnson " {his mother's name), 20 Dec 1739. He was 
educated at Edinburgh University, where he had as a fellow- student James 
Boswell, with whom he contracted a life-long friendship, and who, at the 
Temple, shareil \di rooms in Farrar's Baildingit. He was also a friend of 
Gray, Goldsmith, and Johnson. In 1768 he t(«k Holy Orders and became 
Rector of Mauihead, near Exeter. He became chaplain to Bishop Keppel, and 
in 1776 Vicar of Gluvias, Cornwall, where he ended his days, 13 Aug. 1796. 

He was the author of An Euay on the CUry^ fl774) j On th« Abuit of Unrc- 
ttrained Povxr (1778); Moral and Hidorical Memoin (1779), and of a 
pamphlet on JiuiAinimt, and a sketch hi: wrote of the ChanKtrr of Gray is 
incorporated in Dr. Johnson's Life of that poet. 
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THACKERAY, WILLIAM MAKEPEACE. Novklist. 1811— 1863. 
Admitted 3 June, 1831. 

Eldest son of Richmond Thackeray of Calcutta, where he was bom 18 July, 
1811, and whence he camv to Elngtand in 1817. He was aent to Charterhouse 
(the " Qreyfriare " of his Novels), and entered at Trinity College, Cambridee, 
1B29, but nuTer graduated. During his student days at the Temple he 
occupied chambers in Hare Court and read with Mr. Taprell, but law studies 
were evidently not congenial to him, for he describes the le^ curriculum as 
" oue of the most cold-blooded prejudiced pieces of inrention that ever a man 
was slave to." Nevertheless, he was called to the Bar 26 May, 1848, and 
from that date till 18G0 occupied chambers at 10, Crown Office Row. By that 
time, however, he had become famous in the world of letters, and had nearly 
finished his mo«t celebrated novel, Vanity Fair. 

His literary career may be said to have begun in 1638 as a writer 
lor The Timet, and from that time to his death his contributions to

8vo lietween 1865 and 1867, and 
a complete uniform edition of his uhole works appeared in 22 vols. Sto in 
1888 — 9. Mr. Thackeray died 24 Dec 1863, ajid a monument to his memoir 
M-aa uncovered in Weatniiniter Abbey, Oct. 21, 1866. 

THOMPSON or THOMSON, Sib WILLIAM. Jcdoe. 1678—17891 

Admitted 12 June, 1688. 
Second son of Sir Williatii Thompson, Serjeant-at-Law. He w&s admitied 
the same day oa his elder brother, Stephen. He was called to the Bar 3 Jnne^ 
less. He was for some time member of Parliament for Orford, Suffolk 
(1708), and for Ipswich (1714). In the latter year he was made Recorder of 
Loudon and knighted. In 1716 he became Solicitor-Oeneral, in 1726 Uareitor 
Barun of the Exchequer, and in 1729 Pui.sne Baron and at the same time 
Serjeant-st-Law, Whihit member for Ipswich he took part in the impeach- 
ment of the Jacobite Earl of Wintoun, George Seton. He died at T^th, 
27 Oct. 1739, 

THYNNE or THYNN. THOMAS, of LONGLEAT. 1S48— 1682. 

Admitted 27 January, 1666-9. 
Eldeatsonof SirThoniaeThynneof Richmond, Surrey. In 1670 he succeeded 
to the Longleat estates in Wiltshire, and entered Parliament for thai county. 
He became a supporter of the cause of the Duke of Monmouth and is referred 
to by Drydeu, under the name of " Issacbar," as that prince's " wealthy 
friend," In 1681 he entertained Monmouth at Longleat. In the same year 
he married Elizabeth, the widow of I^ord Ogle and heiress to the Percy 
estates. This led to a quarrel with Count Konigsmark, a Swedish nobleman, 
an unsucceaaful suitor to the same lady, which ended in Tbynne's assasdna- 
tion on 12 Feb. 1682. He was buried in Westminster Abbey, where there is 
an imposing monument to his memory. His great wealth ac'iiiired for him 
the sobriquet of "Tom of Ten Thousand." 



TICKELL, RICHARD. Dbamatibt. 1761— 179S. 

Admitted 8 November, 1768. 

Second son of Juhu Tickell of New ^Vindso^, Berks, and grandaon of 
Thomas Tickell, the poet, and friend of Addison. He became a Commisaioner 
ill Bankruptcy, but was deprived of his place iu 1778. He finally became a 
Commii^ioner iu the Stamp Office. In 1778 he wrote a munical eulertaioment 
oiUed Tht Camp, which was performed at Drury Lane ; and in the same year 
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produced, under the litle of Anticipatioi , 

at tile opening of Parliament, which created ^reat entertammenL 

he proiiaced an Opera entitled Ths Oirniuni of Venice, with Linle/a muaic ; 

and iu 1789 The Gsidle Shepherd, both succesaea. He inarried Mary Linley, 

the sister of Mrs. Sheridan, who urocured him roooia in Hampton Court 

Palace, from a window of which he tlipew himself i Nov. 1793.

TISDAL or TISDALL, PHILIP. Iwaa PoLraciAsi. 1707—1777. 
Admitted 8 May. 1723. 

Son and heir of Richard Tiftdal of Dubliti, Registrar of the Imh CoarC of 
Chancerv. He waa educated at the school kept by Thomas Sheridan, the 
friend of Swift, in Dublin, and at Trinity College. He was called to the Iriah 
Bar in 1T33, and practiiied there with great soccesa. He became a Serjeant- 
Bt-Law and a Bencher of the King's Inns in 1741, and repreaenlerl Dablin 
University from 1739 to 1776. In 1751 he was made Solicitor- General, and 
in 1760 Attorney-Gleneral. lu 1763 he was advanced to the dignity of 
Secretary of State, and Keeper of the Seal, with the lead of the Irish House 
«f Commons. He was the subject of muuh satire on the part of political 
opponents, and was commonly spoken of as " Black Phil." He died at Spa 
11 Sept. 1777. 



TITUS, SILIUS or SILAS, Politic14N. About 1623— 1704. 

Admitted 16 October, 1639. 

Sonand heir of SitiusTittia of London. He took up aroia for the Parliament in 
the Civil War, but subsequently became an aixleut Royalist, and, after the king's 
condemnation, contrived schemes for his escape. He assisted in the nesocia- 
tiona carried on at Breda between Charles II. and the Scots. He is supposed 
to have had a hand in the composition of the Tract entitled Killing no Murder. 
In 1860 he was returned to Parliament, in which he became a vigorous 
9{ieaker. He lost some of his popularity by apraoving of the repeat of the 
^nal lawa by James 11., who placed him on the Privy Council. He died in 
December 1704, and was buried at Buehey. 



TONE, THEOBALD WOLFE. Irwh PatbiOt. 
Admitted 3 February, 1787. 



1763—1768. 



Eldest son of Peter Tone of Black Hall, co. Kildare. He was bom in 
Dublin 20 June, 1763, and was entered at Trinity Coll^^ Dublin, where he 
craduated B.A. in 1787. Whilst a student, or rather a resident, in the Temple 
(for he confesses that he seldom opened a book) be had chambers in Hare 
Court, chambers which he shared with his brother, who was out of employ- 
ment. In 1TS& he returned to Dublin, where he succeeded in obtaining the 
degree of LL.B., and was called to the Irish Bar. He then turned his 



the breaking out of the French Revolution that he beunn" 
nolitical leader by the fonnation of the society known ' 
United Irishmen, the object of which was to "un 
religious persuasion to obtain a complete refuiin 
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object he first sought Ui obtain b^ conatitutiooat means, but ia 1694 his views 
developed, and be waa led into intrigues which resulted in his dowidall and 
death. In 1796 he proceeded to PariB, and entered into negociniions which 
resulted in the invasion ot Ireland by Generals Hoche and Humbert, in 
which he touk pari, and, being taken prisoner, was condemned lo death 
10 Nov. 1798, He anticipated the sentence, however, bv cutting hia throat 
in pri«on 19 Nov. His Life (written by himself) and Political Writings 
{edited by his son) were published in Washington in 1836. Several abridged 
editions have appeared since. 

TOOKE, WILLIAM. President of the Societv of Arts. 

1777—1863. 
Admitted 15 Feb. 1793. 

Youngest son of the Rev. William Tooke of Lamb Building, Uiddle 
Temple. He was bom at St Petcreburgh 22 Nov. 1777, and arriveil in 
Englaud the year before his admission to the Inn, and became articled to a 
solicitor in Gray's Inn. He took a very energetic part in the foundation of 
many institutions — as the London University, of which he was one of the 
first Council (1SS3), the Boval Society of Literature, the Society for the 
Diffusion of Usefiu Knowledge, and tnc Law Institution nSS7). In 1818 
he was ele<il*d a member ot the Royal Society. He became President of the 
Society of Arte ia 1662. He represented Truro in the first Kefonn Parliament 
of 1832. He died 20 Sept 1663. 

TOUCHET, GEORGE, first EABL of CASTLEHAVEN. 

About 1550—1617. 
Admitted S8 January, 1573-4. 

The entry in the Register simply describes him as "George Tnchett, Lord 
Awdlev." For some time he held the poat of Govemour of Utrecht He waa. 
Beverelv wounded in the si^e of Kinsale on 24 Dec. 1601, He was summoned 
to the Irish House of Lords on II March, 1613-4, and was created an Irish 
Peer as Baron Audlcy of Orier, co. Armagh, and Earl of Castlehaven, co. 
Cork, on 6 Sept 1616. He died in March, 1617. One of his daughter* 
married Sir John Davies (;.t>.). 

TBACY, EGBERT. Judge. 1655—1735. 

Admitted 15 April, 1673. 

Fifth son of Robert, Viscount Ttacy of Toddington, Gloucester. He was 
called to the Bar 21 May, 1680. In 1698 he waa nisdc a Judge of the King's 
Bench in Ireland, but in the following year transferred to the English 
Eitcher[uer Bench, and in 1702 to the Common Pleas. During a vacancy in 
the Chancellorship in 1710 he was appointed Commissioner of the Great Seal, 
He took ^lart in the trial of the Jacobite rebels at Carlisle in 1716. He 
retired from the Bench in 1726, and died at Coscorob in Gloucestershire 
11 Sept. 1735. He bore a high character for affability and integrity. 

TREBY, Sir GEORGE. JDDai. About 1644—1700. 

Admitted 24 October, 1663. 

Son and heir ot Peter Treby of Plvnipton St Maurice, Devonshire, where 
he was l«m about 1644. He was palled to the Bar 2 Jime, 1671. In 1680- 
he was chosen Recorder of London. He became a Bencher of the Inn 28 Jan. 
1680-1, and filled the office of Reader in 1686, and Treasurer in 1689. He 
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was early returned lo Parliament, and took an active part in the inquiry 
into the aiippoaed Popiah Plot of 1678, and the impeachment iif Viscount 
Stafford. Later, in the Conrention Parliament, he was apnointticl Solicitor- 
General (leSB), and Attorney-General (1689), in which office he continued 
till he wa« advanced to the Comnion Pltag as C^ief Justice in 1692. He died 
13 Dec 1700, and was buried in the Temiile Church. 

He was held in the highest estimatian both aa a lawyer and a judge. He 
added the marginal notes to Dyer't Betporls, and his pleadings anil arguinesta 
on tie Ouo Warranto Case are printed with those of Finch, Sawyer, and 
Pnllexfen (folio, 1S90). He also published A ColUction of Ldten and tOluT 
Wrilingi rtlatiiig to the Borrid Popiih Plot <1681), and is suppo^ to be the 
author of a Tract entitled Truth Vitidtaitid (in answer to Francis Hawkins's 
Confeuum of E. Fittharru) (1681). 

TBEGONWELL, Sm JOHN. CmuAS. .(. 1S65. 

Admitted 4 November, 1556, 

He woe of an old Cornish family, hut liis parentage is not recorded. 
Ha was educat«d at Oxford where he was made Principal of Vine Hall. He 
became an advocate of Doctors' Commons in 15S2, and waa Proctor for 
Henry VIII. in hit divorce from Queen Katherine. He became Chief Jndge 
of the Admiralty before l&3fi, and was knight«d in 1653. He died 13 Jan.

TRELAWNT, Sib JONATHAN. Bibhop of Wischestbb. 1650-1721. 
Admitted 1 November, 1669, 

" Second son of Sir Jonathan Trelawney of Trelawne, Cornwall." He was 
Bilucated at Westminster and Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1673, and 
M.A. 1675. In 1676 be was ordained priest. By the death of his elder 
brother he succeeded to the Baronetcy in 1680. In 16S5 he went into 
Cornwall to oppose the Duke of Monmouth (q.v.), and raised the militia in 
favonr of Janiea II. For this service he was offered the Bishopric of Bristol, 
to which he was consecrated 8 Nov. 1685. When James II., however, issued 
his Declaration of Indulgence in 1687, TreUivny refused to sign in favour of 
it, and was one of the seven bishops who petitioned against it. For this he 
was brouaht to trial with his fellow prelates 8 June, 16S6, but acquitted on 
the 30th loilowing. On James's nbdication, he took the oath to William and 
Mary, and was made Bishop of Eieter in 1660, whence be waa transferruil to 
Winchester in 1707. He died 19 July, 1721. 

He is sometimes said to have lieen the subject of the Song of the Western 
Men, And tkall Trtlavmy die, etc. ; but erroneously, that balkd having 
rtference to Sir John Trdawuy, first Baronet, impnsoned by order of the 
House of Commons, 1688. 

TltEMAYLE, THOMAS. Judge. 

There is no record of this early jad^^e in the Begiateis, but it is clear bota 
thf Ytar Booh that he was a member of the Inn. He belonged to a familv 
staled at Sand in Devonshire. He attained the decree of the Coif in 1478, 
WHS King's Serjeant in 1481, ami was promoted to the King's Bench in 14S8. 
His name appears in Keitirc/t Rrport* as well as in the Frar Bookt. 
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TREMAYNE, Sib JOHN. Lawtkb. 

Admitted 30 October, 1669. 



Son and heir of L^wis Tremavne of St. Mawes Castle, Cornwall. He was 
called lo the Bar 9 May, 1673. He acquired a great reputation aa a lawver, 
and his name appears irequentiv before the House of Lords from 16S9^ wben 
he beuame a Serjeant, to 1893. 'He vm knighted at Whitehall 31 Oct. 1689, 
and in 1690 represented the borough of Tregonv in Parliament He died 
20 Feh. 1693-4. 

He left behind him a volume entitled Plnciki Gorotux, published in I723> 
and translated into English in 1793 



TRENCHARD, Sm JOHN. Statesman. I6*.i— 1695. 

Admitted SI Junu, 1667. 

Fourth son of Thomas Trenchard of Wooh'eton, co. Dorset He was bom at 
Lytchett Matravers, near Poole in Dorset, on 30 March, 1640. He was called 
to the Bar on 29 May, 1674. He took an active port in the third and fourth 
Parliaments of Charles 11., and was apprehended in 1683 on suspicion of being^ 
concerned in the plot for which Russell and Sydney suffered. After the 
acceaeionof Jamee ll.,he was concerned in the Duke of Monmouth's rebellion. 
He 8upx>orted the cause of the Revolution in 1686, and was rewarded hj 
William III. by being made Serjeant, Chief Justice of Chester, with the 
honour of knighthood, and finally Secretary of SUite. He died in 1695. 



TROLLOPE, THOMAS ANTHONY. 1774—1835. 

Admitted 20 April, 1799. 

Only son of the Rev. Anthony Trollo|)e of Collered, co. HerU, clergyman, 
and of the Middle Temple, and grandson of Sir Thomas Trollope, also of the 
Middle Temple. He was called to the Bar 11 May, 1804, but was not aaccesB- 
ful in practice, and turned to farming at Harrow Weald. He then invested in 
a scheme for the sale of fancy goods in America, which tdso failed. He sub- 
sequently speculated in house property in London with no more success, and 
died at Bruges S3 Oct. 1B35. His liest title to fame is as the husband of 
Frances Trollope, the novelist, and as the father of the still more celebrated 
Anthony, the author of Orlty Farm (his house at Harrow Weald), and other 
novels. 



TROTTER, JOHN BERNARD. Adthor. 1775—1818. 

Admitted 3 November, 1797. 

Second son of the Rev. Edward Trotter of Downpatrick, co. Down, where 
he was bom in 1776. He graduated at Trinity College, Dublin, in X796. 
Duringbis residence in the Temple he obtained the acquaintance of Charlcft 
James fox, who commended a pamphlet on Tke Uin(m, and some veraee he sent 
to him. This led to his appointment as that statesman's private secretarj, and 
to the publication of hia Memoin in ISll. He died in great privation in 
Ireland S» Sept ISia 

Some letters of his were published after hia death, nnder the title of tValkt 
thmtgh Ireland, to which a Memoir of the author was prefixed.

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TRUMBULL, SiB WILLIAM. Statesman. 1638—1716. 

Admitted 11 Uay, 1667. 

Eldest son of William Trumbull of the Middle Temple (admitted 19 Jan. 
16Sfi), and Eaiithampstead, where he waa baptized 11 Sept. 1639. He was 
educated at Orford, where he was elected a Fellow of All Souls' in 1667. In 
1667 he received the degree of D.C.L. He was admitted on advocate nt 
Doctors' Commons in 16ftB, and became Chnncellorof the diocese of Rochester. 
In IfOa he accompanied LopI Dartmouth to Tangier as Judge- Advocate of the 
Fleet, and on his return to England was knighted, and sent as Ambassador to 
Paris, wlicre he was when the Edict of Nantes was signed. He next repre- 
sented his GoTemment at the Porte, and on his return became a Lord of the 
Treasury, and in 16S& Secretac; of State. He was a friend of Drvden, and is 
aaid to have suggested to Pope, who dedicated his first Pastoral to him, his 
translation of the Iliad. He died 14 Dec 1716, and was liuried in East- 
hampsteail Church, where there is a handsome monument to him, with an 
epitaph by Pope. 

TURNOR, Sir CHRISTOPHER. Jcdge. 1607—1675, 

Admitted 37 June, 1626. 

Eldest son of Christopher Tumor of Milton Ernevs, Bedfordshire, where 
he was born on 6 Dec. 1607. He was culled to the ^r 22 Nov. 16.33, and 
became a Bencher of the Inn 3 Feli. 1663-4. On 7 July. 1660, he waa 
advanced to the Judicial Bench as third Baron of the Exchequer. He died in 
1675. 



TURNOR or TUHNOUR, Sir EDWARD, Judge. 1617—1676. 

Admitted 30 October, 1633. 

Eldest son of Arthur Turnor of ParnJon Parva, Essex, anda Bencher of the 
Uiddle Temple. He was torn in Thteodneedle Street, London, is 1617. He 
was called to the Bar 19 June, 1640, made a Bencher of the Inn, £9 Jlm(^ 
1660, and was Treasurer in 1662. During the Commonwealth he repre.ient«a 
Essex in Parliament, but supported the royal party at the Restoration, when 
he was knighted. He waa King's Counsei during the trial of the regicides, 
and in the first Parliament of Charles II. acted as Speaker of the House of 
Commons for twelve years. From this office he retired on his appointmint 
to the Judicial Bench as Chief Baron of the Exchequer, S3 May, 1671. He 
died on 4 Match, 1676. 

Sir Edward Turnor published Tm Sjiascktt, A.D. 1661 ; Speech to the King, 
39 May, 1662. 



TYEBS, THOMAS 1726—1787. 

Admitted 19 March, 1763. 
Eldest son of Jonathan Tyers of Denbys, Surrey (proprietor of Vauihall 
Qardens). He was educated at Oxford where he graduated B.A. iu 174?. 
On 9 May following his admission he passed to the Inner Temple. At his 
father's ueath he became joint manager, with his brother, of the celebrated 
Gardens, and composed songs for the entertainments there. He was a friend ^ 
of Dr. Johnson, wno admired his vivacious character, and depicted 1 
IdUr us '■ Tom Rcstleaa." He had a fund of wit and amuaiQg ar 
his publications throw much light on the peisonaees and event

TYRWHITT, THOMAS. Cbitic. 1730—1786. 

Admited 28 April, 1749. 

Eldest son of the Rev. Robert Tj-rivhitt, U.D., Rector of SL James's, West- 
minster, where hu was born on 27 March, 1730. He was called to the Bar 
24 Jan. 1755. He at firat devoted himself to politics, and became in t7&6 
Under-Secretary of Ww. From 1762 to 1768 he was Clerk iif the Hoase of 
CommoQB. In the latter year he resigned, and passed the remainder of his 
life in literary pursuits. Two years before his death in 1786 he was appointed 
Curator of the British Museum.

UXBRIDGE, EARL OF. See PAGET, HENRY. 



VENTRIS or VENTROYS, Sir PEYTON. Judqs. 1645-1691. 

Admitted 3 February, 1663-4. 

Son of Edward Ventris of Little Shelford, Cambridt^esliire, a barrister 
of Gray's Inn, and bom at Wenham Hall, Suffolk, in 1646. He wu 
culled to the Bar 2 June, 1671, but, failing to secure a practice, he devoted 
himself to reporting and produced the Reports bearing his name, and which 
contain decisions in the Kings Bench 20—36 Cur. II,, and in the Commoa 
Fleas 21 Car, II. to 3 William aud Mary. He was aworu in a Serjeant-at-Law 
in 1689, and was raised to the Bench of Common Pleas the sajiie year and 
knighted. He died 6 April, 1691. 

VERB, SiK FRANCIS, Soldikb. 1560—1609. 

Admitted 3 February, 1592-3. 

Second son of Geoffrey Vere (third son of John de Vere, fifteenth Earl of 
Oxford). His adminsion took place on the name dav as those of Sir Thomas 
Norrifl (g.f.), and Sir Slartin Frobiaher (q-v.), and uonbtless was, like thtnrs, 
caiuit honorit. He served with the' greatest aistinction in the Low Conntries 
from 1S8B to 1592. In the latter year, the year of his admission to the 
Temple, he was elected to Parliament for Leominster. He served again in 
the Netherlands and in Spain and was present in moat of the great battles 
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of tbe campnii^a of 1S93 — 9. In 1601 he ^^as appointed Qovernonr of 
Ostend, his gallant defenw of which place for tlireu years and thre« months 
SHiunst the French forces waa hiu last military service. He died !8 Aug. 1609, 
whilst holding the post of Qoveruour of Portsmouth. 

Sir Fraacia published an account of his military achievements under Ihe 
title of ComTnirUariti on Divers Pieaia of Srrtnct, iBherdn he had Command, 
writttH 6y hiiiutlf . . . Folio, Cambridge (ISST). 



VERNEY, JOHN. Jomb. Ahout 1680—1741. 

Admitted 4 July, 1715. 

Second eon of GeoTgi, Lord Willoughby de Broke. He was called to the 
Bat 34 Nov. 1721, and represented Downton in Parliament during the rei^ 
of Oeorge I, and Oeoree 11. Previous to his Mastership he was for some tune 
Attorney -General to Queen Caroline and served as a Judge of South Wales 
and Chief Justice of Cheater (1733). He was appointed Master of the Rolls 
9 Oct 1738, and died G Aug. 1741. 

His son, John Peyto Verney, succeede'I his father's elder )jrotIier Ricliard, 
fifth Baron Willoughby de Broke (who was a member of the Inn) aa sixth 



VERirar, RALPH, aseotul EARL VERNEY. Politicias. 

About 1712—1791. 
Admitted 16 June, 1729. 

Second son of Right Hon. Ralph Vemey, Viscount Fermanagh, afterwards 
6rBt Earl Vemey. He succeeded his father aa Member for Wendover in 1763, 
but subsequently resigned that seat to Edmund Burke (q.v.), and sat for Buck- 
inghamshire. His expenses in pnrliamentarycontestsand other extravagances 
ruined his estate. At his death 31 March, 1791, Ilia titles became extinct 



VERNON, THOMAS. Law Reporter. 1654—1721. 

Admitted 11 May, 1072. 

Only son and heir of Richard Vernon of Hanhury Hall, Worcester- 
shire. He was bom on 26 Nov. 1664. He was called to the Bar 30 May, 16781 
to the Bench 99 Oct. 1703, appointed Autumn Reader in 1706, and elected 
Treasurer in 1717. He was de.*iribud by Lord Kenyon (q.v.) as " the ablest 
man in his profession." At one period of his life he was Secretarv to the 
l>uke of Monmouth. He sot in Parliament during the reigns of Queen 
Anne and George L He died in 1721. 

After his death his well-known Law Reports were published with the 
following title : Beporti of Thomai Vrmon, Eio., of Cattt argvM and adrudytd 
in the Huih Court of Chanctru from 33 Car. II. to Geo. I. (1726—8). A new 
edidon of these was publishea in 1806-7 by John Raithby. 



VIDAL, ROBERT STODLEY. ANTigoART. 1770—1 

Admitted 22 Aagust, 1796. 

Son of Robert Stndley Vidal of Exeter. He took an interest in antiqua 
matters and commoniealed papers to tlie Society of Antiiuaries on Trial by 
Ordeal, and on Kenwith Castle, Devonshire. He ia known also for a treatise 
on Tenura (1824), and as the editor of an edition of fFailctTu oh CopyheUtM 
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(1821), but his principal work was a translation from Moflheim of the AJgitin 
of the ChTistians before At tiro* of Conttanline. in 3 vols. (1813 — 36). He died 
SI Nov. 1B41, leaving by his will a sum for the toundntion of two echolarehip* 
at St. John's College, Cambridge. 



VILLIERS or VILLERS, S[k EDWARD. Statesman. 

About 1585—1626. 
Admitted 1 March, 1617-8. 

Second son (by hia first wife) of Sir Geoige Villiere of Brookabv, Leicester- 
shire. He was admitted the same day as George Villiers, Duke of Buckingham 
(q.v.), of whom he was the half-brother. He was knighted T Sept. 1616, and in 
1617 became Maaler ot the Mint, and the following year Comptroller of the 
Court of Wards. In 1620 he ifaa sent on a mission to the Elector Frederick, 
and in I634-5 appointed President of Mitnster. He died in Ireland 7 Sept. 
16S6, "to the gnef ot the whole province." 



VILLIERS, GEORGE, first DUKE of BUCKINGHAM. 1582—1628. 
Admitted 1 March, 1617-8. 

Second son (by his 3econ<l wfe) of Sir George Villiera of Brooksby in 
Leicestershire. He was bom on S8 Aug. 1S92. His career from his first 
introduction to James I. to his assassination by Felton, S3 Au^. IB^Si i^ 
matter of public history. In 1613 he became Cup-bearer to the King. Two 
years later he was knighted. He then became Master of the Horse, was 
created a Baron and Viaconnt, and honoured with the Oarter. In 1616 he 
was made Earl of Bnckiogham and admitted to the Privy Council. The 
next year he became Marquess (the title given to him in the entry in the 
Register), Lord High Admiral of England, Master of the Kings Bench 
Office, Chief Justice in Eyre, Steward of Westminster and Conatnble ot 
Windsor Castle. The ducal title was liestowed upon him during his absence 
in Spain in 1623. 



VILLIERS, GEORGE, wwnJ DUKE of BUCKINGHAM. 1628-1687. 
Admitted 21 February, 1664-5. 

Second son of George Villiers, fir»l duke. He was bom at WaUingford Honse, 
Westminster, on 30 Jan, 1627-8, and was therefore thirty-sii years ot age at 
the time of his admission, the Duke ot Monmouth (q.v.), who was admitted the 
same Any, being fourteen. During the Civil War he was deprived of his estate 
by Parliament ; but a great portion of it was restored in 1657 on his marriage 
with the daughter of Lord Fairfax. At the Restoration the honours he pre- 
viously held were reconferred upon him ; hutinl666he waa deprived of them 
for 1>emg concerned in a plot against the Government He was again restored 
to favour, and, in spite of his crimes and vices, retained the royal favour to 
the last. He died 16 April, 1687, and was buried in Westminster Abbey. 

He is the original of "Zimri" in Dryden's AbaUota and AdvUophel. He

1) i The Battle of Sedgemoor. a Fara ; Speech in Parliament (a.D. 1676) ;

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VILLIEHS or VILLERS, JOHN, VISCOUNT PURBECK. 

About 1581—1657. 

Admitted 28 February, 1617-8. 
Eldest son of Sir Qeoise Villiers of Brookaliy, and brother of the first Duke 
of Buckingham (v.o.). He was knighted 30 June, 1616. He vm Groom of 
the Bedchamber and Master of the RoUa to Charles, Prince of Wales. He 
married Frances, daughter of Sir Edward Coke, a marriage which proied a 
tragedy, and he soon afterwards lost his reason. He died 16 Feb. ItioS-T. 
He was made Baron ViUiers and Viscount Putbeck in 1619 ; but at his death 
the peerage became extinct, the claim to it on the part of Robert Donvers 
leading to a catue cdUbre. 

VINEK, CHARLES. Law Writeb. 1678—1756. 

AdmitteJ 27 November, 1700, 

San and heir of Charles Viner of Salisbury. He was not called to the Bar. 
Tiie work to which he devoted fifty years of bis life is entitled A Gmtrat 
AbrUUjmetit of Lam and Equity, alpKabHkaUy Digalal U7i(/«r Proper Tilltt, frith 
Nolef and Referencta . . . published with an Alphabetical Index in 24 vols., 
Folio, 1742—58. It is based upon RoUe. It was printed nt the author's onm 
house on paper manufactured tor the purpose. Mr, Viner died at Alder^hot 
5 June, 1756, and by his will left the copyright of hi'* Abridgment and other 

groperty to the University uf Oxford in order to found a Professorship of 
ommon Law, now known as the Yinerian Professonhip. 



Admitted 4 Oclnber, 1791, 
Eldest son of John Vivian of Truro, where he was born 28 July, 1775. He 
was educated at Harrow, Oxford, and in France, but in 1793 determined upon 
a military career and obtained a commiesioa in the 20ili Foot. He served 
with distinction in Holland, Egypt, and Spain, and was In the thick of the 
fighting at Waturlou. He was made a K.C.B. in 1816, and in 1828 was 
created a BaroncL He died at Baden-Baden 20 Aug. 1842.

TOAVGLLER. 



d. 1563. 



Was a native of Yorkshire and educated at Oxford, wher« he graduated in 
1531, and then, according to Anthony ii Wood, removed to one of the Inns of 
Court, which, it may be assumed, was the Middle Temple at the time covered 
by its lost {^gicter, as his name does not a|>pear on the Registers of the 
other Inns. He is commonly known as the " English Columbus" from his 
explorations in North America, which he commenced in 1536. Alter his 
return he was employed in the service of Henry VIII., and became Chief 
Clerk of the Privy Council in 1652. He died 20 June, 1566, and was buried 
in Hamp«tcad Church 

He is said to have written ObKrvaliont on bis traveh, but no copy of such 

Eiiblication is now known. He also wroti.' a tract on the Didnua iif (kt 
ommanv^lh, which is presened in the Record Office, and some Venes in^ 
Latin on the reception of the Duke of Somerset in London 1548. 
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WADE, NATHANIEL Politicias. <f. 1718. 

Admitted IS June, 16BI. 

Third boh of John Wade of The Wicki;^ Arlingliani, Gloucestershire. He 
entered the Middle Temple fiam New inn, and was called to the Bar 
26 May, 1632. He soon became involved in the political controvewiea of the 
time. Being suspected of coiapHcity in the Rye House Plot, he fled to Holland 
and joined the partisans of the Duke of Monmouth (q.v.), with whom he 
landed at Lyme Regis in 1665. He fought bravely at S«Iaemoor, but waa 
seized endeavouring to make his escape and committed to Newgate. On hia 
trial he turned king's evidence, and was pardoned. He subsetiuentlj' became 
Town Cierk of Bristol, where he died 14 March, 1717-8, and where a street is 
named after him. 



WAKE, Sib ISAAC. Diplomatist. About 1650— 1632, 

Admitted 14 February, 1604-5. 

Second son of Arthur Wake of Onford (a canon of Christ's Cliuich, and ft 
kinsman of Archbishop Wake). He was educated at Oxford, where he 
graduated B.A. in 1597 and became a Fellow of Merton in 1598. In the year 
of his admission to the Inn he was elected Public Oratjir at Oxford. In 1B09 
he became Secretary to Sir Dudley Carleton, Ambassador at Venice, and 
subsequently was English representative in Savoy and Switzerland, for which 
services he was knighted by James I. in 1619. He died in Paris in 1632, and 
his body was brought to England and interred with great houour in the 
chapel of Dover Castle. 

Wake published some of hie orations and some discouises on the Cantons 
of Switzerland and affairs in Italy and Sweden ; but his best known work 
is one entitled Rtx PlatanicuSf a description in Latin of King James I.'s 
entertainment at Oiford in 16(15, and remarkable for containing a passage 
from which is supposed to have suggested the plot of Macbeth to the 
author of that Play. 

WALCOT, SiH THOMAS. Jcdge. 16i;9— 1685. 

Admitted 12 November, 1647. 

Second son of Humpbrev Walcot of Walcot, Salop. He was bom at 
Ljdbury 6 Aug. 1629. He' was called to the Bar on 25 Nov. 1853, to the 
Bench on 11 Nov. 1671, and appointed Lent Header in 1677. He was elected 
Becorder of Bewdley in 1671 and called to the degree of the Coif in 1679. 
Entering Parliament fur Ludlow in the same year, he was knighted in 1681, 
and in Oct. 1663 raised to a seat on the Kiti(;'s Bench. Tliis dignity, bow- 
ever, he enjoyed but for two years, dying in the first year of James 11. 



WALFORD, CORNELIUS. Actcaby akd Statibtician. 

1827—1885. 
Admitted 8 January, 1858. 

Eldest sou of Cornelius Walfonl, naturalist, of Witbam, Essex. He was 
called to the B:iz 16 Nov. 1860. He joined the Parliamentary Bar, but soon 
became connected with the Accidental Death Insurance and oUier Componiea, 
and in 1870 brot^bt out his Iruuraace Yearbook. His great literary labour, 
however, was an Encyck^rrdia of Imurance, an ambitious work inten<ied to fill 
ten volumes, only five of which were completed. In I8T5 he becEuna 
a member of the Historical Society, and read before it Papers forming 
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An Oullint Hittryry of the Santcatic League, reprinted in 1881. Hiaaiticle ua 

Gildi in the Inmranct Enq/cUipadia waa expanded and republished in 1886. 
He died 28 Sept. 1885. 



WALKER, CLEMENT. Politiclam aitd Histobiak. d. 1651. 

AdmitUd 18 October, 1611. 

Son and heir of Thomas Walker of Westminster. He waa a native of Cliffe 
in DorwL At tbe ouCeet of the Civil War he joiucd the Parliamenlarian side 
and took part in the aiege of Bristol, For a pamphlet impugning tbe conduct 
of Lord Say he was coroniitted to the Tower in 1643. He was elected for 
Wells in 1646, but in 1648 suffered from " Pride's Purge," being one of those 
who were for accepting the king's concessions. He also protested against 
bringing the king to tnal. Be is now best remembered as the author of a 
Hitlory of Independtney, the publication of which led to his arrest and com- 
mittal for trial for high treason in 1649. He was never tried, however, but 
remained a prisoner till his death in October, 1601. Besides the works above 
mentioned he wrotu a fjreat number of Tracts and Broadsides relating to him- 
self and the controversies of the time. 



WALLACE, ROBERT. Uivine add Politician. 1831— 1899. 

Admitted 23 January, 1881. 

Seconil sou of Jasper Wallace, gardener, Culroas, Perth. He waa bom at 
Cupar, Fife, 94 June, 1831, and educated at the High School, Edinburgh, 
and St. Andrews University, where he graduated with distinction in 1853, 
and where he Iwcame Eiaminer in Philosophy iu 1866. In 1869 the degree 
ol D.D. wan conferred upon him by Ola^w University. As a churchman he 
entertained broad views and advocated reform, and his writings on that subject 
led to much controversy. In 1872 he obtained the Chair oT Church History 
at Edinbui^h, an appointment much canvaraed, and in 16T6 he retired and 
Iwcame editor of the HcoUman newspaper. He was called to the Bar 17 Nov. 
1883, and in 1886 elected member of Parliament for East Edinbui^h, which 
seat he retained tilt his death, & June, 1899. 

He was a frequent contributor to maganinea. In 1873 he published his 
address on The Sludi/ of Ecelaiattical Hittory, and at the time of his death wok 
engaged in a Biography of George BwAanan (since completed by J. Campbell 
Smitn), and in the preparation of an Autobiography. 



WALLOP. BICHAKD. Jhdoe. 1616—1697. 

Admitted 9 February, 1637-8. 

Second son of Richard Wallop of Bugbrooke, Northamptonshire, where he 
was bom- He was called to the Bar on 6 Feb. 1645, to the Bench in 1666, 
appointed Lent Reader in 1670, and elected Treasurer in 1673. He acted as 
counsel in many important cases between 1661 and 1696, when he received 
the appointment of Cursilor Baron of tbe Exchequer. This office, however, 
he held only a little over a year, dying 22 Aug. 1697. A branch of the 
Wallop Family was ennobled by George I. with the title of Bail of PortamoutlL 
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WALSH, JOHN. JnDGB. About 1600— IBTS. 

Only son of John Wnlali, Ciithanger, Somerset, There is no record of his 
admission, but he was elected Reader 5 Nov. 1555. He wae niadeSerjeant-at- 
Law in 1559, became a Judge of the Common Pleas in 1563, and died in 1572. 

WALSINGHAM, BARON. Ste DE GREY. WILLIAM. 



WARMESTRY, GERVASE. Poet. 1604—1641. 

Admitted 18 November, 1628. 

Second son of William Warmestry, Registrar of the diocese of Worcester. 
He was educated at Oxford, where he graduated 1626. He Buoceeded his father 
in the office of Beaiatrar. In 1628 he published a luetictLl pamphlet entitled 
Virtscit uutnere viTtut, or EnalajuTe Wound and Cure, a tract ihrowing light 
upon the state of aociety at the period. He also composed a Latin poem ia 
praiae of William Camden (1624). He died in London 31 Aug. 1641. 



WATKINS, CHARLES. Legai Writkr. 

Admitted 8 November, 1796. 



Youngest son of Rev. William Watkina of Gelly of Llanwetherine parish, co. 
Monmouth. He was called to tile Bar 10 June, 1803, and practised as a Con- 
veyancer from 1799 to his death in 1808. 

He is chieft.v known by the able treatises he has left on The THU and 
PouxTs of the King ai Guardian of tht Ducky of Comtoall ; on Tlu Law of 
DeMcenti (1793); on Govtmment (1796); on VopyMds (1797^9); on the 
PrincipUx of Convejjancing (1800) ; and on the law of Tenures in his Intro- 
duction to the fourth edition of Gilbert's Law of Tenures (1796). 



WATSON, LEWIS, first BARON ROCKINGHAM of ROCKINGHAM. 

1584—1863. 
Admitted 2 November, 1601. 

Sou and heir of Edward Wateon of Rockingham Castle, Northamptonshire, 
and of the Middle Temple. He waa educated at Oxford, where he entered 
in 1599. He became a constant attendant at Court as a follower of Bucking- 
ham (ff-n.), and waa knighted by James Lin 1608. He entered Parliament for 
Lincoln in 1614, and was made a Baronet in 1621. At the outset of the Civil 
War his caatle was seized by the Farlianientariius and he himself arrested 
on a charge of not defending it. He cleared himself of the charge, however, 
and waa created Baron Hockinsham in 1644, He died 6 Jan. 1602-3. 



WATTS or WATT, Sitt JOHN. Mehceiast and Patriot. d. 1616. 

Admitted 9 March, 1B95-6. 
Son of Thomas Watts of Buntingford, Hertfordshire. He was a mtnotic 
merchant of London who provided a ship for service against the Spanish 
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Amiacla, on vhich he himself served ae a volunteer. He aftenranlB 6tted 
out other privateerB, which caused lii"! to be described in a. letter to the King 
of Spain as " the greatest pirate that bad been iu this kingdom." It was for 
thesa patriotic services, no doubt, that be was aditiitled to the Inn, together 
with Alderman Lee (g.f.). He wasSberiff of London in the year following his

knighted in 1603 and became Lord Mayor in 1607. 



WEBB, PHILIP CABTEBET. ANTiutiABY. 1700—1770. 

Admitted 18 December, 1727. 

Second sod of Daniel Webb o( Devizea. He first practised as a Solicitor 
and actiuired a great reputation for a knowledge of records and precedents of 
Constitutional law, and his ser\'ii:es were of great aastBtance in the trial of the 
Jacobite prisoners in 174S. In 1741 he became a member of Lincoln's Inn. 
He was elected a Fellow of the Socie^ of Antiquaries in 1747. He 
entered Parliament in 1764 and became Solicitor to the Treasury, in which 
capacity he assisted in the prosecution of John Wilkes, which brought him 
into great odium with the popular party. He died at his seat at Busbridge, 
Surrey, 2S June, 1770. 

He wag an industrious collector of antiquarian literature, and many of hia 
MSS. are now in the British Museum. In 1703 he printed a collection of 
General Wanant« copied from the Becords, and amount his other publica- 
tions are treatises on Doraaday, Danegild, and the political status at Jew< in 
England. 



WEBSTER, THOMAS. 1810—1876. 

Admitted 6 Jnly, 1840. 

Eldest son of Rev. Thonias Webster of Oakington, Cambridge. He was 
educated at Charterhouse and Cambridge, where he was Fourteenth Wrangler 
in 1832. He was admitted to the Middle Temple from Lincoln's Inn, and 
W.1S called to the Bar 3 May, 1841, He obtained a large parliamentaiy 
practice, and became a great authority on patent law, his Report* and NoU* 
of Com* on Lttlfrt PaUnt for Jnwnfwru, published in 1844, becoming a chief 
tt-Kl-book on the subject He was engaged as Counsel in Uie great Liverpool 
and Mersey Docks Case, his reports of wnich, and his handbook on Th4 PorU 
onrf Thckt of Birkenhead are the standard works of reference on the subject of 
the Mersey. He took silk in 1665, and died 3 June, 1875. He was the faUier 
of Sir Richard Everard Webster, the present Lord Alverstone, Lord Chief 
Justice. 



WEIR, WILLIAM. 



JOCKSALIST. 



1802—1868. 



Admitted 2 March, 1840. 
Only son of Oswald Weir of Mount Hamilton, Ayr, where he was bom in 

1802. He was educated at Ayr Academy, and subsequently at the University 
of Oottingen. He was called to the Scottish Bar in 1827, but, taking to 
journalism, became Editor of the Glagmn Argui (1858), and removing to 
London, jomed the staff of the Daily JVeim at its foundation in 1846, and 
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became its Editor in 1854, ii 
He died 15 Sept. 1858.

WELD, CHARLES RICHARD. 



Historian of t&k Royal Socistt. 
1813—1869. 
Admitted 6 November, 1841. 

Second son of Isaac Weld of Dublin, and half-brother of Isaac Weld, 
topographer of that city. He »-aa allied to the Bat 22 Nov. 1844. In 1839 
he became Secretary to the Slntiatical Society, and in 1845 AaaiBtant-Secrelary 
and Librarian of the Royal Society, a History of which he published in 184S. 
Besides this he published a number of treatises under the title of Pneafion 
Touri, descri[itive of his travels in various partfl of Europe and America. 
He oreatty nsaiated Sir John Franklin in work connect«a with hia Arctic 
ExpRiratioDs, and published several pamphlets on Arctic Expeditions. He 
died at Bath 16 Jan. 1869. He uiairied Anne Selwood, whose elder aister 
was the wife of Alfred Tennyson. 



WELD, SIB HUMPHREY. Lord Matok, 1548—1610. 

Admitted U August, 1601. 

In the entiy of admission his parentage ia not given, but he was the fourth 
son of John Weld of EatoD, Cheshire. He was a member of the Orocera' 
Company, Alderman of Farringdon Within, and filled the office of Sheriff in 
1699. Nine years ht«r he was elected Lord Mayor. He was President of 
Christ's Hospital. He died 29 Nov. 1610, and was buried in the chuwh 
of St. Olave, Jewry. His son and heir, John Weld, was admitted to the Inn 
1 Aug. 1600.

WELLS, SiB MORDAUNT LAWSON. Indian Judge. 1817— 18S5. 
Admitted 22 January, 1838. 

Second son of Samuel Wells of Serjeant's Inn. He was called to the 
Bar 39 Jan. 1841. He was a successful advocate on the Norfolk Circuit, and 
at the Parliomentttty Bar, and obtained the order of the Coif in 1856. He 
was Recorder of Bedford till 1858, when he was appointed puisne Judge of 
the Supreme Court ot Calcutta, with the honour of tnighihood. Two years 
later he became a member of the Indian Council, and took part in the revision 
of the Indian Criminal Code. In 1662 he was elevated to the High Court, 
but retained his position oijy till the following year through failing he&llh- 
He returned to England and resumed his practice at the Bar till his death, 
26 Nov. 1885. 



WELSBY, WILLIAM NEWLAND. Legal Writer. 1802—1864. 

Admitted 22 April, 1823. 

Only BOB of William Welsby of the Middle Temple. He was called to the 
Bar 10 Nov. 1826, He was appointed Recorder of Chester in 1841, and was 
for some time junior Counsel to the Treasury. He died 1 July, 1864. 

As a law writer he is best known by his Exchequer Beportt, in collaboiatiou 
with Roger Meeson, and subsequently with E. T. Hurlaione and J. Oonlon, 
and hia mercantile cases in conjunction with J. H. Lloyd, and by his Zmm of 
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the Judgtt of the Sevtnleenth and EighUinih Ccntiixia, origiuatly pnbtiahed iu 
the Lav) Magaaine. He also edited iiKiny nell-knovrn law bool^ iucludiiiu 
a portion ol BlackiUme't Commentaria, Arekbold'n Law of PUadiag arul 
Evtdence in Criminal Cata, and Jervii on Coronera. 



WENTWORTH, WILLIAM CHARLES. Adhtralian Stateskas, 

1793—1872. 
Admitted 6 February, 1817. 
Eldest Bon of lyArcy Wentworth of Nuw South Wales, He claimed descent 
from the great Earl of Stratford, and vrna undoubtedly connected with ttie 
Wentworths of Yorkshire, though of Irish extraction. His father emigrated 
to New South Wales in 1790, and held an importaot position there. The 
sou was sent lo England in 1800 to be educated. Returning U) Australia, he 

t* lined the exploration party of Blaxland and Lawson across thu Blue 
lountaim. He returned to England in 1816, and matriculated at Peter- 
house, Cambridge, where he was at the time of his admiBsion to the Middle 
Temple. In 181S he published A Statiaical Account of tht BritiA SathnunU 
in Avtlralia, in which he endeavoured to stimulate imperial patriotism, and 
which soon ran to a third edition. In 1823 he obtained tbe second place in 
the competition for the pri^e poem on Australasia, won by Maukworth Praed 
(y.r.), and his production fa now connidered the liner effort He was called 
to the Bar 6 Feb. 1S2S, and then retnmed lo Sydney, where he esUblUlied 
a, newspaper called the AuttralMtt, in which he set on foot on agitation which 
led to the recajl of Governour Darling in 1831. In 184S, when parliameutan' 
institutions were conferred on Anstralio, he was elected for Sydney. He 
became the head of the " Squatter Parly " in the Colony, his aim being to 
" secure self-government for his native land." In 1848 he was orain elected 
for Svdney slong with Robert Lowe. In 1849 be brought iu a Bill for the 
founoation of the Sydney University, which was inaugurated in ISfiS, and 
he was largely responsible for the drafting of the Constitution subsequently 
conferred on the Colony. He was, moreover, tbe htst to advocate a federal 
association nf the Australian Colonies, and may be regarded as the forerunner 
of the movement which has resulted in the fonnation of the Australian 
*' Commonwealth." In 1S02 he returned to England, and died at Mcrly 
House, Winibome, Dorset, 20 March, 18TS. His remains were removed to 
Sydney for burial 6 May of that year. 



WEKDEN or WOBDEN, Sir JOHN. PoLrriciAN. 1640— IT16. 

Admitted 13 May, 1853. 

Eldeit aon of Robert Werden of Barton, Cheshire. He was CAlled to 
the Bar 9 Feb. lflG&-60, and became B.iron of the Exchequer for Cheshire 
in 1664. He was subsequently employed on important embassies to Spain, 
Holland, and Sweden, on nis return from the lost of which, in 1672, he was 
created a Baronet. He for Mjuie time represented Rci«ate in Parliament, and 
htcnme n Commissionur of Customs. He joined the Prince of Orange on his 
landing, who continued him in his office. He died 29 Oct, 1716. 



WESTBURY, BARON. Set BETHELL, RICHARD. 
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WESTBY, BAETHOLOMEW. Jddgk, d. about 1681. 

That Hub ancient jmlge was a member of the Inn appears from liia being 
present "with other members" at the Serjeant's feast in 1504, on wHcn 
occasion he delivered an address. He was then Second Baron of the 
EUchequer. At the accession of Henry VIII. he was made one of the 
Snrveyoraot the King'a Manors, and in 15U a Knight of Windsor. He died 
about 15S1. 

WESTJIOBLAND, EARL OF. See FANE, JOHN. 



WESTON, JEROME, lecond EARL <J PORTLAND. Rotaust. 

1605—1663. 
. Admitted 11 May, 1626. 

Second son of Sir Richard Weston, His Majesty's Chancellor of the 
Exchequer (q.v.). In 1632 he was sent on an embassy to Paris on the aflaira 
of the Palatinate, and in 1633 wae made Governour of the Isle oi Wight, uid 
two years later Viee-Admirol of Hampshire, of which appointments he was 
deprived by Parliament in 1642. In 1643 he was appointed President of 
Munet«r, thongh he never assumed the duties. At the Restoration he was 
restored to the offices he held, and took his seat in the Convention 
Parliament. He died 17 Mari:h, 1662-3. 



WESTON, RICHARD. Jcdoe. if. 1572. 

Second son of John Weaton of Lichfield. There is no entry of his 
admission, but he was Autumn Reader in 1554. In 1657 he was Solicitor- 
General to Queen Mary, and Queen's Serjeant to Queen Elizabeth in 1SS9. 
In the latter year he was advanced to the Bench of Coramoa Pleas, where he 
sat till his death in 1572. 

His son and heir Jerome, bora about 1550, was admitted on 19 Jan. 1571-2. 
He was High Sheriff of Essex in 1599, and died on 31 Dec 1603. 



WESTON, RICHARD, fin^t EARL «/ PORTLAND. 1577—1635. 

Admitted 13 June, 1594. 

Son and heir of Jerome Weaton of Roxwell, Esses, and grandson of 
Richard Weaton (9.11.), He was bom 1 March, 1576-7. Alter some years' study 
at the Inn he travelled into foreign parts, and in 1601 entered Parliament 
for Maldon. In 1603 he was knighted by King James and soon afterwards 
succeeded to hia father's eatales, which he is said to have impoverished by hi« 
attendance at Court. In 1620 he was sunt by James on a diplomatic mission 
to the Continent in connexion with the ai&irs of the Palatinate, but which 
was not sueccasfttl. On his return he became Chancellor and Under-Treasurar 
of the Exchequer and was sworn in of the Privy Council In Feb. 1621-2, 
he again went lo Brussels in tlie affairs of the Palatinate, and the report of 
his mission is preserved in MS. in the Inner Temple Records. As Chancellor 
it wa-f his function to provide funds for the Spanish war which followed the 
failure of thesu negociations, a imat of great difficulty which he performed 
ivith ability. In 1628-9 he was raised to the peerage as Baron Weston and 
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appointed Lord High Treasurer. In this <uipacity he acquired great nnpopu- 
larity, but succeeded in retaining the king's favour, ana in Feh. 1633-3 was 
crested Earl ot Portiftnd. He died 13 March, 1634-6, and, though a Catholic, 
was buried in Winchester Cathedral. He la frequently coiifoun'le'l wilb his 
contemporary. Sir Richard Weston, Baron of the Exchequer, who waa a 
member of the Inner Temple. 

WHATELT, THOMAS. Politician. rf. 177S. 

Admitted 19 Junt, 1742. 

Son and heir ot Thorns." Whatelcy (»tf), ot Epsom, Surrey (and brother ot 

Joseph Whately, the father of the celebrated A^hbishop}. He was called t« 



e Bar 21 June, 1751. He sat in Parliament from 1761 to 1768 for Ludgers- 
hall, Wilts, and from the latter date to hia death, tor Castle Rising, and was 
a keen politician and a close friend of Qeorge Orenville, though afterwunis a 
iollower ot Lord North — a change which Buhjected him to the aalire of 
"JiiniuB." He became a Commissioner of the Board of Trade in 1771 and 
Under-Secretary of Stale for the Northern Department He died 26 May, 
1772. 

He was the author of political pamphlets on 77k BudgtH\a6b), and The 
Cmanmermj ftetuwen Great BrUain and her Colonia (1769). Also of Obtrrvaliotu 
on Modem Gardtning (1770), and of a more literary work on Sovu of Shake- 
spMT^t Chanu^trt, highly praieed by his nephew, the Archbishop. 



WHEELER, THOMAS. Sebjkakt-at-Law. 1B03— 1883. 

Admitted 12 December, 1834. 

Second son of John Wheeler of Manchester, in the Orammar School of 
which town he was educated, proceeding thence to Cambridge, where he 
{[nidnated LL.B. in 1946 and LL.D. in 1858. He commenced his law practice 
aa a solicitor find was called to the Bar 16 Jan. 1846. In 1861 he became 
Serjeant at- Law. In I8G0 he was Judge of the Salford Court of Record, and 
two years later made County Conrt Judge of the Liverpool district, whence 
ht was transferred lo the metropohs in 1873, He was a J. P. for Lancashire 
-and Middlesex. He died 17 June, 1663. 



WHELER or WHEELER, Sitt GEOROE. Travelleb. 1650—1723. 
Admitted 4 July, 1671. 

Son and heir of Charles Wheler of Charing, Kent. He was educated at 
Oiford, where he was created M.A. in 1S83 and D.D. in 1702. Previous to 
this he had travelleil much on the Continent, and in 1676 had publbhed an 
Account of a Journey into Oneet, then a practically unknown country. In 
1662 he was kni)(hleil and in the foHowinj; year took Holy Orders and 
became a Canon of Durlium (1684), in which city he died 15 Jan. 1723. 

Besides the olxive work he published an Account of the Churehet of Iht 
J*rimilive Chritliaru (1689), and Thr Frolr*lant Mmuuteni, or Dirtctioia for Ui4 
StUuxow Condaa of a yamHy. He founded a cliapel "in Spital Fields, long 
known as Wheler Chapel, now Sl Mary's Church. In 1696 he presented n 
copy of hia work, A Jnamey into (htete, to the Library of the Inn, "p<?r 
Auiicum suuui Fmn. Morgan Ar. existent. Thesauri."

In 164» I 
he was eleciwl member for Southwark and took an active part in oppoettion f 
to the king. He died in 1645 and was buried in the Temple Church, where, i 
on a monument erected to him, occurred the lines —

Statesuan. I(i06— 1675. I 

Admitted 6 AuguH, 1619. 

Eldest aon of Sir Jamea Whitelock (q.v.) of Fowley Court, Bucks. Bom in 
Fleet Street, London on 6 Aug. 1605. Two years after his call to the Bar on 
24 Nov. 1BS6, he was chosen Master of the Rerela by his brother Templars, 
and in 1633 was one of the committee of management for the preparation of & 
masque to be performed before the king and queen. He was chosen member 
for Marlow in the Long Parliament, and was one of the most active promotera ■ 
of the impeachment of the Earl of Strafford. He was one of the Co nuniasl oners- \ 
appointed to treat with the king, and a friend of Cromwell, but, though one \ 
o! the Commjpsioncrs of the Great Seal, refused to be concerned in the trial j 
of Charles I. On £7 Oct. 1648, he became a Bencher of the Inn, and inr tli 
■ame year was elected High Steward of Oxford, and in 1653 went i 
ambaaiador to Sweden. In 16S6 he was chosen Si>eakcr of the House of 1 
Commons, and the following year was called to the Upper House ae one | 
of " Cromwell's Lords." In 1659 he acted as President of the Council of 
State and Keeper of the Great Seal, but on the approach of the Restoration 
he retired to Chilton Park, in Wiltshire, where he died in 1675. 

Bulatrode Whitelock is a prominent figure in the public history of his time. I 
He is author of the following treatises : Monarchy lUterUd (o be the bat, 
mt)^atK%entandUgalformofGovemmaU(lS60); Memoim of Englinh Affiiiru — 
from Charla I. to the Saturation 0682) ; Euays, EuUiiadical and CimliViOS) ;

Hia two eldest aon^ Jamea and William, were admitted members of the 
Inn on the same day, 4 June, 1647. James was Iwm on 13 July, 1631, and died 
in 1701. Having assisted Cromwell in Ireland, and as colonel of an Oxfordshire 
militia lament, lie nas knighted by him on 6 Jan. 1667. He represented 
Aylesbury in the Pftiliamenl of 1659. William also received the honour of 
knighthood, but from William III., on 10 April, 1689.

Admitted 2 March, 1592-3. 

Fourth son of Richurd Whitelock, of Bt Dunatau's-in-the-Eoat. He wiu 
■bom in London. 28 Not. 1570. He was educated at Merchant Taylor's 
School ond at Onford, where lie graduated RA. 1 Jnly, 1594. He was 
admitted to the Temple from New Inn, and called to the Bar 24 Oct. 16()(X 
He n-as Autmnn Reaaer in 1619. In 1620 he was elected to Parliament for 
Woodstock, and in, the aame year became Serjeant-at-lAW, a knight, and 
Chief Justice of Chester. Thive yeara later he was promoted to a eeal on the 
Eiiw's Bench, which position he held till his death, 22 June, 1G32. 

He was an eicellenl Latin scholar, historian, and genealogist, and was the 
author of the following treatises printed in Hearae^s ColUdion of Qurioat 
DUeotiTMt ni~l) ; Of the AntiquUy and Offite of SeraliU ; Of ike Anlwiity nf 
J'laeetfor Sludenlt and Frofeaon of the Common Laies of England; Of Lawful 
Combatt; Of Topoffraphie Dimtntienu in Ejigland compared inilh thote of Iht 
Oreeka onrf Latins. He also published several Speeches and Lectures or 
Readings in the Middle Temple Hall, and left behind him a sort of Diary or 
Autobiography entitled Ltiier Famelieus, which was published by ihe Camden 
Society in 1B58, in which frequent reference is made to the Middle Temple 
and hu connexion with it.

He served as a 
page in the household of the first Earl of Pembroke, and was present at the 
atomiing of St. Queutin in 1557, and most of his life was spent oil the 
Continent in the character of a soldier of fortune. In 1577 he served nniler 
Sir Jubn Norris in the Netherlands as his lieutenant, and in 1685 in the same 
country under Leicester. He took part in the battle of Zutpheu where 
Sidney was killed. He was knight»l by Leicester at that time, His last 
service was with Henry of Navarre, where ho greatly diatiuguished himself 
by hu rash valour. He died in London 12 Dec 1S95, and whs buried in 
St, Paul's Cathedral. He was the author of a Brief Ditcourte of War, e< 
laining much interesting matter on warlike operations, and much j 
reminiscence.

1633—1701. 
Admitted 25 Noyember, 1664. 

Second aan of Joseph Wiliiamson of Bridekirk, Cumberland, irhere he wo* 
baptized 4 Aug. 1633, his fatlier Leing the Yiutr of the parish. He was. 
educated at St. Bees, Westminster, ana Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 
S Fob. 1653-4, aud wae elected a Fellow of Queen's College in 1657. At the 
Beatoration he entered political life and became one of the Clerks of thu 
Council aud Keeper of the Royal Library at Whitehall. His call to the Bar 
appears tu have been on the same day as his admission, " 25 Nov. 1664," a rare 
prtvilej^e. He was knighted in Jan. 16T1-2, and in 1673 waa a joint pleni- 

Centiary at the Congress of Cologne, and on his return the following year 
ame Principal Secretary of State. Four years later, however, he waa 
sent to the Tower on a charge of granting commisaions to Popish recusant)^ 
but was released by order of the king the same day. During the time of bis 
offive he was one of the busiest men of the daj', being mixed up with nearly 
all the political and social transactions of the time. Amongst other things he 
ma,r be cMisidered as the founder of the London Gosettt, the first issue of 
which appeared 5 Feb. 1666 under his management. Be took a great interest 
in the Boyal Society, of which he was one of the first members. The onlv 
l(«al appointment he held was that of Keconler of ThetforJ. He died 
3 Oct, 1701. 



WILLS, JAMES. 



Poet and Mas or Lettebs. 
Admitted 14 November, 1814. 



Second son of Thomas Wills of Willsj-rove, eo. Roscommon. He waa 
educated at Trinity Colli^ Dublin, where he had as fellow students Charles 
Wolfe, John Sydney TajKir (q.w), John Aiister and Samuel O'Sullivan, Loss 
of means obliged him to discontinue his course at the Middle Temple, and to- 
take up literature, and subsequently to take Holy Orders. In 1846 ne became 
Vicar of Suirville, and afterwards of Atlanagh, co. Kilkenny. He contributed. 
to Bla/ikwoixl and other ma!,'Bzine5, and was the founder of the Iridt Quarttrljf 
Beniew. In 1835 he published Tht Philotoj^y of UnbeUif, and in 1847 com- 
I)leled the Livfs of Ihitingvialied Iriskmrn, with a valuable historical inlToduc- 
tioii, afterwards published as The Irink Nativn. He was the author al«o of 
several Poems, including The Umverne, long attributed to his friend and 
countryman Charles Robert Maturin. He died at Attanagh in 1868.

at Worcester. He ocauired a large private fortune. He died at Newark 
30 April, 177S. His chief title to fame is Iiis reatormg to Newark the local 
charities of the place of which he wrote an account.

He graduated at Camliridge where he was Senior 
Wrangler in 1761. He was called M the Bar 7 Feb. 1766, and aoon obtained 
a large practice in the Northern Circnil, where lie was known to hia brother 
members, John Dunning (q.v.) (afterworda Lord Aehbnrton), and John Scott 
(Lord Eldon) (q.t,). la Nov, 1786 was selected aa a Judge of the Common 
Pleas and kniBhted, and in 1792 made a Commissioner ot the Great Seal He 
died at Kendal 18 Oct. 1793.

WINDEBANK, Sir FRANCIS. Statesman. 1682— leiC. 

Admitted 4 February, 1602-3. 

" Son and heir of Thomas Wiudeboncke of SL Martin's- in-the- Fields," wlii^re 
ha was baptiied 21 Aug. 1688. In 1604 he obtained a grant of a clerkship of 
the Signet to which he succeeded some twenty fears afterwards. In 163S he 
was selected as the coUeagoe of Sir John Coke in the Secretaryship of State, 
and knighted. He became very unpopular in this capacity, and in 1640, being 
siispectea of treasonous correspondence, fled to France, where he died 1 Sept. 
1646, having previously been received into the Koman Church. 



WINDEYER, RICHARD. AraTRAiiAS STATsaMAM. 1806—1847. 
Admitted 15 May, 1829. 

Eldest son ot Charles Windeyer of Sydney, New South Wales. He was 
bom in London 10 Aug. 1806, and educated partly in France. He was called 
to the Bar 3 May, 1834, and occupied chambers in Pump Court till he emigrated 
to Australia in 1835. He there became leader of the Svdney Bar, and in 1843 
a representative of the Legislative Council, where he had as a colleague 
Robert Lowe, afterwards Lord Sherbrooke, and made himself comipicuouH as a 
reformer and thorough-going economist — " the Joseph Hnme of the Council," 
as he has been called. He was very active also as an agricultural pioneer, 
and assisted in the intnxluctiou of machinery and viticulture into the Colony. 
He die<l 2 Dec 1647. 



WINDSOR, THOMAS, sixth BARON WINDSOR. 1690— I64L 

Admitted U August, IGOO. 

Son and heir of Henry, Lord Windsor, nnd nephew ot Frederick, the fourth 
Baron, who were both members of the Itiii. He was created K.B. in June, 
1610, and was Rear-Admiral of the Fleet to fetch honw Prince Charles from 
Si>ain in 1623. 

The Arms of Edwanl, the third Baron, who djstinguiahod himself at the 
siege ot St. Quentin, are in the Hall, Init there in no record ot his admisaioD 
as It probably look place in the perioil for which the records arc wanting.

Eldest son of John WiuniDgton of Winnington, Cheshire, bom at Worcerter

1672-3, Reader 1675, and Treasurer the same year. He was Standing Counsel 
to Prince Rupert, and was koighted in 16TS. He had a large practice at the 
Bar and was created Saticitor-Oeneral on 19 Feb. 1674, but was deprived of 
his office tor sTipportingthe Eiclu*ion Bill ot 1678, loaing at the dissolution 
his seat for WinOBor. He 9ul)sequent!y sat for Worcester and Tewkesbury in 
Parliament, and was offered a Judg^hip, which he declined. He died. 1 Stay, 
1700, and was buried at Stanford, Worcestershire, where there is a monument 
to his memory. He was the tutorof Lord Somers (q.v.), bnt whs as much famed 
for riding and field sports as for his law, A letter from him in IVamet'i 
Epiitolary Cnriotitiei is all he has left behind of B literary nature.

Admitted 10 Novemlier, 1590. 

Second son of Georjje Winter of Hoddiiigton, Worcester. He was admitted 
with hia elder brother Robert from New Inn. They were of an ancient 
family of Welsh descent (Gwyntwr), and related to their fellow conspirators, 
Robert Catesby and Francis Trestiam. Thomas was an able man and good 
linRuiat, and in his youth bad seen service in the Netherlands. His oonneiion 
wita the Gunpowder Plot and the part he took iu it have been the subject of 
much controversy ; but there seems no reason to doubt the &cl« as detailed in 
his own Confession, " written with his own hand, 26 Nov. 1605." He took a 
prominent part in the laying of the mine, and was the last Xo fly on hearing 
of its discoveiT. He was taken prisoner with the other conspirators, not 
killed, at Holbeach, in Staffordshire, 8 Nov. 1606, and conimitti.-d to the 
Tower. He was put upon his trial 27 Jan. following, aud condenmed and 
executed on the 31st. His brothei- suffered the previous day. Durii^ nil 
tliese proceedings he behav<?d with courage aud resolution. 



WOLFE, ARTHUR, /rn! VISCOUNT KILWARDEN. 1739—1803. 

Admitted 12 November, 1761. 

Fifth son of John Wolfe of Forenanghts, co. Kildare. He was educated at 
Dublin University and called to the Irish Bar in 1766.

Fowth Bon of Thomas WottoD, born at Boughloa Mallierbe, in Kent, in 
1568- In the year foUowitig his admission he became secretory to the Earl of 
Essex. He was knighted by Jairiea I., and employed as AmbaWdor to Yenice, 
the United Provinces, and the Genuan Courta. In 1624 he wns made Provost 
of Eton, to qualify for which position he took deauon's orders. He retained 
this post until his death in 1639.

Caapart Seioppio (1613); Elcmcntf of ArckiCecturt, collaUd from tht Ftrtt 
Authon, eU. (1624); Plawus «t Vota ad Regem e Seotia FUdueem (1633); 
ParalUl belwem Robert, Earl of Eaex, and Gmyt, Dufc of iJiu-fa (1641) ; Slutrf 
View of the Life of Gtorge ViUitri, Duke of Bucks (1642) ; Rtliqnia WotloaiiM^te, 
or A ColUetion of Uva, Ltiters, Poeau, etc (1651) ; Tht State of Cftrtriewiom 
(1667) ; LetttTS to Sir Edmund Baker (1661) ; Lett^i to the Lord Zoudt (168B). 



WOQLFE, STEPHEN. Irish Judge. 1787—1840. 

Admitted 25 April, 1812. 

Second ton of Stephen Wonlfe of Tierraaclane, co. Clare. He was educated 
at Stonyhurst and at Trinity CoUe);e, Bnhtin, being one of the fitst Homaa 
Catholics to be admitUd. He was called to the Irish Bar in lgI4. In 1830 
be became Crown Counsel for Monster, and in 1835 entered Parliament for 
Cashel, and was appointed Solicitor-General for Ireland the following year. 
In 1837 he became Attorney- General, and in the next year wad raised to the 
Bench as Chief Baron of the Irisli Ei^clieciuer, lieing the lirst Roman Catholic 
elevated to that dignity. He died nt Baden-Baden 2 July, 1840. 



WREN, CHRISTOPHER. Aktiquakian. 1676—1747. 

Admitted February, 1603-4. 

Sou and heir of the great architect. He was educated at Eton and 
Pembroke Hall, Cambridge, but left without graduating. He represented 
Windsor in Parliament from 1713 to 1715 ; but his chief mim to tame is his 
collection of the documents which Ibnu the chief matfiriats for the Life of 
his diatiugoiahed father, and which were published by his son in 1750 luulei 
the title of ParenUilia. He wad a numisuiitist of some repute, and published 
in 1708 a treatise entitled Numismatiitn Antiquonim SyUoge. He died 
e Sept. 1747. 



WRIGHT, JAMES. Antiqcarian Wbiteb. 1643—1713. 

Admitted 14 November, 1670. 

Son and heir of Rev. Abraham Wright of Oaklioni, divine. He came to the 
Middle Temple from New lun, and was called to the Bar 14 May, 1675. He 
dwelt much at Oakham, in Rutlauii, of which his father was Vicar, and thet« 
studied the antiquities of the county, a history of which he published in I6S4- 
In 1685 he published an account of the Popian Plot, 1678 — S4, under the title

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of A Compaidwiu View of th« iaXe Travhlc*. Thia was followed by many otber 
works of a poetical and antiquarian character, including Poemi on St. Paul't 
Cathedral (1697) ; A Hittonj of the EnaliA Stage (1699). He was a ^eal 
collector of literary curiosities, all of wticli, however, unfortunately perialieil 
in the fire of the Middle Temple in 1678. He died sometime in the 
year 1713. 

In the year 1670, the year of hie adtuiasion, he presented a copy of his 
Aniiquitut of Rutland to the Inn. TTub, which was probahly a MS, copy, hiding 
fourteen years before the date of publication, has aisappearei). The copy in 
the Library contains the Additioru of IfiST.

"Eldest son of Williatu Wynne, Law Student, and relative of Francis 
Luttrell, Treasurer of the Middle Temple." He was called to the Bar 24 Nov. 
1768, and was the author of the following treatises : MuecUany, coatainiug 
sevoml Law Tracts, viz. : (I) On Fitzhat>erl'» Natara Breaivm ; (!) On Things 
annexed to the Freehold anrf Thing* levrred from it; (3) On Collateral Poh-

Mr. Wynne died on 27 Dec. 1784, and 
is buried in Westminster Abbey. In hia Emomm (ed. I82a) he is described 
OS of the Inner Temple. 



WYNNE, WILLIAM. SBEUHANT-AT-Liw. 1692—1 

Admitted 12 December, 1712. 

Son and heir of Oscar Wynne of St, MarRaret's, Westminster. H' 
called to the Bar 23 May, 1718, and uiadi' Serjeant, with fomteen 
17 May, 173fi. He was eugnged ns counsel, with Sir Conetantine Phipp 
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in the defence of Bishop Atterbury in 1723, and in 1746 in the trial of 

Francis Townley for high treSHon. 

He is known as the anthor of the following treatisea : Dtfence of tht laU 
BiAop of Rochetter (1723) ; Lift of Sir Lmlim JeiUcim (1724) ; Dignity of the 
Degree of SeTJeattt-at-Laic [nubseqiientlv published by bia son, Edwatd Wynne] 
(17S6). Serjeant Wynne died on 16 May, 1765. 



WYTHENS, WITHENS «■ WITHINS, SiB Francis. Jtogk. 

About 1634—1704. 
Admitted 27 November, 1664. 

Only BOn of William Wythena of Southend, Kent. He was cnlled to the 
Bar 9 Feb. 1669-00, becami: a Bencher 21 May, 1680, and Treasurer in the 
following year. He was elected to Parliament for Westniinsler in 1679, and 
woB knigbt«d in 1680. He fell, however, under the displeasure of Parliament 
for too great subservience to the king, and wns expelled the House. As an 
advocate he was employed in many important cases, and in 1683 was made 
Serjeant, and miaed to the King's Bench. In this capacity he was on the 
Commission for the Trial of the Bye House Plotters, also in the trials of 
KuBsell and Sidney, and of Titus Ontes. In 1C87, however, he was removed 
from the Bench, when he again took to practice as a SeHeanL He survived 
his discharge seventeen years, when he died at bis residence at Southend.in 
Eltham in May, 1704. 



YARDLEY, Sib WILLUM. Colosial Judge. 1810—1878. 

Admitted 10 November, 1832. 

Second son of Edward Yaidley of Dorrington, Salop. He wa» born at 
Shrewsbury in 1810, and educated al Shrewsbury School. He was called 
til the Bar 2 June, 1837. In 1847 he became a puisne Judge in Bombay, 
find in 1852 Chief Justice. Ho retired in 18B8. He was a J.P. and D.L 
for Pembrokeshire. He died 15 Dec. 1878. 



YELVEETON, BARRY, firit VISCOUNT AVONJIORE. 1736—1805. 
Admitted 10 October, 1759, 

Eldest son of Francis Yelverton of Kanturk, co. Cork. He graduated at 
Dublin 1757, and for many years supported himself by teaching, He was 
called to the Irish Bar in 1764, where he rapidly acquired repute, and was 
appointed King's Counsel and a Bencher of King's Inns in 1772. In 1774 he 
was returned to Parliaiiieni for Donegal, and in 1782 became Attorney- 
General of Ireland. He was soon afterwards raised to the Bench as Chief 
Baron of the Exchequer, and in 1796 to the Peerage of Ireland b£ Baron 
Avonmore, and in 1800 became a Viscount and a Baron of the United 
Kingdom. He enjoyed a great reputation as a siieakcr, and bis amiable 
simj^icity of character earned for him the title oi the "Goldsmith of the 
Irish Bar." He died 19 Aug. 1805. 



YONG. See YOUNG. 
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TONGE fft VOUNGE, WALTER. Diaeist. About 1681—1649. 

Adiiiitled 26 October, 1600. 

Son and heir of Jolm Yonge of ColyCon, Devon. Being a man of good 
estate in his county he took an active part in local affairs, and was returned 
for the borough of Honiton in 1640. At the ontbrealc of the Civil War he 
was appointed one of the Victuallers to ihe Navy. He died Deo. 1649. 

He published a book on the duties of a Jiniice of the Pfoce (1642), but 
a work of far greater interest is a Diary or Note left in MS., anil now in 
the British Museum, from which ne i^Lhsr very interesting particulars of the 
proceedings of the Long pBrliament from 1641! to 1646. 



YORKE, CHARLES. Lohd Chancellor. 1722—1770. 

Admitted 1 December, 1T3I>. 

Second son oi RL Hon. Philip Yorke, Lord Hanlwicke (q.v.). Bom in 
London 30 Dec. 17SS. Though entered of tlie Middle Temple, he removed 
to Lincoln's Inn 23 Oct. 1742, and was called to the Bar there 1 Feb. 1745, 
and elected a Bencher 8 May, 1754. He possessed his father's talent^ and 
his promotion both in the legal and political world was rapid. Ho became 
Solicitor-Genei'al in 1756, and Attorney- General in 1762, Lord Chancellor 
17 Jan. 1770, with the prospective title of Baron Morden, but he died, it ia 
supposed by his own hand, a few days afterwards, 20 Jan. 1770. 

In addition to legal and political, Yorke aspired to literary, fame. He 
contributed to the AOimian LclUn, and Iiati left some Essays in verse. 



YOBKE, PHILIP, firit EARL HARDWICKE. 

Admitted 29 November, 1708. 
Son and heir of Philip Yorke, Attorney, of Dov^r, where he was bom 
1 Dec. 1690. His mother was the widow of Edward Gibbon, the historian. 
He was called to the Bar 27 iklay, 1715, elected a Bencher 10 Feb. 1720, and 
was Reader and Treasurer in 1721. On 26 July, 1724, Yorke migrated from 
the Middle Temple to Lincoln's Inn, where he was made a Bfmcber. He 
entered Parliament in 1719, and the following year became Solicitor-General, 
and Attorney-General 17i4, which oflice he held till his advancement to the 
Chief Judgeship of the King's Bench in 1733, from which he was transferred 
to the Woolsack in 1737. On his iiromntion to the Bench he was created a 
Baron, and in 17G4 received an Earldom. He died 6 March, 1764, leaving 
a reputation second to none as a judge and jurist 



YORKE, PHILIP. KCOTirfEARL HARDWICKE. 1720—1790. 

Admitted 28 October, 1729. 

"Son and heir uf Philip Yorke (0.0.), Knight, A ttoniey- General to King 
George 11., one of the Masters of the Brnch." He matriculated at Ciunbridge 
in 1737, and received the degree of LL.D. in 1749. He displayed at this 
early period a taste for literature, and was one of the contributors to the 
Alluman Ldterg (1741). He sat in Parliament first for Reigato and then 
for CanibridKeshirc from 1741 till his succession to the Peerage in 1764. He 
took an active pari in Parliament both as a commoner and a peer, but 
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declined office on account of ill health. His Diary of the proceedinjB^s of the 
House of Commons from 1743 to 1746 is incorporated in Cohh^iVs Parliamentary 
History. He died 16 May, 1790. 

He edited the Carleton Letters (1767), and Miscellaneous State Papers^ 1601 to 
1726 (1778) ; and printed some Anecdotes of Sir Robert Walpole under the 
title of JValpoliana (1783) ; and he has left niunerous MSS. 



YOUNG, or YONG, or YOUNGE, BARTHOLOMEW. Translator. 

d. 169a 
Admitted 19 May, 1682. 

Son and heir of Geotge Young, a merchant of London. He was admitted 
to the Middle Temple from New Inn. He describes himself as of the Middle 
Temple, where he took part in a " public show " as a French orator at the 
Inn. He spent some years in Spain, and on his return translated into English 
Montemayor's Diana. He also translated The Civile Conversation of Stephen 
Guc^zzo (1586) ; and The Amorous Fiammetta of Boccaccio from the Italian 
(1587).
